This file also disclosed he resided in Hankow, China, 
and was employed by the Kankow Herald in 1926 to 1928 and subsequently 
saployed as a journalist for the New fork sun and Consolidated Press 
Association. According to this file he described himself as a free 
lance writer and stated that he had also been formerly Acting W ewa 
Editor of the Japanese Advertiser in Tokyo (American owned enterprises). 


Th this passport registration he disclosed his mother, ROSE NEISS, was 
born in Czechoslovakia, arai was a naturalized citizen. The applicant's 
applications for passports all reflected that he was bora July 2, 1902, 
at New Tork.

concerning the return of the applicant' b nother-in-law to Manchuria and 
the possible entry of the applicant's father-in-law into this country. 
This file also contained a separate file dealing with the report of 
arrest of the applicant in Harbin, China. The details of this arrest

were reported by the American consular General at Harbin, (Jilna, 
and are as follows: 

On May 20, 1932, at about 11*00 p.m., the consular 
'General heard that the Manchoukus police were trying to arrest HUNTER, 
then staff correspondent of tha jnteroational News Service. According 
to the consular General, the police claimed that HUNTER had struck 
one of their officials. HUNTER stated to the Consular General that 
he was accosted by a polleasan after entering the hotel and that he , 
pushed the policeman's restraining an aray and pushed him back out of 
his path. According to this report, HUNTER complained about the 
policeman to the officer in charge but was nevertheless about to become 
arrested. Report continued and stated that to avoid complications, 
the Consular General took HUNTER into custody and convinced him to write 
a letter of apology to placate the policeman. The Consular General 
commented in a report that Mr. HUNTER'S tactics with the police were 
"tactless n and that his dispatches were not at all complimentary 
to the Japanese in Uanchoukuo. 

This file also contained dispatches from the Immigra¬ 
tion and Naturalization Service sources which described Mr. HUNTER as 
• a person "who has scored sensational and brilliant beats since he 
went to Mukden last October. The first neutral correspondent of any 
nation to penetrate the Uanchoukuo fighting area." b3

I In this file was a letter dated November 9. 1937, 
to the late Resident FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT txcm Mr. HUNTER containing 
a copy of his article in Esquire entitled "New Tones for Old Wars", 
m this letter he stated he resigned as foreign correspondent for 
Hear at, Inc., as a "protest to the distortion of foreign news to 
fit editorial policies regarding American politics." He stated further, 
"I believe in a free press." The article “New Times for Old Wars" 
predicted World War II and based its prediction on the failure of the 
diplomats in coming out into the open and not being aware of their 
nation's war intuitions. 

Also contained in this file was a notice that on 
August 2L, 1936, the applicant and his wife were evacuated from Barcelona 
on the ship OKLAHOMA. 

Mr. LOUIS N. DRURI, Security Division, Department of 
State, advised that a check of the other pertinent indices of the 
Department of State fails to disclose any information concerning the 
applicant.

Senator Cotton. Will you raise your right hand, please. Do you 
solemnly swear to tell the truth, the whole truth, nod nothing but the 
truth, so help you God? 

Mr. Hunter. I do. 

Senator Cotton. Give the reporter your name and address. 

TESTIMONY OF EDWARD HUNTER 

Mr. Hunter. I am Edward Hunter. My address is 6‘4 Webster 
Avenue, Port Washington, N.Y. 

Mr. So urwine. You are the author of a number of books, are you 
not? ,, 

Mr. Hunter. Yes, a number of liboks 

Mr. Sourwine. You wrote ‘‘Brainwashing in Red China”? 

Mr. Hunter. Yes, and the more recent ‘‘Brainwashing: From 
Pavlov to Powers." 

Mr. Sourwine. You wrote “The Story of Mary Liu”? 

Mr. Hunter. Yes. “The Black Book on Red China,” too. 

Mr. Sourwine. And you have also written an influential contem¬ 
porary book on Afghanistan? 

Mr. Hunter. Yes. I spent a whole year in Afghanistan and wrote 
a l>ook, "The Past Present,” which had the effect of emancipating 
the women of Afghanistan by persuading the royal family to allow 
Afghan women to appear in public'with unveiled, ‘‘naked” faces. 

Mr. Sourwine. You have had a great deal of experience in psycho¬ 
logical warfare, have you not? r '• ; 

Mr. Hunter. Yes, over many years. 

Mr. Sourwine. This has been ou&of your specialties. 

Mr. Hunter. Since I was thrown! h to this field as it young reporter. 
40 or so years ago. 
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Mr. Sourwixe. In this connection, you have worked with agencies 
of the U.S. Government? 

Mr. Hunter. A number of different agencies. 

Senator Cotton-. I must answer a quorum call. We will stand in 
recess for a brief period. 

The subcommittee resumed at 4 p.in.; in room 2300, New Senate 
Office Building, Senator Norris Cotton presiding. 

Also present: J. G. Sourwinc, chief counsel of the subcommittee; 
Benjamin Mandel, research director, and Frank Sclnoeder, chief 
investigator, and Ralph W. Horton, minority counsel. 

Senator Cotton. This hearing is being reopened as a regular execu¬ 
tive session, to provide opportunity for Mr. Edward Hunter to elabo¬ 
rate on a point lie touched upon only briefly during his testimony in 
May; namely, the new counterdrive in the United States against 
anti-Comiminist alertness and training programs. 

Mr. Hunter, you have already been sworn. 

Mr. Souhwine. Wc are informed, and have on the record, your 
very extensive background in psychological warfare generally, and the 
war against the mind specifically. Wc know of the research, and the 
books you pioneered in this field. Have you given any- particular 
attention to the subject of tiiis phase of our bearing, as Senator Cotton 
has stated it? 

Mr. Hunter. Yes; indeed. T made extensive trips throughout the 
United States during the past couple of years, after my return from 
Afghanistan, Tor purposes of research, writing, and lecturing. This 
put me in close touch with the local situation in each community ns 
regards communism, I watched an actual grassroots movement 
develop. Witli this background, 1 have lately been noticing a new, 
highly coordinated drive go into high gear lo tear this anti-Communist 
movement tip by the roots and destroy it. Whereas the grassroots 
movement was a spontaneous local development in most areas, there 
is nothing spontaneous not local about the drive to crush It; it is an 
organized psychological warfare operation that had all' the markings 
of staff planning. 

Mr. Sourwine. We hope you will go into detail on these matters. 
So that we may have a general idea or where these details fit in, could 
you begin by summarizing the present stage in this fight? 

Mr. Hunter. A quick, Red operation is being attempted, like that) 
of a sleight-of-liand artist, to push this administration, the press, and 
public into a trap that would eliminate the anti-Comimmist program 
in the United States. We should know by now that this is the way 
Red strategy operates, as it did in the concluding period of World 
War IT. When communism has an opponent’s attention diverted, or 
has him confused or reeling, the Reds push forward as fast as they 
can in their psychological warfare, grabbing all the advantage and 
booty they can. They' are using this time-tried method of theira 
against the Kennedy administration in its first year. They have 
carefully analyzed its conciliatory or goodwill traits as Vulnerabilities, 
and arc exploiting them as much as they can. Those traits, as you 
must know, arc held with contempt in Communist teachings—their 
dialectical materialism— regarded as sentimentalism, a crime in Com¬ 
munist society. Sentimentalism is considered a bourgeois contradic¬ 
tion to Marxist objectivism. 
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Mr. Sourwine. Do they have any special plan or ruse by which 
they hope to achieve this purpose? 

Mr. Hunter. Yes; very much so. A new "psywnr” line that con¬ 
stitutes very clever propaganda is being pushed. The argument is 
simply that communism is no danger here in the United States, that 
it's abroad where the danger lies. They want us to stop paying 
attention to Communist activities here in America, to drop the alert¬ 
ness and training programs that would enable our public and our 
troops to avoid Red traps, and to recognize .the face of communism, 
so tiiat we won’t repeat the disastrous scandals oT North Korean 
prisoner-of-war comps, and of Captain Powers of the 0-2. This 
isn’t really a new line, any more.than coexistence was when.it was 
taken out of the Red “bag of tricks” for use again. But it’s now their 
major line, and the major danger to us. If the Reds can put it 
across—iitul they’ve already achieved some great successes witli it— 
we will have disarmed ourselves in the realm of mind warfare—the 
war for the mind—right here at home. Our.submersion into com¬ 
munism would inevitably follow, unless wo were able to awaken from 
the trance in time. 

Mr. Sourwine. Where do wc stand now in this fight? 

Mr. Hunter. When we look at it from tli^j overall point of view, 
wc sec a race taking place. It is a race between,those trying to give 
the American people the knowledge they require of the weapons and 
the tactics employed in the so-called cold war, and those seeking to 
deprive them of this vital information. This is the part of the Red 
disarmament drive that is being waged in the field of mind warfare, 
what might best be called mind attack, a. military label for brain¬ 
washing. What wc arc discussing now falls into the scope of the 
softening-up process, one of the two processes in brainwashing, the 
other being indoctrination. Softening up is disarmament in the cold 
war. Exactly ns the Red objective in weapons disarmament—as 
evidenced by their one-sided demands—is to deprive 11 s of the hard¬ 
ware for defense and attack, while leaving themselves loopholes to 
avoid such deprivation, their objective in cold war disarmament is 
our moral softening up, depriving us of tlie means of spotting Red 
traps and Communist intrigue, and sapping our will to do anything 
about it, while leaving communism no such handicap to conspiracy 
and subversion. ,. .- 

A growing grassroots movement lias developed in the United States 
against communism—one which constitutes a. powerful nnti-Com- 
munist movement. This evolved in spite of anti-anti-Conimunist 
maneuvers- against anticommunism—that have been going on for 
some years in our country, utilizing mainly Red fronts and hush-hush 
methods, as well as economic pressure against those who arc frankly 
unti-Conummist. This subtle,, comparatively concealed anti-anti¬ 
communism has now been merged into what can best be called a Rod 
anti-anti-Communist drive, that was openly initiated, under orders 
issued to the Communist, forces of the world, especially to those in 
the United States, through the Red manifesto of December 5, 1960. 
The manifesto was made public at the conclusion of the strategy 
conference of 81 Communist parties of the world, including our 
treasonable own, that mct.-in. Moscow, all last November. - The race 
is what the Rods call “struggle," and is for keeps: “Struggle” : in tine 
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Communist lexicon cun include all forms of conflict, from smiles and 
leaflets to hand grenades and nuclear fission, according to opportunity 
and need. The protagonists arc the growing anti-Communist move¬ 
ment in the United States and the Red anti-anti-Communist drive. 
The Reds are seeking to put this over as a quick operation, catching 
us off balance, to crush the entire anti-Communist movement in our 
country. 

Mr. SounwiNE. What do you mean by an anti-Communist move¬ 
ment in the United States, and b 3 ' your references to a grassroots 
movement? 

Mr. Hunter. This can only be understood against the backdrop 
of the Communist position generally on matters concerning inquiry 
by non-Communists and anti-Communists—by anyone—into what 
the Reds consider their own business, their “psywar" operations to 
weaken, conquer, and take over other countries, especially the United 
States, so as to complete their conquest of the world. vThey have 
always demanded that inquiry of any kind into Red manipulation 
should be forbidden. They have called it undemocratic, a reactionary 
or fascist activity, and illegal. All these words have their o\m. separ¬ 
ate meaning in the Communist dictionary. They also insist, from 
the same Red point of view, that all such inquiry is “unfriendly" and 
“hostile," and are using “rightist” and “extreme rightist" as smear 
words against anti-Communist teachings generally. The new con¬ 
servative surge in the United Stales has been accompanied by anti-- 
Communist efforts, mainly along educational lines, to spread informa¬ 
tion about the real nature of communism. The Reds equate this 
new conservatism with anticommunism, and equate this witii fascism. 
This is lumping together opponents of every description—mild or 
tough—branding them with some predominantly objectionable label, 
is an old Red tactic. It produces some of the more obvious of the, 
patent falsehoods that come out of Red logic, called dialectical materi¬ 
alism, and reaches such perversions of Soeratic thinking as the teach¬ 
ing that war is peace, black is white, and opposition to communism is 
illegal, whereas pro-Coimiiunist activity is perfectly legal. The 
former may be as timid as you like, it is called McCarthyism by the 
Reds; the latter may be as unprincipled as hades, it is still regarded 
by them as irreproachable. Here we have the actual meaning of the 
term “McCarthyism" in dialectical materialism, and it has nothing 
whatsoever to do with the manner by which communism is opposed," 
it is a matter of so-called principle—Red principle. 

We can understand much more about Communist procedure, which 
otherwise seems so incomprehensible, if we keep this difference iu 
approach in mind, as well as the strategy that communism pursues to 
prevent frontal attack on specific Red tactics and evils, or their dis¬ 
closure, by bunching all the opposition with whatever can be found 
that might bo branded "off balance” and “haywire,” and culling the 
whole thing right extremist—meaning to us anti-Semitic, racist and 
Fascist, irrespective of how far fetched these accusations are to the 
particular cases under discussion. By insisting, as they actually did 
in the prisoner of war camps in North Korea, that any inquiry into 
communism shows “a hostile attitude" and an unconeiliatory spirit, 
they have consistently obtained invaluable concessions without giving 
up anything in return, everywhere from the questioning of a prisoner 
■to the grilling of a diplomat. We’re going through this process all 
Over again, it seems. 
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Mr. Sourwine. How do they seem to get away with it all the time? 

Mr. Hunter. By calculated, minutely planned staff work, and by 
the utilization in particular of the double standard. 

Mr. Sourwine. What do you mean by "the double standard”? 

Mr. Hunter. This is basic in Communist strategy. Enforcement 
of the double standard leaves the door open for the Communists to 
make headway. Otherwise, their aggressive and conspirational 
methods would be seen through, and once this happened they could 
not survive. The nnti-unti-Comniunist drive is a vivid example of 
the double standard in practice. The Reds for years have had 
phenomenal success in suppressing criticism of communism that was 
in any way specific, and therefore effective. The poor Republic of 
China suffered tragically from this. Books-extolling the Chinese 
Reds as agrarian reformers and Chinese ‘‘New Dealers"—not at nil 
real Communists—were the only ones reviewed favorably in the 
United States, often the only ones reviewed at all, and were given 
best seller treatment, with a publicity buildup that ultimately made 
them bestsellers. The participation of writers and political analysts 
in pro-Red Chinese propaganda became extremely lucrative, and they 
were given additional easy income from fat lecture contracts. All 
this was laid on for those who held the line in the right direction, from 
the Communist standpoint that is, toward the extreme left. Anti- 
Communists were excluded. They just weren’t given a look-in. 
It happened with such consistency that it cannot be considered a 
coincidence. We now know that this was manipulated by the Reds 
themselves. They benefited politically, in psychological warfare, 
from what constituted a monopoly, or a squeeze play. This embraced 
the film and drama and took over our communications channels 
generally. Yet all this time it was considered perfectly proper for the 
Communists to lambast their foes without the least consideration for 
truth. Any attempt to stop them was at once branded ns interference 
with free speech and civil rights, and cynically, as a threat to the free 
enterprise system. 

When this monopoly of theirs was finally exposed, the Reds howled 
suppression. The double standard to them is not a clover maneuver 
that they have gotten away with all this tiifie: they consider it their 
right. 

Wc must understand this if we are not to he bewildered each time 
we come up against it. From the other aspect, that of. Communist 
ideology, it is something "proper" and "right" in their terminology. 
The double standard is port of dialectical materialism—built into it. 
The Reds, as a matter of ideology, do not grant their enemies the 
same privileges they claim for themselves. They claim the advan¬ 
tages of the double standard in our society, as in their own, as a right. 
It hasn't anything to do with what‘we call a liberal approach. It 
isn’t being liberal to recognize this travesty of thought as logical, 
unless wc are willing to go right ahead, too, and recognize that peace 
is war and white is black. This, incidentally, was the mental state 
into which our prisoners of war were edged in the Red brainwashing 
camps in North Korea. What is hard to realize is that this is exactly 
the state of mind the Reds seek to impose in close quarters in any 
negotiation. 

Under the double standard, Communists.can be anti-United States, 
but wc are not to be allowed to be anti-Communist. Anti-anti- 
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communism is simply the enforcement of this piece of Red logic, that 
is really a piece of lack logic. But it has been perpetrated for years. 
The Reds at no time arc willing to accept fair play, or a give-and-take 
situation in the press, any more limn in a summit negotiation with 
President Roosevelt, Truman, Eisenhower or, now, Kennedy. It 
makes no difference whom. They arc now insisting upon a return 
to what they claim as this right of theirs, the monopoly of our press 
and book facilities for pro-Communist arguments, and their exclusion 
to anti-Communists. They're making headway, too, in the same 
channels that lay low for a while. 

The Red insistence on the double standard hns reached its peak 
with the Communist claim to ample and complete—de facto exclu¬ 
sive—facilities with which to destroy us. They are specifically de¬ 
manding complete elimination of anti-Communist programs from our 
schools and in the military, and from public meetings. This is the 
culmination of nnti-nnti-Conimuiiism. If we arc buried in accord¬ 
ance with the decree of that specialist in genocide, Nikita Khrushchev, 
itishould be memorialized on our collectivized tombstone by the words: 
“Here Lies a Nation—Martyr to the Double Standard; Americans 
Could Never Learn.” 

There is a semantic gimmick that usually greases the mechanism 
for the upside-down Red thinking that is sometimes called double-, 
think. This is anti-Communist bias. Americans are justifiably op¬ 
posed to bias. Opposition expressed to communism is labeled “anti- 
Communist bias" by the Reds, and til once we are supposed to avoid 
it. The simple objective is to eliminate free inquiry into Red ma¬ 
chinations in our midst. But we arc not supposed to refer to a pro- 
Communist bias, for to do so is, to them, “McCarthyism.” This is 
the double standard. We are pressed not to engage in anticom¬ 
munism, but if wc don’t, we leave the field open to the pro-Com- 
munists by default. That is the trap. 

One of the most glaring examples of the double standard is in Red 
racism. The Reds use the term “racial liberation wars” in the native 
languages of Asia and Africa, and make no bones about it being a war 
against the while man, specifically the Western white man. So-called 
liberals who fall into the trap of equating defense of freedom with 
racism, following the Red line, never raise a voice against the obvious 
racism engaged in by Communists. 

Somehow, if we're going to have a double standard, I would prefer 
wc ii3e it to our own advantage once in a while, and without'any 
qpnccnlmcnt about it, cither. Is there anything wrong in favoring 
our own side, if wc do so aboveboard, and honorably? One of the 
main reasons wc are having setbacks around the world, losing respect, 
is that we have become known for not helping our friends, and for 
letting them down, while we help our enemies, trying to make our¬ 
selves popular with them, as if this were the way any person or nation 
can truly become popular. 

The double standard is now in operation in many sectors of our 
society, if wc would only look. The double standard is the main 
tactic in the perennial drive to put Red China into the United Nations 
and to give it American recognition. In our communications chan¬ 
nels—from television to our dnilv papers—wo constantly come across 
remarks favorable to the Red Chinese on this issue. This is considered, 
being objective. However, when did you last hear anyone on tele- 
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vision, Tor instance, cnsunUy remark t)mt it was inevitable that freedom 
be restored to the Chinese people? Such statements arc culled 
controversial and discouraged or even suppressed. They’re only 
controversial, however, when they're nnti-Coininunist. This is tire 
double standard in operation. Mao Tsc-tung was whitewashed by 
its use. The same tactic is now being employed on his behalf once 
more, and by mostly the same people. We seem to accept past 
errors as the best recommendation for trust in this thro ugh-the* 
looking-glass world. What seems unforgivable is to have been right 
all along about communism. 

Mr. SotJRWiNE. You said something about planned staff work by 
the Communists, presumably in reference to their activities in our 
country. Will you elaborate on this, please? 

Mr. Hunter. During the war, we had a .clandestine propaganda 
warfare section in the Office of Strategic Services. T was part of it. 
These were, for the most part, experimental stations, with little 
implementation done. Theater commanders knew nothing about 
this approach, and next to nothing about psychological warfare, and 
had no time to find out, with a war going on, and certainly no patience 
for it. Psychological warfare of this clandestine nature had been 
part and parcel of Communist attack from the start, filling a major 
role in their conduct of war. The British did not draw a strict line 
between what we called white and black—between the overt or open, 
and the covert or clandestine. They put it all through much the same 
mill. When the war ended for us, the United States disbanded this 
section. The war didn’t end for the U.S.S.R., though. We had 
ample knowledge of this, but made believe it wasn’t so. Only one 
phase of it had closed for them: that-requiring new weapons to be 
given the main emphasis. The Soviet Union kept its psychological 
planning bureaus operating as always, for Moscow had an entirely 
different conception of war than we. The Reds simply changed 
targets, and began aiming their psychological warfare guns at us, now 
that the Nazi target Itad been punched full of holes. We always had 
been an enemy, too, in their book, t<Pb i temporarily used and then 
destroyed—the traditional class warfare tactic. Significantly, we now 
are hearing of class conflict between nations—between poor and rich 
countries—now that class warfare lias been exposed as utterly mean¬ 
ingless inside any modern, free nation. Coexistence, to the Reds, is 
merely tbc shift of class warfare from the domestic to the world stage, 
from so-called classes of people inside a country to entire nations. 
Indeed, the Red manifesto of December 5, 1960, says: 

The coexistence of states with different social systems is a form of class struggle 
between socialism and capitalism. 

Throughout the manifesto, the Red hierarchy equates socialism with 
communism, as different phases of the same movement. 

The Red hierarchy began its shift of targets even before the end of 
the shooting war in Europe. We replaced the old target for them to 
such an extent that international communism lias been referring to 
us as Fascists and Nazis. The Reds change or retain labels irrespec¬ 
tive of contents, wholly in accordance with the impression they seek 
to convey. 

Unavoidably, wc were pushed into seeking a defense against this 
psychological warfare offensive against us, that our State Department 
and the White House well knew about," but kept secret from the 
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American public which hud ti right to know, being the most critically 
concerned. Defense against intensified Red assault forced Washing¬ 
ton to set up an operational arm in Central Intelligence Agency, which 
reinstated the clandestine section of OSS. Old OSS records had 
been cavalierly dealt with, even destroyed, especially those that 
could have been used as guidance, which could have helped us learn 
from old mistakes. CIA had to start at the beginning once more, 
as if wo had never hod this OSS experience. There was a deliberate¬ 
ness about this diversion and loss of documentation that goes beyond 
carelessness and slipshod methods. 

What is relevant in this situation is that it just doesn’t make sense 
to say that the Reds would abandon their “psywar" operations against 
the one country they consider their primary foe—the United States— 
whose free existence makes their work! conquest impossible. Of course 
they have a psychological warfare planning section, specifically given 
the responsibility of operations within the United States. We are 
naive, to be sure, but we wouldn’t be naive—we’d be criminally 
stupid—to insist otherwise. Yet on such life-and-death factors, we 
sometimes seem to be the latter. 

The pattern is too plain, its details stand out too conspicuously for 
me not to recognize them. What is as sure as anything I have ever 
known in this "psywar” field is that the Moscow-Pcking-througli- 
Havana Axis maintains a clandestine warfare planning and operational 
section directly dealing with the United States, and has had it at work 
certainly since the end of World War II. The pattern is too obvious. 
Whether it is located on American soil, in Washington, or technically 
on foreign soil, in the United Nations, or in Canada, or Mexico, may be, 
argued. I feel it utilizes the Communist Party of the United States 
in asubordinate position, to provide informational and implementation 
facilities rather than for policymaking. I doubt whether the Kremliu 
regards the American Communists as sufficiently “reliable”—this- 
word has special mcanhig in Communist language—to be entrusted 
with such knowledge. The FBI presumedly has it too effectively 
tapped. Foreign Reds on our soil, directly under Moscow’s orders, do 
the programing. They determine tactics dealing with day-to-day 
tasks. The operational headquarters might even be in Cuba. Re¬ 
member, the present Soviet Ambassador to Cuba was, at the time of the 
Gouzenko disclosures, the Red spy chiof in the Soviet Embassy in'* 
Canada whose espionage ring robbed us of our atomic secrets, under the 
protection of a hush-hush by the American authorities on Red spy ' 1 ' 
activities. This hush-hush seems one of the few points on which the 
U.S. Government can be said to have a policy. 

Lesser loyalties—to political party, profession, or office colleagues— 
were allowed then to take precedence over higher loyalties and re¬ 
sponses. This mentality was epitomized by such attitudes as “Why 
stick your neck out?” “What’s in it for me?" and “The customer is 
always right.” They repluccd our old maxims of morality. The 
Australian cynicism, "I couldn't care less,” became worldwide. All. 
this fertilized our soil for subversion and treason. We have not yet 
rid ourselves of those noxious and poisonous weeds. Of this, I am 
convinced by the pattern I have seen forming 

Mr. Sourwine. Perhaps you could go into some detail regarding 
this that you call a pattern. 

Mr. Hunter. Yes f It will require an extended explanation, though. 

V 
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One date should be kept in mind as a starting point for the new phase 
in "psywnr,” the new Red anti-nuti-Communist drive, to differentiate 
it from the Red-manipulated, covert anti-anti-communism we had 
heretofore. The former is outright Red-managed, part of disclosed 
policy of the Communist hierarchy, and immensely more aggressive. 
Something new has been added to the old, and it is direct action— 
demonstrations and riots, unbridled smears in the traditional Red 
manner, and what in practice amounts to an overt manipulation of 
non-Communist and even anti-Communist personalities and groups, 
in and out of government, for a basic Red objective, the liquidation 
of the growing anti-Communist grassroots movement in the United 
States. The popular movement to which I refer is a healthy, public 
reaction against the diameter-sapping official policy of setting stand¬ 
ards by a fluctuating popularity poll. Actually, that’s a degraded 
form of dialectical materialism, which also rejects eternal values as 
principles common to human experience down the ages. 

This overt operation is a reflection of Khrushchev's frequently 
uttered contempt for the United States. He is basing his war against 
us on the premise that we have been sufficiently softened-up to be 
unreachable by patriotism or loyalty, what f have referred to as 
mental survival stamina, and that wo are sure to be a pushover., 
needing a mere concluding coup.dc grace perhaps, without appreciable 
danger of retaliation in any effective manner. This, gentlemen, is 
the psychological basis on which the Reds arc working, and they 
consider themselves objective and practical. 

They surely know, in Moscow, those on whom they can depend to 
do their dirty work here in the United States, especially in Govern¬ 
ment and communications circles in Washington and New York. 
Of this much we can be sure: They have a strategy for our defeat— 
our burial, as Khrushchev euphemistically'terms it. Realization of 
this in Government as well as by the public could be the stimulation 
to awaken us from our corrupting trance. That way wc could exploit 
Red strategy against themselves, and save ourselves. 

We have made believe that this Red contempt doesn't exist by 
hushing up on it. I stress it here-'toeeause it is one of those factors 
that are integral portions of psychological warfare—the cold war. 
The extent of truth in it, whether really false, is irrelevant. "Psywur” 
proceeds on wlntt minds can be induced to accept, not on what actually 
exists, or on accuracy bused on Judeo-Christian standards. The 
Communist conspirators deal primarily with influences, as levers and 
weapons. The best expression. of his attitude was provided by 
Khrushchev himself in his inimitable, boorisli manner, when lie 
described Americans to satellite and other foreign correspondents in 
Moscow as people whom: “You spit in their face and they call it 
dew.” Could anything be more insulting? Instead of responding, 
we have ignored the insult. This quotation is obtainable in the 
Moscow-published material which we receive as part of our cultural 
exchange program with the Reds, in return for the so-called objective 
material we send them, in which* ibe tell them about our blemishes. 
Of course, cultural exchange on this basis is satisfactory to Moscow. 
This one-sidedness is what they insist.on. as a "cooperative attitude,” 
on a take it or leave it basis. We, are faking it. 

The anchor point is this date of^pecember 5, 1960, when the Red 
manifesto was adopted in Mo&t'ew.-'VphiS setrtlie new, expanded Red 
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policy. For tlie first lime, the world Communist network, in a basic 

g olicy and operational document, specifically referred to tlie nnti- 
omnuinist movement in the United States, recognizing that it had 
readied proportions large enough to consitute a main—if not the 
main—danger to Communist progress in our country, outlining tactics 
to combat it, so as to regain the virtually unobstructed field it had 
once occupied in its American operations. 

While tlie anti-anti-Communists, with fake liberals as their working 
media in the communications field, were telling each other, and being 
widely quoted in the Pavlovian manner of the conditioned reflex, 
about the ineffectiveness and hopelessness of the anti-Communist 
movement in America, the Red psychological warfare staff in our 
land was not allowing itself to be diverted by such balderdash. It 
well knew who pulled the strings in this helittlement of anti-com¬ 
munism, and it knew who were the ventriloquists in this softening-up 
and defeatist propaganda. The tightly organized, keenly observant 
group that runs Red "psywur" in the United States was surely 
observing the anti-Communist movement in a professional, objective 
manner. This Red operational group, made up of persons with 
diplomatic entree in Washington and at the United Nations, with 
perhaps some few vassals from the Communist Party of tlie United 
States, watched the anti-Communist movement grow in grassroots 
manner, and fast, and saw it reach sizable proportions without 
benefit of publicity, in the face of discouragement from official sources 
in Washington and a hush-hush in the press. 

The new, coordinated, aggressive Red unti-anti-Communist drive 
was launched by the Rea manifesto. Until then, anti-anti-com- 
munism had been conducted mainly as a hush-luish operation in the 
manner of tlie "United Front,” enlisting the help of any person or 
organization, no matter whether non-Communist or even anti- 
Communist, so long as he aids and abets the Communist objective 
of strangling anti-communism at birth, wherever it showed up. 

Anti-unti-communism was interpreted to mean opposition to anti¬ 
communism, on the assumption that the latter is an obstacle to nego¬ 
tiations with Soviet Russia, and is contrary to “peaceful coexistence." 
Coexistence was suddenly taken from Red ideology and publicized as 
if a product of American thinking, making it less unpalatable to our 
people. It was a cliche in Communist language and tactics, a device 




for the kill. 

Anti-Communists in political, educational, literary, clerical, and 
other spheres of American society were boxed in and squeezed out, 
quietly, one by one. This was the hush-hush strategy. However, it 
did not fullv work, thanks to the American people themselves, and a 
few isolated segments in Government, who were persistently harassed 
and kept busy battling for their own survival. Even if they couldn’t 
be "liquidated," their efforts could be held to a minimum. 

The conference of Communist parties of the world, holding strategy 
meetings in Moscow over a period or 6 weeks or more last year, came 
forth with this manifesto that laid down the new, or rather the intensi¬ 
fied strategy for war against tlie free world, principally the United 
States, inside the framework or what the Reds mean in Communist 
language by the word "struggle.’' 

” We must not let out of our minds the fact that, "struggle” in dia¬ 
lectical materialism embraces all forms of conflict which have a 
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common objective, whether hot or cold, including military destruction 
among other means of winning, considering everything and anything 
as a weapon if it can help weaken a foe and bring about his surrender 
to the Reds. This is its rendering in a society based on Pavlovianism, 
which creates conditioned reflexes by signalsand symbols, relegating 
men to the status of a dog. 

The manifesto ordered a frontal attack upon the anti-Communist 
movement, for the first time recognized as a fundamental obstacle to 
Red aims. This made hash of the line taken until then, that had 
downgraded anticommunism as futile, not worthy of mention, which 
ridiculed it by such artifices os saving it really helped the Reds—the 
"Wasn't McCarthy a Red agent himself?" sort of heavy joke. The 
manifesto made plain that anticommunism had to be combated by a 
major counteroffensive. 

The role of anti-anticommunism in the United States, as it existed 
until then, was to employ diffusion, confusion, and hush-hush to leave 
the “psywar” field, b}' default, open to' pro-Reds alone. Whether 
done knowingly, or as a Pavlovian reflex, it was all the same to the 
Reds. 

Surely by no wise can this Red manifesto be honestly described 
other than as a strategy for the defeat of the United States and its 
absorption into the Communis^ empire. Yet organs of anti-anti¬ 
communism, such us the New Yolk Times, in heavyweight, comatose 
gibberish, brushed it off os a moderate document, os merely a com¬ 
promise between Soviet Russia and Red China, in what they had 

f ilayed up as a virtual split between them, hence not putting any new 
teat on the United States. This was 'a dangerous distortion of the 
facts, and yet our leading prestige papers retailed it, brushing off the 
document. This, too, is part of the pattern to which I’m referring. 
These things don’t just happen in a “psywar” world. They are 
brought about by calculation, planned this way by "leaks” and string 
pulling. 

Sucn operations require a new sort of ngent, on which the Kremlin 
places its main trust nowadays. While we continue looking exclu¬ 
sively for the old-style cloak-and-dagger. man, who buys or steals 
secrets to pass along to his headquarters, Red emphasis has been put 
on a rationalized, new-type agent, without neglecting the old, of 
course. We are still focusing on the old, as we were in World War II. 
Then, along with the British, we were putting the low men on our 
totem pole, who had slight if any useful data anyway, under rigorous 
and penalizing security checks. Moscow simply acquired agents who 
mingled with the new, intellectual elite at the top on terms of equality, 
were sometimes members of it themselves. They infiltrated the 
White House and other topmost Government offices. These were 
gentlemen all. Gentlemen talked frankly between themselves in 
comradely manner. Secrets were much easier to steal this way, and 
immensely more reliable. We might cringe at the idea that Red 
agents, bought and paid for by the enemy, had entree and became 
members of the White House entourage, but we can brush it out of 
our minds only at our own peril. As such things happened, they can 
happen again. Making believe they never did would make sure of it. 
But they would happen in the new form, while we would be looking for 
the old, as usual. 

The new-style, pro-Red agent has his role to influence policy, 
stalling or frustvalmg : it,-making it fail or end up by hurting ourselves. 
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Need any more be done to wreak the destruction of a nation, no matter 
how many billions it pours out in defense and foreign aid? This is an 
integral portion of the pattern I’m speaking about, the heart of it, the 
main gears in the pattern for failure that we have now devised as a 
built-in mechanism in our Government, with coordinated ramifica¬ 
tions in the prestige press, in educational circles, and in whatever other 
professions the enemy considers worth penetrating. 

If we doubt that the Reds infiltrate these honored professions, let 
us think for a moment of how it has been fundamental Red technique 
to do so in every nation which it has already subverted, or is seeking U> 
subvert abroad", and then let us ask ourselves if it is possible this is 
not being done in the one nation in the world which Moscow regards as 
its main target. Or course, it is being done here. Suppression of 
inquiry into communism is one way of lulling ourselves into thinking 
we’ve solved the problem of the Red agent. We can seem to get 
along better with Moscow this way. We aren’t accused of being 
"antisocial.” Where basic principles and survival are at stake, wo’d 
better be verv willing to be as “antisocial” as need be, and come to 
realize that this whole "antisocial” gambit of a popularity race is a 
part of the diffusion mechanism in the cold war. 

These new elite agents need not—usually must not—give evidence of 
pro-Rcd bias. They operate best when they work as lUiti-Conmiunist' 
perfectionists, insisting that we make sure Unit every project devised 
to hurt the enemy is 100 percent certain to succeed, and that it won't' 
be approved until it is perfect. This approach is enough to strangle 
most good projects at birth. If this doesn’t work, and a project can¬ 
not be stopped, there can be some clause inserted which makes it 
operationally useless to our own side, or even helpful to the enemy. 

I include in this our late, ill-fated and betrayed Cuban expedition. 
I’ve already referred to such instances at a previous session. 

Nothing is ever perfect, of course, and anything and everything 
can be interpreted to its own defeat. This is one of the most effective 
tactics in our pattern for failure. The problem of Red manipulation 
and espionage has become more complex, exactly as our precision 
instruments, but we must go on to solve il, with the realization upper¬ 
most in our minds that the fundamental law of the land is its survival 
as a free and viable nation, and that this law is higher than any 
other, inviolable—except at the price of a futile and unforgivable 
death. The kindest thing a rewritten history could do Tor any 
American who had helped bring about our defeat would be to not 
mention him, to make him an unperson. 

This is the background against which I’m analyzing this R 0< | 
manifesto. It inferentially recognizes that under the hush-hush of 
anti-auti-Communist pressures, a grassroots movement against com¬ 
munism had nonetheless developed in American society. I watched 
it grow. As yet, it i9 composed for the most part of local groups and, 
even neighborhood folk who come together out of a natural sense of 
there being something raw put over on our country on behalf of 

communism. ' . . i 

These local groups have even yet little or no contact with each 
other, and get little or no normal publicity. They range over the 
•board in other respects, from left to right, from labor to management. 
Of course, as in any big, growing organization, some crackpots can 
be found. 




THE NEW DRIVE AGAINST THE ANTI-COMMUNI3T PROGRAM 13 


In tliis atmosphere, some national organizations have formed, and 
various groups have been organized, that arrange seminars on com¬ 
munism, and give courses on communism in various cities and com¬ 
munities. Some collaboration was achieved for it from the official 
American training program that came out of our degrading experience 
in the prisoner-of-war camps of North Korea. After all, the American 
people were told, by Presidential directive, to enlist home, school, and 
church in a drive to help restore those submerged or displaced ele¬ 
ments in our good character, as part of the national training program 
of the military, on which our survival would certainly depend. Our 
North Korean experiences showed our youth to have been the butt of 
softening-up pressures subtly incorporated into our own society, 
weakening and corrupting his fiber. In the past, the teaching of 
physical survival stamina was sufficient. The home, clergy, and 
schools could be depended on to provide the morality. This wasn’t 
true any more. Mental survival stamina had now to be specifically 
taught. We are given no alternative except surrender. 

The anti-Communist sentiment of. the public, generally, was still 
being effectively blocked by the hush-hush imposed by the anti-anti- 
Communists. This gave the anti-Copununists the feeling of being 
boxed in and isolated, being all alone. It led to frustration, creating 
a sense of hopelessness and bitterness. Creeping defeatism was 
brought into our midst during this .rime, and soon started changing 
form from an enemy tactic to a social characteristic. This is propa¬ 
ganda climate. 

Mr. Sourwine. Wlmt do you mean exactly by propaganda clima te? 

Mr. Hunter. Propaganda climate,, is one of the most effective 
techniques of the Red cold war, especially applicable to anticommu¬ 
nism. I can tell a roomful of men, for instance, to put on, or take 
off, their coats, and they’ll laugh at me. - I can go outside and quietly 
raise or lower the thermostat, and. in a few minutes, they'll begin 
removing or putting on their coats withdfit me saying a word. This, 
in propaganda, is what I mean by creating a climate. , Once achieved, 
what otherwise would be recognized- ns treason, os the Amerasia ense 
during World War II, seems otherwise to ordinarily intelligent people, 
and they justify this by calling it sophistication, or applying some 
other high-sounding label that gives them special privileges as, say, 
intellectuals. 

One of the many ramifications of anti-anti-communism is in our 
personnel selection and personnel screening. The squeezing out of 
personnel motivated in an anti-Communist direction, and the screen¬ 
ing in of so-called anri-anti-Coininunists, bus been one of the long- 
range activities of the Red mechanism through the years, at which 
it has had marked success. Much of this success comes from tbo 
creation of a propaganda climate favorable to this attitude. 

Obviously, the more the anti-Communist issue becomes confused 
and smeared as controversial, and the more the impression spreads 
that those in positions of power, who must be depended upon for 
advancement, want anticommunism softpedaled, and anti-Commu- 
nists boycotted, the greater will the Red success be in implementing 
this personnel policy, in and out of government. 

Propaganda climate 1 v(ls bad .the effect of eliminating from Con¬ 
sideration for jobs in'the cold war.-proftticdlly all—there are a few, 
notable exceptions—who have records of accuracy and steadfastness 
7320!)—01 - 2 
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in this field. This propaganda climate more and more broadened 
beyond the mere word-of-mouth stage to drastic economic pressures 
and cruel social pressures, which lately have included even overt dis¬ 
cussion of the sanity of persons who are anti-Communist generally, 
soberly referring to this as if it were something to be taken for granted 
in the mental health field. This has spread out, too, into fields which 
have anti-Communist implications, as in our national defense. Par¬ 
ticipants in organizations for a so-called sane policy allude to the 
insanity of their opponents. 

The double standard, it is plain to see, is of great encouragement to 
pro-Reds and discouragement to anti-Reds. A Hiss can be sure of a 
good-paying job; the person branded anti-Communist is eliminated 
from consideration. He is treated as if there were something criminal 
about anticommunism, as if it were the same, only the opposite ex¬ 
treme, of pro-Rcd espionage. This upside-down situation has de¬ 
veloped in such a one-sided, disadvantageous manner to the anti- 
Communist that lie must be particularly strong-willed, if not bull- 
hoaded, in order to survive, unless he has an income of his own, 
possibly inherited—or a pension. The new Red anti-anti-Communis t 
drive is hitting particularly at those who have a pension for their 
support. 

The trait of inflexible will that an anti-Communist requires for 
economic survival then is tluown against him as fanaticism, there¬ 
fore dangerous thinking, in the so-called liberal lexicon. Certain words 
have come to apply especially to the anti-Communist, sueli as "contro¬ 
versial.'' This exploits a basic vulnerability of American business, to 
please the customer—“the customer is always right." Extended into 
politics or diplomacy, this could become the means for our destruction, 
for in spite of the aid program, the people we deal with abroad are not 
“always right.” They can be willing conspirators against us, if they 
feel it or advantage to their own country. This is a particular advan¬ 
tage that the Reds are exploiting in their so-called aid program, and 
in their propaganda about the assumed "inevitability” of their victo.ry. 
The bandwagon reflex is an unconditional one, not like our popularity 
race, an artificiality or conditioned reflex. 

This is die propaganda climate for softening us up. To be effective, 
it must operate in the manner called “voluntary” in CoVnmunist lau- 
guuge, meaning induced, enforced, operating as a conditioned reflex, 
unthinkingly—the Pavlovian way. 

We must not know about this strategy, for it to work. So the pat¬ 
tern Tor failure, at taxpayers’ expense, lias the concealment of brain¬ 
washing and Pavlov as one of its tactics. Just before coming here, 
I was given one product of this thinking, a book called "Cooreive 
Persuasion.” Here a little group of soft-minded psychiatrists and 
sociologists, who all along have been seeking to hush up this.subject; 
admittedly without firsthand knowledge, admittedly basing their find¬ 
ings on u selected, very small segment of persons who had been put 
under mind attack, came forth with the predictable conclusion that 
brainwashing didn’t exist in the POW camps in North Korea, that 
Pavlov had nothing to do with it, that our men who were exploited 
against us in a treasonable manner in those Red camps were merely 
presented with better arguments. 

This book should be put on the same shelf as “Strategic Surrender,” 
a Uj£ 5. Government-financed book. It was the first time in history 
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any nation paid to have a book written on how. to surrender. The 
preparatory, appeasement word we hear more and more—getting us 
used to it nowadays on such matters as Red China—is "inevitability.” 
That's the sleazy word brought forth by those who lack the courage to 
admit they .arc urging us to give in to blackmail. "Better Red than 
dead" is their slogan, and it emanates from closed minds in scholarly 
circles, suih ns Lord Bertrand Russell’s. 

This appeasement and surrender library, financed by our own 
Government, directly or indireetlv, and by foundations, is growing 
steadily and stealthily. It constitutes the reading matter for the 
pattern of failure. The nuclear fission field is a prime target. Each 
step leads to another sophisticated argument for capitulation in one 
way or another. First we must sit back philosophically to accept the 
brunt of the first blow, Then, because we will have been so disas¬ 
trously shattered, so-called massive retaliation presumably can't 
win for us, anyway. Retaliation—actually resistance—then would 
be merely a form of revenge, according to this thinking—beneath the 
dignity of so high-minded and socially conscious a people ns the 
Americans. So we should forego even retaliation. These arc not 
vaporings of my imagination; they’re to be found (in more sophisti¬ 
cated language, I admit) in the publications of Government-financed 
or foundation-supported publications and programs. They’re part 
of the pattern Tor failure. It \stfrks out as a pattern for self-destruc¬ 
tion, or suicide 

The anli-Communist movement, pounded by all these pressures, 
might well have found it simply impossible to reach any meaningful 
proportions if it weren’t for our experience in the Korean prisoner-of- 
war brainwashing eamps, and the resultant program instituted.during 
President Eisenhower’s administration, with a code set up for the first 
time for captured Americans, and a directive for the restoration of 
character through concerted effort in all strata of our society. 

This helped to compensate for the hush-hush in the anti-anti-Com¬ 
munist press, and even for the smears accompanying it. This re¬ 
stored enough of the balance and gave poisons of anti-Communist 
motivation the hope and proof that they weren’t alone, that they had 
friends. Members of our Reserve Forces, who certainly hod every 
right to express themselves as civilians, became the connecting link, 
and often provided the know-how. They participated in seminars 
and discussions and went to lectures, by their mere presence consti¬ 
tuting a groat morale incentive. At times, as is customary in our 
democratic society, persons still in uniform were invited to come uud 
give talks, providing further know-how for the public. 

The grassroots movement 1 ’spread. Old-fasliionod character was 
its theme. Anticommunism was its immediate expression. The 
code for captured military personnel, the report to the Secretary of 
Defense by a special board'set up to survey the subject generally, and 
President Eisenhower’s proclamation that went along witli it, gave 
this a perfectly legal base.’ Why a legal base was needed for a per¬ 
fectly natural and normal approach in a free society is beyond me, but 
apparently, under our double standard, wliut is excluded is only 
anticommunism. 

The program as officially enunciated by our Commander in Chief 
was to train and alert our people in the tactics used by Communists. 
The Reds couldn’t get around this effectively, and so the grassroots 
movement began toflourish. 
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The program to train and alert our youth, hence our public, could 
be sabotaged, though, and so it was from the start. I told about it 
in a recent book, "Brainwashing: From Pavlov to Powers.” This 
is an expanded edition of an earlier book. In a chapter that I added 
at the end, entitled “Now It's Our Turn,” I told of the sense of great 
achievement that the adoption of the program for character building 
gave to American officers. 1 met one of them sonie time later. Here 
is how I describe the experience: 

In contrast to his previous exuberance, he was now downcast as n-c walked 
along a Virginia street. “I can’t put my fingers on it, but it was as if nothing 
had happened,” he said. "As if it were a dream. Once the documents were 
signed and proclaimed, they were filed away, and that was the end of them. I 
never thought it possible. The program that was to restore American stamina 
and teach our forces to understand the wiles of communism had been sabotaged. 
1 am terribly fearful of our future.” 

Education about communism was harassed until it became vague 
and meaningless. The withdrawal of the Air Center Training Manual 
early in 1960 is tin instance of how this operated. The charges in the 
manual wore undoubtedly true, it was admitted. Congressmen were 
told that the training “must not include the specific.” We teach 
that generalities must not. be trusted. With generalities and the. 
specific botli excluded, the only recourse was to drop the subject, 
leaving the field to the Communists by default. 

The policy of being nil things to all men and making popularity the 
objective of policy, took precedence over the teaching of mental 
stamina and character. Referring later in the book to the case of 
Captain Powers, captured by the Reds, 1 said: 

He might have stepped forth from a prisoner-of-war camp in North Korea back 
in 1953, for all the knowledge he showed of the ways and wiies of the Communists. 
The intervening years had been brushed away, as if wo had learned nothing from 
this dreary experience. Our new code and its accompanying documents had only 
lulled the American public's anxieties, not providing the internal reforms promised. 

The reception given this book, too, was hush-hush, ns if to prove its 
point. 

What has become quite evident by now is that our people arc far 
ahead of the Government in realization of the Red danger, and desire 
to do something positive about it. The people’s voice, however, was 
muffled, misinteqiretcd, and lied about. So-called social engineering 
became the order of the day. An engineering job is now being 
attempted on the public mind, conditioning it to the same sophistries 
that had proven disastrous to our foreign policy in the years since wo 
ended the war. Then wc were more powerful than any nation in 
history. Wc were coercively persuaded to forego or betray the 
responsibility that went with this power. 

But the seed sown by many lone workers and groups in the anti- 
Commuuist vineyard had not fallen on barren soil, as they had been 
told, but had grown. As the Communist network now saw, it was 
being harvested ns our grassroots, anti-Comnumist movement. Hence 
the Red manifesto’s expanded anti-anti-Connmmist drive. 

The primary target, as it is developing, is the Pentagon, specifically 
the program to train ni)d alert our troops and our people to the Reel 
techniques, and the inherent evil in communism. The Reds have 
seen that this program, and the directives issued to implement it, 
rin spite of sabotage, do make the big difference. Unless this program 
-can be destroyed, the anti-Coinimmistuiovemcnt cannot be liquidated. 
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So the forces lire joined between enforcement of tbe Red manifesto 
and the implementation of the training program that came out of 
the Korean war. 

The experience of recently retired Lt._CoL Gunther Harte l. who 
knows Nazi and Communist tactics from rubbing up against them 
in Germany and Austria as an intelligence chief, and who later 
experienced Red cold war at its boiling point in Vietnam, alone could 
bear out much of these findings. He learned the hard way. 

He recently retired from the military, and as a civilian, went into 
a New York City.organization created by public-spirited men in 
private - IifefcaIIe3 A merican Strateg y, Inc. Here, he felt, was an 
opportunity to share his knowledge 'of The totalitarian menace—he 
equates the Nazis with the Communists, as interchangeable—and 
help alert our public to Lite facts of life in.cold war. 

Remember, about this expression “cold war," the Reds put their 
emphasis on the word "war,” uiidei-standiiig that “cold” is merely 
an adjective, indicating a temporary war tactic, while we put our 
stress on the adjective, “cold,” lulling ourselves to the coexistence 
lullaby of the Reds. 

The termites in the woodwork soon began to detect this new effort 
in which Colonel Hartel was a participant, and started boring away 
in accordance with the anti-anti-Communist pattern. 

The smear began in the New York Post on May 25, in an uditorial 
which for compactness and technique deserves whatever is the equiva¬ 
lent of a Pulitzer Prize for the expertly executed in propagandized 
misinformation. All the derogatory trigger words were brought in. 
Why? What possibly could be the real motive? 

Colonel Hartel, nonetheless, is kept busy giving talks on Communist 
tactics throughout greater New York. His experience is much the 
same as 1 came upon elsewhere. Suburban newspapers, and of eoursc 
the publie generally, are anxious to obtain all the facts they can, and 
to help as much iw they can. Not so in the major cities, though. In 
New York, there whs the same anti-anti-Communist press blackout, 
except Tor smear material. "Anywhere outside the big city, we get 
terrific publicity,” he told me. In New York City, such ventures get 
practically nothing, or smears. From my pcrsonul experience, 1 can 
say that public feeling is misrepresented, not mirrored, by this anti- 
anti-Communist maneuver. 

Gradually, even in small towns, obviously prepared attacks now arc 
beginning. They arc still the exception, but nonetheless constitute 
an effort to duplicate, on a smaller canvas, wlmt is the prevalent 
situation on the big city canvas, as T came across it in places as far 
apart as Atlanta mid Milwaukee. 

I cannot stress the importance of this Red manifesto too much in 
connection with these various developments, for it outlines the tactics 
to be used against the United Slates.'during coexistence. After re¬ 
ferring to “concrete historical conditions'—ns emphatic a label ns wc 
can find in dialectical materialism- it brings up the anti-Communist 
movement in the United States. This is unprecedented in a Red 
document. By it, Moscow recognizes the importance of this popular 
movement, a great tribute to those Jwho have- been working against 
seemingly hopeless odds. Moscow''ought’ to know what is hurting 
the Communist effort. 
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Anticommunism is recognized in-the manifesto as. not confined to 
the rich or the privileged, which is the propiiganda line the Reds take, 
but to be spreading through the masses. This was implied, in Red 
lingo, in the injuction to "wage a resolute struggle” with "greatest 
effort" to keep anticommunism from the "working people" and from 
those whom the Communists cal! "the masses", meaning the public in 
general. 

The manifesto declared that anticommunism was "the principal 
ideological weapon” of the opponents of communism, thus recognizing 
it as a major peril to Red advance. Hitherto, world communism had 
brushed off anticommunism in the United States as a purely local 
phenomenon of very limited scope, not requiring any attention from 
the international hierarchy. The unti-iMiti-Comiuunist movement in 
the United States was supposed to be fully able to blanket it satis¬ 
factorily. 

At the time of the sensationalized McCarthy era, we had no grass¬ 
roots movement, or anything comparable. World communism 
leaped into the "struggle" then,- revolving its propaganda assault 
around this one man. The present anti-Communist phenomenon is 
of immensely greater depth, for it is now a people's movement, that 
derives its direction from the public. When Senator McCarthy was 
active, the public was not alert to communism as any special danger to 
the United States. We were still in the World War II stupor into, 
which we had been put when Nazi Germany attacked Soviet Russia/ 
forcing Moscow onto the Allied side. This is no longer the situation, 
for the public now wants to do something about communism, and 
waits to see something positive come out of official circles. 

During the years of hush-hush, our channels of communication, to 
all practical purposes, closed their pages to anticommunism, ignored 
or downgraded anti-Communist books and writings, neutralized or 
squeezed out anti-Communist editors, authors and speakers, and made 
the anti-Communist a socially undesirable person—labeled "anti - 1 
social." All the forces of propaganda were focused on bis annihila¬ 
tion by discrediting him and his works. Nonetheless, an anti-anti- 
Communist movement developed. 

The Red manifesto makes plain that ideological differences are not 
to be allowed to stand in the way of crushing this anticommunism in 
America, Non-Communist and even anti-Communist elements ate’ 
to be employed for Red anti-Communist ends, to be exploited as far' 
as possible under the Jiackncycd "unity” program, or without any 
overt program at aH, just so long os a popular or even a desirable end 
can be diverted into bringing about the Communist objective, which 
is the liquidation of the anti-Communist movement, with the carpet 
to be pulled out from under the Pentagon program, to assure a Red 
victory in this cold war battle. 

Anti-anti-communism, since the appearance of the manifesto, has 
yome out into the open, taking the offensive, as anyone acquainted 
With Red tactics should have been able to predict. Open attack has 
begun tfl supplement the former hush-hush, without replacing the 
suppressive aspects. All the well-known tactics employed by the' 
Reds in tlieir pressure campaigns are more and more being brought to 
bpor. Such Red campaigns start with smears and character assassina¬ 
tion and go on lo vicious rumor-mongering and the employment of 
tfie “big drive” tgchnjquo, in which all forms of public pressures are 
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focused on the target, from petitions and demonstrations to black¬ 
mail and corruption. 

The use of united front and youth group tactics places it special 
and heavy responsibility on our public-spirited people, those who 
genuinely seek the betterment of our society, especially our youth, 
imbued with an idealism which must not be lost. The Moscow 
directive, in an insulting aloofness, as if our best motivated citizens 
were just another breed of Pavlovian dog to be conditioned, has 
started the exploitation of our youth and civic-minded citizenry in an 
utterly callous, overt mannei 1 , to use them to strangle the anti- 
Comimmist grassroots movement, aud to put pressure on the White 
House and the Pentagon to interpret the anti-Communist training 
program into confused inaction, while iRvniting its formal cancellation. 

People must not allow themselves to b e used this way. As in any 
fight, they have to determine each'step they take by -the degree of 
aid and comfort it gives the enemy, and the dangers involved. This 
is no easy choice in the fluid cold war Arena. 

The attrition of the Pentagon training and alertness program, and 
its abolition in practice, whether its formal abolition cun be put over or 
not, is by a propaganda flank attack. Communism cannot be mean¬ 
ingfully discussed without reference to Soviet Russia, the satellites 
and Red aggression, and infiltration in places such os southeast 
Asia and Africa. Examples must be given, taken from life. These 
concern international affairs, of course, and the different personalities 
in those lands. Those who would hamstring or abolish the program 
in the Pentagon can be expected, therefore, to ignore cold war factors, 
and “psywar” in general, and to lay all their stress on the traditional 
separation or politics aud nonmilitary matters from military discus¬ 
sion. By forbidding the participation of the military in seminars 
or forums where politics and policy arc discussed, anti-Communist 
preparedness can be torpedoed, and the character-building aspects 
of the program can be eliminated. As became evident in the Penta¬ 
gon while prisoners of war weie still being exchanged, it is just too 
fate to instill convictions—mental survival stamina—into our youth 
when they already are of military age ; It has to be done before. 

This attrition process is already undbrwuy in the Pentagon. .Anti¬ 
communism is being interpreted in such a manner through prompt 
censorship of all such material, as to tnkc the sting out of it, and 
leave it a sterile, philosophical concept. The Reds don’t mind this. 
The impression has been given that to be anti-Communist is to ‘‘stick 
one’s neck out,” and selling this impression to the public is a suppres¬ 
sion tactic in itscir. People speak vaguely of “White House” or 
“State Department” wishes, as if this meant President Kennedy’s 
expressed will, or Secretary Rusk's. Even if it were so, there would 
be highly questionable factors in an American President or a Secretary 
of State “passing the word along,” instead of proceeding through 
formal channels, on matters on which the public has been led to 
believe a certain policy was being implemented. Rather, I have 
come to believe that “the White House” and "State" have gradually 
come to mean any one of the hundreds of staff members who work in 
the executive offices, and in practice any one of the extremely 
contrasting characters uSed i^s advisers,‘'or Tor any other purpose of 
background or guidance, by ufhy -.one of the men formally designated 
as aids or advisers to the President, including his official spokesman, 
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and the multitude of State Department officials. Thus it has come 
about that an impression has become quite common that the White 
House (or State Department) wants the Communist issue soft-pedaled, 
is against anticommunism, thinks the Red menace is abroad, not nt 
home, and that we ought to focus our attention on Communist in¬ 
trigue in, say Laos, and Dot go hunting for Reds here in America. 

The justification for this is a numbers game.; proportionately there 
are few known actual Communists. So, it is argued, they must be 
ineffective. Yet one Fuchs can be all the Reds need in a situation of 
decisive strategic importance, and one opportunist—he doesn't even 
have to be a knowledgeable Red—would be sufficient to draw the sting 
from, say an anti-Communist training program on a military base, 
whose personnel has to come directly to grips with communism. 

All soils of signs, which in themselves would be without implica¬ 
tion, do take on significance on this issue through their repetition in 
in varied form. The cold war has reached its most intense stage, and 
the need for the backing and understanding of an informed public 
is unquestioned, or is supposed to be. 

Some of the congressional publications contain material on tho. 
Red menace that is available nowhere else. Many of these arc offered 
for sale by the Government Printing Office, which issues a biweekly 
list of new publications. There is a greater need than ever for such 
publications now. Various States, New York and Florida among 
them, have provided courses in the schools which explain and expose 
Communist tactics. 

Surely it didn’t just happen that the fine Champion of Liberty 
postage stamp series is being faded out of existence. Only the 
Moscow-Peking bloc could have found anything to object to in it. 
The proclamation of a Captive Nations Week, when such actions take 
place, has its impact diminished. If we think we're pleasing all sides 
this way, my experience of many yeais abroad convinces me that we 
only succeed in disgusting all sides by such devices. Technically, 
tiiis may be a decision of the Post Office, but so far as public impres¬ 
sion is concerned, it is supporting evidence for the rumors about “the 
word being passed along," a distinctly morale-breaking device, amoral 
in its nature. It’s the old anti-anti-Communist movement in more 
vigorous form. The Reds ugain ore able to demonstrate that when 
the talk is over, they end up by getting what they want. 

Where youths abound, as on college campcfoes, we can witness their 
exploitation in accordance with the instructions in the Red Manifesto. 
I am always somewhat astonished, although I should be accustomed 
to it by now, by the frank manner in which some enemy of the United 
States tells exactly how he intends to attack us, and how each time 
he can depend on confusionists and people who refuse to believe that 
lie really means what he says, to cover up for him. The manifesto 
plainly declares: “There arc new opportunities now to draw the 
younger generation into the struggle for peace and democracy, and 
for the great, ideals of communism,” and we make believe these words 
mean vvlint they do in our dictionary, instead of in the Red language, 
in which submission by all to communism means peace, and the regi¬ 
mented procedure of the Communist bloc is called democracy. In this 
manifesto, too, the Red tenet is repeated “that the ruling classes never 
relinquish power voluntarily.” 

How more clearly do we expect the Peking-Moscow Axis to say 
that, when we’re sufficiently softenedAip, we’ll be put out of our 
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capitalist miseries with a collectivized space punch? They won’t say 
so more openly until after the event. 

No wonder our foreign friends grow desperate over our limitless 
naivetd, if it can any longer be correctly labeled by such a nonviolent 
term. Our naivete certainly had violent consequences for the freedom 
fighters in Hungary. 

Mr. So ukwine. How would you summarize Communist strategy 
in the Red anti-auti-Coinmunist drive that you are describing? 

Mr. Hunter. In n new anti-anti-Communist drive, the Reds are 
exerting more intensified pressure, in a more obviousthunner, employ¬ 
ing sucli distinctly Red techniques as followthrough and coordination. 

Coordination and followthrough, used as ''psywar" tactics, can 
make almost anvthing possible of achievement. Without these two 
supports to reinforce and broaden the front, the best-thought schemes, 
and those with the mightiest potential, become duds, or fade out with 
such small impact that the net result is frustration, with all the dis¬ 
astrous effects this leads to. T have watched these tactics being 
successfully exploited by the enemy again, and again. The Com¬ 
munists owe much of their eonsistenCTuid stupendous victories in 
propaganda and in psychological warfare to their use of coordination 
and followthrough. We have had fairly consistent results, too— 
only these were failures—because we lacked coordination and follow- 
through. Indeed, the first evidence I’ve seen of it on our side seems 
to be the strange support for the new Red anti-anti-Communist drive. 

Coordination and followtlirough in “psvwar” apply witli the force 
of law, the same way as natural law, to all indiscriminately, irrespective 
of the right and the wrong or an issue. They’re tools of the trade 
that can be employed as weapons on. any side. The present Red 
anti-anti-Communist drive is a glaring example of their employment 
iir psychological warfare, and it only recently began. Its signs arc 
still few, visible mainly to the specialist who lias the time for titis 
kind of research. But they will be many, and broadly apparent to 
all, within a short time. 

Coordination means the enlistment of all possible—at least all 
needed—persons of influence and groups of various kinds in support 
of or against a project. In this way, attack can be launched simul¬ 
taneously from all directions, the enemy position infiltrated, and hit 
from flank and rear. Coordination aiso extends the scope of an 
attack to other fronts as well. . 

Followthrough means the creation and implementation of separate 
supporting and expanding activities and projects, to gain every pos¬ 
sible advantage from an initial attack, benefiting from the impetus it 
gives in throwing an enemy off balance, holding the initiative as long 
as possible. Perhaps it derives from a different outlook. We’ve 
been raised to lift a man up if be falls down. Red technique is to 
begin kicking when he’s stumbled and is already down. 

One onlv has to describe these tactics for them to be recoguized as 
part of a time-tried, Red strategy. The Communists have developed 
li system to both coordinate and follow through in their “psywar” 
offensives, such as the present ariti-airti-Conununist drive. They do 
it by using fronts, by granting a virtual semiautonomv to local groups 
in the fulfillment of policy and projects, although always strictly 
within the framework of Communist Party line. 
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Without those two tactics, the Communist network could not have 
achieved a fraction of its gains, and probably would have been elimi¬ 
nated long ago. Without them, we get nowhere with our propaganda 
and psychological warfare. Adding funds make no difference, except 
perhaps adding to the frustration. This makes it worse for our side. 
So it lias been. 

This may be understandable, but hardly forgivable. There is no 
valid excuse for our failure in this field. We have a system nowadays 
that in effect eliminates coordination and follow through by making 
the procedure too cumbersome, and too vulnerable to negative 
attitudes, wittingly or unwittingly. I have watched this negative 
pattern in operation too long to doubt its existence. It has been too 
effective in the destruction of projects to escape everybody’s notice. 
Efforts to get at it, though, are about as rewarding as an attempt to 
grab hold of a handful of water. One must be terribly naive to think 
all this just happened, that there’s nothing deliberate about it. I 
attribute it to those I call termites in the woodwork, who make sure 
we do not achieve coordination and followthrough. 

Our critical need for coordination has been recognized, and remedial 
sLcps even devised, but they have always been diverted or paralyzed 
and when no other means of prevention were of avail, flatly disallowed 
without explanation, or for whatever irrelevant excuse served the 
purpose. The same holds true for lack of followthrough. I have, 
watched all this too long to consider it otherwise than as part of a 
pattern for failure. 

The anti-Communist movement that lias grown up in the traditional 
grassroots manner in our country is a heaven-sent opportunity to bring 
coordination and followthrough into our "psywur" strategy. The 
really thrilling and inspiring part of it is that'this coordination and 
followthrough was achieved in the anti-Communist movement within 
the framework of our free democratic and republican society of private 
initiative, ft’s just a start, of course, but already effective. 

Red strategy is essentially \ycuk because it is artificial; their fronts 
are false fronts, their unity is a deceit—nothing like what we call our 
bipartisan policy'. Except for our default, communism would have 
collapsed long ago. Only in a free society can there be genuine coordi¬ 
nation between all strata and classes of society, in and out of govern¬ 
ment, united in common purposes. This‘is wliat we have begun to 
achieve in our anti-Communist movement, in spite of timidity and 
even antagonism in high places, and a hush-hush in communications 
channels. * 

This is the genuine collaboration that the Red anti-anti-Communist 
chive is out to destroy. Emula men tally, the whole process of anti¬ 
communism in the United States is diametrically opposed to the Reel 
manner of operation and would be fatal to it once it could become 
stable, and sure of its ground. This is why the Red manifesto lias 
summoned its folio were, dupes, and opportunists to destroy it by all 
means, before it can attain solidity. Anti-Communists in the United 
States now have to fight a two-front war, against attack from their 
rear, as well as in front. 

This is a historic crossroads in our struggle. Some day we shall 
have to seek unity against Communist attack, if we are to survive. 
•The Reds have made it plain; they will accept only our surrender.. 
If we stand by now and see this genuine, people’s anti-Communist 
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movement, with its collaborators in all spheres of our life, certainly 
in the Pentagon, succumb before the Red call for its destruction, we 
shall have to rebuild it from the ashes of apathy and frustration. 
Then it would perforce get so much Government control that we may 
find it impossible to avoid a regimentation that would be dangerously 
similar to that which we are fighting. This is the destination of those 
elements in our society, who might be fooling themselves into think¬ 
ing they’re not helping the Communists, but who nonetheless want 
power centralized and controlled from the center alone, because they 
lack faith in the American people and in private initiative. 

Once more we come to the double standard. An anti-Communist 
movement is supposed to be basically undersirable, but nil anti-anti- 
Communist movement is not, whether overtly or covertly part of 
Red “psvwar” planning. Hero, too, if we seek out any logic in this, 
it is that the common denominator in this attitude is always what is 
helpful to the Communists. These who are ignorant of the tactics of 
“psywar” can guide themselves by a simple,-down-to-earth principle. 
If a policy or project helps the enemy, it is probably against our in¬ 
terests and certainly should be avoided until the balance is brought 
over to our favor. 

We should take great encouragement from the fact that the anti- 
Communist movement in America was a spontaneous development, 
in the American manner, out of needs and worries felt locally. Wc 
should keep in mind, too, that only when the anti-Communist move¬ 
ment began to go places, and to have success—alerting people to the 
evils of communism, teaching them how to spot it—did the roof full 
in with this Red, nnti-anti-Communisl drive. 

Again wc see how the Communists employ coordination and follow- 
through, with high places involved. The Red manifesto specifically 
opens the door to an involvement tactic called unity. By ignoring 
ideological differences and excessive, control factors, they give people 
a sense of real participation and a false sense of initiative. All that 
is demanded by the Red network is action in accordance with the 
needs of the anti-anti-Communist drive, so ns to pull the carpet out 
from under the Pentagon, for instance, in our anti-Communist training 
and alertness program. ->- 

The signs show that once again the Reds are being able to exploit 
high places in support of a Communist objective. The tactic is 
gradually to surround each central figure with fait accompli and vested 
interests in pronouncements made without full grasp of "their signifi¬ 
cance, until he is a prisoner of the anti-anti-Communist drive, ir¬ 
respective of the individual's actual dislike for communism. 

This isn't difficult to put across in the narrow framework of op¬ 
portunistic thinking, with the restricted loyalties that gloss it over. 


f' 'll 
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tones—and what doesn’t—becomes fiHr game, irrespective of the 
harm done our country in the process. The pro-Reds have no serious 
problem exploiting this. It's made to oEderfor them—their orders. 
Indeed, once brought within this realm, even strategic products pf our 
factories, which ordinarily would be recognized at once as treasonable 
to ship to the Communists, receive mysterious approval, and.are. the 
beneficiary of buckstage pressure to get.iivto Red hands, without the 
information slipping out to the American people. 
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Opposition to such shipments then falls into the category of "anti¬ 
communism," and receives the smear treatment, if the hush-hush 
isn’t sufficient. Somehow, an official who blocks such shipments 
may confidently expect to be penalized from some direction that 
conceals its traces. Perhaps a columnist or a self-seeking politician 
will come forth with a smear against him on some extraneous matter. 
Soon everyone will be barking in the Pavlovian manner, chasing him 
down the garden pathway, off on a trail that makes no sense. The 
poor victim doesn’t know what hit him. The grim joke about it is 
that few in the wolfpack know why they are barking. 

Where matters end up by helping a Communist objective, such as 
the Red anti-anti-Communist drive, all too often of late, we can 
detect obvious collaboration and followthrough between some Gov¬ 
ernment offices and certain sections of the press. 

This is part of our now built-in system, with its concealing, com¬ 
mittee complex. Under such circumstances, steps taken to control 
the diffusion of information to the public results in giving the edge, 
or the monopoly, to clandestine exploitation of it. The Reds have, 
certainly shown themselves to be masters in that kind of play. 
They’ve had years of experience in perfecting it around the world. 
The obsession of the American reporter to get an "exclusive” makes 
him the world’s most vulnerable for a planted news item. An 
“exclusive" is all too often, in this environment, a reward for closing, 
one's eyes to the'background of an item. This is a part of the, 
pattern. 

Don-’t confuse “exclusives" with “scoops,” gentlemen. "Ex¬ 
clusives" have coino generally to mean rewards for favors done;' 
scoops arc won by personal initiative. They’re as different as 
"seeking” news Trom "gathering" news. 

If you don't think there’s a vast gulf of difference, read the reams 
or debate on the subject during discussion in the-U.N. General .. 
Assembly's Social Committee over the wording of.the so-called 
free-press provision. The Red bloc insisted on the right to “gather” ... 
nows, which obviously would be handouts, or "exclusives” dis¬ 
creetly distributed. We wanted the right to “seek"—seek out— 
news. The last I heard, as was to be expected, we had compromised - 
by accepting—certainly not vetoing—the Red bloc's version of a 
"free press.” This is in accordance with our popularity obsession of 
course, as contrasted with our abandoned adherence to principles. 
Each time we think we’ve added to our popularity this way, we'vo 
only chiseled away a bit more of freedom, which then makes us even 
less popular than before. 

It’s also part of the double standard. When an item is printed . 
that is pro-Communisl in effect, it’s called enterprising journalism — 
“being objective”—and we let. go at that. When it’s anti-Communist, 
it’s “being subjective” and branded a breach of security, or at least a 
breach of confidence, and indignant voices are raised demanding the 
practice be rooted out. and made impossible of recurrence. 

We’ve been conditioned to this double standard, so that unless 
we stop and think about it, making a deliberate effort, wc ere inclined - 
to let the most glaring examples go undetected. So-called liberals 
are demanding that the military drop its anti-Communist training , 
and alertness program. Those who take this line sav it's because the 
military should be held to strictly military matters, and should let 
other civilian departments deal wholly, with the rest. The impres- 
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sion is given that this is a matter of principle, and has nothing; to do 
with the anticommunism of it. They're such people of principle! 

But aren’t they the same persons who were silent when pro-Com- 
munist indoctrination courses, glossing over the most extreme Red 
excesses, giving the Red slant on such matters as Chinese politics, 
dealing frankly with the political aspects of world problems, were 
being given by the U.S. Army? Our wartime information and educa¬ 
tion instruction sheets were sometimes ns Red as Mao Tse-tung. 
They were frequently slanted to the Red side. So-called liberal 
circles were in favor of this program. Then,too, it was called a matter 
of principle. Then they said that soldiers had to learn for what and 
whom they were fighting. When principles switch abruptly, they’re 
not principles, they're expressions of dialectical materialism, sugar 
coated to American taste, sheer opportunism or plain hypocrisy. 

Everyone knows about the political commissar system of the Red 
Army. That’s been improved upon since Stalin’s day—integrated, 
as it were. Let ine quote from an article by Red Army Gen. F. 
Golikov, head of the Chief Political Administration—what a title— 
of the Soviet Army and Navy. He wrote in Krasnayazvedzda of 
Muv 27, 1959, as follows (Current Digest of the Soviet Press, p. 12, 
vol. XI, No. 22): S . =< 

For the successful accomplishment of the tasks of ideological and educational 
work in the armed forces we place great hopes in the rapidly growing tics of the 
Chief Political Administration and the .lower level political agencies with the 
professional organisations of writers, artists,-composers, journalists, and theater 
and motion picture workers. • 

The military discipline of the personnel must be further strengthened with all 
the means of ideological work. 

The way we’re heading now, with the pressure tightening on our 
most experienced and trustworthy Pentagon officers to restrict public 
statements to a constantly intensified central control, particularly 
as concerns communism, we're edging into a situation where wc will 
find that, in effect, we will have adopted the method described by 
General Galikov. We will not havcvceasod indoctrination, but we will 
have regimented it—opposite the v» v av we intended. If anticom¬ 
munism is hushed up be default, wc’li find that we'll be returning 
by default to the World War, pro-Red tone or our information and 
education program. The hush-hush really silences only one side; that 
is how it lias consistently worked out.'* " 

In this modern world of mind warfare, that is being waged against 
us, it is impossible to remain static. If we’re not allowed to train and 
alert people against communism, they will be softened up to be 
victims of it. The communications field is just too vast, having 
expanded even faster in the transportation of messages than in the 
transportation of people and freight. Ikit the Red anti-anti-Commu- 
nist drive attain its immediate objective, and we will make sure its . 
long-range objective will be attainable, tod. This will be the mental 
and moral disarmament of our people, in and out of military service. 

Suppression of the anti-Communist training and alertness program 
is to mind warfare what our one-sid&t disarmament would he in the 
weapons field. We would have no alternative to surrender, to the 
fulfillment of the creeping defeatism best characterized by the horrible 
slogan, “ Better Red Than Dead.” * 

Mr. Souhwinf. You say a definitive stage in this new Red program 
against anticommunism bus now been reached? 
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Mr. Hunteh. The Hew Red, miti-unti-Communist drive bus been 
ordered by the Soviet Communist hierarchy, speaking through and 
by the voice of the Communist parties of the world, gathered in a 
rare conclave. This becomes fundamental law and basic strategy, 
obligatory on all Communists. There can be no question of its 
implementation. The only possible question left to Communist 
Party people are the most effective methods, guaranteeing the maxi¬ 
mum impact, by which these orders can be put into effect. Let me 
stress again that they constitute orders to combat the anti-anti- 
Communist movement head on in the United States, no longer through 
the comparative restraint of what might be called the pseudoliborul 
anti-anticommunism of the past. 

Ideological differences are to be submerged. This means that wo 
can expect the Red objective to be cloaked in every kind of disguise, 
made palatable to every important, grouping in our society, the pro- 
Red aspect concealed where possible. We can expect, too, to find 
our idealistic youth, especially in our institutions or higher learning, 
callously employed as a front in this Red drive. This will present us 
with a very difficult problem, to prevent or expose such intrigue Tor 
these young people who of course lack the background themselves to 
distinguish between a Red maneuver and an expression of sincere 
opinion, nninsligatcd by ulterior, anti-American purposes. Even 
more difficult it will be to persuade them to separate tli is chaff from 
the grain, when the chaff has been so tastefully sugar coated. 

Mr. Soukwixe. You say this lias just started, in effect that this 
new iiuti-aiiti-Commiinist drive will intensify in the near future? 

Mr. Hunter. Although this may appear as a prediction, it isn't 
one at all, at least it shouldn’t be to anyone, who has watched and. 
understands the ironclad pattern of Communist Party procedure, that 
they call discipline. Certain steps must follow as surely ns night 
follows day, and then night comes again. We shall witness a seem¬ 
ingly spontaneous outpouring of articles and persuasions of every 
character, that will arise nil along the fringes of the communications 
field where the Reds have, influence, and from then on, in tlic manner 
by which the “McCarthyism" drive was built, up, penetrating all. 
channels of the press and all attitude-changing segments of our society, 
such as schools and churches. The pro- or anti-Communist leanings 
of the participants will have nothing to do with the case, as seen from 
the surface. 

The Communist Party organs will set the key. Orchestration will, 
gradually spread from one section of the orchestra to the other, until 
all will be playing the same music, in a rising crescendo. This is the 
Red technique, to make the pressure of what will appear as public 
opinion so relentless and so loud that everybody will begin to dance 
to the same tune, and those who don’t want to dance will be grabbed 
by their friends and neighbors and brought onto the floor, as in an 
American barn dance. By then, nobody will be thinking about who 
called the tune in the first place, and those few who do will appear- 
as queers. This would be. a hopeless situation except for one thing. 
If it is exposed in time, the whole Red psychological warfare gambit 
cun be defeated with comparatively little effort. 

Exactly as knowledge of brainwashing was found to be vaccination 
against it, knowledge of the Red intent of a propaganda drive destroys 
its effectiveness. We will only have to witness the orchestration, as it 
will begin developing very shortly now, for us to recognize this Red 
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niiti-niiti-Commuiiist trap wherever it appears. Tliis “psyiv.u’' 
booby trap will lie visible on the top of the road from then on. If 
we don’t expose it this way, though, it will easily cripple or kill us— 
Khrushchev's expression for it is “burial.” 

Mr. Sour wine. Could you gather this evidence—the written 
material that you say will appear as sure as night follows day? 

Mr. Hunter. Yes, I could. 

Mr. Sourwine. Mr. Chairman, may we ask dint the witness do 
this, and bring us the material he has gathered, with analyses, by 
perhaps the end of the month, to be included as appendixes to this 
hearing? 

Senator Cotton. That will be the order. Mr. Hunter, wc expect 
3 r ou then to provide us with material found by you, appearing in the 
public press this year up to the end of July 1961, directly bearing tipon 
the implementation of what you have described its a new Red anti-anti* 
Communist drive, with your own notes or analyses of the various 
items. 

Mr. Hunter. Thank you. I will do so. 

(The material referred to, submitted by Mr. Hunter on August 1, 
appears hereafter as appendixes.) 

Mr. Sourwine. There is one tiling more, perhaps, I have several 
papers here. I wonder if you will glance at them, tell me if you have 
seen them before, and in any case, give us your reaction.* Here is 
the first one. 

Mr. Hunter. I have not seen tliis before. Should I read this 
aloud? 

Mr. Sourwine. Yes, please do so. 

Mr. Hunter. Tliis is a Secretary of Defense document dated 
March 10, 1961, for the Secretaries of the Army, Navy, and Air Forco 
reading: 

(1) There is presently being established ivithin the -6fficc of the Secretary'of 

Detense centralised procedures for evaluating materials designed for indoctrina¬ 
tion of personnel of the Defense Department in the general area of international 
affairs and related fields. This evaluation will apply to ajl materials, written, 
pictorial, or audio, used in training programs and troop information 'programs, 
and will be in conformance with the security and policy review regulations of the 
Defense Department. , 

(2) The film "Operation Abolition” will be retained in the film libraries on lin 
"on call" basis for those requesting to view it, but will not be prescribed ill the 
training of personnel. A memorandum of January .11, 1901, from the Office qf 
Armed Forces Information and Education Stated the "on call” policy for informa¬ 
tion programs and described the production of an OAF1E film covering the tactics 
employed by Communists seeking to manipulate youth. This film is being pro¬ 
duced within the framework of material set forth in the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities print entitled ‘'Communist Target—Youth," a report by 
J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

(3) Another film coining within the scope of paragraph (I), which recently has 
been brought to our attention is entitled.A Communism on the Map.” Determina¬ 
tion as to the use of this film will be deferred pending its evaluation pursuant to 
the procedure prescribed in paragraph ( 1 ). 

This is signed by Roswell T,. Qilpatric, Deputy Secretary of Defease. 

Mr. Sourwine. What is your reaction? 

Mr. Hunter. Considering tl|e date, and recalling the publicity 
about these films, which I have seen, it' is obvious to me that, removed 
from the legalisms, the document can be paraphrased as saying: “Use 
any of these anti-Coihuiunist films at your own risk. Heaven help 
you if you do.” I would regard this as one of the early successes of 
the Red anti-unti-Coimnuoist pressure drive. 
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Mr. Sourwine. Here is the second document on which we want 
your comment. 

Mr. Hunter. This, too, is new to me. This is a similar type of 
document, signed Carlisle P. Rungc, on stationery of Assistant 
Secretary of Defense, dated April 21 , 1961, and reading: 

Subject: Narrated Filmstrip "Communism on tlie Map." 

The commercial, narrated filmstrip, ‘'Communism on the Map” has been 
determined, by official review under HOD evaluation procedures, as not required 
for the Armed Forces training of troop information or public information pro¬ 
grams and that it should not be purchased by the Department or used by Depart¬ 
ment of Defense personnel. 

Attention is invited to the many materials in the urea of anticommunism 
including pamphlets and motion pictures produced by the Office of Armed Forces 
Information and Education, which are available for troop-iuformation programs. 

The pattern, gentlemen, is being nailed down. Hard-hitting or. 
specific training and alertness material, if this is any indication, is on 
the way out. Officers know the contents of this film. They will get 
the anti-anti-Communist message in this order. It puts them in what, 

I feci, is an unfair dilemma. They can’t possibly arouse fighting men" 
to risk theii' lives with inamby-pamby stuff that takes the sting out 
of Communism. Yet if they use the hard facts, they know they're 
probably going to have difficulties. This is the propaganda climate 
being created by such memorandums in the Pentagon. It couldn't 
be otherwise. Incidentally, to call this a commercial film is not quite 
true; it was produced by a college. 

Mr. Sourwine. Here are two other documents. 

Mr. Hunter. Thank you. This is dated May 16,1961. I haven’t 
seen this, either. [Reading:] 

From: Secretary of the Navy. 

To: All ships and stations. 

Subject: Commercial filmstrip "Communism on the Map.” 

1. Purpose. To promulgate the findings of an official review of subject film¬ 
strip. 

2. Background. The commercial, narrated filmstrip “Communism on the 
Map" has been determined, by official review under Department of Defense.'

3. Action: The filmstrip “Communism on the Map” shall not be purchascds 
by Navy or Marine Corps activities nor shall it be used by Department of Navy 
personnel.. 

4. Cancellation: This notice is canceled for record purposes on October 31, 
1961. Its retention beyond that date for reference purposes is authorised. v 

This is signed Paul W. Fay, Under Secretary of the Navy. 

I shall proceed at once to the rending of the second document, 
dated March 17, 1961. Iliave notseen this before, either. [Reading:]- 
From: Chief of Navy Personnel. ' 

To: All ships and stations (less Marine Corps field addresses not having Navy 
personnel attached). 

Subject: Materials for indoctrination of personnel in the general area of inter¬ 
national affairs and related fields. 

Enclosure: Secretary of Defense memo to the Secretaries of the Army, the Navy, 
and the Air Force datep March 10, 1961. 

• 1. Purpose: To forward enclosure (1) for information and guidance. 

2. Discussion: Enclosure (I) announces the establishment of procedures 
for the centralised evaluation of written, pictorial, and audio materials designed

Such materials are used In the information and education program and 
in some parts of certain related programs.

unofficial material should not be used hereafter until evaluated in accordance 
with enclosure (1). 

This is signed W. It. Sinedberg III, Bureau of Navy Personnel. 
The second of these documents merely makes sure that if there is 
any other hard-hitting material against our enemy laying about, or 
in the files, obtained in collaboration with the public in pursuance of 
the Presidential directive declaring this to be a problem of the military 
and the public both, it will not be used. 

The other document merely backstops this new line. Frankly, 
I am quite concerned over what material will substitute for what has 
been withdrawn, in effect. TT the withdrawn material is too strong, 
what replaces it obviously will be weaker. While Moscow is firming 
up its anti-American stand, we are softening ours, so far as the minds 
of the men who would have to do the fighting and dying arc concerned. 
Yet Korea was supposed to have taught us that disaster lies along 
that road. 

Mr. Sourwine. Here is still another document. Have you seen 
it before? 

Mr. Hunter. No. 

Mr. Sourwine. Please read it, and lot me know jour reaction. 

Mr. Hunter (reading): 

From: Secretary of the Navy. 

To: All ships mid stations.

Attention is 'invited to' the many 
officially approved materials in the area of anticommunism; including pamphlets 
and motion pictures produced by the Office of Armed Forces Information and 
Education, which ure available through Navy and Marine Corps information 
programs. 

3. Action: The filmstrip "Communism on the Map" ahull not be purchased by 
Navy or Murine Corps activities nor shall it be used by Department of the Navy 
personnel. 

4. Cancellation: This notice is canceled for record purposes on October 31, 
1901. Us retention beyond that date for reference purposes is authorized. 

This is signed “Paul B. Fay, Jr., Under secretary of the Navy.” 
It brings the anti-anti-Conununist drive a very big step forward, it 
“forward” is the proper word to use. It's certainly to the Com¬ 
munist advantage in the war for the mind. A fundamental objective 
of the Red drive is to cut off Pentagon participation in the grassroots 
movement that is at long last awakening our people. The American 
people as a nation must learn these facts, as our Government had 
already officially recognized, if wc Arc to attain mental survival 
stamina. This order goes far—it is a tremendous step—toward forbid¬ 
ding such participation. Wc disurm Unilaterally to this extent in 
the sphere that is crucial in this war—mum! warfare. It is shocking 
Mr. Sourwine. Here is one more. 
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Mr. Hunter. Thank you. This also is new to me. This is from 
Atlantic Command, Headquarters of the Commander in Chief, Nor¬ 
folk 11, Va., June 14, 1961, and is signed “Horatio Rivero, Deputy 
Chief of Staff.” I will road it: 

1. Purpose: To provide policy guidance of news and classification of material 
within the Department of Defense. 

2. Discussion: At a news conference in Washington, D.C., May 20, I'JCl, tho 
Honorable Robert S. McNamara discussed the subject of dissemination of infor¬ 
mation to the public and classification of material within the Department of 
Defense. The following ex true Is from the Secretary's remarks are quoted: 

"The public information policies of the Department of Defense require a delib¬ 
erate accommodation of two competing values. As President Kennedy has 
observed, the challenge of our times imposes two requirements that seem almost 
contradictory in tone., but which we must reconcile and which we must fulfill. 
There is the need for greater public information and the need for greater official 
seorccv. 

"In order to provide some further guidance for those of us, all of us, both 
military and civilian officials alike, who must deal with this problem, I suggested 
four principles In help the members of the Department to meet both these require¬ 
ments. The application of these principles, although they might restrict tho 
flow of properly classified information, to some extent would encourage more 
open, more rcsikinsible discussion of the pros and cons of the iiatiouul defense 
policies and practices. The four principles are: 

"(1) In a democratic society the public must be kept informed of tho 
major issues in national defense policy, because the most important issues 
are likely to be the most difficult ones; the arguments on both sides must be 
made clear so that there can be a consensus of coincidence in the ultimate 
decision. We are under a special obligation to disclose mistakes and ineffec¬ 
tive administrative operations. 

"The public has at least as much right to bad news ns to good news. 

"(2) It is essential to avoid disclosures of information that can be of 
national assistance to our potential enemies, and therefore weaken our defense 
position. It is equally important to avoid ovcrclassification; when iii doubt, 
undcrclussify. In no event should overclassification be used to avoid public 
discussion of controversial matters. 

“(3) Public statements of what appears, to be Department of Defense 
policy must reflect that policy in effect. 

"(1). In public discussion all officers of the Department should confine 
themselves to defense matters. Avoid diseussiou of foreign policy matters, 
a field which is reserved for the President and the Department of State. 
This long-established principle reeoguir.es the danger that when Defense 
officials express opinions as to foreign policy, their words may be taken as the 
policy of the Government. 

3. Action: Information contained in paragraph 2 above is forwarded for 
informationa and guidance. 

Mr. Sourwinb What do you say to this? 

Mr. Hunter. If the fourth point were obeyed, in Ihe kind of con¬ 
flict in which we are engaged, we would return to the condition of mind 
disarmament we were in when the Reds struck in Korea. It cannot 
be ^beyed without disobeying the directives that were supposed to 
enforce the code for our men who may be. captured by Communists, 
and it cannot be obeyed without making believe there is no such tiling 
ns brainwashing, that what took place in the prisoner of war camps 
was a bad dream, a hallucination perhaps that never happened. Wo 
are rewriting history, in effect. We arc also betraying ourselves. 
In the arena or the cold war, the Red anti-anti-Communist drive, as 
ordered by the Red manifesto of December 5, 1960, won a stunning 
victory for itself on—let me see, what is the date of the document I 
just read—May 16, 1961. Why do we do these tilings? Oh well- 

Mr. Sourv ine. This completes my questioning. 

ScnatoV Cotton. Wc will be whiting to receive your compilation of 
press material. Thank you, Mr. Hunter. The hearing is adjourned.

These appendixes and the accompanying prefatory notes were pro-- 
vidod by the witness, Edward -Hunter, who had been instructed to 
supply such written material from the press generally, to the end of 
July 1961, as had a direct bearing upon Vvhrit he described in his 
testimony as the now, Red anti-unti-C'ommunist drive, with whatever 
brief analysis might be requiredr Mr. Hunter has pointed out these 
arc examples, with the merely cumulative omitted, and are not in¬ 
tended as an indictment of any individual’efr publication. 

Appendix 1 

The following are relevant excerpts from the “Statement'of SI 
Marxist-Loninist Parties" as officially translated by Moscow and 
published in the Red theoretical organ in the United States, Political 
Affairs, in its January 1961 issue. (The full text as well as the com¬ 
plete Tass translation as printed in the New York Times on December 
7 can be found in the appendix to the testimony before this Commit¬ 
tee of Jay Lovestonc last January 26 and February 2.) 

The Red Manifesto is a basic strategy paper to outline Communist 
Party operations and, as such, makes extensive use of the Communist 
language of dialectical materalism, always giving this slant to its 
statements. In understanding Communist intent, these wO'rds and 
paragraphs must be translated into ordinary language, often producing 
the opposite words in non-Conimiinist dictionaries, 

When road this way, as the indoctrinated Communist does, Red 
documentation is extremely revealing of purposes and tactics other¬ 
wise successfully concealed. 

For instance, a simple sentence from the Manifesto, such as “As 
long as imperialism exists there will be soil for wars of aggression," 
actually means, in Red language: "As long as dynamic non-Cummun- 
ist countries exist they may take the opportunity to resist Communist 
world expansion." In their writings, when Communists attack, it is 
"liberation" and not "aggression." The dialectical materialist 
dictionary is composed of the fundamental writings of Red leaders 
and theoreticians. 

Here arc the excerpts from the Manifesto: 

. . . U S. imperialism . . . has become an (uipiny of the whole world. . . . 

In Maxing a trail of communism, the peoples of the socialist countries ure creat¬ 
ing n prototype of n new society for all mankind. • . . 

... As long ns imperialism exists there will be soil for wars of aggres¬ 
sion. ... .... . : •- - ■ 

To fight for pence today means to maintain the greatosb vigilance, indofatiga- 
bly to lay hare the policy of the imperialists, to keep a watchful eye on the 
intrigues and maneuvers of the warmongers, arouse the righteous indignation 
of the peoples against those who afe heading for war, organise the peace forces 
still better, continuously- intensity mass efforts for peace, and promote coopera- 
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t.ion with all countries which have no interest in now wars. In the countries 
where the impcrlialists have, established war bases, it is necessary to step iid the 
struggle for their abolition, which is an important factor for fortifying national 
Independence, defending sovereignty, and preventing war. The struggle of the 
peoples against the niilitarir.nt.ion of their countries should be combined with the 
struggle against the capitalist monopolies connected with the U.S. imperial¬ 
ists. . . . 

No political, religions or other differences should be an obstacle to all the forces 
of the working class uniting against the war danger. . . . 

The policy of peaceful coexistence is a policy of mobilising the masses and 
launching vigorous action against the enemies of peace. Peaceful coexistence of 
states does not imolv renunciation of the class struggle as the revisionists claim. 
The coexistence of states with different social systems is a form of class struggle 
between socialism and capitalism. . . . 

National-liberation revolutions have triumphed in vast areas of the world. . . . 

The complete collapse of colonialism is imminent. . . . 

The colonial powers never bestow freedom on the colonial peoples and never 
leave of their own free will the countries they are exploiting. . . . 

Now that more sections of the population arc joinin'! in an active class struggle, 
it is of the utmost importance that Communists should extend their work in 
trade unions and cooperatives, among the peasantry, the youth, the women, in, 
sports organizations, and the unorganized sections of the population. . . . 

The Communist Parties reaffirm the propositions put forward by the Declara¬ 
tion of 1357 with regard to the forms of transition of different countries from, 
capitalism to socialism. 

The Declaration points out that the working class and its vanguard—tho, 
Marxist-Lcninist Party—seek to achieve the socialist revolution by peaceful 
means. . . . 

In the event of the exploiting classes resorting to violence against people, the., 
possibility of nonpeaceful transition to socialism should bo borne In mind. 
Leninism teaches, and experience confirms, that the ruling classes never relinquish 
power voluntarily. . . . 

In our time, when communism is not only the most advanced doctrine but an,, 
actually existing social system which has proved its superiority over capitalism, 
conditions arc particularly favorable for expanding the infiucucc of the Com-, 
mimist Parties, vigorously exposing anti-communism, a slogan under which the • 
capitalist class wa rns its struggle against the proletariat, and winning the broadest 
sections of tho working masses for Communist ideas. 

Anti-communism arose at the dawn of the working-class movement as the princi¬ 
pal ideological weapon of the capitalist class in its struggle against the proletariat 
and Marxist ideology. As the class struggle grew in intensity, particularly with 
the formation of the world socialist system, anti-communism became more vicious 
and refined. Anti-communism, which is indicative of a deep ideological crisis 
in and extreme decline of bourgeois ideology, resorts to monstrous distortions of 
Marxist doctrine and crude slander against the socialist social system, presents .• 
Communist policies and objectives in a false light, and carries on a witchhunt 
against the democratic peaceful forces and organizations. 

To effectively defend the interests of the working people, maintain peace and-' 
realize the socialist ideals of the working class, it is indispensable to wage a resolute 
struggle against anti-communism—that poisoned weapon which tho bourgeoisie 
uses to fence off the masses from socialism. . . . 

All the Marxist-Lcninist Parties are independent and have equal rights. . . . 

The Communist and Workers' Parties unanimously declare that the Communist, 
Party of the Soviet Union has been, and remains, the universally recognized- 
vanguard of the world Communist movemeut. . . . 


Appendix 2 

In n massive draft program announced at Moscow by the Soviet 
Communist Party on July 29, the red hierarchy, recognized for the 
second Lime the importance of the anti-Communist movement in tho 
United States. The first time was in the Red Manifesto of December 
5, 1960. 
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The new document reiterates tactics to be employed against the 
United States in the Red “struggle” to conquer the world, with the 
United States as the primary target. 

Moscow's reiterated propaganda theme is that this can be achieved 
“peacefully”, presumedly bv bringing about American surrender 
through psychological warfare strategy, thereby preserving the Soviet 
Uuion against destruction. Hence, the coexistence lino serves a dual 
purpose: (1) lulling the Soviet population, which actually wants 
peace, certainly abhors the thought of a repetition of World War II 
horrors, and (2) stirring creeping defeatism in the West. 

Meanwhile, of course, new and continued sacrifices are evidently 
to be required of the Communist-dominated peoples, already suffering 
from shortages of food and other necessities. The document seeks to 
take the attention of its enslaved people from such deficiencies, and 
to prepare them for even more acute stringencies to follow, by making 
a host of pie-in-the-sky promises of a paradise of plenty in the future. 

Here is an excerpt from the text as sent abroad by Toss, the official 
Soviet Russian news agency, dealing with anti-commuuism in our 
land: 

The chief ideological and political weapon of imperialism is anti-communism. 
Rallied to this black banner today arc all the enemies of social progress, Anti¬ 
communism is a reflection of the extreme decadence of bourgeois ideology. 

Monopoly capital engenders fascist ideology, the ideology of extreme chauvinism 
and racism. Anti-communism is becoming the main instrument of reaction in its 
struggle against the democratic forces of Asia, Africa, and Latin America. 

The right wing of social-democracy has completely broken with Marxism and' 
has put forward so-called democratic socialism against scientific socialism. 

Historical experience has shown the bankruptcy of. both the ideology and the 
policy of social-democracy. ' ■ ■ 

Anti-communism has brought social reformism to -an ideological and political 
impasse. This is one of the main reasons for the crisis of social-democracy. 


Appendix 3 

Cftbell Phillips 1ms been the New York Times axe mini in the nuti- 
anti-Communist movement, once it became too widespread and effec¬ 
tive to be an}' longer kept under wraps. Overnight, the activities of 
the anti-Communist groups became the subject of long articles, which 
made quite a point of how extensive the campaign to alert Americans 
on communism had become. 

Significantly, nary a whisper of this campaign had hitherto got into 
the New York Times, or any of tho other anti-allti-Commu(list, 
prestige newspapers. Anti-communism -oijly became news when tho 
pillorying of the Birch Society gave them the opportunity to refer to 
all anti-communism as work of “the Birchites," and to smear it all 
indiscriminately as “right extremist." Without exception, each of 
the urticles purporting to summarize the auti-Communist movement 
followed this propaganda line. 

Each time, too, with a similarity that is unmistakable, and certainly 
enlightening on the source of these purported news articles, there is 
a backhanded effort to brand the wholc‘tliing iis Nazi. For instance, 
this nearly four-column article, of May. 21, ends witli an anonymous 
refugee from Germany quoted as saying: 
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“Have you ever thought of the parallel between John Birch and 
Horst YVessel? I have, and it frightens me when I see this auti- 
Coimnunist feeling getting out of hand.” 

If this reportage is to be believed, the "riglil-cxt 
only kind of anti-communism there is.

Evanston, 111., May 5.—A grass-roots campaign to inculcate an aggressivo 
form of anti-Coinmunist ‘‘Americanism" in all walks of life is spreading through 
the North Shore suburbs of Chicago. 

Its intensity is disturbing the social, political and religious equanimity of many 
persons in this heavily populated area. 

On one side are a number of conservative activists allied, in fact or in spirit, 
with the John Birch Society. 

They contend that Communist subversion in the schools, churches and many 
areas of public life is cndaiigeriue “fundamental Americanism," and, indeed, the 
very existence of the Republic. They are pursuing an active campaign of "educa¬ 
tion" and various forms of persuasion to alert their fellow citizens to the danger. 

LIRERAI.S ON DEFENSIVE 

On the other side is a loose coalition of liberals and moderates who argue that 
the Communist dancer is being distorted and exaggerated for political ends by 
"Right-wingers and bigots." Placed on the defensive in this conflict, they havo 
confined their strategy largely to protests at public meetings mid letters to' news- 

n inrs mid public officials. 

ifutilal antagonisms arc apparent ill most of these well-to-do suburban com¬ 
munities from Evanston north to Waukegan. But they run more deeply in somo 
than ill others. 

In Glenview, for exuinplc, "Americanism" became a dominant but whispered 
issue in a recent village election contest. A Roman Catholic priest and a 
Methodist minister in the same community have taken to sniping at each other, 
in public over the merits of the aiiti-Communist crusade. 

Jn Evanston, a man who ran for thu'Housc of Representatives last fall contends 
that he was victimized by a ".smear campaign” that associated him with Com-- 
muuist movements. This episode will soon reach its climax in a Federal court. 

“left WING" assailed 

The motivation behind the Americanism drive was summed up the other day 
by a resident of Evanston who is generally sympathetic to its objectives but not' 
a direct participant. 

“I don't believe the North Shore has a great many more actual Communists 
than any other similar area,” he said. “But wo do have a great many Left-wing- 
thinkers dug in around the colleges and universities who seem to do the Com¬ 
munists’ work for them. They have a lot of influence. 

“But even more importantly, we have a lot of apathy and downright ignorance 
by the majority of the well-to-do people here. They've got' good jobs, good. 

S comes and they live in a dream world. They don't know what’s going on in' 
e world outside, or even right under they- noses. ' 

“1 don't think there’s unythiug more important than to educate them to the 
fact that that dream world is about to be snatched out from under them—uud, 
all the rest of us, too.” 

ECHOED IN MANY AREAS 

Similar views have been found among conservative groups in many parts of the 
country. They often gain their most effective expression in an 'aggressive anti¬ 
communism. 

The common denominator ii\ the thinking of these groups, as observed in 
several weeks of travel, is that “the American way of life" is being attacked by- 
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fifth columnists frequently operating under such "socialistic" guises us “lib¬ 
eralism,” “the welfare state” and “onc-worldi'sin.” 

These ideological convictions arc often accompanied by an opposition to existing 
tux, foreign aid and civil rights policies of the Federal Government, and by a 
belief that the religious and moral fiber of the nation is deteriorating because of 
Communist machinations. . 

Two organisations that have been most active in-fostering this drive at the 
community level are the John Birch Society, headed by Robert H. W. Welch, Jr. 
of Belmont, Mass., and the Christian Anti-Communism Crusade, of which Hr. 
Fred C. Schwarz of Long Beach, Calif., is president. 

Their tactics differ somewhat, but their aims are almost identical. -The Birch 
Society advocates not only "education," but also the adoption, ou occasion, of 
Communist methods to combat Communist subversion. Us belligerency goes so 
far, for example, as to demand the impeachment of Chief Justice Earl Warren for 
furthering Communist aims. 

SCHWARZ DOCTRINE

The Schwarz doctrine advocates much the same sort of “education” about the 
Communist menace but sto|is short of urging particular acts of reprisal. 

Both groups have been active in the Chicago area for many years. . ... 

Stillwell J Connor, a Chicago industrialist, was quoted recently as having said 
that he hud inducted more tbau 400 members into the Birch Society, mostly in 
the northern suburbs, since J951I. Another Birch member estimated the total 
membership in the Chicago area at 1,000, 

Dr. Schwarz has appeared on local lecture platforms frequently, but he did 
pot turn ou the full power of his Christian Anti-Communism Crusade until late 
last summer. The current controversy along the North Shore dates from that 
time. 

On Aug. 20, 1060, Dr. Schwarz, opened a fivc-dav school on anti-communism 
nt the Glenview Naval Air Station. Sessions were held three times a day in an 
auditorium on the base, with an attendance of several' hundred at each session. 
The audiences consisted of base personnel, Naval reservists and civilians from 
surrounding communities. 

THlLBRICK OX FACULTY 


The faculty included several Navy officers, Dr. Schwarz and sueh professionals 

( in the field of auU-coiniunnisin as Herbert Philbrick, a former agent of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation; Dr. E. Merrill Root , author of "Brainwashing in the 
High Schools”: Richard Arens, men stall director for the House Un-American 
Activities Committee: Prof. Anthony Bouscnrcu of LcMoyne College, Syrucuso, 
N.Y., and others. 

Dr. Schwarz' program at Glenview was similar to others he has conducted in 
many parts of the country, one recently in St. l/ouis. 

It is built around a series of lectures supplemented by films, tape" recordings 
and the sale of books and pamphlets, many written by Dr. Schwurz. 

Two films arc among those shown most often. One is "Operation Abolition,” 
which depicts as Comuiunist-innnagcd the student riots in San Francisco last 
year that grew out of a session there of Hie- House Un-American' Activities 
Committee. The other is "Communism on the Map,” which pictures the United 
States ns failing victim to Communist encirclement and subversion. 

The course pur|>orts to give a scholarly r6sum6 and annlvsis of world commu¬ 
nism, with particular emphasis on its impact on the United States since World 
War II. 

The principal theme is that the American way of life is being subtly but system¬ 
atically undermined by Communist fifth columnists and their "stooges, ’’who 
often operate under the guise of socialism. 

Evidence of their influence, the course points out, is found chiefly on the campuses 
of American colleges, among the Protestant clergy and iu the policy-making 
levels of the Fcderul Government. 


6CIIOOL -HAILED 

The Glenview school was adjudged a great success by its sponsors and partic¬ 
ipants, and also, apparently, by many residents of this area who hud no part in it. 

Jack Mubley, who at the time was a columnist for the Chicago Daily News 
and president ol the Glenview Village Board, wrote approvingly of the venture in 
his column. He also sponsored a resolution of comincudutiou by the village 
board that passed with only one uegativc vote. 
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But there were a number of dissenting views. These were bused chiefly on the 
grounds that the school fostered an Atmosphere of suspicion and intolerance 
toward persons of moderate and liberal political convictions, and that it hold up 
to ridicule and criticism certain established foreign policy positions of the Federal 
Government that the Navy was required to support. 

One of the dissenters was Mrs. Norma Morrison, a housewife who serves on the 
Glenview Village Board. Mrs. Morrison refused to vote in favor of the com¬ 
mendatory resolution. 

'T received a number of rather nasty telephone calls about it,” she said recently, 
“most of them anonymous and at night. They accused me of being a Tied’ or 
'pink' or 'anti-Catholic'—which, of course, I am not.” 

“And the next meeting of the board," she declared, “a resolution was prepared 
demanding my resignation, but Jack Mabley ruled it out of order and refused to 
let it, come up.” 

PROFESSOR'S TF.LECRAM 

Another dissenter was Or. Tyler Thompson, a professor of religion at North¬ 
western University and a Democratic candidate for the Mouse last fall. While, 
the school was in progress I nst September , he sent this telegram to William B. 
Frankc, then Secretary of the Navy: 

"I wish to protest the apparent official link of the Navy to the political propn- 
ganga being disseminated at thc-falucntion for American Security (its the Schwarz 
school was called] at Glenview Naval Air Station. Official program and early 
publicity clearly indicate Naval sponsorship. Please investigate." 

The result was an official denial of direct Navy sponsorship of the school. 

In the following w eeks, there turned up on drug store counters and in the mail 
boxes of vnrious North Shore homes and offices a four-page documen t purporting 
to link Dr. Thompson, wilii ConwHttwat-imd Commuiii^Jrqiit jug - iiMa aCI'ms . Tt 
born ittj TTglne or return address. 

The pamphlet noted Dr. Thompson’s membership in or cooperation with such 
organizations ns the Methodist Federation for Social Action, Conference for, 
Peaceful Alternatives to the Atlantic Pact mid the National Committee to Repeal 
the McCarrnn limmigrutionl Act. Each of these groups, it said, had been cited 
for its Communist affiliation or sympathies either by the House Un-American 
Activities Committee or the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee. 


CITES THE WORKER 

It also carried the following entry: 

“ ’The Worker' (midwest edition), official publication of the Communist 
Party, USA, published nil article on June 5, 11)60, in which it indicated that 
Tvler Thompson is ‘receiving wide and significant support in his campaign' . . . 
and is generally favorable in tone. 

"It sliould be noted that it is not the practice of 'The Worker' to give favorable 
publicity to candidates for political office unless that paper has a particular 
interest in their candidacy." 

The leaflet was turned over to the F B I. for investigation as a possible viola¬ 
tion of the Corrupt Practices Act. As a result. Miles jli Vpnifi-n. Jr jj, A Glynviuw 
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Dr. Thompson was soundly beaten in the election. But he attributes his de¬ 
feat as much to the "overwhelming Republicanism” of this district as to the leaflet. 


LETTER TO THE NAVY 

Long after the anti-communism school was concluded, an office for the Educa¬ 
tion for American Security program was maintained at the naval station. A 
few months ago, thirty citizens of the area signed another letter of protest to the. 
Secretary of the Navy. Mrs. Morrison was uinong them. The letter became 
public. 

In April, Mrs. Morrison was a candidate for re-election to the Glenview Village 
Board. She was supported by the Caucus party, in which several of the letter's 
signers were also active. She said recently that she and several other Caucus 
candidates had been targets of a “whispering campaign" in which the letter to the 
Secretary was cited as evidence that their "Americanism” was questionable. 

“Wc won the election," she said, "but there bus been a great deal of bitterness 
left over from it. Our town is divided in a way I've never seen it before.” 

This division has also flared among church grd'ups:

contained an article critical of the movie “Operation Abolition." The Christian 
Century is a nondcnomiuational publication that generally reflects the liberal 
Protestant viewpoint. -- rr 

This brought a sharp rebuke a week later from the Rev. Calvin \V. Robinson, 
pastor of a large neighboring Methodist congregation. Mr. Robinson said ill 
the course of his sermon: 

“1 am disturbed over the activities of American pharisees today—close-minded, 
solfrighleous conservatives who also (as did the Biblical pharisees) resent having 
their truths challenged. The John Birch Society is just such a group. It does 
not have the answers to our problems in international relations, and it only 
leads us backward into old ways that have betrayed mankind again and again.” 

A possible explanation for the intensity of the controversy here lies In the 
missionary zeal that both the Birch Society and the Christain Anti-Communism 
Crusade impart to their “converts." * 

Dozens of them in this area, individually and in teams, fan out nightly and 
over week-ends, equipped with tape iccordings, motion-picture projectors and 
suitcases of books and pamphlets to carry on their mission. 

Their audiences may be a dozen or more neighbors in a living room, a ltot-iry 
Club or American Legion meeting, a school assembly or many hundreds gathered 
in a public hall. ‘ -* - • 

A fairly typical meeting was held on a Sunday afternoon late ill April at the 
lake-front estate or Mr. and Mrs. Jay Shccsley, in Glencoe. 

For four hours 300 specially invited guests hoard lectures and watched a showing 
of "Operation Abolition.” The program was presented by three young enlisted 
men from the Great Lukes Naval Training Center. 

The three-man Navy team is a product of Dr. Schwarz's school last summer 
at the Glenview Nuval Air Stution. Its members are Milton J. Kick, Francis U. 
Mills and Robert Cocke. In the last six months, on their own time mid without 
fee, they have conducted scores of such meetings, in points as fur distant as Iowa 
and Wisconsin. 

“Please make it clear,” Mr. Fick said during u recent interview, "that we do 
this independently of the Navy, and that we never appear in uniform.” 

A similar Hence of dedication is disphyed by Cant, .jsaiuli Hmnnto n. command¬ 
ing officer of tlic Glenview Naval Air Station. A bill,, taciturn, career officer of 
fifty, lie described himself in an interview the other (lav us "a Texas conservative.” 

“Lenin put in on the line forty years : ago," he said, loaning intently across his 
do6k—” 'American will fall into out hands like over-ripe fruit.’ He meant it, 
and it's happening. I think it's important that every American citizen is made 
aware of it-.' 

There is another side to this coin of fear that has become so much a part of 
the currency on the Nortli Shore. It was noted by n woman school teacher in 
Winnetka the other day. Some of her family hud lived in Nazi Germany. 
Asking that she not be quoted by name, sjho said: 

“Have you ever thought of the parallel between 'John Birch and Horst Wussel? 
1 have, and it frightens me when I see this anti-Comiminist feeling getting out 
of hand."

This editoriul, one of the keynote attacks marking the start, of the 
Red unli-nnti-Communist drive in the press could be used as a text¬ 
book example of what has the general title of the "poison pen tactic" 
in propaganda warfare. . 

In the style of Red “psywar”, the Now Yjork Post editorial of May 25 
subtly links smear symbols to the new target group, which hitherto 
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had been given the hush-hush treatment, and against which there had 
been no breath of criticism. The tone of the editorial is gentle satire, 
along the patronizing, supercilious line that is the hallmark of certain 
fake sophisticated circles that have appropriated the fine, old word 
liberal as a cloak for what is utterly illiberal and the New York State 
Division of Military and Naval Affairs is “hardly burdened with 
problems of grand strategy" and so “has discovered a popular new 
battle terrain,” which is support of meetings “ostensibly dealing with 
the danger of communism.” The word “ostensibly” indicates that 
this is not its real purpose, but some other, concealed, aim. Further 
on, by linking it to tne Birch Society through a “spiritual connec¬ 
tion”—whatever this means—the impression is conveyed, although 
not said, that this is a Fascist (Nazi) plot. Even a racist slur is gratui¬ 
tously brought in by a reference to "know-nothingism.” Incidentally, 
this is the line the lied Manifesto has ordered implemented in its fight 
to crusli the anti-Communist alertness and training program in the 
United States, especially in such powerful centers as the Pentagon. 
The editorial makes its point unmistnkn'CIy with the sentence: 
"Needless to say, the, enterprise bears no serious relation to the Com¬ 
munist problem.” The phrase., "needless KTSny,” disarms those who 
would ask what basis there is Tor this tissue of pro-Rcd lies that 
constitutes the New York Post editorial. They are apparently low¬ 
brows if they do happen to question the pro-Rcd point of view. 

No textbook on clandestine tactics in psychological warfare, par¬ 
ticularly its propaganda side, would be complete without this New 
York Post editorial of May 25, 1961: 

Local War Games 

New York's State Division of Military and Naval Affairs, hardly overburdened 
with problems of grand strategy involving the deployment of armies and war¬ 
ships, has discovered a popular new battle terrain on which to exercise its surplus 
functions. It plans to play war games in the ideological arena by supporting a 
scries of seminars ostensibly dealing with the danger of communism. Its first 
campaign will be an engagement in Albany designed to get funds for the charade. 

The held of anti-communism has become a game in which any number can play, 
regardless of their political literacy. Thus, the Militia Assn, of New York, a 
private organisation of military officers, is sponsoring an "educational” program 
under the auspices of- a dubious outfit known as American Strategy, Inc. 
Financial support now comes from private sources, but the State Division of 
M. & N. Affairs would remedy this logistics problem by tapping the publfe 
treasury as an official body and emerging openly as the command post. 

Any connection between AS, Inc. and the Birch Society is not being advertised. 
But clearly the spiritual connection is unmistakable. Needless to say, the 
enterprise bears no serious relation to the Communist problem. But that 
doesn’t seem to bother thcnlavcrs. 

Wc trust that when the Division of M. 4c N. Affairs invites the Legislature to 
subsidise the game, the answer will be loud, clear and negative. New York 
needs no new adventure in know-nothingism.

Of signifienne, too, was the first article on the subject published 
May 21 by the NeW York Times, a luilf-column-long dispatch, dated 
Albany. Crisply, the article led off with a proposed request for funds, 
not possible until next January, instead of relating what actually 
was the news, the start of this effort to acquaint the New York public 
with the truth about communism. 

The article was written in a mnnndr to provide basic material for 
attack,-rather than to relate information even objectively. There 
isn’t a hint that thorc is any valid reason for the seminars planned. 
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Tlic article follows: 

State’s Military Alerting on Reiis—Division Weighs Requesting. 

Legislative. Program 

Special to the New York Times 

A lban y. May 20—The Legislature may be asked to appropriate funds for a 
serfe of seminars designed to alert New Yorkers to the danger of communism. 

The State Division of Military and Naval Affairs said today it was considering 
a request to the Legislature to support a program now being sponsored by the 
Militia Association of New Voi le. 

The association is a private organisation of about 3,500 officers of the New York" 
Army National Guard, Air National Guard and Naval Militia. It is headed by 
Muj.

The Legislature does not convene for n regular session until next January. In 
the meantime, the militia association's uiili-Commiiiiist efforts will be bolstered by 
a privately endowed organization known us American Strategy, Inc., with head¬ 
quarters at 05 Broad Street, New York. “ '-

At the requust of Muj. Gen. Alinerin C. O’Hara, Chief of Staff to Governor 
Rockefeller, a representative of American Strategy addressed a briefing session 
conducted by the Military and Naval Affairs Division here. The speaker was 
Lt, Col . Gunther E. Hartel. a retired Army officer who was formerly on the stuff 
of G—3 (Iiitell igeiiceT~ortTie First Army. 

"It is proposed’that the effort of American Strategy, Inc., be coordinated-with 
the Militia Association to provide a statewide program of public education on the 
threat of communism," Colonel Hurtcl said. 

. American Strategy will assist the Militia Association by providing lecturers 
and material about the nature of communism. The first seminar is scheduled 
for the week-end of June 24 in Syracuse. 

A generally cooperative, indeed enthusiastic reception meets efforts 
to counter Red subversive warfare, witli only isolated exceptions, once 
one leaves certain metropolitan areas, as New York City, where anti- 
anti-communism lias made deep penetration in the communications 
field. Part of the reason may be that these interior regions are usually 
still beyond the effective reach of the pressure groups identified witli 
the appeasement and “better Red than dead" mentalities. 

An example is the following editorial, referring to retired Lt. Col. 
Gunther Hartel of American Strategy, Inc., and was printed in tho 
Syracuse Post-Standard of September 2,196Q, shortly before he left the 
service: 

Battle pgr Minus 

As tile American Bar Association declines to urge high school courses on inter¬ 
national communism, an Army psychological warfare expert warns Watertown 
Kiwnuiuns "we are losing the buttle for men’s minds while preparing for a hot 
war." 

Lt. Col. Guenther Hartel, Camp Drum intelligence officer, has considerable 
knowledge of communist methods. He was a psychological warfare adviser in 
Southeast Asia. 

He says, "The communists are agitating strife to annihilate our Nation from 
within. This is being promoted through upathv, racial propaganda and en¬ 
couragement to ’defiant ones.’ ” By defiant he means those who rebel against 
the principles of educational freedom and individual equality on which the country 
was founded. 

Alert Americans can sense this menace. Cun high school pupils bo made aware 
of it without courses on communism to show them just what they are up against? 
The American Bar Association apparently believes so. 

But if adult Americans are naive enough -,lx> be sucked in by Red propaganda, 
as Coh Hartel insists, youngsters certainly need u thorough grounding in the 
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psychological methods being used. If not in high school, where and when cun 
the communist system be explained? 

The greatest danger, it seems to u$, is apathy. The ABA could do much to 
help in dispelling that state by coming out Hatfooted for some method of offsetting 
the subtle "conditioning" of young American minds by those by whom Col. 
Hartel terms “masters of deceit.” 

It is well to view with alarm now and then. We become too complacent and 
miss the significance of events going on around us. And if we arc indeed losing 
the battle for men's minds, it is time U> find out what is wrong with the “defiuut 
ones” and see what can be done about them.

The assault on tbe Pentagon in the stepped-up anti-anti-Cojninunist 
drive begun on Sunday, June IS. The previous coverage by the New 
York Times apparently had been preparatory skirmishes. The big 
guns wore now wheeled into place, and begun firing. 

On that day, an article begun on the first page, entitled "Right-Wing 
Officers Worrying Pentagon,” and continued three more columns long 
on page 56, spreading across the entire top of the page. It was signed- 
again by Cabell Phillips, who apparently was now the New York 
Times anti-Communist movement c.\pos6 man. 

The target was now shifted from secondary positions', along tho 
periphery, to the heart of the anti-Communist campaign. Anti- 
Comnmnist activities bv military officcjs were equated with "radically 
right-wing political philosophies,” a more genteel way of saying pro- 
Fuscist or pro-Nazi. This set the campaign plan,, heaping together in 
one propaganda grab bag all wlio showed energy or enterprise in ex¬ 
posing Communist tactics and explaining the evils of communism. 
The article was written in unmistakable expose style, to give the im-. 

E rcssion there was something highly susp.cct and dangerous that should. 

c uprooted and done away with, in disclosure of the devious ways by 
which the Reds arc plotting our destruction. 

It referred to "the so-called 'cold war policy’ evolved by the Na¬ 
tional Security Council in tho summer of 195S,” thus setting up this 
training and alertness program as a primary target of the nqw unti- 
anti-Communist campaign. 

The article began: "The Pentagon is having its troubles with 
right-wingers in uniform.” Just who in particular was meant by 
“the Pentagon" was significantly not disclosed. But the article went 
into extensive detail on “the ‘cold-war’ activities" of commanding 
officers in implementing the directive. This lias "caused alarm among 
the new civilian team in the Pentagon," the article declared, making it 
apparent that “the Pentagon” referred to was not the fighting force. 
The article follows: 

UlGHT-WlNG OmCEBS WORRYING .PENTAGON 

(By Cabell Phillips) 

(Special to Tlic Now York Tuncs| 

Washington, June 17.—The Pentagon is having its troubles with right-wingers 
in uniform. A number of officers of high and middle rank are indoctrinating 
their commands and the civilian population near their bases with political theories 
resembling those of the John Birch Society. They are also holding up to criti¬ 
cism and ridicule some official policies of-the United States Government. The 
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most conspicuous example of some of these officers was Maj. Gen. Edwin A. 
Walker, who was officially "admonished” for his activities by the Secretary of the 
Army earlier this week. 

General Walker's offense was in saying that a number of prominent Americans, 
as well as elements of the newspaper and television industries, were tainted with 
Communist ideology. 

He did this in the course of a continuing effort that the general said was "de¬ 
signed to develop an understanding of the American military and civil heritage, 
responsibility toward that heritage and Che facts and objectives of those enemies 
who would destroy it.” 1 • 

General Walker was the commander of the Twenty-Fourth Infantry Division 
in Germany at the lime. 

POIJCr SET 3 YEARS A CIO . . 

In his anti-Communist effort General Walker wive operating under a three- 
year-old policy of the National Security Council. This called for a mobilization 
of all arms of Government—military, diplomatic, civilian—in the "cold-war” 
struggle. 

Where the general went wrong, apparently, was in confusing his own political 
inclinations with the Administration’s strategy for fightin; the "cold war.” 

High officials ot the Pentagon have said that they hope this example will have 
a restraining effect on other military men whose zeal in the same cause has been 
creating mounting embarrassment for them. 

“No other disciplinary actions are being considered now,” said Arthur Sylvester, 
Assistant Secretary of Defense for Public Affairs. 

“It is no secret, however, that this sort of activity by representatives of the 
Defense Department has been a disturbing problem for us. We are trying to 
reach a more rational handling of this aspect of the ‘cold war’ effort than has been 
the case in the past,” 

The problem for the Pentagon arises out of the fact that a number of its higher 
ranking officers have participated in or publicly lent their support to a variety of 
so-called forums, schools, and seminars, ostensibly focused on the issues of national 
security. However, many of those groups*--at least incidentally—are preoc¬ 
cupied with radically right-wing political philosophies. 

STRESS ON ANTI-COMMUNISM 

The chief ingredient of these philosophies is often a militant anti-communism. 
The argument is that Communist subversion today is rife among the schools, 
the churches, labor unions, Government offices and elsewhere, and that this is a 
far greater threat to national survival than the international aspects of the 
Communist conspiracy. 

In this argument, liberalism is equated with socialism and socialism with com¬ 
munism. Thus it opposes most welfare legislation, many programs for inter¬ 
national cooiieration such as foreign aid and disarmament conferences, and any 
effort by this Government to seek accommodations with the Soviet Union. Such 
activities are depicted as a playing into the hands of the Communists, and some¬ 
times as stemming from Communist subversion. 

As part of such indoctrination, citizens often aro urged to form their own 

§ roups to "educate” others about the Communist menace and to be alert in 
isccrning Communist influences ill their neighborhoods, schools, newspapers 
and local governing bodies. 

The genesis of this problem goes back to the so-called "cold war policy” evolved 
by the National Security Council in the summer of 1958. 

That was a year of mounting international tensions when Communist power 
seemed to be on the rise around the world. Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
was then the victim of assaults by Communist mobs during a good will tour of 
South America; President Eisenhower dispatched Marines to Lebanon to fend 
off Communist political aggressions in the Middle East; Communist China stepped 
up its artillery attacks on Quemoy and Matsu. 

> •». 

“COLD War" 'wftoENED 

President Eisenhower and his top policy leaders decreed that the “cold war" 
could not be fought as a series of separate and often unrelated actions, as with 
foreign aid and propaganda. Rather, it must be fought with a concentration of 
all the resources of the Government and with the" full understanding and support 
of the civilian population. It was decided, in particular, that the military should 
be used to reinforce the "cold-war" effort. 
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This was the substance of the still-classified "cold-war policy" paper of tlio 
National Security Council. 

Its implementation in the Department of Defense was ordered through a 
series of directives and guidance papers, nlso classified, directed to the top civilian 
and uninformed authorities. These officials were told to take positive measures 
to alert the troops under their command and the public ut large to the issues of 
national security and the “cold war.” 

How specific these directives Were as to the particular tools and approaches to 
bo employed in this effort cannot be learned. But commanding officers wero 
supplied with literature and speech material and were required to report regularly 
on their “cold-war” activities. 

However, it is known that commanding officers were allowed wide latitude in 
applying the directives within their commands. 

Of the hundreds of military bases here and abroad, only a score have becomo 
involved in these programs to the point that they have caused alarm among the 
new civilian team in the Pentagon. Officials suspect, however, that the trend is 
somewhat more widespread than their reports currently indicate. They aro 
quietly trying to find out how widespread it is. 

A typical example about which they do know is a seminar labeled P rojec t 
Action. 

TTTts was held at the Naval Air Smiinn Wold-Ch amberlain Field, Minneapolis, 
on April 28 and of This yea r. Capt. Robert 'I. fuelin g is the commanding 
olheer of tlie station. He was a co-STlUIWUr BTTlic program in collaboration with 
a committee of the Miuneapolis-St. Paul Chamber of Commerce. 

The official announcement described the program as follows: 

"The purpose of Project Action is to inspire the citizens of this area to lake an 
active part in the war against the danger that threatens our freedom and American 
way of life. 

“The program of talks mill presentations by nationally known leaders for the, 
•cause of democracy will bring to light facts and figures concerning the rising 
crime rate, juvenile delinquency, drug addiction, the general degradation of. 
murals, the complacent attitude toward patriotism and the tremendous gains 
the Communist conspiracy is making in this country * * * 

The United States Naval Air Station is making facilities available for the 
seminar at the request of the Twin Cities Council for American Tdeals. Out-of-' 
local-area participants arc invited tn take advantage of overnight accommodations'' 
on the air station. A nominal fee of 50 cents per person will be charged. The' 
[seminar] fee of $7.50 includes two noon meals.” •> 

Approximately 500 persons from the upper Middle West attended the two-day 

K gram. Among the lecturers who addressed them were Dr. Gerhard Neimeycr, 
iversitv of Notre Dame; Dr. Nicholas Nynradi, Bradley University;• Dr. B. N._ 
Bengston, Maywood, III., and two defectors from the Soviet Union. Several 
films were shown and literature was distributed purporting to explain the natqro 
of Communist subversion, with particular emphasis on its attack upon American, 
morals. *> 

Among the scores of letters concerning Project Action that reached the Pentagon 
in the following days was one.from a newspaper editor. It said in part: 

"Perhaps someone can clear up for us our lack of understanding as to just how 
cosponsorship of such activities fit3 in with the Navy mission, or the over-all 
military-'mission, for that matter. It must be admitted that the local Projjct, 
Action is politically partisan in a very real sense, although the partisanship"!!) not, 
oTTTie party labol type.” ■ 

Another example of these political activities concerns'<Jupt. Kenneth .1. Sanger, 
commanding officer of the San ds Pqint Naval Air Siniinu rtti- W«j,ls His 

activities over the last yenrTijnfiTaroused a storm of controversy. Hundreds off 4 
letters, supporting and condemning him, have poured into the Pentagon aiu$i 
Congressional offices in recent weeks. 

In pursuing What he describes as a program of "moral leadership," on and of! 
base, Captain Sanger has made wide use of two controversial films, “Operation 
Abolition" and '.^Communism on The Mup." 

The first film was produced by the House Committee on Un-Ainorican Activ¬ 
ities as a 'conliter-weapon against those who sought last year to terminate its 
career. It depicts as Communist inspired and managed last year's studunt riots 
ill San Francisco, where the committee held uu inquiry. The message of the film 
is that Communist infiiicncc has infiltrated school life across the nation. Critics,; 
contend the film is distorted and misleading. 
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FILM MAOE AT COLI.ECE 

/*Thc second film was produced at Harding College, Searcy, Ark. It shows Die 
United States virtually engulfed in a world gone either Communist or socialist, 
including all of its NATO allies except Portugal. Among those whom the film 
nar-ator cites ns responsible for this condition arc President Franklin D. Roose¬ 
velt, for having recognised the Soviet Union, and Gen. of the Army Georgo C. 
Marshall, for having "made possible" the Communist take-over of China. 

These films and accompanying lectures by Captain Sanger and members of 
his "team" have been exhibited before hundreds of audiences, many of them 
composed of high school and college students, all over the northwest. Among 
the many letters condemning the program was one published in The Seattle 
Times of iRSt March 22 from James I. Kimbrough, who wrote in part: 

“My concern is not with Captain Sanger; my concern is with the concept which 
suggests that any branch of the armed forces is the appropriate vehicle for the 
dissemination to the civilian population, and particularly to our youth, of proper 
attitudes of patriotism and concern for our democratic ideals. This is the nut 
of the issue, not communism or anti-communism." 

Among numerous other incidents that have been brought to the attention of the 
Defense Department is the "Fourth Dimensional Warfare Scmiuar” held in 
Pittsburgh on April 15. Among those listed as giving "assistance and support” 
to the program were Lieut. Gen. Ridgcly Gaither, Commanding General, Second 
Army, and Maj. Gen. Ralph C. Cooper, Commanding General Twenty-first 
Army Corps, and their respective stuffs. 

Several of the main speakers were highly critical of the Government's “cold 
war" policies. . 

One, for example, Admiral Chester Ward, retired, was reported in tlje local 
newspapers ns having said that "some of the advisers uow surrounding the Presi¬ 
dent" have philosophies regarding foreign affairs "that would chill the average 
American.” lie mentioned by name in this connection, Adlai E Stevenson, 
United States representative to the United Nations, and George F.. Kennan, 
United States Ambassador to Yugoslavia. 

Members of the seminar were given a list of eighteen points on “What You 
Can Do in the Fight Against Communism." 

"This sort of thing, if curried far enough among susceptible people, can breed 
a wave of vigiluutisin and witch-hunting,” one Pentagon official said. “Even Mr. 
Hoover of the F.B.I., whom nobody could call " 'soft oil communism,’ deplores 
these self-appointed counter-spies." 

LEFT IN DELICATE POSITION 

Civilian chiefs in the Pentagon find themselves in a delicate position with respect 
to this sort of activity in the higher uniformed echelons. They arc disturbed 
by the right-wing views displayed by many of these officers, Yet, realistically 
they cannot either ignore the threat of Communist subversion or be tagged, as 
one of them put it, "as being against anti-communism.” - 

“The real problem,” he went on, "is one of proportion. Nearly every re¬ 
sponsible official I know of thinks that the real war against communism bus to bo 
fought in the international arena as it's political, diplomatic, economic and ill u 
limited sense, military. That, certainly, is the way the official policies of this 
Government arc genred. 

"When, us these fellows do, you change the target to looking for spies under the 
bed or in the P.T.A., yon divert that much energy and support away from the 
main objective of the 'cold war.' And at the same time, you instill fear and 
distrust of our Government and its lender.” * ' • 

Reinforcing his point, he took from his desk a memorandum from Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara, which has been circulated as "guidance” through¬ 
out the services. In part, it said: 

"After tlie President has taken a position, has established a policy, or after 
appropriate officials in the Defense Department have established a policy, 1 expect 
that no member of the department, either civilian or military, will discuss that 
policy other than in a way to support it before the public." 

The dilemma of those officials is deepened by two other considerations. 

One is that the experience of the servicemen captured by the Communists 
during the Korean War revealed a serious gap in the moral stamina and the 
patriotic dedication of a good part of American youth-. • » • 

This has greatly alarmed many military men who believe that the nation must 
breed a tougher type of soldier if it is to survive in auothcr war. To many schooled 
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in the military discipline, there is a link between this moral and intellectual 
‘'softness'' mid certain social and political trends in American life over the last 
two decades. 

The other consideration is that under the so-called “cold war policy" evolved 
by the National Security Council in 1958, commanding officers were encouraged 
to help stimulate a widespread public awareness of the challenges and problems 
of national security. Inevitably, many interpreted the national peril in their 
own political terms, and, like General W alker, shaped their attacks accordingly. 

The new civilian team in the Pentagon has begun a careful screening of the 
vast amount of printed and filmed material used by the services in their programs 
of troop indoctrination and community relations. The only positive step thev 
have taken so far is to ban official use ol the film "Communism on the Map, 
and to relegate "Operation Abolition” to a "when-asked-for" basis of availability 

"But this sort of screening doesn’t directly affect General X if lie wants to 
make a speech about communism in the schools or play footsie with the Birch 
Society people," an official explained. “Unless he gets 'wav off base, like General •. 
Walker did, we can't discipline him. 

“There is a big gray area here where the difference bctivcen right and wrong— 
between saying too much and not saving too much—is terribly hard to distin¬ 
guish. Who is to tell a three-star admirul how right wing—or how left wing—his. 
political outlook can be? 

“Our best hope is that the extremists will begin to get the message them¬ 
selves, as from General Walker and as from speeches of the secretaries, and use 
good judgment in what they say and do." 


Appendix 6 

The weekly Worker, published in New York and dated Sunday, 
July 16 (though appearing on newstands Julv 14, a couple of days- 
earlier), included the directive (signed by Gus Hall, General Secretary 
of the Communist Party of the United States) outlining implementa¬ 
tion for the Red Manifesto proclaimed in Moscow on December 5',' 
1960. 

• This occupied the double spread in the center of the paper. It 
struck out at the "ultra-right,” offered the Pentagon's 1958 directive 
as a special target, and hud down tactics to" he. employed concerning 
President Kennedy and his administration. 

Arrogant and obvious as the directive appears regarding the White 
House and the administration generally, it'cannot be brushed off,' 
because the Reds have given sufficient evidence of their skill and 
facilities in entrapping non-Communists and even anti-Communists 
into falling into step behind them on some major pro-Communist’ 
issues. Both Republican and Democratic Parties could be forewarned 
of sucli traps by finding out this easy way about the Red plan for them. 
There isn’t anything new about the way Communists operate, any 
more than there was about the Nazis. Totalitarians of sucli type 
contemptuously proclaim their tactics, in confidence that the Free 
World, especially the United States, will be too dense to believe what 
it hears and rends, and unable to see through confusion deliberately 
fomented as a screen for the intrigue, and too flexible to adopt a firm 
stand, even if, at last, ydiat is being perpetrated against them dawns 
upon them. 

Gus Hall's directive flatly declares: “If the tactical problem is 
-solved correctly, it will be possible to slam shut the door on the ultra- 
right, defeat it-, and force a shift in policy upon the administration 
itself in the direction of peace and democracy." The Red aim is 
described here as plainly as Communist language can make it. The 
words "pence and democracy" are employed in their dialectical rna- 
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tcrialist souse, "pence” indicating the state of a (Tail's-which arrives 
where all sides accept communism, and “democracy” the police state 
form of dictatorship that prevails in the Soviet.bloc. 

Hall is as obvious as Khrushchev. His directive confirms that no 
conciliatory move, no negotiation, can possibly satisfy the Reds, ex¬ 
cept surrender to communism. They are willing to bargain on the 
form our capitulation to communism:may take, but in no respect on 
whether we will give up or not. This must be accepted as, in their 
language, "inevitable.” 

The showdown can be delayed apparently,' duriiur what is called 
the “co-existence” period. This is the interval to. which Hall refers 
in talking of a “tactical problem” to b<: dealt with, it being no less 
than the capture of the administration, as mind an objective as 
Khrushchev’s own, which is to capture' the American nation. We 
would disregard either boast at tfcfr peril, and in disregard of past 
experience with Red wishes. 

The Red tactic is as simple as it is bold. The Communists intend 
to use whatever crackpot minority exists at the extreme American 
right—and we even have a minute, pathological group in Arlington 
calling itself the American Nazi Party, -led dv a clinical case called 
George Lincoln Rockwell—as a weapon to destroy opposition to com¬ 
munism in the United States, by employing the'American left in a 
snowballing operation which would bring our moderates into a new 
"united front,” as sought by the Reds, to make this conspiracy 
succeed. ^ 

The appearance of certain other articles, imrUediatcly following this 
additional clarification of Red aims, is not without significance. 

Here is the Worker directive:

The threat from the Ultra-Right continues to mount ill the United States. 
At the same time, the Kennedy administration pursues a cold war, interventionist, 
and generally antidemocratic course. We are, therefore, confronted with a 
unique problem of how, under these circumstances, to carry on the struggle for 
pence and democracy most effectively. The problem can best be posed by a 
series of Questions. ’* 

Is the throat from tile extreme Right serious, in the sense that it is approaching 
the position where it can exert the decisive influence ip government or itself make 
a bid for power? -. 

What is the relationship between the ultm-Right and the Kennedy administra¬ 
tion, and how are they different? Is it necessary to draw a lineof differentiation? 

These are complex and serious problems. Much enn be learned from our own 
history, especially the New Deal period, and also from parallel situations in other 
countries, as in France. But there are also new and special aspects which need 
serious assessment. Here I propose only to begin such an assessment. 

1. THE THREAT FBOiU THE ULTRA-RIGHT 

In the opinion of the Communist Barky.,'.there can be no question but. that the 
threat from the extreme Ri^ht is serious.' It arises from a situation woich is new 
for the United States. This, the most powerful capitalist country, cannot have 
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its way in a world in which the forces of socialism, national liberation, and peace 
are playing a decisive role. Continuing rebuffs and defeats for the cold war and 
interventionist policy (most recently in Cuba and I.aos) confront the dominant 
monopoly power with a choice, essentially between two alternatives. One is to 
end the cold war and to sock some form of accommodation to the socialist and 
national revolutionary world, which would mean a turn to a policy of peaceful 
coexistence and peaceful competition. Such a shift of policy would meet the 
most urgent national needs of the country in the present period of world history. 

The other course is to seek to contain and reverse world trends by all means, 
including so-called limited war and the ultimate nuclear war. It is necessary to 
recognize that the present cold-war policies of the Administration lend in this 
direction. However, we must also recognize that the most aggressive and extreme 
expression of this suicidal policy comes from the ultra-llight. 

War is their prescription for the crisis facing the country. Senator Goldwatcr 
and Richard Nixon, contending for leadership of the Right-wing Republicans 
advocate a war course, as do their Dixiecrat-Dcmocrutic allies, like Senators 
Eastland uiid^S'inathers. They are ready to take any pressing world issue, whether 
it be Cuba or Berlin, us an occasion for starting military action. They actively 
and aggressively seek the brink. In fact, Nixon is now'calling for resuming tho 
Dulles brinkmanship poliey. 

The Facini Network 


In back of this political war-minded coalition, there is emerging in the country 
an organized movement of the fascist type, financed by the most chauvinist and 
aggressive sectors of Rig Business. This is more serious than previous develop¬ 
ments of this kind, and holds even a greater threat, than the movement led by the 
late Senator Joe McCarthy. 

For one thing, unlike previous fascist current i, tho present movement is taking 
the form of a membership organization, in coi spirulorial action groups, including 
secret military formations. The spearhead, the John Birch Society, is such uu 
organization, around which is gathering a network of older hate groups, fascist 
sheets, and the White Citizens Councils and other die-hard racist groups of tho 
South. 

The fascist network is openly in a sort of division of labor, in conjunction with, 
legislative committees, like HUAC and the Senate Internal Security Committee, 
and similar bodies in the stales. 

It is developing tho demagogy characteristic of fascist movements, such as 
repeal of the income tax, and is also beginning to put forth anti-monopoly slogans • 
to ensnare middle-class dissent. 

The fascist network openly contemptuous of democracy and the Bill of Rights, 
and advocates the right of “revolution"—that is, in fact, counter-revolution. It 
proclaims the aim of seizing political power. With considerable influence in 
government today, it is working to dominate it entirely. 

Military-Big Business Complex 

Another pronounced characteristic of this growing fascist movement is its 

S reading influence among the higher military personnel. The case of General 
Hiker was only a symptom of a much deeper affliction. Even the Pentagon : 
had to admit recently that it was "worried" over the extent, of Birchite and 
similar influences among the ranking officers of the military services. 

It is now known that a secret directive, issued by the. National Security Council 
in 1958, instructed comiiiHiiding officers here and abroud to "enlighten" both 
the armed forces and civilians in their areas on the “cold war policy " It. was 
followed bv additional guides and materials, still classified ns secret, issued by' 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, on the basis of which seminars and meetings were organ¬ 
ized by the military commands, often in cooperation with local business groups. 
Complaints have been pouring into the Pentagon against the political activities 
of the military staffs, especially their wide dissemination of Birchite propaganda 
and of the obnoxious films "Operation Abolition" and “Communism on the 
Map." 

, The entire line of policy, coupled with CIA and similar training in subversive 
and putschist activities, can not help but create our own "French Generals,” 
who feel at home in fascist circles, and are ready to lend themselves to their objec¬ 
tives. It is an outgrowth of 20 years of militarization, of tho close cooperation 
between the armed forces and monopoly in handling a 5-10-billion budget annually, 
and of a desperation bom of a bankrupt foreign policy. 

This complex of monopoly and the military, nurtured on war economy, has 
diverted science to military ’use3 almost entirely, buying out the main brunches 
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of higher education and bringing within this web large sections of the student 
youth and intellectuals. 

When you get this combination of high-ranking military officers, the fascist 
organisations in North and South, the Right Rcpubliean-Dixiecrat coalition, and 
deep inroads into governmental bodies and in the educational system, we can 
surely say that the threat from the ultra-Right is serious indeed. 

The aim of this movement, shared by the varied elements of the nltra-Right 
and reaction, is the complete destruction of democracy, the wiping out of the 
main social gains won by labor and the people in the past decades, the suppression 
or subversion of independent people’s organizations like the trade unions, peace 
groups, and Negro societies, and the incarnation of jimerowism and racism as a 
national creed—in a word, a garrison state that will-seek to drive the country to 
war and self-destruction. * * * \ . 

Tlu's zig-zag, oscillating course is to bo seen in a number of facts: For example, 
even while maintaining a cold-war policy, the Administration remains committed 
to a position of negotiation with the Soviet Union—as on Berlin, Laos, nuclear 
testing and disarmament. It is no small matter that Kennedy, despite all he said 
against it, had to resume talks with Khrushchev at Geneva, talks which had been 
ruptured by the U-2 incident. > 

It is also of significance that Kennedy decided not to back np the emigre invasion 
of Cuba with direct and open U.S. military support, as criminal and reprehensible 
as was his decision to go through with the military adventure, and as serious as 
Still is the dancer of U.S. imperialist intervention. It is also noteworthy that 
Kennedy must still seek to maintain democratic and anti-colonial pretenses in his 
dealings with the national liberation movements, although his objective remains 
to contain and reverse them. This creates certain embarrassments for him iu 
world affairs, in view of anti-democratic measures at home. 

S. THE KENNEDY ADMINISTRATION 

The policies and actions of the Big Business-dominated Kennedy Administra¬ 
tion during the first six months played into the hands of the Ultra-Right. In 
substance, the main direction of its blows has been against peace and independence, 
against democratic and civil rights, against labor. 

In this brief period, the Administration managed to proclaim a policy of "para¬ 
military” intervention against national liberation movements, stepped up the 
arms race and the cold war, and launched' the military adventure against Cuba. 

It sought to “cool off” the Freedom Riders, and has evaded legislative and 
executive action in the field of civil rights. 

It invoked the Taft-Hurtley law against the maritime strikers. 

The Department of Justice declares the intention of the Administration • to 
follow through on the fateful Supreme Court anti-Cominunist decisions by 
renewed vigorous prosecution of the Communist Party. 

By proclaiming Communism the “real and imminent danger,” President 
Kennedy has acceded to the central pretext under which the ultra-Uight and 
fascist trends seek their aims, and has thereby stimulated reaction. 

Not on Feudal Road 

The Kennedy Administration pursues this course because it is dominated by 
the big monopolies and financiers whose interests it servos. This must be kept 
firmly in mind. Yet, while recognizing that it has taken’measures which further 
curtail democratic rights, it would be a serious mistake to consider the Kennedy 
Administration as embarked at present on the fascist road. 

To make the proper differentiation between Kennedy and the ultra-Right is 
the central tactical problem faced by the Is ntirc Left and all progressives. It is 
not simple. Kennedy is not a Roosevelt. Since his election, he has been moving 
in a reactionary direction. But it is not inevitable that he will continue along 
this path, giving ever wider openings to the ultra-Uight. - 

If the tactical problem is solved correctly, it-will be possible to slam shut the 
door on the ultra-Right, defeat it, and force a shift in policy upon the Administra¬ 
tion itself in the direction of peace and democracy. 

Kennedy's Contradictory Course 

It seems to me wc must always keep in minc) : 'the various necessities and com¬ 
mitments with which the Kennedy Administration must operate, and which the 
ultra-Right wants to ignore and shove aside. 
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The Kennedy Administration pursues a contradictory course which flows from 
the instability of the U.S. imperialist position, from the new relationship of world 
forces (the growing strength of the socialist, anti-imperialist, and peace forces), 
which it recognises but does not fully and properly assess. 

The Important Difference 

It is of course true that these maneuvers, pretenses, and concessions are forced 
upon him by the strength of the world peace forces, by the deterioration of im¬ 
perialism, by the declining world prestige and position of U.S. imperialism in 
particular, and by the deep-rooted peace and democratic sentiment of the Ameri¬ 
can |>eop!e. 

But the fact remains that the Kennedy administration has not closed the door to 
accommodation to these world realities, as the ultra-Right wishes it to do, and 
this involves a certain recognition of the new necessities of the present-day world 
at home and abroad. This is an important difference, which the forces for peace 
and democracy must recognize and exploit in order to bring about the required 
change in national policy. 

Turning to the domestic scene, we must also recognize that as a consequence of 
the elections and of labor, Negro, and liberal support, it is difficult for Kennedy to 
ignore his commitments in the field of social legislation, which the ultra-Right 
would like to cancel out entirely, As inadequate as his measures are, they have 
to be fought for in a reactionary Congress. 

Sheddinn of Illusions 

It is a good thing thut many of the illusions about Kennedy in the ranks of 
labor, the Negro people and other popular circles are now being shed as a result 
of experience. I need only mention the deep cleavage, after the Cuban fiasco, 
among the liberals who supported Kennedy, the sharp criticism from labor 
following his use of Taft-Hartley, the scorn with which many Negro leaders and 
militants greeted the “cooling oil" proposition with respect to implementing of 
the rights of Negro Americans, the vigor with which the youth movement fights 
the unti-democrutic attack. 

Moreover, there is u growing insistence in the ranks of labor and among other 
people’s forces upon more adequate nod fur-reaching measures to meet the severe 
problem of mounting unemployment, which hus become a permanent fixture 
affecting the lives of millions. The paltry measures of the Administration leave 
practically unsolved the many accumulating social problems arising from auto¬ 
mation, the impoverishment of entire regions, the permanent eviction of millions 
of farmers from production, the old and new slum areas, the special suffering of 
the masses of Negro, Puerto Ricans and other underprivileged Americans, the 
crisis of the educational system, and the chaotic conditions of the Metropolitan 
areas. Much more needs to be done to even approach the solution of problems 
of the aged, public health and the youth. The rising mass movements in the 
country bear witness to the growing determination of the people to find positive 
solutions. 

It would be wishful thinking to assume that all liberal or forward-looking forces 
in the Kennedy camp, who must in their way participate in turning the tide, Are 
equally aware of the double role played by Kennedy. These elements can become 
un effective positive force once they realize it is necessary to fight Kennedy's cold 
war and antidemocratic |>olicic.s in order to defend democracy and to close the 
door to the extreme Right and defeat the threat from that direction. 

AFL-CIO Cold War Resolution 

We need to be aware that when people in large numbers become disillusioned or 
panicky there is -always the danger that they may be entrapped by the demagogy 
of the Ultra-Right, especially when their leaders become the instruments or allies 
of monopoly. For example, the recent statement of the AF1.-CIO executive 
council, drawn up by professional auti-Cumiminists, supports the most aggressive 
warlike incitement iii the so-called Berlin crisis, and even urges the resumption of 
nuclear testing. 

Such a position can only have the most harmful effccls upon the struggles of 
the trade unions themselves for economic and social demands, help the employers 
weaken the unions, and open the door v ide to the ultra-Right type of demagogy 
within labor itself. The council resolution, I am sure, does not represent the 
view of most trade unionists, nor even of all heads and officers of the unions in the 
executive council. It is about time that labor leaders with views closer to the 
feelings of the membership should speak out clearly against the cold war and 
reactionay position which is imposed by a small group at the top. 
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The Main Enemy 

To sum up oil this point, it seems to ine that the way to meet the unique tactical 
problem presented by a threat front the extreme Right and by an Administration 
moving in a reuctionuy direction is somewhat along these lines. 

, It would be n serious mistake to underestimate the dangers to peace and 
democracy of the Kennedy Administration It would be no less serious a mistake 
to under-rate the possibilities of pressuring it in another direction. It is essential 
to fight imperialism, war, and reactionary me; tan res -whether they come from the 
Kennedy government or the Ultra-Rights. 

However, the situation requires that the main direction of the attack should 
be at the warmongering and fascist forces, who are pressuring the Kennedy 
Administration further to the Right. At the same time, every policy or action of 
Kennedy that plays into the hands of the Right should be sharply opposed and 
criticised, building up the pressures upon the Administration for a change of 
policy in the direction of peaceful co-existence and defense of democracy. 

It is necessary to work for the widest united front of all labor, Negro people, 
peace and progressive forces in the country, embracing democratic elements of 
all political views, in a struggle against Rig Business .reaction and war danger. 
It is essential to organise a counteroffensive against Big Business attacks on the 
people—for improving conditions at the expense of the monopolists, for jobs, 
for equal rights for the Negro people, and above all for the preservation of ponce 
and democracy. In all this, the working class', Jhe. labor movement, should be 
the basis. -** « 

As I have already said, this is not simple. But it can be done. It lias been 
done before during the Roosevelt days, particularly because of the role played 
by a resurgent labor movement. It can be done again. It will lake great efforts, 
sacrifice, and fighting spirit. •• ’ 

Above all, it requires a common outlook and united front activity in all fields 
by the Left and progressives forces, Communist and uon-Communist. Without 
the unity of such forces in the ranks of tabor, among the Negro people, in the 
youth movement, and among the fighters for peace and democracy, the promising 
popular movements now arising will remain disjointed and apart, prey to the 
mounting attacks of reaction. 

S. CEFT-PBOOBESSIVE UNITY 

•How is such unity to be attained? First, of course, it is necessary to reach a 
mutually agreed-upon outlook for the immediate period uliead, agreement on 
tactics and on programs. This reauires discussion among all forces of tile Left, 
in which past differences arc subordinated to the need to find common ground to 
meet the onslaught of reaction. Still belter, common action should develop 
around such issues and positions that cun be immediately agreed upon, even 
while broader and long-range discussions proceed. 

Altitudes to Communist Party 

One of the obstacles in some parts of the Left is a sharply critical or negative 
altitude to the Communist Party. Some of it is of older social-democratic or 
Trotskyite origin, but another current is of more recent vintage- This is the 
product in one Way or another of the intensified campaign bv Big Business against 
communism, of the renewed reactionary attacks, and of the recent crisis in the 
Communist Party. 

Undoubtedly, the Party crisis contributed to a certain disorientation in the 
Left. While I realise that this cannot be dismissed with a sweep of the hand, the 
fact remains that the new reactionary attack opened by the Supreme Court 
decisions has created a new situation both for the Party and the entire Left. 

For example, how can the position now be defended that the Communist Party 
is no longer needed in the United States? Those on the Left who claimed this 
should think over how it is that the reactionary majority of the Supreme Court, 
for its own motives and reasons, come to a similar conclusion. 

Naturally, we have refused to accept this judgment, whether it comes from the 
High Court or elsewhere. On the contrary, we have mude clear .our firm deter¬ 
mination to defend the Constitutional rights of the Party against every effort of 
the Department of Justice to force us to comply with the monstrous registration 
and other provisions of tho anti-CoinjnuiiisT laws. 

Is this a service or a disservice to the F-Cft and to the cause of peace and democ¬ 
racy? Would it not be a disastrous Setback to’the Left and all force# of progress 
if those who wished to smash us or dissolve us had their way? Is not the launching 
of a new attack uguiuse us a signal that peace and democracy ore in serious danger" 
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In fact, it was the clear fighting stand of the Communist Party which mado 
possible the first victory in the struggle against the implementation of the Court 
decisions—the staying of the mandate pending consideration of the petition for 
rehearing in the Fall term of the Supreme Court. 

A very important lesson is to he learned from this. No matter what one’s 
attitude may lx; towards the Communist Party, it must be recognised that tlio 
fight for its rights :is a political party is a matter of defending the Bill of Rights 
and all democratic rights, and is the concern of all, especially of all Left, demo¬ 
cratic, and peace forces, and not of the Communist alone. This is an old lesson, 
but sometimes it has to he learned anew. 

Hole of Communist Issue 

Therefore, I think it is clear that the Left and progressive forces cannot permit 
themselves to be split on the Communist issue, if there is to be unity and common 
action. Refusal to work with Communists for defense of peace and democracy 
and for the people’s needs is the first step, sometimes the decisive one. in splitting 
the people's forces. It is the wedge driven into the ranks of labor and the people 
by reaction, ns its most potent weapon against the populnr movements. 

Anti-Communist attitudes in the ranks of the Left and progressive forces can 
only have the result of contributing to the aims of reaction by spreading the kind 
of ideological confusion that can render the moving forces of the people helpless 
and ineffective. 

Therefore, if unity is to be attained in the ranks of the Left as n means of stimu¬ 
lating wider activity—if such unity means anything—it must be unity of Com¬ 
munist and iinn-Communist forces" with the give and take that is required to 
reach minimum agreement. If there is one thing everyone should have learned 
from the history of the past decades it is the stalwart and indispensable* role oL 
Communists in the struggle against reactionary and war forces. 

United Front ’Electornl Policy 

Finally, let me emphasize what T think is a central objective toward which all 
forces on the Loft are striving. If the tactic outlined in the previous section is' 
correct, and 1 think it is, the need for an independent electoral policy for the Left 
and progressive forces around which broader peace and democratic forces cau bo 
mobilized, assumes extraordinary importance. 

The Left and progressives, including ourselves, have not given this the serious¬ 
ness it requires, for which we have not refrained from criticizing ourselves, as can. 
be seen from our report to the national committee in January of this year. 

Tile municipal elections in New York and other cities present an opportunity 
which should not be missed to take the initial steps toward an independent united 
front electoral policy, around the central issues of peace, equal rights, the people’s 
needs, and democracy. In evolving such a policy and united front electoral 
tickets, we should also look ahond to the elections of 1!)G2 mid 106*1, with the aim 
of presenting meaningful alternatives to labor, the Negro and other people's 
forces in terms of their needs and interests. This is a big task, and needs the 
unstinting attention and energy of the Left and progressive forces in all fields. 

Action Needed Now 

I am confident that the onslaught of reaction can be repulsed, and the country 
again set on the course of pence and democracy. The Communists, for their part, • 
arc ready to join with all other Left and progressive forces to establish the per¬ 
spective and unity that is required if reaction is to be defeated and peace defended. 

The Communists have no self-serving interest in urging unity of laft and pro¬ 
gressive forces. Everyone recognizes that such unity is needed to defeat reaction 
and cud the cold war. The situation itself begs- for common actions, united 
fronts, and broader parallel movements- -all Serving the cause of peace and 
democracy. 

It seems to me imperative that Left and progressive forces should not lose a 
moment in beginning now to find the common meeting ground, in fraternal dis¬ 
cussions, for the united front approach and programs leading to common action 
for common objectives. 

There should be a coming together of such forces in the ranks of labor, in the 
Negro rights movement, in the youth movement, among the advocates of peace. 
The effort should be made wherever possible, in the localities and cities and com¬ 
munities, not waiting for a nationwide development, but contributing to. it, 
building up the movement, giving it a living base on which it can nourish. 
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It is my hope that all elements and currents of the T.cft will set such a movement 
into motion, that in their publications and organizations discussions of this kind 
should proceed. I am convinced that once this is set in motion, it will grow and 
spread with a speed and depth that will surprise all of ns. 


Appendix 7 

A Marquis Childs column was published in the Washington Post of 
July 14 that was remarkable in two respects: For its timing as well as 
its content, its timing was perfectcdly geared to the sliift into high 
in the anti-unti-Coi■■ ruimist drive, ft dealt with the main points in 
the campaign to liquidate the nnti-Coimnunist movement generally, 
especially by pulling the carpet out from under thc'Pentagon program. 

Of significance for those interested in the role “leaks” play in 
“psywar” pressures, is its reference to: “A memorandum recently 
sent from Capitol Hill to the White House and thence to the Depart¬ 
ment of Defense.” Of equal significance i9 its snide allusion to “an 
Eisenhower directive of 1958, still in force, that put the military in the 
business of helping to alert Americans to the need for an over-all war 
strategy.” 

These points arc major ones in the Gus Hall directive. Tho 
memorandum was further clarified in the Now York Times aud 
Washington Post in articles a few days later, on July 21 . 

This propaganda barrage is evidence of the finesse with which coor¬ 
dination and follow-through arc employed in pursuance of Red 
strategy in its anti-anti-Commuuist drive.

One of Secretary of Defense Robert McNamara's goals is to make sure that tho 
military is not playing politics under the guise of educating the public “to the 
menace of the cold war.” 

It was an Eisenhower Administration directive of 1953, still in force, that put 
the military in the business of helping to alert Americans to the need for an 
over-all cold war strategy. This was a radical departure from American tradi¬ 
tion which has held that the place of the military in American life is strictly limited 
to the professional task of training and equipping the armed services-for the 
Nation's defense. 

A memorandum recently sent from Capitol Hill to the White House and thence 
to the Department of Defense suggests that, with the directive us a justification, 
some of the military are aiding and abetting the "radical right” which at the 
extreme end of the political spectrum is represented by the John Bireh Society. 
This goes so far as to include opposition—implied if not open—to programs such 
U6 foreign aid championed by both Presidents Eisenhower and Kennedy. 

There is particular sensitivity about the foreign-aid issue, since the President 
is currently nnd somewhat belatedly trying to rally the widest possible support 
for his proposal to expand the scope of the foreign-aid program. For the radical 
right and certain of its military allies, spending for foreign aid is not merely n 
waste but perhaps downright subversive. Men in Uniform have taken a leading 
part in, and in some instances have initialed, -Hie memorandum. points out, 
"Alerts,” "Seminars," "Freedom Fomins,” “Strategy for Survival Conferences,” 
and "4th Dimensional Warfare Seminars.'' 

“The content no doubt has varied from program to program," the study notes, 
“but running through all of them is a central - theme that the primary, if not 
exclusive, danger to this country is internal Communist infiltration. Past and 
current international difficulties are. often attributed to this or ascribed to 
‘softness,’ 'sell-outs,' 'appeasements,' etc. Radical right-wing speakers dominate 
the progrums.

"The thesis of the nature of the Communist threat often is developed by 
cquutim: social legislation with socialism mid the latter with communism. Much 
of the Administration's domestic legislative program, including continuation of 
the graduated income lax, expansion of Social Security (particularly medical care 
under Social Security), Federal aid to education, etc., under this philosophy, 
would be characterized as steps toward communism.'* 

The memorandum cites several examples. One was a "4th Dimensional War¬ 
fare Seminar" sponsored by the Chamber of Commerce of Greater Pittsburgh "in 
cooperation with various military organizations in the Pittsburgh area." The 
principal speaker was an Adin. Chester Ward (ret.) who was quoted assaying that 
^ "some of the advisers now surrounding the President" have philosophies regarding 
foreign affairs "that would chill the typical American." He referred to Ambassa¬ 
dor to the United Nations Adlai Stevenson and Ambassador to Yugoslavia George 
F. Kcnnan by name. 

A year ago the United States Naval Air Station at Glenview, III., initiated an 
"Education for American Security" school. The speakers were for the most part 
professional anti-Commiiuists who earn their living by specializing on the "danger 
from within" theme. 

The fear of congressional and other critics of this approach is that far from unit¬ 
ing Americans in the face of a grave threat from the Communist challenge every¬ 
where it has the opposite effect. By creating fear, suspicion and hatred it seta 
Americana against each other. Hammering on the theme of infiltration and inter¬ 
nal subversion, it suggests that professional agencies such as the FBI have failed 
to protect the Nation. Or, conversely, it implies that security agencies, preferably 




A proper step has just been taken in putting the activities carried nut within 
the scope of the directive of 1958 under the Assistant Secretary for Public Affairs:, 
If the military is to take part in this kind of activity it should at the very least be 
coordinated with the programs the Government is actively sponsoring. 

There is little sense in one arm of the Government undercutting the policy that 
another arm of Government is trying to implement. The net effect is to make this 
country look so confused and su frightened as to be unable to contemplate the 
realities of the present-day world.

American “Richt” Embraces a Curious Mixture

In this summer of 1961, clouded as it is by Soviet Premier Khrushchev’s 
threat of war over Berlin, Americans are engaged in a strange controversy over 
the strength of communism at home. 

Some of the loreinost students of Red activity in the United States—notably 
the Rev. John F. Cronin, 8.S., of the National Catholic Welfare Conference— 
say that the Communist Party in this country lias'been '‘drastically weakened." 
They say that the area of Red danger now is not? At home b.ut abroad. . 

However, right-wing activists like Robert Welch of the Birch Society insist 
that "our danger remains almost entirely internal, from Communist inltiicneu 
right in our midst and treason right in our Government." They say that the 
Red menace at home is now Rt a peak danger point. • 

To Father Cronin, the “surprising upsurge'* of alarm over domestic Reds at 
this time is a paradox. He believes that even the claimed strength of the Com¬ 
munist Party, U.S.A.— 10,000 —is exaggerated. 

A CALCULATED ASSAULT 

But this is not merely an intellectual matter, a clash of viewpoints. Right- 
wing groups, refusing to accept the view that the danger Is. primarily, overseas, 
are in full cry against the Kennedy Administration's program for foreign aid 
to thwart the spread of communism, especially in Asia, Africa and Lutin'America. 

They arc also demanding that the United Stales pulLoiit of the United Nations, 
repeal the 16th Amendment (which authorised the Federal income tax), itivade 
Cuba, bring home the five American divisions in West Germany and “be prepared 
to stand alone.” 

The political right in this country is held down by a curious agglomeration 
representing a broad spectrum of ideas and relative degrees of respectability. 
Sen. Barry Goldwatcr (R-Ariz.) and his adherents are thpre. But there, too, 
are people whom Goldwatcr would detest and people who say that Goldwatcr 
is "tainted with socialism." Also there are citizens, many of them wealthy, 
who are outraged by big government and the heavy tax bite on thclrbnnkrolls. 

On the extreme right arc the "Imte groups" made up of men and women who 
invariably call themselves "patriots” and “true Americans" and pour their venom 
not only on Reds but on "niggers and Jews”—and who, furthermore, question 
the loyalty of any who disagree with them. 

EMBARRASSING DUALITY 

There Is some overlapping on the right, of course, and this is often a cause for 
embarrassment. One of the most active and eloquent spokesmen for the afore¬ 
mentioned moncy-iniuded group is Brig. Ccn. Bonner Fellers (USA, Ret)., who 
was military secretary to Gen. Douglas MacArthur in World War II. 

He has his headquarters at 1001 Connecticut Avc. NW. and he wears two hats. 
That is, ho is national director of “For America" and also of the "Citizens Foreign 
Aid Committee." 

As the "For America” spokesman, Ccn. Fellers calls for repeal of the Federal 
income tax. He says also that the United Slates must end peacetime conscrip¬ 
tion, maintain "overwhelming air power” and "get the U.S. out of the U.N. and 
the U.N. out of the U.S.” 

“For America” also favors congressional investigations "into Communist- 
socialist activities" and an end to compulsory unionism. 

In testifying on Capitol Hill recently for the "Citizens Foreign Aid Committee,” 
Fellers urged the return of American troops from West Germany. Appearing 
before the House Foreign Affairs Committee June 21, he argued against the 
Kennedy Administration's foreign nit! program and also against this country's 
"lavish" support of European nations which help make up the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 

"At all costs, it is imperative that we be prepared to stand alone," he said. 
To this end, he criticized President Kennedy.for not spending more on air power. 

How the United States would be able to finance air power, or any kind of 
striking power, if "For America" hud its way and the iniome tax were abolished, 
is hard to figure out. 
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Gen. Fellers also told tlm House committee Unit foreign aid ought to be held 
to less than $1 billion. Other members of “For America" mid the “Citizens 
Foreign Aid Committee’' are much more vehement than Fellers on this subject. 

Spruillu Braden, of New York, who was Ambassador to Argentina for a short 
period in 19-15, has said, “Truly, foreign aid is a treacherous if not treasonous . 
adventure.” 

Braden is one of 16 men and women who are members of both “For America” 
mid the “’Citizens Foreign Aid Committee.” Among these 16 are two other well- 
known military figures besides Fellers—Gen. A. C. Wcdeinevcr (USA, Ret.) and 
Lieut. Gen. George E. Strntomeycr (USAF, Ret.). 

Others are J Bracken Lee, former Governor of Utah and national chairman of 
"For America"; Dean Clarence Mniiion, formerly with Notre Dame University; 
Samuel B, Pctteugil), former Republican House member from Indiana, and Mrs. 
Garvin IS. Tankersley of nearby Maryland. 

At the headquarters at 1001 Connecticut Avenue, "For America” is described 
as a political activist group and the “Citizens Foreign Aid Committee” as a 
lobbying organization. The committee appears to be well-heeled. 

Heading it as national chairman is Walter Harnischfeger, chairman of the 
board of the Harnischfeger Corp. of Milwaukee, producer of earth-moving and 
lifting equipment used in nearly every country in the world. Another prominent 
committee member is Willard F. Rockwell, chairman of the hoard of the Rockwell 
Manufacturing Co., and Rockwell-Standard Corp. of Pittsburgh, which iu 1959 
had more than S400 million iu sales. 

THE FLUOXIOATlOZr FACTION 

Whatever niav be thought of tile views of such men, not all of them are in tho 
same class with those who arc still farther to the right. These not only favor 
abolition of the income tax, withdrawal from the U.N. and scrapping of foreign 
aid, but they call for the iiipcnchmcnt of Chief Justice Earl Warren, agree with 
Robert Welch’s charge that Gen. Eisenhower in his White House days was “a 
conscious agent of the Communist conspiracy” and charge that the fluoridation 
of water is a Rod plot to poison and weaken Americans. 

Is there a resurgence of political strength on the far right? No, according to 
Herman Edclsberg, Washington representative of the Anti-Defamation League 
of B'liai B'rith. 

“There lias, of course, been a measurable increase iu activity—and recently au 
even greater increase iu publicity—but there’s no evidence of a growth iu under¬ 
lying, lasting strength," Edclsberg says. 

"Some new faces have cropped up on the right, but the group picture looks 
much tlic same. Thu names of the organizations may be new, but the slogans 
arc old and frayed. 

"After all, how far can the John Birch Society go on a program of fighting com¬ 
munism by impeaching the Chief Justice of the United States, denouncing the 
loyalty of Mr. Eisenhower and abolishing the income tax? 

"It may not bo fashionable now to lie optimistic about the power of reason in 
human affairs,' but I believe that iu this basically healthy America the'Birch 
nonsense is self-defeating. True, our history shows n wide tolerance of political 
quackery, but in the showdown such movements have always broken up on tliu 
rock of American commonaeusc and fair play. " 

"The Birch Society carries another liability—it lues a fatal attraction for the 
lunatic fringe. Its leader, Robert Welch, has gone to some pains to disassociate 
the society from the anti-Semites and other bigots, but it is no reflection on his 
sincerity to note that inevitably he has failed. So long as his group is based oh 
exploiting anxiety, suspicion and mistrust, so long will it provide the climate and 
Boil in which the professional bigot flourishes. 

“There has always been a small minority of Americans who will not believe 
that our national difficulties and frustrations may be the result of powerful, im¬ 
personal tides in economics and politics but will insist on seeing history, particu¬ 
larly unpleasant history, as a conspiracy of secret plotters whom they can solf- 
righteously hate. I don’t believe this group has grown significantly larger in 
the last year. Tho trouble is that this is a most dangerous time to have our na¬ 
tional ills diagnosed, and proscribed lor, by witch doctors.” 

The extreme right-wingers are angry with Father Cronin for saying that the 
Communist Party, U.S.A., is no longer much oi n threat, but. thuv find it difficult 
to challenge his credentials. He is a Red hunter from way back and, unlike so 
many others, ail effective one. •' '• 
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Father Cronin was professor of philosophy and economics at St. Mary's Semi¬ 
nary in Baltimore when, in 1940, he began looking into Communist 'infiltration 
in labor unions. In 1944 he made a more genera! study of Ucd activity for the 
Catholic bishops of the United States, 

Earl Mazo, in his biography of Richard M. Nixon,"relates that, it was from 
Father Cronin that Nixon, then a freshman House member, learned about Alger 
Hiss. : , 

Now, Father Cronin says that "the problem o’f internal security had been sub¬ 
stantially taken care ot by 1950." The dale is significant, for it was in- 1950 
that the late Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy (R-Wis.) began his career as a Red hunter. 
By that time, Father Cronin says, Communists had been cleaned out of the 
Government and out of labor unions. 

What disturbs Father Cronin at the moment, is a fear that today's Red hunters 
will weaken the Nation by questioning the loyalty of those who disagree with 
them. He mentioned this in a notable article lie wrote for the April 22 issue of 
America, the Jesuit weekly review. 

"Unfortunately," Father Cronin wrote, "several auli-Communist organizations 
in the United States today not only fail to distinguish between judgment and 
loyalty; they actively assail the loyalty of those whose views they oppose. They 
envision a vast, secret, conspiratorial Communist apparatus that is-widely sub¬ 
verting Government, schools and universities, research organizations, the churches 
and the various media for affecting public opinion. 

"Nor are they willing to let their targets off'with the relatively mild indictment 
of being unwitting dupes of the Communist conspiracy. They arc eager to 1 
allege formal, not merely material, guilt. . . 

J. Edgar Hoover, director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, is not one 
to downrate the threat of Communists in the United States. But even he is con¬ 
cerned about the tiling tlmt bothers Father Cronin—that is, the reckless charges 
Americans are hurling at one another. In the FBI Bulletin of April, Hoover said: 

"The label of 'Communist' is too often indiscriminately attached to those whose 
views differ from the majority. Those whose lives are not led according to what 
one segment of society might decree to be the ‘norm’ are too frequently challenged 
as ‘Reds'." 

D. W. Brogan, professor of political science at Cambridge University, who knows 
the United States well, wrote an article for Harper’s in 1952 that might possibly 
explain the attitude of some Americans who, filled with anger and frustration, put 
the blame on home-bred Reds. 

Brogan entitled his article, "The Illusion of American Omnipotence,” and ex¬ 
plained: 

"This is the illusion that any situation \yhich distresses or endangers the United 
States can only exist because some Americans have been fools or knaves. * * * 
Many, very many Americans, it seems to me, find it inconceivable that an Ameri¬ 
can policy, announced and carried oiit by the American Government, acting with 
the support of the American people, does uot immediately succeed. 

“If it docs not, this, they feel, uihst be because of stupidity or treason." 

Also, there would seem to be people who have a need to hale, sometimes be¬ 
cause of their own frustrations and failures. Steudahl remarked in "The Red 
and the Black" that it was only a step from anger at oneself to rage at others.

Ex-Spy SayS Anti-Reds Aid Soviet Aims in U.S.

A former Soviet spy in Czechoslovakia believes that auti-Cominunist groups 
! spreading confusion in the United States are more valuable to the U.S.S.R. than 
I bona fide Reds seeking secrets. 

I Anatoli Granovsky, 39, who was a captain of political intelligence in the 
Ministry of State Security of the Soviet Union in 1945 and 1946 and earlier had 
‘ been a member of the Soviet Secret Police (NKVD) said in an interview here: 
“The Soviet Communists would sacrifice a thousand American Communists to 
save the John Birch Society, for instance. I don't mean the Birch Society is 
Communist-infiltrated. It doesn’t have to be. By discrediting prominent 
Americans, it confuses the population about whom to trust. 

1 “In socialising Czechoslovakia (which fell to the Communists in 1948) we did 
everything to divide the armed forces units trained by the British and the 
Americans. 

1 “In 1948 there was very little armed forces resistance because the American- 
trained tank units and the British-trained air force had been replaced by Coinmu-' 
■list-trained men.” 

. This objective was accomplished by spreading rumors about officers until they 
were so thoroughly discredited their men would not obey them and they had to 
1 be removed, Granovsky explained. 

. The Soviets also used tactics to divide Protestants and Catholics, Czechs, 
k Sudeten-Gennans and Slovaks, and to discredit businessmen, he said, 
i Czechoslovakia was a highly developed country, the only one in Eastern 
I Europe to maintain a democratic form of government between the two World 
Wars, and had a high standard of living. 

"Not just backward countries, but any community or country can thus be 
destroyed," declared the former NKVD man. 

Therefore fanning of religious and racial conflict, attempts to discredit the 
Central Intelligence Agency and to promote rivalries among the branches of the 
armed forces aid the Communist cause, Granovsky said. He added: 

“If the time and energy of decisionmakers is absorbed by armed services 
squabbling, their mobility and strength is drained and there is no need for Soviet 
agents to influence American generals.” 

Granovsky also believes that the House Un-American Activities Committee 
should be abolished. “Counterintelligence work cannot he done by semi- 
amateurs,” he declared. 

Son of a Soviet Central Executive Committee member who was purged, the 
former spy fled to Sweden in 1940 and later made his way to Brazil where he 
i wrote a book, “All Pity Choked,” about his experiences. It was published in 
London in 1955. 

He has wandered around in the United States for two years, doing odd jobs 
in various cities. He said he came to Washington recently, hoping to cure u 
peptic ulcer and fiud work.

The Reporter magazine, in its July 20 issue, run a 4^-pngc article 
Ivy its executive editor, Philip Horton, entitled “Revivalism on the 
Far Right.” This was an all-out operation, that outsmeured any¬ 
thing it hud ul tucked in the past by using the word “McCarthyism,” 
now employed by it us a Puvloviau trigger word in propaganda, 
without relation to anyone dead or alive, except through sheer co¬ 
incidence. 

“Guilt by association” is said to be held in horror iu Reporter 
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now, employed to uproot iinti-Commilmsts, it lets been made into a 
tactic used more than any other in this new Red drive, Indeed, it is 
the most characteristic part of the anti-unti-Communist campaign. 
This Reporter article is a vivid example of it. 

One organization it attacks this way Inis always leaned over back¬ 
wards to avoid implication in anything that might be considered 
unfair to any individual, forbidding the naming of names, keeping out 
extremist literature of any kind. Philip Horton was able to find 
something devilish even in this. He analyzed it as a sort of round-* 
robin smear, that sought to convey the impression that “there are 
communists everywhere you look. . . ." When an anti-Communist 
deed or person is to be attacked, presumedly all is grist to the mill; 
one can be damned for doing something, or for not doing it. 

The Christian Anti-Communist Crusade, referred to here, Inis been 
immune to attack hitherto. The article associates it with extremism, 
nonetheless. No matter how, any criticism of communism apparently 
must be roundly condemned in accordance with the Red anti-iuiti- 
Communist drive. The similarity between the propaganda pitch 
used, and the numerous outlets it I ias'-o blamed iu the press, would 
be impossible without there being some centra} source for it. A com¬ 
parison of the Reporter outbuist with others published about the 
same time shows a fantastic similarity, that cannot be brushed off 
us accidental. 

Tile article, too, is an example of an intriguing tactic in the manipu¬ 
lation of words. Words and phrases that have favorable connotation 
in ordinary language are likely to be put in quotation marks, giving 
them a sinister slant. This tactic is being met with more and more. 
It is being done in Communist literature to distinguish words in their 
so-called bourgeois sense, us found in our dictionaries, from words 
that the Reds regard as correctly employed in their dialectical mate¬ 
rialist meaning. Failure of non-Communists, and even unti-Com- 
munists, to put words, when used in a Red sense, inside quotation 
marks is responsible for a large amount of the enemy’s success in put¬ 
ting across its misinformation and propaganda. 

The Reporter article in its first column uses quotation marks, for 
instance, when referring to “schools” and “seminars”, if these are 
anti-Communist. Other words enclosed in quotation marks are 
“doctors", “scientists”, and “authorities". In each case, a slur is 
achieved on some anti-Communist. The article ends up with an 
attack on the projected Freedom Academy Bill, that would provide 
a West Point Tor psychological warfare.

At'Home and Abroad—Revivalism On the Far Hioht

A Texas insurance man named William P. Strobe, Jr., who is on the faculty 
of the Christian Anti-Communism Crusade, stood Before a blackboard. "Hero s 
a Communist," he said as he tapped a piece'of chalk on the clean board; "there's 
one—here's one there's one. Get hirii! Sick hini! Sock him! Rock him! 
Have I attacked anyone? Besmirched their character or anyone else?” Strobe, 
who is second in command to Dr. Fred C. Schwarz, leader of the Crusade, takes 
obvious pride in the fact that he names no names, and so cannot be accused of 
libel or defamation. It is not clear, however, whether tnis particular virtue is 
due to scrupulosity on Strobe's part or to a feeling that it is useless to bother 
besmirching mere individuals by name, since there are Communists everywhere 
you look these days anyway. 
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And it's not only the Communists yon have to sock and rock but also those 
who follow the Communist line, which Strobe has defined as "anything, be it 
word, action, or deed, or lack of same, whether written, spoken or performed by 
Communist, non-Cominunist, or an anti-Communist that aids the Communist 
in his program of world conquest." With so many people to fight and so many 
actions or lack of them to halt, it is no wonder that Strobe and his fellow evange¬ 
lists are busy recruiting zealous believers up and down the land. 

The Christian Anti-Communism Crusade is not alone in this battle-; aside from 
the John Birch Society, there are also the National Education Program, the 
Christian Crusade, and many lesser outfits. Although the various traveling 
‘schools,’’ and "seminars” of the new anti-Communist movement on the far 
Right are not formally connected with the John Birch Society, their preachers, 
prophets, and "doctors" of uncertain academic background often function as 
advance men for the establishment 1 of a Birch group in a "riven community. 
“You know”, Fred Schwarz said recently of Robert Welch, “I sometimes get the 
notion he follows me around the country signing up people after I have worked 
them up.” Welch is not unappreciative. “The Fred Schwarz schools," he 
declared last spring, "have already done a superb job of providing this preliminary 
education." 

What sort of education is being provided by these ever multiplying and highly 
successful itinerant schools? The Christian Crusade, the Christian Anti-Com¬ 
munism Crusade, and the National Education Program, which is run by Dr. 
George Benson, president, of Hording College in Searcy, Arkansas, arc all in 
agreement with the general beliefs of Welch that liberalism equals socialism, 
that socialism equals Communism, and that our greatest danger is from infiltra¬ 
tion and treason ut home. The essence of their message is that the Communists, 
having promised to dominate the world, already are far along the road to con¬ 
quering the United States because of their success in taking over our schools, 
universities, community institutions, youth organizations, and government itself. 

I The complete Communist victory in the United States is imminent: Dr. Schwarz 
says 1973 and Strube says 19611. Indeed, Communism on thr Map., a recorded 
lecture illustrated by film, made and distributed by the National Education 
Program and already attended by ten million Americans, presents a picture of 
the United States surrounded b.v a hostile world and ready to fall. It explains 
that countries like France, Sweden, and Norway are for all practical purposes 
in the Communist enmp right now. For those who may not understand the 
relationship between socialism and Communism, the narrator points out that 
U.S.S.lt. stands for Union of Soviet Sorialist Republics. The Communist tide 
sweeps across the map, and the only countries that do not turn visibly red in the 
course of the talk are Spain, Switzerland, and the United States, which is left 
with an oinninous question mark at the end. 

Despite the direncss of the international situation as these groups see it, and 
despite the .stress they put on their own roles as “scientists" and "authorities” in' 
the field of international Communism, the crusaders suggest few measures to deal' 
with Communism as an international problem, except such diplomatic moves as 
getting the Soviet Union out of the U.N. and the U.N. out of the U.S.A. Some 
of them even assert that our military program is a fraud. For since the maiij 
threat comes from within, our own military defenses are, in Welch’s words, “waste¬ 
ful measures of a phony defense against an external enemy.” These single-minded 
unti-Commimists have, to be sure, contributed some astonishing insights concern¬ 
ing t.he Soviet conspiracy. Dr Schwarz, for example has pointed out that his 
special understanding of the Communist mind and of Communist history makes 
it clear to him that any number of executed officials—Borin and the Czechoslo¬ 
vakian Jewish leaders—ordered their own deaths to help promote world Commu¬ 
nism. 

But of course Dr. Schwarz's principal interest is not in what happens abroad 
but in fighting world Communism at home. The Christian Centura, which sent a 
representative to one of the Crusade's seminars in Glenview, Illinois, reported 
that the “enemies" slain by Dr. Schwarz and his fellow lecturers included "liberals, 
modernists, John Dewey, Kir-tley Mather, Harvard students, high school students, 
the San Francisco Chamber of Commerce, textbooks, the American Friends 
Service Committee, pacifists, the book sections of the New York Times and the 
Herald Tribune, Elmer Davis, public libraries .... bcatqiks, the National Colt}-' 
~ miltee for a Sanu Nuclear Policy, and naive, ministers!" 
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BIRCH BAKX ANU - 3NAI?E ROOT 

To help reverse the I rend toward Communism in the United States, Or. Schwarz 
and his colleagues have adopted techniques reminiscent of evangelists and patent- 
medicine salesmen, rousing their audiences to an awareness first of the horrors of 
''sataiiic Communism" and filially showing the way to salvation. "Christians 1 
to arms.” cries Or. Schwarz. "The enemy is at the gate. Buckle on the armor., 
of the Christian and forth to the battle.” There is*of course, a good deal of 
imaginary gunplay. Schwarz hns described how wo shall Ultimately be shot by 
the Communists (“When they come for you, as they have for many others, and 
on a dark night, in a dauk cellar, they take a wide bore revolver with a soft nose 
bullet, and they plucc it at the nape of your neck,” and so on), and W.ejcli has 
issued a stern directive to his members to fight any legislation requiring the regis¬ 
tration of firearms, since “no dictator-tyrant can long rule a people previously 
accustomed to freedom where private firearms are plentiful among its citizenry.' 

Despite Welch’s interest in firearms, most crusaders seem interested only’ in 
getting copies of their own books and films into the hands of their audiences. 
At about the same moment that any competent revivalist stops his hell'fire and 
invites his flock to make the decision for Christ, Strubc stops describing the Com¬ 
munist devil to ask hi? listeners if they have heard enough. Do they want to do 
something about it? What cun they do? “Study, study, study," Strube tells 
them, ana, handily enough, he can offer Dr. Schwarz's books at the modest price 
of $2.50 for a sot of four. 

This combining of the techniques of evangelism with those of plain pitchmen is 
also typical of Dr. Billy James Hargis, whose writings iuspired references to the 
politics of the Protestant clergy in a controversial Air Force manual that was 
withdrawn from use last year, and who is the leader of the Christian Crusade 
(“America's largest auti-communist organization"). Dr. Hargis has lately 
nrranged a tie-in between anti-Commmiism and a restorative product called 
“Nutri-Bio” which his crusaders may sell along with their message. As one 
disciple explains it. "The practice of good health habits is of great importance 
in the flghl against Communism." 

Naturally, the fight against Communism requires more of its soldiers than good 
health. Mobilization and organization of a community or part of a community— 
Houston boasts a “Teens Against Coinirttuiisin" program—with a view to in¬ 
fluencing local institutions appears to be the chief aim not only of the John Birch 
Society but of the other nnti-Communist concerns. Their literature abounds in 
manuals on how to go about organizing a local group. Perhaps past experience 
has led the Schwurz Crusade to advise in one such manual that members with an 
"obsession about a particular phase” not be allowed to gain control of the group. 
The particular "obsession" to be avoided was that of individuals who "believe 
Communism the be a long-time secret conspiracy of some group of men, religious 
sect, or race, that have been over thousands of years trying to conquer the world." 

While the success the Birch Society has enjoyed in setting up clandestine 
Student groups to act as political vigilantes in thg universities is fairly Well known 
and the results of its prodigious letter-writing campaigns have received national 
attention, the less publicized efforts of the Schwarz group have been equally 
impressive. Last year the Texas office of the Christian Anti-Communism Crusade 
offered 314 lectures to sixteen thousand students and forty-six thousand adult3. 
Together with other “faculty" members, yicd-Presidcnt Strube also lectured in 
many other states. "On the average," lit says, “I am speaking three, hundred 
days a year.” According to Dr. Schwarz, the Crusade program nas been taught 
in a thousand American high schools. One instruction manual calls for “ten 
thousand groups of 17 each” and claims that already “over 1,000 groups organized 
in accordance with this manual in the past tavo years." Available figures tend 
to bear out Dr. Schwarz's claims. In 1057, the gross receipts of the Cri|sude. 
a tax-free organization, were $63,000. In 1958 they were $115,000. By last 
year they were $380,000, and Dr. Scliwarx predicted recently that he would take 
in more Chan $1,000,000 in 1961. ’ • 

The Schwurz Crusade has its headquarters in Long Bench, California, and 
maintains permanent offices in Houston, Sail Francisco, Philadelphia, and Sydney. 
Australia. Tlie.se are'the command posts that control the flood of literature and 
the management of the traveling “schools" that arc provided lor any community 
or business group or governmental agency willing to underwrite the cost. They 
also offer complete instructions for organizing permanent community groups to 
search out and counter Communism In their neighborhoods. 

Dr. Schwarz's “faculty” varies with thesize-aud importance of the community. 
A major stand will feature the top man himself, supported-by other "authorities" 
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on Communism, including an orthopedic surgeon, several former FBI agents, 
former Communists, a former police chief, and an insurance man. In one major 
“school” Dr. Schwarz delivered eight lectures. (“Why Millionaires, Ministers 
of Religion, and College Professors Become Communists" and "How to Debate 
with Communists and Fellow Travelers" are typical titles.) In addition to his 
activities with the touring schools, Dr. Schwarz has lectured to the statf of the 
House Un-American Activities Committee, in the Texas legislature, and at the 
National War College, as well as on many naval and army bases. Dr. Schwarz, 
who received his doctorate from Queensland Medical School, is generally hilled 
in his native Australia as one of the foremost experts on Communism in the 
United States. When he is in the United States, he is frequently referred to as 
one of the foremost experts on Communism in Australia. 

you can’t lauoh it off 

Any tendency to dismiss the labors of Drs. Schwarz, Benson, and Hargis and 
Mr. Welch as idle rantings on the lunatic fringe will not survive a realistic ap¬ 
praisal of two factors: their growing influence in. the schools and their prestige 
among certain elements of the armed forces. Dr. Benson’s workshop, for ex¬ 
ample, issues a set of moving pictures for use iu junior and senior high schools. 

In a number of them the pawatat 4a- Or. Cliftim-i- - Gan gs, vice-president ot 
Harding College, which is in many ways the iutcilcclTiSrccnteror aUMic now 
ftght-wMifUrovements. In "A Look at Comm unism,” for grade 12, Dr. Ganns 
is shown speaking from the National - ErtruiMioTf Program's huudquurtcrs at J 
Harding College as he tells the students that " main thousands of .Communists'* _ 
are in high places in the United Stales and are influencing tnc actions of “patriotic 
Americans. ' In another film recommended for Crades 8 through 11, Professor 
Ganns reports that a fifth column is working among Americans to undermine 
confidence in private ownership. 

These materials often get into the schools when a “crusade" strikes a com¬ 
munity In Sun Diego, for example, a major Schwarz "seminar" (five days) was 
followed in short order by a "Freedom Forum’’ under Dr. Benson's leadership 
and a presentation by Dr. Hargis. The San Dipgo, La Mesa-Spring Valley, mid 
Chula Vista Elementary School Districts, it was learned, used public funds to 
huve school administrators attend the '‘seminars," and the National Education 
Program materials purchased by the Sati Diego Unified School District for 
$4,245.61 have now become a regular part of the public-school educational 
materials there. ; 

Similar inrouds have been made in other school districts across the country, 
especially in the South and West. In Dallas the superintendent of schools, 
W. T. White, said that a recent Freedom Forum led by Dr. Benson hud helped 
to “jell" a project that ho announced in earlv December: the Dallas Inde[iciidcnt 
School District would teach a course on "Ways to Fight Communism," using 
books by J. Edgar Hoover and assorted materials from the Christian Anti- 
Communism Crusade. Elsewhere in Texas a group of local businessmen banded 
together to provide a free lecture scries for teachers on their brand of "American¬ 
ism'’ and later offered $10,000 to school svstems that would teach "Americanism” 
with materials they supplied. Many Pexas schools now use such fluids and 

I irivatcly subsidized materials. In Illinois the superintendent of Blenbrook 
ligh School hits said that he ordered "half a dozen scholarships" to make it 
possible for students to attend a Schwarz "seminar" held at the Glenview Naval 
Air Station. 

Although many of the crusaders regularly attack the usefulness of the national 
defense program, some of their most ardent support appears to come from high- 
ranking officers. A number of them regularly attend.sessions at Harding College 
and Drs. Schwarz and Benson frequently lecture at military bases. From these 
training centers, both military and civilian personnel have then been sent into 
nearby communities to organize local campaigns. , 

The evidence suggests that the involvement of the military is not a casual one. 
Item; In Corpus Christi,.Texas, a community "alert” was led by Rear Admiral 
Louis J. Kirn, chief of Naval Air Advanced Training at Corpus Christi. The 
main speaker at "Citizens Alert. Day in Corpus Christi"—as proclaimed by the 
mayor of the city—was William Strubc, vice-president of the Christian Anti¬ 
communism Crusade. 

Item: Dr. Schwarz, whose book Fon Can Trust the Communists bears an en¬ 
thusiastic endorsement by Marshall S. Roth, Major General U.S.A.F., held u 
Crusade “seminar” at the Eighth Naval District headquarters in New Orleans,' 
where the commandant of the district at that time, Rear Admiral W. G. Schindler, 
said, "I am delighted to lend my support to this noteworthy seminar."

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Item: When Hr. Scinvarz held a similar “lornin" in Houston, Admiral Schind¬ 
ler's successor, Rear Admiral F. U Warders, gave the keynote address. 

/lent; On April 14 and 15 at a "Strategy for Survival Conference" held at 
Fort Smith, Arkansas, Dr. Ganns of Harding College told an audience of about 
one thousand, "Your [Congressional) representative in this areir'lnts- voted eighty- 
nine percent of the time to aid and abet the Communist Party.” Among those 
who helped to set up the conference was Major General William C. Bullock, 
head of the XIX Army Reserve Corps area, covering Oklahoma, Arkansas, 
and Louisiana. 

Item: On April 15 the Chamber of Commerce of Greater Pittsburgh, with the 
aid of some of the largest industrial firms in Pennsylvania, sponsored a seminar 
on "Fourth Dimensional Warfare" which sharply attacked important government 
policies and urged community action to "identify public officials displaying 'soft¬ 
ness' toward Communism." The conference staff acknowledged "the assistance 
and support" of Lieutenant General Ridgely Gaither, Commanding General, 
Second United States Army, and his staff; and of Major General Ralph C. Cooper, 
Commanding Central, XXI United States Army Corps, and his stall.

The manner in which these connections with the military cat) apparently grant 
a semi-official status to Dr Schwarz and his forces was illustrated lost year in 
Glenview, Illinois. Last August, leading citizens of Glenview received large en¬ 
velopes bearing the official U.S. Navy return address and mailed under the frank¬ 
ing privilege. Inside were invitations to participate in one of Dr. Schwarz's five- 
day seminars, to be held in an auditorium on the Glenview Naval Air Station. 
Navy personnel and their families also received notice of the seminar. "Attend¬ 
ance is not compulsory," it read, "but every man, woman, and student who 
volunteers participation will Require tlie experience; poise, and know-how which 
we hope will germinate into discussion groups being organized in every community 
of.the midwest." 

As n result of complaints lodged by some ol the citizens of Glenview, the 
American Civil Liberties Union drew up a bill of particulars and sunt it along 
with a letter of protest to the then Secretary ol the Navy, IV B. Friuike. It was 
not proper, argued A.C.L.U., "for the commanding officer of the base to conduct 
such a school, for another naval officer to direct it, or for the Navy to attempt to 
iofiueiicc public opinion of the general civilian public on moral, spiritual, educa¬ 
tional and political issues," lu his reply the Secretary conceded that officers of 
the naval air station "went somewhat furthor than imiy have been appropriate” 
mid reported that he had ordered the Glenview Air Station to cease extending 
offieial sponsorship of such activities. The Secretary added, "I mu sure that you 
do not consider that information regarding the dungers of the international 
Communist conspiracy is ‘political propaganda’ which should not be given to the 
American people." Two mouths filter, despite the bail, another appearance by 
Dr. Sclnvnrz at the nuval-bnse auditorium was announced, and the commanding 
officer, Captain 1. M. Hampton, has continued to be u featured speaker for 
rightist groups.

civic organizations that soon created deep divisions in the community. During 
the ensuing controversy Captain Sanger received a public letter of commendation 
and supimrt from Vice Admiral Robert Goldthwuite, Chief of Naval Air Training 
at Pensacola, Florida, who was himself engaged in helping to organize similar 
indoctrination courses for civiliatis-in—Florida mid elsewhere in the Southeast. 

The Pensacola effort, nalleA "Project Alert."A a good example of how the com¬ 
bined activities of anti-ComnuunsT 'zealots luid Abe military often succeed in 
creating a quasi-permanent community agijncv. Aocord ing to its own publicity 
rele ases.

Society.) A scries of indoctrination programs were created as the first slop of a 
powerful campaign to bring the message into every corner of the city. In the 
months that followed, thousands of Pcnsacoiuns attended project rallies, listened 
to Project Alert radio and TV broadcasts, read . Project Alert literature. A 
Project Alert library was created of films, tape recordings, books, and pamphlets. 
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Once the program was firmly established, the school officials and the P.T.A. 
county president were named to the Project Alert executive committee, which 
in due course was able to announce: "As evaluated by the school principals' 
committee. Project Alert materials were judged suitable for students as far down 
as the fifth grade.” 

By May of t'’is year, Project Alert .had :ichievcd one of its major goals. Tile 
Florida legislature, with only one dissenting vote, passed a bill requiring all high 
schools in the state to teach a course on the evils of Communism. The originator 
of the bill, RepTscnUitivc George Stallinss, -Ir., said he would recommend as the 
basic textbook for the course The Naked Comnvmul, by W. Clco Skousen, former 
chief of police in Salt Lake City and a prominent member of Dr. Fred Schwarz's 
traveling "faculty.” 

The eagerness of certain military figures to participate in the proliferating 
crusades of the aiiti-Communist revivalists may in some measure be explained as 
dutiful obedience to orders. In the summer of 1958 the National Security 
Council produced a policy paper calling for the mobilization of all government 
resources and of public opinion at large to oppose Communism. The original 
paper and most of the follow-up orders from the Defense Department to the 
armed services calling for implementation of the policy arc still classified and will 
probably remain so, but it is apparent that the new civilian leadership of the 
Pentagon is taking steps to avoid any possible misunderstandings in the future. 
An order has gone out forbidding the presentation of Communtim on the Map and 
permitting the display of Operation Abolition only on request. 

The Defense Department will soon release its own film on Communism after,a 
review by historians and State Department officials. Other films produced by ' 
the Defense Department, will stress the strength and importance of democratic, 
institutions. On May 20, Secretary McNamara took a further step in modifying ' 
the earlier policy: at a press conference on problems of public information he • 
stated: "In public discussions all officials of the Department, should confine - 
themselves to defense matters. They should particularly avoid discussions of 
foreign-policy matters, a field which is reserved for the President and the Depart¬ 
ment of State. This long established principle recognizes the danger that when 
Defense officials express opinions on foreign policy, their words can be taken as 
the policy of the government.” Presumably this goes not only for Assistant 
Secretaries but also for generals and admirals. , 

TIIE U.N'BRAINWASHEnS 

The notion that there is some foolproof "science" for combatting Communism 
is not confined to military (technicians. It seems to have spread among members 
of Congress too, many of whom would have little use for the quack "science” 
practiced in'-lhe laboratory of the Christian Auli-Coiimiuuism Crusade. 

In February of I960 and again in 1961, a United States Senate Bill was pro¬ 
posed "to create the Fccdom Commission and the'Freedom Academy to research 
and develop an integrated, operational science to win the nonmilitary part of the 
global struggle between freedom and communism and to train Governmental |>cr- 
soniicl, private citizens, and foreign students in this science.” No one seems 
quite sure what this "science” mav turn out to be, but the bill’s sponsors—Senators 
Mundt, Douglas, Case (New Jersey), Dodd, Smnthcrs, Coldw/itcr, Proxmire, Fong, 
Butler, Hickcuioopcr, Miller, and Keating—all seem to agree that it is necessary 
for our survival; "We must develop a science of counteraction, which enables us 
to plan rather than to improvise—and we have no such science. We must have 
trained political warfare cadres—and we have no such cadres now.” 

In addition to running the new institution of higher learning, the Freedom 
Commission would conduct research and publish textbooks and other materials, 
including, training films, suitable for high school, college and community level, 
instruction. Senator Dodd, in li speech supporting the bill, said that he "would 
like to see our colleges and universities send one or more members of their faculty 
to the Freedom Academy for at least-a year, so that on their return they could 
organize similar courses at the undergraduate and graduate levels. ... I would 
like to see historv teachers mid social science teachers ulteud two-inonth summer 
courses sponsored by the Freedom Academy.” 

In other words, in addition to training those who must bear the heavy responsi¬ 
bility of fighting Communism where it actually threatens us, the Freedom Acad¬ 
emy would provide a massive inoculation against Communism among Americans. 
To some this emphasis may seem somewhat out of balance, especially consider 
ing how uncommon the disease is here at home. Does Scnntor Dodd'mean that 
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in our schools and our communities the job of guarding against the dangers of 
Communist -and fascist—infiltration should be taken over and monopolised by 
graduates of the Freedom Academy? Are we being ashed to assume that men 
and women who do not cure to join the Freedom Academy’s “political warfare 
cadres" care less about our freedoms than those who have shown enthusiasm for 
such a project? 

Some of the sponsors ol the Freedom Academy bill have made it emphatically 
clear that threats to our liberties tan come from the Right hs well us the Left. 
Before the hill comes to a vote these senators—in fact, all of their colleagues— 
may conclude that the whole project deserves some very careful second thoughts

The staff study included a list and capsule description of 11 cases of •'education 
and propaganda activities of military personnel" which have been uncovered 
during the last year. 

“These propaganda activities," it said, “may well become important obstacles 
to public acceptance of the President’s program and leadership, if they ere not 
already." 

A second congressional committee has launched a .■behind-the-scenes investiga¬ 
tion of the activities mentioned in the Senate report, it war learned. 

The memorandum said the nature of the various propaganda activities has 
varied. “But running through all of them is a central theme that the primary,-if 
not exclusive, danger to this country is internal; Communist infiltration,” it said. 

The report said the "thesis of the nature of the Communist threat often is 
developed by equating social legislation with socialism, and the latter with com¬ 
munism.” 

“Much of the Administration’s domestic legislative program . . .under this 
philosophy would bo characterized as slops toward communism," the memoran¬ 
dum continued. 

“This view of the Communist menace renders foreign aid, cultural exchanges, 
disarmament negotiations and other international, programs as extremely wasteful 
if not actually subversive," it said. 

The memorandum said that during the long-haul of the cold war that "radical¬ 
ism on the right can bo expected to have great mass appeal. It offers the simple 
solution, easily understood: Scourging of the devils within the body politic, or, 
iu the extreme, lashing out at the enemy." , 

Staff investigators with the second congressional committee said the recent 
rash of political propaganda activities apparently .stems.from a top secret directive 
issued by the National Security Council in 1958. 

Immediately after the directive was sent to the Pentagon, they said, the Joint 
Chiefs of Stuff issued an order directing the services to establish individual cold 
war programs.

This declared that “restraints” had 
been placed on Pentagon officers as the result of the memorandum 
from Senator Fulbright.

U.S. Curds Officers in Right-Wing Talks 

(By Cabell Phillips) 

Washington, July 20.—The Defense Department has issued a directive plac¬ 
ing restraints on the freedom of military officers to advocate right-wing political 
theories in official public appearances. 

This action resulted from a critical memorandum from Senator J. W. Full- 
bright, Democrat of Arkansas, to the White House and to Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara, Mr. Fulbright is chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. The memorandum, written a month ago, caine to light today. 

It cited a growing pattern of high military officers engaging in or sponsoring a 
variety of '‘educational 1 ' programs ostensibly designed to familiarize both their 
troops and the civilian community with the problems and issues of the "cold 
war. Such programs, it was contended, often veer into "Right-Wing radical¬ 
ism," which expounds positions that arc at variance with estalished goasl and 
policies of the Government. 

Shortly after the receipt of the Fulbright memorandum, and a subsequent 
conference between the Senator and Mr McNamara, a directive was issued re¬ 
inforcing the authority of the assistant secretary for public affairs to previde 
"policy guidance (for) ♦ * • the conduct of any information programs directed 
in whole or in part to the general public." 

HOUSE PANEL INQUIRY 

' * ;i.• 

Another outgrowth of the memorandum, it was learned today, was the decision 
by the'Government Information subcommittee, headed by Representative John 
IS. Moss, Democrat of California, to open its own inquiry into the field. A spokes¬ 
man for the committee said today that tlie group hns completed a staff study of 
whnt he described as “Right-Wing propaganda by the military." 

He also said that a field investigator would start on-the-scene studies next 
week covering a number of Army and Navy installations in this country. 

Senator Fulbright refused comment today beyond saying that such a memoran¬ 
dum had been prepared for his use by the staff of the Foreign Relations Committee 
mid that he had transmitted it to the Secretary of Defense. 

However, it is known that his concern, as well as that of Representative Moss, 
is directed exclusively at so-called "extremists” among military officers who 
utilize the public anxiety over the "cold ivur” to stir up extravagant fears about 
the dangers of Communist subversion within the Government and among domestic 
institutions. < 

SOME SEMINARS EXCLUDED 

They exclude from their concern those "cold war" seminars and institutes that 
stay clear of purtisan political implications. 
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The tweiitv-two-pnge Pulbright memorandum cited a dozen instances in which 
military officers cither participated in, or actively sponsored, a variety of "fornins," 
‘'seminars,” ‘‘schools” and ‘‘alerts” designed to increase public awareness "of the 
nature of the Communist menace.” It went on: 

‘‘The content no doubt has varied Iroin program- to program but running 
through all of them is a central theme that the primary, if not exclusive, danger 
to this country is internal Communist infiltration, i’ast and current interna¬ 
tional difficulties are often attributed to this, or ascribed to “softness,” “sellouts,” 
“appeasement," etc. Radical Right-Wing speakers dominate the programs. 

“The thesis of the nature of the Communist threat often is developed by equat¬ 
ing social legislation with socialism, and tin: latter with communism. Much of 
the Administration's domestic legislative program, including continuation of the 
graduated income tax, expansion of Social Security (particularly medical care 
under Social Security), Federal aid to education, etc., under this philosophy, 
would be characterized its steps toward communism.” 

“This view of the Communist menace renders foreign aid, cultural exchanges, 
disarmament negotiations and other international programs as extremely wasteful, 
if not actually subversive." 

"cold war” directive 

The memorandum noted that much of the activity complained of had been 
justified on the ground Unit it was in implementation of a “cold war” directive 
of the National Security Council prepared in 1950. 

“The view of the menace of the cold war described above already has a groat 
appeal to the public. If the military is infected with this virus of Right-Wing 
radicalism, the danger is worthy of attention. If it believes the public 'is, the 
danger is enhanced. If, by the process of the military .‘educating’ the public, 
the fevers of both groups are raised, the danger is greut Indeed”. 

Among the recommendations offered by Senator Fnlbright were tile following: 

That the “cold war” directive lie reconsidered. 

That the White House and Pentneou cease treating such propaganda activities 
as isolated disciplinary problems by bringing them under stricter civilian control. 

That the role of the National War College in providing instruction on "cold 
war” problems be reviewed, and particularly the relation to the college of such 
private groups as the Foreign Policy Research Institute, the Institute for American 
Strategy and the Richardson Foundation. 

The Defense Department directive, which was issued on July 10, falls short of 
encomp:issing all those recommendations. In effect, itsdoes no more than reiterate 
the broad responsibility in the field of education and information of the assistant 
secretary for public affairs. 

But among the special functions it spells out is his authority to provide "guid¬ 
ance" for all informational programs “directed in whole or in part to the general 
public.”

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Senator Fill bright (D., Ark.) charged that high-ranking generals and admirals 
are sponsoring education meetings "heavily weighted” toward the idea that the 
country is threatened by internal communism and socialistic domestic programs. 

Asserting that the military "should be kept as far os possible from this sort of 
thing,” Fnlbright confirmed'reports that he had sent a criticism of these activities 
to President Kennedy and Robert S. McNamara, Secretary of Defense. 

FUI.mur.HT DRAWS REBUKE 

Fulbright’s action drew a rebuke from Senator Thurmond (D., S.C.), who 
described it a "dastardly attempt” to muzzle and intimidate American military 
officers. 

"In the Defense Department among the military personnel lies the real bastion 
of knowledge and understanding of the Communist threat, an understanding and 
knowledge long since lacking in the White House, the State Department and other 
agencies of the national Government, if we arc to judge by their actions," Thur¬ 
mond declared. 

"If the military teaches tile true nature of communism, it must necessarily 
teach that communism is fundamentally socialism," the South Carolina Senator 
continued. 

"When socialism, in turn, is understood, one cannot help but realize that many 
of the domestic programs advocated in the United Stales, and many of those 
adopted, fall clearly within the category of socialism. 

“riOHTLY TEACHING TRUTH 

“Military leaders in this case are rightly teaching the truth, and as is often tile 
cast, the truth can and does hurt." 

Thus, Thurmond gave his support to the very activities of the military about 
which Fnlbright complained. 

In his memorandum, the Arkansas Democrat reportedly warned that the 
theories of Rightwing radicalism "could create serious obstacles” to the President!? 
program. 

“The thesis of the nature of the Communist threat often is developed by equat¬ 
ing social legislation with socialism, and the latter with communism," said the 
Pulbright document. • ' 

CITES INTERPRETATION 

"Much of the Administration's domestic legislative program, including con¬ 
tinuation of the gmduated income tax, expansion ot soeialsccurity (particularly 
medical care under social security), Federal aid to education, etc., under this 
philosophy would be characterized as steps toward communism." 

Another Fnlbright statement that aroused Thurmond's ire was his compluint 
that military officers are blaming alternation difficulties on the "appeasement” 
and “sell-out” policies of the Government. 

“I hope the charge is correct," said Thurmond, a reserve major general, "for 
it refortifies my belief that our military officers do understand the threat from 
communism, and arc giving their personuerthe truth," 

The Fulbright-TInirmond controversy centered on the implementation of a 
105(1 National Security Council directive urging military officers to instruct their 
troops and the public on cold-war issues. 

Says Trey Sponsored Them 

Fnlbright contended that on the basis of this directive certain military officers 
had sponsored meetings in which Rightwiug civilian organizations took’a major 
part. 

He said such organizations had a perfect right to press their views, but held 
that they should not do so “under the auspices of generals nnd admirals.” 

The Arkansas Senator said much of the political philosophy expounded at these 
Meetings was reminiscunl of a decade ago when the iiuliou was concerned with 
Communist infiltration, particularly in the schools. 

As a result of the Fnlbright memorandum, the House Government Information 
Subcommittee is making an investigation and Arthur Sylvester, Assistant Secre¬ 
tary of Defense for Public. Affairs, has been directed to give "policy guidance" 
oil the conduct of military educational programs. 

The Associated Press article that follows is taken from the Washing¬ 
ton Star, which- gave it much more space than its morning com- 
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patriot, which focused on Senator Fulbright with a headline: "Ful- 
bright Scores Brass on ‘Extremist’ Talks."

Fulbright, Thurmond Clash on Speech Memo

Two Democratic Senators arc at odds over a confidential memorandum from 
one of them to the Defense Department. 

Principals in the case arc Senators Fulbright of Arkansas and Thurmond of 
South Carolina. 

Senator Fulbriglit said yesterday that he had sent the memo to Secretary of 
Defense McNamara objecting to military sponsorship of meetings featuring 
"extremist speeches" by outsiders. 

"The point I wanted to make,” Senator Fulbright said, "was that it is not the 
traditional role or the military to sponsor meetings weighted to one side of a 
political subject.” . - , 

Senator Thurmond, at a news conference followilig Senator Hulhright's remarks, 
denounced the memorandum ns "a dastardly attempt to intimidate the com¬ 
manders of United States armed forces.” 

Senator Fulbright said the principal theme of some meetings sponsored by 
generals and admirals has been “that the greatest danger to this country is inter¬ 
nal communism, and that communism has infiltrated our schools and our churches 
and dominates our Government." 

RESTRICTIONS FOLLOWED 

Senator Thurmond, a major general in the Army reserves, termed the memo 
an effort to prevent United States commanders from teaching their troops "the 
nature of the menace of world communism." 

The memorandum was followed by new Defense Department restrictions on 
top military men, instructing them to stick to military matters in their public 
speeches. 

Senator Thurmond said: "In the Defense Department among military person¬ 
nel lies the real bastion of knowledge and understanding of the Communist 
threat, an understanding and knowledge lung since lacking in the White House, 
the State Department and other agencies of the national Government, if we are 
to judge by their actions. 

"Suppression of the military's dissemination of this knowledge would be 
disastrous.” _ 

Senator Fulbright said the memo was prepared for his personal use by the staff 
of the Foreign Relations Committee, of which he is chairman, but was iii no sense 
a committee document. 

He said he sent copies to President Kennedy as well as to Mr. McNamara and 
believed "someone at the Pentagon” had leaked its contents. 

When reporters asked for a copy, Senator Fulbright said he did not know where 
they could get one "unless you gel it from the Defense Department—they ap¬ 
parently have duplicating facilities.” 

Senator Thurmond said he was relieved to learn that the Foreign Relations 
Committee had not joined "In this damaging action.” Senator Thurmond is a 
member of the Armed Services Committee, but not of Senator Fulbright 1 ® group. 

Senator Fulbright said he took the position that extremist speakers and societies 
have a right to say what they like but that "the whole point of this memorandum 
is that the military should not be the sponsor or lend its prestige to such meetings.” 

HAS NO QUARREL 

He said he had no quarrel with military officers instructing their own personnel 
on the menace of communism but added’: 

"It is traditional that the military is not the agency that instructs the American 
people." 

Senator Thurmond said he felt many United States policies smack of appease¬ 
ment. He mentioned the continued suspension of unclear weapons testing, lack 
of adequate power behind the Cuban invasion, and talk of recognizing Outer 
Mongolia. 

Asked if lie would term Senator Fulbriglit an appeaser, Senator Thurmond 
said he had no comment on individuals nr personalities. 

"If what I say affects anybody,” he added, "it is just too bad.”

The New York Times on July 24 run un editorial indicating that 
“rightwing” Pentagon officers were casting doubt on the value of 
American rearmament, declaring the Communist menace was iu the 
United Stales, not abroad. 

This was a new tack in the anti-auti-Comumnist level. There has 
been no supporting evidence—indeed the contrary. Military officers, 
the same as civilian observers, stressed the universality of Die Red 
menace, pointing out that a Communist is just as much an enemy 
wherever lie locates, and must be spotted wherever he operates, in or 
out of the United Suites.

Okkicers axd Politics 

After some prodding by Senator J. W. Fulbright, the Defense Department has 
issued a .sensible directive curbing the freedom of military officers to advocate 
Right Wing political theories in official public appearances. The available 
evidence suggests that only a small number of officers have been guilty of such 
indiscretion, run, even « tiny breach of the American tradition that the military 
does not mix in politics is too much. 

It is nonsense to argue, us lias Senator Strom Thurmond, that the effect of the 
order is to prevent military commanders from teaching their troops “the nature 
of the menace of world communism." As Senator r'ullbright's memorandum 
points out more accurately, the problem has arisen because some officers liavo 
adopted tlie Right Wing radical technique of ‘‘equating social legislation with 
socialism, and the latter with communism." Given such a weird assumption, it 
is no great step to jump to the conclusion that the social welfare program of the 
Kennedy Administration is somehow "Communist'' and “subversive. It is tho 
propagation of this kind of extremist fantasy by a few officers on active duty and 
acting in their official capacities which needs to be stopped. 

The functions of our armed forces is to protect this nation from foreign enemies. 
It is to counter the menace of Soviet rockets, jet planes and hydrogen bombs that 
we have spent such unonnoiiKsiims on our armed forces and their equipment these 
past years. But the thesis of the Right Wing radicals is that the real menace is 
internal, and that infiltration of Communists into our governmental und other, 
institutions is the clanger which must be combated. What makes the present 
problem so baffling is that this kind of flight from reality would logically imply, 
that we have been wasting money by our expenditures on the armed forces, and 
instead we should be traiisferiug billions of dollars to agencies to fight internal 
subversion. We don't believe even a small number of responsible military officers 
accept such transparent foolishness.

Much of the inatcrial, obviously ns 
scare material, would onl\ r appear so to persons already conditioned 
into believing there is something essentially wrong in teaching pcoplp 
how to avoid Communist propaganda traps, and the evil and danger 
in communism. Otherwise, what is written in these articles, to the 
dismay of their authors, if they realize it, probably had tho opposite 
icffcCjt Of) many readers, creating a favorable instead of an unfavorable 
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response. Average Americans, even readers of self-styled “liBernl” 

f iubliciitions, are good citizens, ns anxious as any others that their 
ibcrtics be maintained and protected. 

This Nation article, as the one in The Reporter of July 20 (see 
Appendix 10), boasted that orders to soft-pedal or suppress the antr- 
Connnunist program had come from highest circles in Washington.

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fundnmentnlist films, hitherto not associated with political materials. At tile 
ACi.l) meeting, a representative of Boeing admitted the firm’s active participation, 
ns well ns his own role, in the promotion of the film; defended it; and disclaimed 
any knowledge of distortions or inaccuracies in Abolition, Boeing executives 
were to persist in this attitude during the coming months, even in the face of 
earnest protests by a few prominent, highly-respected local citizens, Republican 
as well as Democrat. By February 2G, the Lot Angeles Timet reported, Boeing 
possessed six copies of Abolition, had shown it two hundred times, and was booked 
solid for showings until May.

It was Professor Giovanni Costignu, of the University of Washington History 
Department, who uncloaked the twisted message of the filmstrip, Communism 
on the Map. On January 2-1, he arranged a showing to a large faculty group. 

A statement about the film, prepared bv Dr. Costigan, expressed shock at the 
filmstrip's "irresixmsiblo mingling of fact and falsehood" and its “gross distortion 
of historical events.” Ninety-two faculty members signed the Statement; and 
statement and signatures were released to the local press, which printed thu item 
a good deal lutcr. 

A few days after the faculty screening, the Young Democrats of the University 
of Washington showed Map, soliciting comment from Professor Costignu, as well 
as from II. W. Burgess of the Missionary Film Service. More than 2,000 students, 
jammed themselves into the auditorium, there to laugh uproariously at the patent 
idiocies of the film, and warmly applaud Professor Coxtignn’s critical comment. 

And now the storm broke, with acrimonious, state-wide debate, and a great' 
public choosing up of sides The Boeing management and local Naval officers 
admitted to tin; Seattle press that they had been distributors of Map. Represen¬ 
tative Thomas M. Pclly (U), a supporter of the House Un-American Activities 
Committee, warmly approved the Navy’s indoctrination of civilians. The’ 
Northeast J’rot/rcis, organ of the Seattle Catholic diocese, championed the films; 
and Father Thomas L. O’Brien of Seattle University emerged as a local spokcsnmil 
for the TljJIlt wing. Also highly popular ns a spokesman for lit*AC and the films * 
was Mrs. Virginia Snakulfurd of Tacoma, who some months later revealed herself'* 
as a'iiirmljer oTUie Jdllll BirvIT Wciety. Fundamentalist churches, reservists, 
chambers of commerce and other business groups, service clubs, the King County 
Labor Council, certain unions and PTA’s voiced approval of the films and, vari¬ 
ously, support of the Navy, of the FBI, of HUAC. Professor Costigan, "left-wing 
University professors," and the ACLU were damned, scourged and, occasionally, 
libeled. 

These attacks were met. Very early, nine leading Protestant ministers in 
Seattle—including a Methodist Bishop and the executive minister of the Greater 
Seattle Council of Churches—denounced both Abolition and Map. Their state¬ 
ment wus followed by similar ones from directors of student religious groups in 
the university community, by oii-cumpus student organizations, by various 
Dcmocrutic clubs, and others. 

Neither Seattle daily look an editorial position on this debate, but it was quite 
clear from the type of coverage where their sympathies lay. When the Seattle 
Post-Intelligencer, for cxntfiplc, at last released the statement of the !I2 faculty 
members, it was printed next to a column in support of the film—written by the 
paper’s aviation reporter, who hus the Boeing beat. Most of the other newspapers 
throughout the state, dailies and weeklies, followed this lead. The University 
of Washington Daily gave broad coverage to the liberal position and published 
editorials in support of it; Stan Stapp of the Greenwood Aurora Outlook provided, 
in his weekly column, the only other local journalistic recognition of the libertarian 
Viewpoint. 

It was inevitable that repercussions should be felt in the state legislature. The 
greatest spate of McCarthyite legislation since the heyday of McCarthy iiimaelf 
was flow introduced, by Democrats as well a* Republicans. There was a resolu¬ 
tion praising the films'and making a legislative finding that they were excellent 
teaching materials. There was a resolution of glowing commendation for the 
work of HUAC. Another proposal called for the creation of an "American 
Heritage Foundation," to be charged with indoctrinating the people of thu Slate 
of Washington on the evils of communism and the fundamentals of Americanism. 
Ultimately these, and several other bills of the same tendency, were defeated, 
biit not without the greatest difficulty. They acre stopped by’ the combination 
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of ft handful of able legislators—mainly, Representatives Norman Ackley and 
Daniel Brink, and Senator Wilber G. Hallaiir—and the skillful activities of many 
liberal committee staff members, coordinated by the Washington ACLU’s execu¬ 
tive secretary. 

The rising tide of anti-Comimmist fervor has given birth in the Northwest to 
numerous new programs and organizations on the Right. Introduced in February 
was a frankly extremist organization calling itself “A Group of People, Inc.” 1 
Apparently at no loss for funds, GOP1 celebrated something it culls "Loyalty 
Day” by opening a library to supply auti-Cominuuist literature to the public. 
Another group is Greater America, Inc. Calling itself a national organization, 
and carrying on its list of board members some nationally prominent figures, 
among them Krwin D. Cauham and Janies A. I.imsn, it is none the less largely a 
Hoeing creation. Although it has made some effort to keep its anti-corn mu nisin 
respectable. Its pilot study group attracted, almost exclusively, adherents of the 
John Birch stripe. A tie-up between the military, politicians, industrial and busi¬ 
ness leadership, conservatives and extreme right-wingers is also evident in thu 
recently founded Seattle—A merican Leadership Coun cil..- Captain Sanger is 
credited with a centraTrole in inspiring Slid organiz7iig~Ttn! Council, it features as 
co-chairmen Seattle Mayo r .Gordon Clinto n, the -iminr vj^e prpyirlrnl, m TWing, 
and the secretary ofTIfe - King County Labbr Council. Its speakers’ bureau is 
entrusted to Father O'Brien. 

Captain Sanger has continued to be in great demand in the area—oven with 
liberals who have repeatedly tried in vain to get him to accept a public debate. 
But it began to be evident that objections were being- rais-d in high places to 
this sort of political activity on the part of the military. Roth President Kennedy 
and the Defense Department had made it plain that statements'of policy coming 
from the military must henceforth be cleared bj higher civilian authority. More¬ 
over, early in March the Navy canceled scheduled showings of May. When 
Representative Pelly protested the cancellations, the Navy replied apologet¬ 
ically that its supply of the film could not meet the growing demand and that 
furthermore it was unable to work out “transportation -problems”, from Sand 
Point. To add to the confusion, a Sand Point commander on the same day denied 
that the Navy had ever shown the film to any but "our own people.” Sanger 
himself was later to make the same denial, more than once. . 

There now began what may be called "The Cunonizatioii of Captain Sanger." 
Representative Polly made a laudatory speech about him in the House. His 
praises were repeatedly sung in the metropolitan dailies, sometimes in the form of 
testimonials from organizations and individuals, sometimes in feature stories. 
Misrepresenting criticism of the Captain as due to his "vigorous dppositiou to 
communism," the newspapers pictured him as a hero behaving with immense 
courage under formidable fire. .. . 

In the midst of this fevered defense of the local military hero, the John Birch 
story broke nationally. The inctro|>olitan newspapers at first.attempted to ignore 
jt. But as the story grew throughout the country, the Post-1 nletlirjenccr and the 
Times were constrained to pick it up. Both run exposes of the John Birch Society, 
in a series of lengthy articles. The /'/ and the Tt met began at this point to show 
signs of acute schizophrenia. On the very day that the PI ran its first article on 
the John Birch Society, there appeared on the same page an editorial licidcd 
"A Navul Officer's Duly,” lauding Captain Sanger for his Americanism cimptigu. 

In another editorial, the PI thanked Senator Dodd for his dem md til it the Birch 
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clubs” which devote themselves chiefly to Attacks on the public schools in this 
area. /Also a member of the "study clubs” and the local Birch Society is Tpm 
Hutton, an associate of Gerald L. K. Smith in the Christian Nationalist Crusade. 
JJo theory of conspiracy is offered here as an explanation of the political climate of 
Washington over the past few months. The multiple connections of individuals 
of similar extreme views do, however, reflect Birch Society doctrine, and can be v 
seen in numerous related activities. 

Perhaps the best illustration of the tendencies of these interconnected groups 
and individuals has been their attacks upon the public schools, especially those of 
Kent, which Mrs. Shilkelford and her fellows have harassed for more than a year. 
The guidance program was attacked as brainwashing; teaching methods and texts 
were assailed ;Jf was charged that children were indoctrinated with un-America u 
tenets emanating from Columbia University, the goal of which was to teach the 
youth to live in a Communist world. The Kent school board and the superin¬ 
tendent have so far successfully resisted these assaults; unfortunately, their 
courage has not been consistently marched by other Washington school boards 
and superintendents. 

Nor has the exposure of the Birch Society inhibited the attacks upon free dis¬ 
cussion and inquiry in the public schools; less than two weeks after the local 
stories on the society appeared, another such foray was reported in the news¬ 
papers. At Foster High, on the outskirts of Seattle, two teachers, in full coopera¬ 
tion with their principal, had worked up a study unit on the issues troubling 
the community. They included for discussion such relevant materials as Map 
and the Rooseveit-McNcely debate on HUAC. The superintendent of schools - 
received a single letter and a few telephone calls criticising the teachers and the 
principal for the presentation of this unit. This was sufficient to start an im¬ 
broglio in which the teachers’ and the principal’s activities wore debated at a 
school board meeting before 250 persons, and they were subjected to hours of 
private executive inquiry into their political and social attitudes and activities. 

A new program for Seattle’s public schools further reflects the political climate 
here. Billed as the "American Heritage” program, it is not to consist in courses, 
but is intended to imbue the entire curriculum with a set of attitudes. Five- and 
six-year olds are to bo instructed in the •meaning of the pledge of allegiance. 
Instruction in communism's perils and pitfalls will begin in the fifth grade, with 
awareness of the Red tlircat presumably dominating studies from there on. 

Although some Washington liberals feel that the exposure of the .fohn Birch 
Society has gone far to reduce extremist pressure from the Right, a glance at the 
record, present and rctrospeclivu, does not offer such firm comfort. One can 
begin by assessing the Washington liberals themselves. It is true that as indi¬ 
viduals they show a great gain in courage and outspokenness over the McCarthy 
period; this is particularly striking in the case of religious leaders and of the 
academic community, faculty as well as students. Yet the willingness of individ¬ 
uals to iduntify with a liberal’position has never translated itself into any practical, 
organized program of action. The ACLU of Washington, best equipped in terms 
of will, skill and experience, will not outer into areas where no civil-liberties 
infringement is involved. On the other hand, an organization such as the American, 
Friends Service Committee has only a fraction of energies and funds to devote to 
Civil-liberties issues, acute as may be its interest in them. Tile Democratic Party 
organs and the church groups which took verbal stands against the right-wingers 
are analogously restricted and restrained. Moreover, the groups which took such 
fragmentary action as they could, did not in this period of near-hysteria enjoy 
any spcctncular increase in members, in member willingness to tuke individual 
responsibility, or in funds. It is not surprising, therefore, that the independent 
organization which was finally created to act in a concerted way —the so-cullcd 
Committee for an Open Society, Inc.—never got off the ground. In short, there 
hies not been a massivt? response to a massive challenge. 

And there is little on the local balance sheet to suggest that the dimensions of 
the challenge have been affected by indignation over the Birch Society. Those 
who decry the Birchors’ smearing of Eisenhower make no connection between 
this and the assaults on local intellectuals.. In the midst of revulsion against 
Mr. Welch, it is the public schools which are being attacked, not the industrialists 
and military men who have carried Welch’s ideas, via Communism on the Map, 
to so many inhabitants of the state. The reputations of Boeing and Puget .Sound 
Power and Light not only remain undamaged, they have not even been challenged; 
while the imminent departure of Captain Sanger to another station has brought 
a new flurry of testimonials and fresh demands for his services as a public speaker. 
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Never, since tlie most virulent days of Goebbels’ "hiite” propa- 
gniidu, bus anything appeared in tlie United States comparable to a 
47-page booklet, dated June 1961, put out by the Com mil 11 isV Party 
of tlie United States in connection with its drive to smother the .ex¬ 
panding nnti-Conununist movement in this country. 

The 35-cent booklet is entitled “The Fascist Revival,” and purports' n, 
to tell "tlie inside story or tlie John Birch Society.” The author is \ 
Mike Newberry, another Worker specialist in unbridled smear. 

Tlie booklet is evidence of tlie degree to which tlie Communist 
Party considers itself immune from libel, through a complex legat** 
barrier it has built around itself, and by exploitation of tlie double 
standard. Communists have created an atmosphere in which those 
victimized by its lies feel it is futile to seek recompense. 

The virulent tone of the booklet, with all stops out in vituperative 
propaganda, indicates that the Communist Party would like to create 
a new, Paviovian trigger word for this period in its psychological 
warfare, and believes “Birchile" might be put'into the language this 
way, replacing “McCarthyite ” The impact or tlie latter fabricated 
word apparently no longer is strong enough to meet Red needs. 
Communist deeds have deprived it of its effectiveness in Red 
“psvwar.” ' * 

The Communists now seek to create a scare word. This would 
evoke a conditioned response in a background df fear, founded, on 
tlie specter of a Fascist plot inside the United States, which Svould 
attack all minorities, and spread terror to everyone. This Red 
propaganda objective is a terror maneuver. It would he what they 
call the "correct” line Tor this time, to make the American public 
jittery through pressure from abvoadfbv manufactured crises in places 
such as Berlin and Laos, and by pressure at home through visions of 
a “Fascist revival.” A jittery United States would be off-balance and 
vulnerable. 

This is the “psvwar” aim of the present Red propaganda drive, in 
which the Communist Party in.tlio United States is working hand-in- 
hand with the Red network licu’d(|ihirlcred in Moscow. 
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Reference is made to my memorandum captioned as above dated 
August 23, 1961, which attached an advance copy of the printed hearing entitled 1 
"The New Drive Against the Anticommunist Program - 7/11/61. "

WASHIN3TON, D. C.—Growth of a grassroots antl-conmunist movement 
across the United States has resulted In a Moscow-Initiated campaign to 
squelch the movement, a psychological warfare expert told the Senate Internal 
Security Subconmittee In closed-session testimony released today. 

The release of this testimony follows the demand of Senator Olin 
Johnston (D-S. C.), a member of the Subcommittee, that it be made public as 
soon as possible. 

This action was unanimously approved by the Subcommittee. 

Edward Hunter, the author who introduced the term "brainwashing” into 
the English language and who served in the Office of Strategic Services 
during World War II, said that "whereas the grassroots movement was a 
spontaneous local development in most areas, there is nothing spontaneous 
nor local about the drive to crush lti it is an organized psychological 
warfare operation that has all the markings of staff planning.” 

The new Communist campaign, which Hunter refers to as "a Red antl- 
antl-Communlst drive," was set in motion, Hunter says, "under orders issued 
to the Communist forces of the world, especially to those in the United 
States, t hrough the Red Mani festo of Dec ember 5, 1960. The Manifesto was 
made public at the conclusion of the strategy conference of 81 Communist 
parties of the world, i ncluding our tre asonable own, that met in Moscow 
a ll last Novemb er." 

When Hunter testified on July 11, he predicted that the Communist 
Party, U.S.A., would come out openly with the "anti-antl-Communist" drive. 
Just three days later the weekly Worker fuTfilled Hunter's prophecy by ’ — 
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by publishing a directive from Gus Hall, general secretary of the Communist 
Party, U.S.A., outlining implementation for the Red Manifesto. Text of the 
directive is printed in an appendix to the hearing. 

Hunter said that a "quick Red operation is being attempted, like that 
of a sleight-of-hand artist, to push this administration, the press, and 
the public into a trap that would eliminate the anti-Communist program." 

"A new 'psywar' line that constitutes very clever propaganda is being 
pushed," Hunter said. "The argument is simply that Communism is no danger 
here in the United States, that it's abroad where the danger lies. They 
want us to stop paying attention to Communist activities here in America, 
to drop the alertness and training programs _that would enable our public 
and our troops to avoid Red traps, and to recognize the face of Communism, 
so that we won't repeat the disastrous scandals of North Korean prisoner-of- 
war camps, and of Captain Powers of the U-2." 

Hunter said that “anti-anti-Communism, since the appearance of the 
Manifesto, has come out into the open, taking the offensive, as anyone 
acquainted with Red tactics should have been able to predict. . .All the 
well-known tactics employed by the Reds in their pressure campaigns are more 
and more being brought to bear. Such Red campaigns start with smears and 
character assassination and go on to vicious rumormongering and the 
employment of the 'big drive' technique, in which all forms of public 
pressures are focused on the target, from petitions and demonstrations to 
blackmail and corruption."

The hearing concerns the testimony of Edward Hunter. 
a writer, lecturer and psychological warfare expert who told the 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee that the growth of 'a grass¬ 
roots anticommunist movement across the United States has resulted 
in a Moscow-initiated campaign to squelch the movement. The new 
communist campaign was set in motion, Hunter says, "under orders 
issued to the communist forces of the world, especially to those 
in the United States, through the Red Manifesto of 12-5-60." 

This Manifesto was made public in Moscow, Russia, at the conclusion 
of the meeting of 81 Communist and Workers Parties of the world. 
Hunter apparently refers to the following passages in the Manifesto 
to back up his statement: 



"....conditions are particularly favorable for 
expanding the influence of the Communist Parties, 
vigorously exposing anti-communism, a slogan under 
which the capitalist class wages its struggle 
against the proletariat, and winning the broadest 
sections of the working masses for Communist ideas. 

"To effectively defend the interests of 
the working people, maintain peace and realize the 
socialist ideals of the working class, it is in¬ 
dispensable to wage a resolute struggle against 
anti-communism — that poisoned weapon which the ' 
bourgeoisie uses to fence off the masses from 
socialism...." jj ^ 
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To prove that the Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), is follow¬ 
ing the dictates of the Kremlin in this "anti-anticommunist" move¬ 
ment, Hunter points to the article prepared by Party General 
Secretary Gus Hall which appeared in the 7-16-61 issue of "The 
Worker," an east coast communist newspaper, entitled "The Ultra- 
Right, Kennedy, and Role of the Progressives." This article attacks 
those "ultra-right" individuals and groups that oppose communism: 
the anticommunists. 

OBSERVATIONS: 


This tactic by the Party — an "anti-anticommunist" 
movement — is not new. It has been part of communist strategy 
for years and will continue to be used as a weapon by Communist 
Parties throughout the world as long as individuals and groups 
remain free to expose the sinister aims of communism. We are not 
aware of any specific instructions sent out by Moscow to the CPUSA 
for the Party to engage in an "anti-anticommunist" campaign. Hunter 
apparently does not have such information but relies on the published 
Moscow Manifesto for his conclusions.

Mp. SoonwiNE. What do you mean by an anti-Communist move¬ 
ment in the United States, and b) your references to a grassroots 
movement? 

This can only be understood against the backdrop 
of the Communist position generally on matters concerning inquiry 
by non-Comtuunists and unU-Communisls— by anyone—into wbat 
the Reds consider their own busiuess, their "psywar" operations to 
weaken, conquer, and take over other countries, especially the United 
States, so ns to complete their conquest of the world. They have 
always demanded that inquiry of any kind into Red manipulation 
should be forbidden. They have called it undemocratic, a reactionary 
or fascist activity, and illegal.

"hostile," Bnd are using "rightist" and “extreme rightist" as smear 
words against anti-Communist teachings generally. The new con¬ 
servative surge in the United States has heen accompanied hy anti- 
Communist efforts, mainly along educational lines, to spread informa¬ 
tion about the real nature of communism. The liens equate tbi9 
new conservatism with anticommunism, and equutu this with fascism. 
This lumping togethor opponents of every description—mild or 
tough—branding them with some predominantly objectionable label, 
is an old Red tactic. It produces some of the more obvious of the 
patent falsehoods that come out of Red logic, called dialectical materi¬ 
alism, and reaches such perversions of Socratic thinking as tbe teach¬ 
ing that war is peace, black is white, anil opposition to communism is 
illegal, whereas pro-Communist activity is perfectly legal. Tho 
former may be as timid ns you like, it is celled McCui thyisui by the 
Reds; the latter may bo as unprincipled as hades, it is still regarded 
by them us irreproachoble. Here we have the actual meuuing of tho 
term "MeCurtliyism" in dialectical materialism, and it has nothing 
whatsoever to do with the manner by which communism is opposed, 
it is a matter of so-called principle—Red principle. 

We can understand much more about Communist procedure, which 
otherwise seems so incomprehensible, if we keep this difference in 
approach in mind, as well as the strategy that communism pursues to 
prevent froutal attack ou specific Red tactics and evils, or their dis¬ 
closure, by bunching all the opposition with whatever can bo found 
that might be branded “off balance" and "haywire,” and calling the 
whole tiling right extremist—meaning to 113 anti-Semitic, racist and 
Fascist, irrespective of how far-fetched these accusations are to the 
particular casts under discussion. By insisting, os they actually did 
in tho prisonor of war camps in North Korea, that any inquiry into 
communism shows "a hostile attitude" and an unconcdiatory spirit, 
they have consistently obtained invaluable concessions without giving 
up anything in return, everywhere from the questioning of a prisoner 
to tlie grilling of a diplomat. We're going through this process all 
over again, it seams. 
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China suffered tragically from t^Bpofc 

Reds as agrarian reformers and Chinese new wcaier 
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the Communist standpoint that is, toward the extreme left. Anti 
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generally Yet all this lime it was considered perfectly proper for the 
Communists to lembast their foes without the least wns,deration for 
Any attempt to atop them was at once branded ns interfere -e. 
wTth free speech and civil rights, and cynically, os a threat to the free 

Cn Kh,rmo m nopoly of theirs was finally exposed, thc Rods howled 
suDDression Tho double standard to them is not e clever maneuver 
thuXy hovo gotten away with all this time: they consider it then

The Reds, as a matter of ideology, dp not grant their enemies the 
same Privileges they claim for themselves. They claim tho advan¬ 
tages of the Soublc standard in our society, as u '. l '’ e ' r . 0 ’T’“ 

It hasn't anything to do with wlmt we call a liberal approadi It 
isn't MnJ liberal to recognize this travesty of thought as logical 
unless we arc willing to go risrhl ahead, boo, and recognize that peace 
a war and white is black. This, incidentally, was the mental state 
into which our prisoners of war were edged in tbe 
camps in North Korea. What is hard to realize is that this is cxacUy 
the state of mind the Reds seek to impose in close quarters in any 

ne f?nd«Utc double standard, Communists can be anli-U'iited Stales, 
but wo ore not to be allowed to be anti-Coramuiust. Anti-anti- 
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communism is simply the enforcement of thi9 piece of Red logic, that 
is really n piece of lack logic But it baa been perpetrated for years. 
The Reds nl no lime are willing to accept fair play, or u give-and-take 
situation in the press, any more than iu a summit negotiation with 
President Roosevelt, Truman Eisenhower or, now, Kennedy. It 
makes no difference whom. They are now insisting upon a return 
to what they claim ss this right of theirs, tho monopoly of our press 
and book fncililies for pro-Coinmunist arguments, and ibeir exclusion 
to anli-CommtinisIs. They're making headway, too, in the same 
channels that lay low for a while. 

The Red insistence on the double standard has reachod its peak 
with the Communist claim to ample and complete—<le facto exclu¬ 
sive—facilities with which to destroy us. They are specifically de¬ 
manding complete elimination of anti-Commuuisl programs from our 
schools and in the military', and from public meetings. This is tho 
culmination of anti-iinti-Communism. if we aro buried in accord¬ 
ance with tlie decree of that specialist iu genocide, Nikita Khrushchev, 
it should be memorialized on our collectivized tombstone by the words: 
"Here Lies a Notion—Martyr to the Double Standard; Americans 
Could Never Learn." 

There is a semantic ginumck that usually greases the mechanism 
lor the upside-down Red thinking that is sometimes colled double¬ 
think. This is aiiti-Conimtuiist bias. Americans are justifiably op¬ 
posed to bias. Opposition expressed to communism is labeled ,f anti- 
Communist bios" by the Reds, and at once wo aro supposed to avoid 
it. The simple objective is to eliminate free inquiry into Red ma¬ 
chinations in our midst. But we are not suniiosed to refer to n pro- 
Conununist bias, for to ito so is, to them, "McCarthyisin." This is 
tho double standard. We arc pressed not to engage in anticom¬ 
munism, but if we don't, we leave the field open to the pro-Coin- 
munisU by default. That is the trap 

One of the most glaring oxamples of the double standard is in Red 
racism. The Reds uso tbe term "racial liberation wars" in the native 
languages of Asia and Africa and maka no bones about it being a war 
against tho while man, specifically the Western white man. So-called 
liberals who fall into the trap of equating defense of freedom with 
racism, following the Red line, never raise a voico against the obvious 
racism engaged in by Communists. 1 

Somehow, if we’re going to liavo a double standard, I would prefer 
we use it to our own advantage onco in a wliilo, and without nny 
concealment about it either. Is there anything wrong in favoring 
our own side, if we do so nbovebonrd, end honorably? One of the 
main renaonB wo Hre having setbacks around tho world, losing respect, 
is that we hnvo become known for not helping our friends, ana for 
letting them down, while we help our enomics, trying to mnke our¬ 
selves popular with them, ns if this were (he way any person or nation 
can truly become popular. 

Tho double standard is now in operation io many sectors of our 
society, if we would only look. Tne doublo standard is tlio main 
lactic in the perennial drive to put Red China into the United Nations 
mid to give it American recognition. In our communications chan¬ 
nels—from television to our doily papers—no constantly come across 
remarks favorable to the Red Chinees on this issue. This is considered 

being objective. However, when did you last hear anyono on tele- 
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vision, for instance, casually remark that it was inevitable Unit freedom 
be restored to the Chinese people/ Such statements are called 
controversial and discouraged or ovou suppressed. They’re only 
controversial, however, whoil they’re onti-Coinmunist. This is the 
double standard in operation. Mao Tse-tung was whitewashed by 
its use. The same tactic is now being employed on his behalf once 
more, and by mostly the same people. Wc seem to accept past 
errors as the best recommendation for trust in this tbroiigh-the- 
iooking-glass world. What seems unforgivable is to have been right 
all oiong about communism. 

Mr. Soubwine. You said something about planned stall work by 
the Communism, presumably in reference to their activities in our 
country. Will you elaborate on this, please? 

Mr. Huster. During tile war, we had a clandestine propaganda 
warfare section in the Offico of Strategic Services, I was part of it. 
These were, for the most purl, experimental stations, with little 
implementation done. Theater commanders knew nothing about 
this approach, and next to nothing about psychological warfare, and 
had no Lime to find out, with a war going on, and certainly no patience 
for it. Psychological warfare of tins clandestine nature had been 
part and parcel of Communist attack from the Sturt, filling a major 
role in their conduct of war. The British did not draw a strict lino 
between what we called while and black—between the overt or open, 
and tbe covert or clandestine. They put it all through much the same 
mill. When the war ended for us, the Doited Slates disbonded tins 
section The war didu’t end for tho U S S R , though We had 
ample knowledge of this, but made believe it wosn't so Only ono 
phase of it had closed for them: that requiring new weapons to be 
given the main emphasis. Tho Soviot Union kept its psychological 
planning bureaus operating as always, for Moscow had an entirely 
different conception of war thou we. The Reds simply changed 
targets, and began aiming their psychological warfare guns at us, now 
that the Nazi target had hero punched full of holes Wc always had 
been an enemy, too, in their book, to bo temporarily used and then 
destroyed the traditional class waif aro tactic. Significantly, we now 
are hearing of class conflict between nations—between poor and rich 
countries—now that class warfare has been exposed as utterly mcan- 
luglcss inside any modern, free nation. Coexistence, to the Reds, is 
merely the shift of class warfare from the domestic to the world stage, 
from so-called classes of people inside a country to entire nation* 
Indeed, the Red manifesto of Decembor 5, 1S60, says: 

The coemclcnec of itAUA with different social systems la a form of class struggle 
between socialism and capitalism. 

Throughout the manifesto the Red hierarchy equates socialism with 
communism, os different phases of the same movement. 

Tho Rad hierarchy begun its shift of large la even before the cod of 
the shooting wor in Europe. We replaced tho old target for them to 
such an extent that international communism lias been referring to 
us as Fascists and Nazis. The Reds change or retain labels irrespec¬ 
tive ol contents, wholly in accordance with tho impression they seek 
to convey 

Unavoidably, we ware pushed into seeking a defense against this 
psychological warfare offensive against us, that our Slat* Department 
and the White House well knew about, but kept secret from the 
ixzio-ei—x 
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American public which hod a right to know being the roost critically 
concerned. Defense against intensified Red assault toiced Washing¬ 
ton to set up an operational arm in Central Intelligence Agency, which 
reinstated the clandestine section of OSS. Old OSS records had 
been cavalierly dealt with, even destroyed, especially those that 
could have been used as guidance, which could have helped us learn 
from old mistakes. CIA had to start at the beginning once more, 
us it we hod never had this OSS experience. There was a deliberate¬ 
ness shout this diversiou and loss of documentation that goes beyond 
carelessness and slipshod methods. 

What, is relevant iu tins situation is that it just doesn't mako sense 
to say that the Reds would abandon their ''psywar" operations against 
the One country they consider their primary foe—the United Stales — 
whose free existence mokes their world conquest impossible Of course 
they have a psychological warfare planning section, specifically given 
the responsibility of operations within the United Slules. Wo sie 
naive, to be sure, hut wo wouldn’t he noivo—we'd he criminally 
stupid—to insist otherwise. Vet on such life-and-death factors, we 
somotimes seem to be the latter. 

Tho pattern is too plain, its details stand out too conspicuously for 
me not to recognize them. What is as buto as anything I have ever 
known in this "psywar” field is that the Moscow-Pekiug-Uirough- 
Havonn Axis maintains a clandestine warfare plunuing and operational 
section directly dealing with the United Slates, and has had it at work 
certainly since the end of World War II. Tiie pattern is too obvious. 
Whether it is located on American soil, in Washington, or technically 
on foreign soil, in Lhe United Nations, or in Canada, or Mexico, may be 
argued. I feel it ulilir.es die Communist Party of the United Stales 
in a subordinate position, to provide informational and implementation 
facilities rather than for policymaking. I doubt whether the Kromlin 
regards Ilia American Communists ns sufficiently "reliable”—this 
word has special meaning in Communist language—to bo eotrusted 
with such knowledge. T|it_fBI_P''«i' n >«!iy it loo effectively 
lapped. Foreign Reds on our soil, JuecQyTinder Moscow's orders, do 
the programing. They determine tactics dealing with day-to-day 
tasks. The operational headquarters might oven he iu Cuba. Re¬ 
member, the present Soviet Ambassador to Cuba was, at tho timeof the 
Gouzenko disclosures, the Red spy chief in the Soviet Embassy in 
Canaria whose espionage ring robbed us of our atomic secrets, under the 
protection of a hush-hush by the American authorities on Red spy 
activities. This hush-hush seems one of tho few points on which lie 
U.S. Government cuu he said to have a policy. 

Lesser loyalties—to political party, profession, or office colleagues— 
were allowed then to take precedence over higher loyalties and re¬ 
sponses This mentality was epitomized by such attitudes as "Why 
stick your neck out?” "What’s in it for me?" and “The customer is 
always right.” They replaced our old maxims of morality. The 
Australian cynicism, "I couldn't care less,” became worldwide. All 
this fertilized our soil for subversion ond treason, We have not yet 
rid ourselves of those noxious and poisonous weeds. Of this, I am 
coavinced by the pattern I have seen forming. 

Mr. Sourwine. Perhaps you could go into some detail regarding 
this that you call a pattern. 

Mr. Hunter. Yes. It will require an extended explanation, though. 
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One date should bo kept in mind as a starting point for tho new phase 
in "psywar,” the new Red nnti-anti-Commumst drive, to differentiate 
it from the Red-manipulated, covert nnti-anti-eommunism wu had 
heretofore. The former is outright Red-managed, part of disclosed 
policy of the Communist hicrorchy, and immensely more aggressive. 
Something new has been added to the old, and it is direct action- 
demonstrations and riots, unbridled smears in tho traditional Red 
manner, and whnt in practice amounts to an overt manipulation of 
oon-Communist and even anti-Communist personalities and groups, 
in and out of government, for o basic Red objective, the liquidation 
of tbo growing anti-Communist grassroots movement in the United 
Stat®. Tho popular movement to which I refer is a healthy, public 
reaction against the character-sapping official policy of setting stand¬ 
ards by a fluctuating popularity poll. Actually, that’s a degraded 
form of dialectical materialism, which also rejects eternal values as 
principles common to human experience down the ages. 

This overt operation is a reflection of Khrushchev's frequently 
uttered contempt for the United States. He is basing bis war against 
us on tho premise that we have been sufficiently soltened-up to be 
unreachable by patriotism or loyalty, what f have referred to os 
mental survival stamina, and that wo are sure to he a pushover, 
needing a mere concluding coup do grace perhaps, without appreciable 
danger of retaliation in any effective manner. This, gentlemen, is 
tho psychological basis on which tho Reds are working, ond they 
consider themselves objective and practical, 

They surely know, in Moscow, those on whom tlioy can depend to 
do thoir dirty work here in the United States, especially in Govern¬ 
ment and communications circles in Washington and New York. 
Of this much we can he. sure: They have a strategy for our defeat— 
our burial, as Khrushchev euphemistically terms it. Realization of 
this in Government as well as by the public could be tho stimulation 
to awaken us from our corrupting trance. That way we could exploit 
Red strategy against themselves, and save ourselves. 

Wo have made believe that this Red contempt doesn't exist by 
hushing up on it. I stress it here because it is one of those factois 
that are integral portions of psychological warfare—tho cold war. 
The extent of truth in it, whether really fidao, is irrelevant. 'Tsywar 1 ' 
proceeds on what minds can be induced to accopt, not on whnt actually 
exists, or on accuracy based on Judeo-Cbristiun standards. Tho 
Communist conspirators deal primarily with influences, os levers and 
weapoos. The best expression of his altitude was provided by 
Khrushchev himself in his inimitable, boorish manner, when he 
described Americans to satellite and other foreign correspondcnis in 
Moscow as people whom: "You spit in thoir lace and they call it 
dew.” Could anything bo more insulting? Instead of responding, 
we have ignored the insult. This quotation is obtainable in tho 
Moscow-published material which we receive as part of our cultural 
oxebange program with tho Rods, in return for tho so-called objective 
material wc sond them, in which wo tell them about our blemishes. 
Of course, cultural exchange on this basis is ontisfoctory to Moscow. 
This one-sidedness is what they insist on as a "cooperative attitude," 
on a take it or leavo it basis. We are taking it. 

The anchor point is this date of December 5, 1900, when the Rod 
manifesto was adopted in Moscow. This set the new, expanded Red 
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policy. For the first time, the world Communist network, in a basic 
policy ODd operational document, specifically referred to the anti¬ 
communist movement in the United States, recognising that it had 
reached proportions large enough to constitute a main—if not the 
main—danger to Communist progress in our country, outlining tactica 
to combat it, so os to regain tbo virtually unobstructed field it had 
once occupied in its American operations. 

Wlule the anti-aoti-Communists, with fako liberals as their working 
media in the communications field, were telling each other, and being 
widely quoted in the Pnvlovian manner of the conditioned reflex, 
about the ineffectiveness and hopelessness of the anti-Communist 
movement in America, tbo Red psychological warfare staff in our 
land was not allowing itself to ho diverted bv such balderdash. It 
well knew who pulled the strings in this belittlemcnt of anti-com¬ 
munism, and it knew who were tho ventriloquists in this softening-up 
and defeatist propagunda. Tho tightly organized, keenly observant 
group that runs Red "psywar" in the United Slates was surely 
observing the anti-Communist movement in n professional, objective 
manner. This Red operational group, made up of persons with 
diplomatic entree in Washington and at the United Nations, with 
perhaps 30iue few vassals from the Communist Parly of the United 
States, watched the anti-Communist movement grow in grassroots 
manner, and fast, and sow it reach sizable proportions without 
benefit of publicity, in the face of discouragement from official sources 
in Washington and a hu6h-bush in the press. 

The new, coordinated, aggressive Red anti-onti-Communist drive 
was launched by the Red manifesto. Until then, anti-enti-enm- 
munism had been conducted mainly as n hush-hush operation in the 
manner of the "united front,” enlisting tho help of any person or 
organization, no matter whether non-Communist nr even anti- 
Communist, so long as he aids and abets the Communist objective 
of strangling anti-communism at birth, wherever it showed up. 

Anti-anti-communism was interpreted to mean opposition to anti¬ 
communism, on the assumption that the latter is un obstacle to nego¬ 
tiations with Soviet Russia, and is contrary to "peaceful coexistence." 
Coexistence was suddenly taken from Ret! ideology and publicized as 
if a product of American thinking, making it less unpalatable to our 
people. It was a cliche in Communist language and tactics, a device 
for weakening and confusing, for setting up tne victim—ourselves— 
for the kill. 

Anti-Communists in political, oduostional, literary, clerical, and 
other spheres of American society were boxed in and squeezed out, 

J uicily, one by one. This was the hush-hush strategy. However, it 
id not fully work, thanks to tho American people themselves, and a 
few isolated segments in Government, who were persistently harassed 


and kept busy battling for tbeir own survival. Even if they couldn’t 
be "liquidated," tbeir efforts could be hold to a minimum. 

The conference of Commuoist parlies of the world, holding strategy 
meetings in Moscow over a period of 6 weeks or more lost year, came 
forth with this manifesto that laid down the new, or rather the intensi¬ 
fied strategy for war against the freo world, principally the United 
States, inside the framework of what the Reds mean in Communist 
language by tho word "straggle." 

We must not let out of our minds the fact that "struggle” in dia¬ 
lectical materialism embraces all forms of conflict which have a 


common objective, whether hot or cold, including military destruction 
among other means of winning, considering everything ana anything 
os a weapon if it can help weaken a foe and bring about bis surrender 
to the Reds This is its rendering in a society based on Pavloviani6m, 
which creates conditioned reflexes by signals and symbols, relegating 
men to the status of a dog. , .. „ 

The manifesto ordered a frontal attack upon the oiitj-Comioimist 
movement, for the first time recognized as a fundamental obstacle to 
Red aims. This mode hash of Uio line taken until then, that had 
downgraded anticommunism ns futile, not worthy or mention, which 
ridiculed it bv such artifices os saving it really helped the Reds—the 
"Wasn't McCarthy a Red agent himself?" sort of heavy ioke The 
manifesto made plain that anticommunism had to be combated by a 
major counteroffensive. . . 

The rale of anti-anticommunism in the United States, os it existed 
until then, was to employ diffusion, confusion, and hush-hush to leave 
the “psywar" field, by default, open to pro-Reds alone. Whether 
done knowingly, or os n Pavlovinn reflex, it was all the some to the 
Reds 

Surely by no wise can this Red manifesto bo honestly described 
oLbcr tban as a strategy for the defeat of the Uniud Stales and its 
absorption into the Communist empire Yet organs of anti-anti- 
cominumsm, such as the New York Times, in beovjxvcigbL coniatoso 
gibberish, brushed it off os a moderate document, os merely a com¬ 
promise between Soviet Russia and Red Chinn, ill wbnt they had 
played up as a virtual split betwecu them, hence uot putting euy new 
heat on the United Stales. This was a dangerous distortion of the 
facts, and yet our leading prestige papers retailed it, brushing oft the 
document. This, too, ia part ot the pattern to which I m referring. 
These things don’t just happen in a "psywar" world They are 
brought about by calculation, planned this way by leaks and strrag 


P Sucfi operations require a new sort of ogeut, on which the Kremlin 
places its main trust nowadays. While wc continue looking exclu¬ 
sively for the old-style clonk-and-dogger man, who buys or steals 
secrets to pass along to his headquarters, Red emphasis has been put 
on a rationalised, new-type agent, without neglecting the old, of 
course. We are still focusing on the old, as we were in >' orld War 11 . 
Then along with tho British, we wore pulting the low men on our 
totem pole, who had slight if any useful data anyway, under rigorous 
and penalizing security chocks. Moscow snnplv acquired agents who 
mingled with tho new. intellectual elite at the top on terms of equably, 
were sometimes members of it themselves. They infiltrated the 
WhiU House and other topmost Government offices. Thcso wore 
gentlemen all. Gentlemen talked frankly between themselves in 
comradely manner. Secrets were much easier to steal this way, and 
immensely more reliable. We might cringe at the idea that Red 
agents, bought nnd paid for by the enemy, had entree and became 
members of the While House entourage, but we can brush it out of 
our minds only at our own peril. As such tilings happened, they can 
happen again. Making believe thoy never did would make sure of it. 
But they would happen in the now form, while we would be looking for 
the old, as usual. .... . „ 

Tho new-stylo, pro-Rod agent has his role to influence policy, 
stalling or frustrating it, making it fail or end up by hurlmg ourselves. 
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Need any more be done to wreak the destruction of a nation, no matter 
how many billions it pours out in defense and foreign aid? This is an 
integral portion of the pattern I’m speaking about, the heart of it, the 
main genre in the pultcrn for failure that wc have now devised as a 
built-in mechanism in our Government, with coordinated ramifica¬ 
tions iu the prestige press, in educational circles, and in whatever other 
professions the enemy considers worth ponetrating. 

If wo doubt that the Reds iufiltrnU these honored professions, let 
us think for a moment of how it has been fundamental Red technique 
tx? do 60 in every nation which it has already subverted, or is seeking to 
subvert abroad, and then let us ask ourselves if it is possible this is 
not being dono in the one nation in tho world which Moscow regards as 
its main target. Or course, it is being done here. Suppression of 
inquiry into communism is one wav of lulling ourselves into thinking 
we’ve solved the problem of tho fted agent. We can 9C3m to get 
along better with Moscow this way. We aren't accused of being 
antisocial.” Where basic principles and survival nre at stake, we'd 
better be verv willing to bo as “iu)li90cinl” ns need bo, nnd como to 
realize ihut this whole "antisocial” gambit of n popularity race is a 
port of the diffusion inrclinmsm in the cold war. 

TJ irso new elite ageots need not—usually must not—give evidence of 
pro-Rod bias. They operate best when they work ns nnti-Coramunist 
perfectionists, insisting tlmt we make sure Unit every project devised 
to hurt Uie enomv is 100 percent certain to succeed, end that it won't 
be approved uolil it is perfect. This nppronch is enough to strangle 
most good projects at birth. If this doesn’t work, and n project can- 
not bo stopped, there can bo some clauso insorted which makes it 
operationally useloss to our own oido, or oven helpful to tile enemy. 
1 include in tin's our Into, ill-fitted and betrayed Cuban expedition. 
I've already roferrod to such instances at u previous session. 

Nothing is ever perfect, of course, and anything nnd everything 
can bo iutorpretod to ite own defeat. This is ouo of the most effective 
tactics in our pattern for fniluro. Tho problem of Red manipulation 
and espionage has become more complex, exactly os our precision 
instruments, but wc must go on to solve it, with the realisation upper- 
most in our minds that thn fundamental law of the land is its survival 
as a free end viable nation, nnd tlmt this law is higher than any 
other, inviolable—oxcept at tho prico ol a futile and unforgivable 
death. Tho kindest thing a rewritten history could do for any 
American who had helped bring about our defeat would be to not 
mention him, to make him nn unperson 

This is the background against which I'm analysing this Red 
manifesto^ It inferentinilv recognizes that under the hush-hush of 
anti-anti-Coinmunist pressures, a mass roots movement against com¬ 
munism had nonetheless developed in American socictv. 1 watched 
it grow. As vet, it is composed for the most part of local groups nnd, 
even neighborhood folk who come together out ol a natural sense of 
there being something raw put over on our country on behalf of 
communism. 

These local groups have even vet little or no contact with each 
other, end got little or no normal publicity. They range over the 
board in other respects, from loft to rigid, from labor to management. 
Of courso, as in any big, growing organisation, some crackpois can 
bo found.

In this atmosphere, some national organizations have formed, and 
various groups have been orgiuiized, that arrange seminars on com¬ 
munism, ami give courses on communism in various cities nnd com¬ 
munities. Some collaboration was achieved for it from the official 
American training program that came out ol our degrading experience 
in tho prisoner-of-wnr camps of North Korea. After all, tho American 
people were told, by Presidential directive, to enlist borne, school, nnd 
church in a drive to help restore those submerged or displaced ele¬ 
ments in our good character, ns part of the national training program 
of the military, on which our survival would certainly depend. Our 
North Korean experiences shown! our youth to have been llm butt of 
softening-up pressures subtly incorporated into our own society, 
weakening mid corrupting Ins fiber. Ill the pnst, the leaching of 
physical survival stamina was sufficient. Tho home, clergy, and 
schools could be depended on to provide the morality. This wasn't 
true any more. Mental survival stamina had now to be apeoificnlly 
taught. We arc given no alternative except surrender. 

The onti-Communist senLitncnl of the public, generally, was still 
being effectively blocked by the bush-hush imposed hv the anti-anti- 
Communists. This gave the onti-Conimunista the feeling of being 
boxed in nnd isolated, being all alone. It led to frustration, creating 
n sense of hopelessness and bitterness Creeping defeatism was 
brought iulo our midst during this lime, nnd soon started changing 
form from an enemy tactic to a social characteristic. This is propa¬ 
ganda climate- 

Mr. So UR win e. Who l do von mean exactly hy propaganda climate? 

Mr. Hunter. Propaganda climate is one of the most effective 
techniques of the Red cold war, especially applicable to anticommu¬ 
nism, 1 can le.!l n roomful of men, for instance, to put on, or take 
off, their coals, and they'll laugh at me. I call go outside and quietly 
raise or lower the thermostat, and in a few minutes, they’ll begin 
removing or pulling on their coats without me saying a word. This, 
in propaganda, is what I mean hy creating a climate. Once achieved, 
what otherwise would be recognized as treason, ns the Avurasia case 
during World War II, scans otherwise to ordinarily intelligent people, 
and they justify this by calling it sophistication, or applying some 
other hi'gii-sounding label tlmt gives them special privileges as, say, 
intellectuals. 

One of Urn many ramifications of nnti-mit.i-comm\mism is in our 
personnel selection and personnel screening. The squeezing out of 
personnel motivated in an anu-Commiinisi direction, and the screen¬ 
ing in of so-called niili-anli-Coninmnista, lias been one of ibe long- 
range activities of the Red mechanism through the years, at which 
it has had marked success. Much of this success comes from the 
creaLion of a propaganda climate favorable to this attitude. 

Obviously, the more the nuli-Coimmmisl issue becomes confused 
and smeared ns controversial, and the more the impression spreads 
that those in positions of power, who must he depended upon for 
advancement, want nulicoimmimsm soflpodnlcd, nnd unti-C'oinimi- 
nists boycotted, the greater will the Red success bo iu implementing 
Ibis personnel policy, in and out. of government. 

Propaganda climate has had the effect of eliminating from con¬ 
sideration for jobs in the cold war practically all—there ore a lew, 
notable exceptions—who have records of accuracy and steadfastness 
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m tins field. Tins propaganda climate more and more broadened 
beyond the mere word-of-mouth stuee to drastic economic pressures 
and cruel social pressures, which lately have included even overt dis- 
cusaion of the sanity of persons who arc auti-Communist generally, 
soberly referring to this as if it were something to be taken for granted 
in the mental health field. This has spread out, too, into fields which 
have aoli-Communist implications, as in our national defense. Par¬ 
ticipants in organizations for a so-called sane policy allude to tho 
insanity of their opponents. 

The double standard, it is plain to see, i9 of great encouragement to 
pro-Reds and discoorogement to anti-Rods. A Hiss can bo sure of a 

K od-paying job; tho person branded anU-Communist is eliminated 
un consideration. He is treated os if there were something criminal 
about anticommunism, as if it were the some, only the opposite ex¬ 
treme, of pro-Red espionage. This upside-down situation has de¬ 
veloped m such a one-sided, disadvantageous manner to tho anti- 
Communi.st that he must be particularly strong-willed, if not bull- 
headed, in order to survive, unless he has an income of his own, 
possibly inherited—or a pension. The new Rod anti-anti-Communist 
drive is bitting particularly at those who have a pension for their 
support. 

Tlie trait of inflexible will that an anti-Communist requires for 
economic survival then is thrown against him as fanaticism, there¬ 
fore dangerous thinking, in the so-called liberal lexicon. Certain words 
have come to apply especially to the nnti-Communist, such as "contro¬ 
versial ' Tins exploits a basic vulnerability of American business, to 
please the customer—"the customer is nlxvnys right." Extended into 

K lilies or dipJoinnry, this could Urcomc the means for our destruction, 

: ,n 8 P‘ l ? o f ll, *> wcl program, the people we deaf with abroad arc not 
‘‘idways right." They can lie willing conspirators against us, if they 
feel it of advantage to their own country. This is a particular advan¬ 
tage that the Reds are exploiting in their so-called aid program, and 
in their propaganda about the assumed "inevitability'' of their victory 
Tho bandwagon reflex is an unconditional one, not like our popularity 
nice, an artificiality or conditioned reflex. 

This is tho propaganda climate for softeniog us up To be effective, 
it must operate in the manner cnllod "voluntary" in Communist lan¬ 
guage, meaning induced, enforced, operating as a conditioned reflex, 
unthinkingly—the Pavlovian way. 

Wo must not know aliout this strategy, for it to work. So the pat¬ 
tern for failure, at taxpayers’ expense, nos the concealment of brain¬ 
washing and Pavlov as one of iu tAclica. Just before coming here, 
I was given one product of this thinking, a book called "Coercive 
Pcreuosion." Hero a little group of soft-minded psychiatrists and 
sociologists, who all along have been seeking to busn up thi9 subject, 
admittedly without firsthand knowledge, admittedly bating their find¬ 
ings on a selected, very small segment of persons who had beeu put 
under mind attack, came forth with the predictable conclusion that 
brainwashing didn't exist in tho FOW camps in North Korea, thot 
Pavlov uad nothing to do with it, that our men who were exploited 
against us in a treasonable manner in thoso Red camps were merely 
presented with bolter arguments. 

This book should he put on the same ahelf as “Strategic Surrender," 
a U.S. Government-financed book. It was the first time in history 


any nation paid to have a book written on how to surrender. The 
preparatory, appeasement word we hear uioro and more—getting us 
used to it nowadays on such matters as Ked China—is "inevitability." 
That's the sleaiy word brought forth by thoso who lack the courage to 
admit they are urging us to give in to blackmail, "Better Red than 
dead" is their slogan, and it emanates from closed minds in scholarly 
circles, such as Lord Bertrand Russell's. 

This appeasement and surrender library, financed by our own 
Government, directly or iudireclly, and by foundations, is growing 
steadily and stealthily. It constitutes the reading matter for the 
pattern of failure. The nuclear fission field is a prime target. Each 
step leads to another sophisticated argument for capitulation ill one 
way or another. First we must sit back phjlosoplucally to accept the 
brunt of the first blow. Then, because we will have been so disas¬ 
trously shattered, so-called massive retaliation presumably can’t 
win for us, anyway. Retaliation—actually resistance—then would 
be merely a form of revenge, according to this thinking—beneath the 
dignity of so high-minded and socially conscious a people ns the 
Americans. So we should forego even retaliation. These are not 
vnporings of my imagination- they're to be found (in more sophisti¬ 
cated language, I admit) in the publications of Government-financed 
or foundation-supported publications and programs. They're part 
of the pattern for failure. It works out os u pattern for self-destruc¬ 
tion. or suicide 

The anti-Commun'ist movement, pounded by all these pressures, 
might well have found it simply impossible to reach any meaningful 
proportions if it weren't for our experience in the Korean prisoner-of- 
war brainwashing camps, and tho resultant program instituted during 
President Eisenhower's administration, with a-codo set up for the first 
time for captured Americans, and a directive (or tho restoration of 
character through concerted effort in all strata of our society. 

This helped to compensate for the hush-hush in tho onti-anti-Coiu- 
munist press, and even for the smears accompanying it. This re¬ 
stored enough of tho balance and gave persous of nnti-Communist 
motivation the hope aud proof that they weren't alone, that they had 
friends. Members of our Reserve Forces, who cerlniuly bod every 
right to express themselves os civilians, became tho connecting link, 
and often provided the know-how. They participated iu seminars 
and discussions and went to lectures, by their mere presence consti¬ 
tuting a great morale incentive. At times, as is customary in our 
democratic society, persons still iu uniform were invited to come and 
give talks, providing further know-how tor the public 

The grassroots movement spread. Old-fashioned character was 
its theme. Anticommunism was its immediele expression. The 
code for captured military personnel, the report to the Secretary of 
Defense by s special bourd set up to survey the subject generally, and 
President Eisonbower's proclamation that went afoog with it, gave 
tliis a perfectly legal base. Why a legal base was needed for a per¬ 
fectly natural and normal approach in a free society is beyoud me, hut 
apparently, under our double standard, what is excluded is only 
an ticoraraumwn. 

The program os officially enunciated by our Commander in Chief 
was to train and alert our people in tho tactics used by Communists. 
Tho Reds couldn't get around this effectively, and so the grassroots 
movement began to Sourish. 
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The program to train and alert our youth, hence our public, could 
be sabotaged, though, and so it was from the start. I told about it 
in a recent book, “Brainwashing: From Pavlov to Powers." This 
is an expanded edition of an earlier book. In a chapter that I added 
at the end, entitled “Now It's Our Turn," I told of the sense of great 
achievement that the adoption of the program for character building 
gave to American officers. 1 met one of them some time later. Ifcrc 
is how I describe the experience: 

In coutraat to his previous exuberance, lie was now downcast as wc walked 
atone a Virginia street. "I can't put my fingers on it. but tt was as if nothing 
had happened," he said. “As if it were a dream. Oocc the documents were 
sigued and proclaimed, they were died sway, and that was the cad of them. I 
never thought it possible. The program that was to restore American stamina 
and teach our forces to understand tho wiles of communism had been sabotaged. 
I am terribly fearful of our future." 

Education about communism was harassed until it became vague 
and meaningless. The withdrawal of the Air Center Training Manual 
early in 1000 is an instance of how this operated. The charges in tile 
manual were undoubtedly true, it was admitted. Congressmen were 
told that the training “must Dot include the specific.” We teach 
that generalities must not be trusted. With generalities and the 
specific both excluded, the only recourse was to drop the subject, 
leaving tbc field to tho Communists by default. 

The policy of being all things to all men and making popularity (lie 
objective of policy, look precedence over the toarbing of mental 
stamina and character. Referring later in the book to the case of 
Cup turn Powers, captured by tho nods, I said: 

He might have stepped forth from a prisoner-of-war camp in North Korea back 
in 1953, for all the knowledge he 6howea ul the ways and wilca of the Communists. 
The intervening years had been brushed away, as if wo had loaroed nothing from 
this dreary oxperiunee. Our new code and its accompanying documents had only 
lullod the American public's nnsicticu, not providing thu internal reforms promised. 

Tho reception given this book, loo, wits hush-hush, as if to prove its 
point. 

What bos become quite, evident by nmv is that our people are tor 
ahead of the. Government in realisation of the Red danger, and desire 
to do something positive about it. The people's voice, however, was 
muffled, misintcrpruUid, and lied nUiiit. So-called social engineering 
hocamo thu order of the day. An engineering job is now being 
attempted oti the public mind, conditioning it. to tho same sophistries 
that bad proven disastrous to our foreign |Hilirv in the years situ* we 
ended the war. Then wo were fiioro powerful tlutii any notion in 
history. Wu were coorcively persuaded to forego or belray the 
responsibility that went with ibis i>owcr. 

But the seed sown by many lone workers mid groups in the nnti- 
Communist vineyard had not fallen on barren soil! as they had been 
told, but had grown. As the Communist network now saw, it was 
being harvested as our grassroots, anti-Communist movement. Hence 
the Red manifesto's expanded anti-anti-Cominunist drive. 

The primaryltargot, as it is developing, is the Pentagon, specifically 
the program to tram and alert our troops and our pcoplo to the Red 
techniques, and the inherent evil in communism. The Reds have 
6 een that this program, and the directives issued to implement it, 
in spite of sabotage, do make the big difference. Unless this program 
cen tre destroyed, tbe anti-Communist movement cannot be liquidated. 


So the forces are joined between enforcement of the Red manifesto 
and tbe implementation of the training program that came out of 
the Korean war. 

The experience of recently retired Lt. Col. Gunther Hortel, who 
knows Nasi and Communist tactics from rubbing up against them 
in Germany and Austria as an intelligence chief, ttna who Inter 
experienced Red cold war at its boiling point in Vietnam, alone could 
bear out much of these findings. He learned the bud way. 

He recently retired from the military, and ns n civilian, went into 
a Now York City organization created by public-spirited men in 
private life, called American Strategy, Inc. Here, he felt, was an 
opportunity to share his knowledge of the totalitarian menace—ho 
equates the Nazis with the Communists, as interchangeable—and 
help alert our public to the facts of life in oold war. 

Remember, about tbis expression "cold war,” tbc Reds put their 
emphasis on the word "war,” understanding that "cold” is merely 
on adjective, indicating a temporary war tactic, while we pul our 
stress on the adjective, "cold," lulling ourselves to tho coexistence 
lullaby of the Rmb 

The termites in tho woodwork soon began to detect this new effort 
in which CoIodcI Hnrtel was a participant, and started boring away 
in accordance with the anti-enti-Communist pattern. 

The smear began in the New York Post on May 25, in an editorial 
which for compactness and technique deserves whatever is the equiva¬ 
lent of n Pulitzer Prizo for the expertly executed in propagandized 
misinformation. All the derogatory trigger words were brought in. 
Why? What possibly could be the real motive? 

Colonel Hand, nonetheless, is kept busv riving talks on Communist 
tactics throughout greater New York. His experience is much the 
«nmo as t enmo upon elsewhere Suburban newspapers, end of courac 
the public generally, nre anxious to obtain all tho facts they ciui, and 
to help ns much ns they can. Not so in the major cities, though In 
New York, there wns the same anli-anti-Communist press blackout, 
except for smear material. "Anywhere outside the big city, wo got 
terrific publicity," ho told me. In New York City, such ventures get 
practically nothing, or smears. Flora my personal experience, I ran 
say that public feeling is misrepresented, not mirrored, hy tbis anti- 
anti-Communist miuienvar. 

Gradually, evon in small towns, obviously prepared attacks now aro 
beginning. They ara still the exception, hut nonetheless eoustilntc 
an effort to duplicate, on a smaller canvas, what is the prevalent 
situation on the big city canvas, as I emtic nrross it ill plates as far 
apart os Atlanta ami Milwaukee. 

I cannot stress the importance of I his Red manifesto too much in i 
connection with these various developments, tor it outlines tbc tactics 
to be used against tho United Slates during cocxislence After re- 1 
ferring to "concrete historical conditions"—ns emphatic a label ns we 
can find in dialectical materialism—it brings up the anti-Communist 
movement in the United States. This is unprecedented in a Red 
document. By it, Moscow recognizes the importance of this popular 
movement, n great tribute to those who havo been working against 
seemingly hopeless odds. Moscow ought to know whnt is hurting 
tho Communist effort.

Anticommunism is recognized in the manifesto as Dot confined to 

( the rich or the privileged, which is the propaganda line the Reds take 
but to be spreading through the masses. This was implied, in Red 
w®°’ii ,n i * lnJur "i t ' on 10 " w “ge a resolute straggle" with "greatest 
nnort to keep anticommunism from the "working peoplo” and from 
those whom the Communists call "the musses”, meaning the public in 
general. 

The manifesto declared that anticommunism was "the principal 
ideological weapon” of the opponents of communism, thus recognizing 
it a3 a major peril to Red advance. Hitherto, world communism had 
brushed off anticommunism in the United States as a purely local 
phenomenon of very limited scope, not requiring any attention from 
the international hierarchy. The anti-anti-Counnunist movement in 
the United States was supposed to be fully able to blanket it satis¬ 
factorily. 

At the time of the sensationalized McCarthy era. we hnd no grass¬ 
roots movement, or anything comparable. World communism 
leaped into the "strugglo” then, revolving its propaganda assault 
around this one man. The present anti-Communist phenomenon is 
of immensely greater depth, for it is now a people's movement, that 
derives its direction from the public. When Senator McCarthy was 
active, the public was not alert to communism 03 any special danger to 
the United States. We were still in the World War II stupor into 
which we had been put when Nazi Germany allocked Soviet Russia, 
forcing Moscow onto tho Allied side. This is no longer the situation, 
for the public now wants to do something about communism, and 
wails to see something positive come out of official circles. 

During the years of hush-husli, our channels of communication, to 
all practical purposes, closed their pages to nnticommunism, ignored 
or downgraded anli-Communist books and writings, neutralized or 
squeezed out anti-Communist editors, authors and spcakeis. and mode 
Lhe tuili-Cominunist a socially undesirable person- labeled “anti¬ 
social" All the forces of propaganda were focused on his annihila¬ 
tion by discrediting him and his works. Nonetheless, nn anti-anli- 
CommunisL movement developed. 

The Rod manifesto makes plain that ideological differences are not 
to be nUowed?to stand in the way of crushing this anticommunism in 
America Non-Communist and even anti-Coinmunist elements ore 
to bo omoloyed for Red anli-Communist ends, to bo exploited ns far 
as possiblo under the hackneyod "unity" program, or without any 
overt program at all, just so long ns a popular or even a desirable end 
can be diverted into bringing about the Communist objective, which 
is the liouidntion of the anti-Communist movement, with the carpet 
to be pulled outjfrom under the Pentagon program, to assure a Red 
victory io this cold war battle. 

Anti-anti-communism, since the appearance of the manifesto, has 
come out into the open, taking tho offensive, os anyone acquainted 
with Red tactics should have been able to predict. Open attack has 
begun to supplement tbe former hush-hush, without replacing the 
suppressive aspects. All the well-known tactics employed hy tbe 
Reds in their pressure campaigns are more and more lining brought to 
bear. Such Red campaigns start with smears and character assassina¬ 
tion and go on to vicious rumor-mongering and the employment of 
the "big drive" technique, in which oil forms of public pressures are 
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focused on the target, from petitions and demonstrations to black¬ 
mail and corruption. 

The use of united front and youth group tactics places a special 
and heavy responsibility on our public-spirited people, those who 
genuinely seek the betterment of our society, especially our youth, 
imbued with nn idealism which must not be lost. The Moscow 
directive, in no insulting aloofness, ns if our best motivated citizens 
were just another breed of Pavlovion dog to be conditioned, lias 
started the exploitation of our youth and civic-minded citizenry in an 
utterly callous, overt manner, to use them to strangle the anti- 
Comnmnist grassroots movement, mill to put pressure on the White 
House and the Pentagon to interpret the anli-Communist training 
program into confused inaction, while awaiting its formal cancellation. 

People must not allow themselves to be used this way- As in any 
fight, they hnva to determine each step they take by Lite degree of 
aid and comfort it gives the enemy, and tho dangcre iuvolved. This 
is no easy choice in the fluid cold war arena. 

The attrition of the Pentagon training and alertness program, uod 
its nbolitiou in practice, whether its formal abolition can be put over or 
not, is by a propaganda flank attack. Communism cannot be mean¬ 
ingfully discussed without reference to Soviet Russia, the satellites 
and Red aggression, and infiltration in places such ns southeast 
Asia and Africa. Examples must be given, taken from life. These 
concern international affaire, of course, and llto different pereouolities 
in those hunts. Those who would hamstring or abolish the program 
in the Pentagon can be expected, therefore, to ignore cold war factors, 
anil "psywar" in general, and to lay all their stress on the traditional 
separation of politics and nonmiiitary matters from military discus¬ 
sion By forbidding tho participation of the military iu seminars 
or forums where politics and policy are discussed, nnh-Conmmnisl 
preparedness can be torpedoed, and the chsractcr-building aspects 
of the program can fie eliminated. As became evident ill tho Pcnin- 

K n while prisoners of war were still being exchanged, it is just too 
it to instill convictions—mental survival stamina—into our youth 
when they already are of military age. It has to bo done before. 

This attrition process is nlveiuSy underway iu the Pentagon Anti¬ 
communism is being interpreted in such n manner through prompt 
censoisbip of nil such material, as to take the sting out of it, and 
leave it a sterile, philosophical concept The Reds don't mind this. 
The impression has been given that to be auli-C'ouummist is to "stick 
one's neck out,” and selling this impression to the public is a suppres¬ 
sion tactic in itself. Peoplo apeak vaguely of "White House" or 
"State Depmtment" wishes, as if this meant President Kenned''s 
expressed will, or Secretary Rusk's. Even if it were so, there would 
be highly questionable factors iu nn American President or a Secretary 
of Slate "passing the word nloug," instead of proceeding through 
formal channels, on mailers on which the public lias been led to 
believe a certain policy was being implemented. RntJirr, I have 
come to believe that "the White House" and "State" have gradually 
come to mean anv one of the hundreds of staff members who work in 
the executive offices, and in practice anv ono of the extremely 
contrasting diameters used as advisers, or for any other purpose of 
background or guidance, by any one of the men formally designated 
as aids or advisers to tiro President, including his official spokesman, 
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and the multitude) of State Department officials. Thus it bus come 
about that ao impression bos become quite common that the White 
House (or State Deportment) wonts the Communist issue soft-pedaled, 
is against anticommunism, thinks the Red menace is abroad, not at 
borne, and that we ought to focus our nttontion on Communist in¬ 
trigue io, say Laos, and not go hunting for Reds here in America. 

The proffered justification for this is a numbers game; propor¬ 
tionately there are few known actual Communists. So. it is argued, 
they must be ineffective. Yet one Fuchs can be all the Reds need 
in a situation of dccisivostralcgic importance, ond one opportunist—ha 
doesn’t oven bavo to be a knowledgeable Red—would be sufficient to 
draw the sting from, say an nnti-Comraunisl training program on a mili¬ 
tary base, whoso person nel has to conic directly t-o grips wi tli communism. 

All sorts of signs, which in themselves would be without implica¬ 
tion, do take on significance on this issue through their repetition 
iu varied form. The cold war has reached its most intense stage, and 
the need for the backing and undereUuidmg of an informed public 
is unquestioned, or is supposed to bo. 

Some of the congressional publications contain material on the 
Red menace that is available nowhere else Many of tbeso are offered 
Tor sale by the Government Printing Office, which issues a biweekly 
list of new publications und occasionally a spccinl list of publications 
on specific subjects, including one ‘'relating to various aspects of 
communism." There is u greater need Llmu ever for such publications 
now. Various Stales, New York and Florida among them, have pro¬ 
vided couises in Lbcsthools which explaiu and ex pose. Communist tactics. 

Unfortunately, not till departments and ageuaes of the Government 
are consistently supporting aiiti-Coinuuimst efforts. 

Surely it didn't just happen that the fine Champion of Liberty 

S stage stamp sories is being faded out uf existence. Only the 
oscow-Poking bloc could have found anything to object to in it. 
The proclamation of a Captive Nations Week, when such actions take 
place, has its impact diminished. If we think we’re pleasing all sides 
this way, my experience of many years abroad convinces me that we 
only succeed in disgusting all sides by hucU devices. Technically, 
this may bo a decision of the Post Office, but so far as public impres¬ 
sion is concerned, it is supporting evidence for the rumors about "the 
word being passed along," a distinctly morale-brooking device, amoral 
in its nature. It's the old aoti-unti-Conumioist movement m rnoro 
vigorous form. The Reds neain are ablo to demonstrate that when 
the talk is over, they ood up by gotling what they want. 

Where youths ulmuail, as on college campuses, wr can witness their 
exploitation in acuonlanco with llio instructions in tbo Red Manifesto. 
1 am always somewhat astonished, although I should he accustomed 
to it by now, by the frank manner m which some enemy ol the United 
States tells exactly how he intends to attack us, and how each lirao 
ho can depend on confusionists and people who refuse to believe that 
he really moans what lie says, to cover up for him. The manifesto 
plainly declares: "There are new opportunities now to draw the 
younger generation into tbo struggle lor poaco and democracy, and 
for the great ideals of communism,'’ and we make beliuve these words 
mean what they do in our dictionary, instead of in tfio Red language, 
in which peace means submission by all to communism, and the regi¬ 
mented procedure of the Communist bloc is called democracy. In this 
manifesto, too, tbo Red tenet is repeated "that the ruling classes nover 
relinquish power voluntarily.” 


THE NEW DRIVE AGAINST THE ANTI-COMMUNIST PROGRAM 21 

How more clearly do we export the Pddng-Moscow Axis to Bay 
that, when we're sufficiently softened up, we’U be put out. of our 
capitalist miseries with a collectivized space punch? They won't say 
so more openly until after the event. 

No wonder our foreign friends grow desperate over our limitless 
nniveU, if it enn any longer be correctly labeled by such a nonviolent 
term. Our naivetd certainly had violent consequences for the freedom 
fighters in Hungary. 

Mr. fioumvi.vE. How would you suminsrite Communist strategy 
in the Red niiti-auti-Communist drive that you are describing? 

Mr. Huntek. In a ni'w-niiti-niiti-Coiiiniiniist. drive, the Reds ore 
exerting more intensified pressure, in o more obvious moil nor, employ¬ 
ing sucli distinctly Red techniques ns followthreugh and coordination. 

Coordination and foUowthrougli, used as "psvmar" lactic?, con 
m*ke almost anvthing possible of ochievenienl. Without these two 
supports to reinforce anil broaden the front, the best-thought schemes, 
and those with the mightiest potential, become duds, or fade out with 
such small impact that the net result is frustration, with all tbo dis¬ 
astrous effects this leads to. I have watched those Indies being 
successfully exploiter! by the enemy ogain and again. The Com¬ 
munists owe much of their consistent and stupendous victories in 
propaganda and in psychologieal warfare to l-hoir use.of coordination 
and follow-through. Wc have Imd fairly consistent results, too— 
only those were Iniltires—because we lacked coordination and follow- 
through. Indeed, the find evidence I've seen of it on our side seems 
In be the strange support for the new Red nnli-nnli-Coniiminis.t drive. 

Coordination and foUowthrougli iu "psywar" npply with the. force 
of law, the s»mo way as natural low, to all indiscriminately, irrespective 
of the right and the wrong of an issue. They’re tools of the trade 
that can be employed as weapons on uny eido. The present Red 
niili-nnii-Communist drive is a glaring example of their employment 
in psychological warfare, and it only recently began. Its signs ore 
still lew, visible mainly to the specialist who has the time for this 
kind of research. But they will be many, and broadly apparent to 
all, within a short lime. 

Coordination means the enlistment of all possible—at least all 
needed—persons of influence and groups of variouB kinds in support 
of or against a project. In this wav, attack can be launched simul¬ 
taneously from all directions, the enemy position infiltrated, and hit 
from flank and rear. Coordination also extends tbo scope of an 
attack to other fronts as well. 

FoUowthrougli means the. creation and implementation of separate 
supporting and expanding activities and projects, to gnin ovrrv pos¬ 
sible advantage from an initial attack, benefiting From the impetus it 
gives in throwing an enemy off balance, holding the initiative ns long 
as possible Perhaps it dorives from a different outlook. We've 
been raised to lift a man up if he falls down. Red technique is hi 
begin kicking when he’s stumbled and is already down. 

One only has to describe these tactics for them to be recognized as 
port of a lime-tried, Red strategy. The Communists have developed 
a system to both coordinate and foUowthrougli in thoir "psywar" 
offensives, such ns the present tnli-nnti-Communisl drive. They do 
it by using fronts, by granting a virtual semiautonoiny to local groups 
in the fulfillment of policy and projects, although always strictly 
witbia the framework of Communist Party line. 
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Without those two tactics, the Communist network could not have 
achieved a Traction of its gains, and probably would have been elimi¬ 
nated long ago. Without them, we get nowhere with our propagando 
and psychological warfare. Adding funds make no difference, except 
perhaps adding to the frustration. This makes it worse for our side 
So it has been. 

This raav be understandable, but hardly forgivable. There is no 
valid excuse for our failure in this field. We have a system nowadays 
that in effect eliminates coordination and followthrough by making 
the procedure too cumbersome, and too vulnerable to negative 
attitudes, wittingly or unwittingly. 1 have watched this negative 
pattern in operation too long to doubt its existence. It has been too 
effective in the destruction of projects to escape everybody's notice. 
Efforts to got at it, though, arc about as rewording as an attempt to 
grab hold oT a handful of water. One must be terribly naive to think 
all this just happened, that there's nothing deliberate about it. 1 
attribute it to those I call termites in the woodwork, who make sure 
we do not uchicvo coordination and followthrough. 

Our critical need for coordination has been recognized, and remedial 
stops even devised, but they have always been diverted or paralysed 
anu when no othor means of prevention were of avail, flatly disallowed 
without explanation, or for whatever irrelevant excuse served tho 
purpose. The some holds true for lack of followthrough. I have 
watched all this too long to consider it otherwise than as part of a 
pattern for failure. 

The anU-CommimiU movemen t that has grown up in the traditional 
grassroots manner in our country is a heaven-ami opportunity to bring 
coordination and followthrough into our "pay-war” strategy. The 
really thrilling and inspiring part of it is that t.lu.s i-oordiiiatinn and 
follow through was achieved m the nnli-Conimniiml movement within 
the framework of our free democratic and republican society of private 
initiative. It's just a start, of course, hut already rlToctii o. 

Red strategy is essentially weak because it is artificial; their fronts 
arc false fronts, Llicir unity is a deceit—nothing like what wc- rail our 
bipartisan policy. Except for our default, communism would have 
collapsed long ago. Only in a free s-n mly can there he genuine coordi¬ 
nation between all strata mid classics of society, in and out of govern¬ 
ment, united in common purposes This is what we have Ingun to 

achieve in our nnli-Communisl mov.out, in spite of timidity and 

even untaguniBm in high places, and a hush-hush in communications 
channels 

This is Ilia genuine collaboration that the Red unii-anlt-Coimnuniil 
drive is out u> destroy. Fiindnmoiil-illy, the whole process of nnli- 
ronimuinsm m tho United .Stales is ill imctri- ally opposed In the Red 
manner of operation and would ho fatal to it once it could become 
stable, and sure of its ground. This is why the Uni manifesto has 
summoned its followers, dupes, mid opportunists to destroy it by all 
means, before it- run attain solidify. Ailti-Collllinmisls iu the United 
Stales now have to fight a two-front war, against attack from their 
roar, as well as in front, 

This is a historic crossroads in onr struggle. Some day wo shall 
have to seek unity against Communist attack, if wc arc to surviue 
Tho Reds have, niado it plain; tliov will accept only our surrer.tler 
If wo stand by now mid see this genuine, people’s uiiti-Ccmmunist 
movement, with its collaborators in all spheres of our life, oertaiuly

Oppositioni to such shipments then falls into the category of "anti¬ 
communism, and receives tho smear treatment, if tie hush-hush 
ISO t sufficient. Somehow, on official who blocks such shipments 
may confidently expect to he penalized from some well-concealed 
airectioo Perhaps a columnist or a self-seeking politician will come 
lortn witn a smear against liiin on some extraneous matter. Soon 
everyone will be barking in tho Pnvlovian manner, chasing him 
down the garden pathway, off on a trail that makes no sense. The 
poor victim doesn t know what hit him. The grim joke about it is 
that lew in the wolfpack know why they are barking. 

Where matters end up by helping a Communist objective, such as 
the Ked anti-anti-Coinmunist drive all loo often of late, we enn 
detect obvious collaboration and foliowtbrough between some Gov- 
ernmeut offices and cortuin sections of the press. 

This is part of our now built-in system, with its concealing com- 
mittee complex. Under such circumstances, steps taken to control 
the diffusion of information to the public results in giving the edge 
or the monopoly, to clandestine exploitation ol it. The Reds have 
certainly shown themselves to he masters in that kind of play. 
Iney ve had years of experience in perfecting n around the world. 
Uie obsession ol the American reiiorter to get ail "exclusive" makes 
him the world's most vulnerable for a planted news item. An 
exclusive is all too often, in this environment, a reward for closing 
ones eyes to the background of an item. This is a part of the 
pattern. 

Don't confuse "exclusives" with "scoops," gentlemen "Ex¬ 
clusives have coins generally to mean regards for favors done: 
scoops aro won by personal initiative. Tliev'ro as different os 
eeokiDg ' nows from "gathering” news. 

If you don’t think there’s a vast gulf of difference, road the roams 
of debate on the subject during discussion in the U.N. Geueiul 
Assembly s Social Committee over the wording of the so-called 
free-press provision. Tbo Red bloc insisted on the right to "gather" 
news which obviously would be handouts, or "exclusives" dis¬ 
creetly distributed. We wnutcrl tho right to "seek"—seek out— 
news. The last 1 hoard, as was to be expected, wc bad compromised 
by accepting—certainly not vetoing—tiio Red blot’s version of a 
free press. ’ This is in accordance with our popularity obsession, of 
course, as contrasted with our abandoned adherence to principles 
Each time wc think we’ve added to our popularity this way, we’ve 
only chiselod away a bit more of freedom, which then makes us even 
less popular than beforu. 

Its also part of the double standard When an item is printed 
that is pro-Communisb in effect, it’s called enterprising journalism— 
beingobjective"—and wo letgo at that. When It’s anii-Communisl, 
it s being subjective and branded a breach of security, or at least a 
breach of confidence, and indignant voices ore raised demanding the 
pr m l ‘. c * bc rootei1 out a,, d made impossible of recurrence. 

Wove been conditioned to this double standard, so that unless 
wo stop and think about it, making o deliberate effort, wc arc inclined 
to lot the most glaring example* go undetected So-called liberals 
are demanding that the military drop its aiili-Coimnunist training 
and alertness progronv Those who take this line say it’s because ibe 
military should bo held to strictly military matters, and ahould lot 
other, civilian, department* deal wholly with the rest The impres¬ 


sion is given that this is a matter of principle, and has nothing to do 
with the anticommunism of it. They're such people of principle! 

But aren't they the same persons who were silent when pro-Com- 
munist indoctrination courses, glossing over the most extremo Red 
excesses, giving the Red slant on such matters as Chinese politics, 
dealing frankly with the political aspects of world problems, were 
being given by the U.S. Army 7 Our wartime information and educa¬ 
tion instruction sheets were sometimes as Red as Mao Tse-tung. 
They were frequently slanted to the Red side. So-called liberal 
circles were in favor of tins program Then, too, it was called a matter 
of principle. Then they said that soldiers had to learn for what and 
whom they were fighting. When principles switch abruptly, they're 
not principles, they're expressions of dialectical materialism, sugar 
coated to Americon taste, sheer ojiportunisra or plain hypocrisy. 

Everyone knows about the political commissar system of the Red 
Army That's boon improved upon sine® Stalin's dav—integrated, 
as it were- Let me quote from an article by Ked Army Gen. F. 
Golikov, head of the Chief Political Administration—what a title— 
of the Soviet Army and Navy. He wrote in Krasnavazvedzdn of 
May 27, 1959, as follows (Current Digest of the Soviet Press, p, 12, 
vol. XI, No. 22): 

For the successful accomplishment uf the tasks of ideological and educational 
work in the armed forces wc place crest hopes in the rapidly growing ties ot the 
Chief Political Administration aod tho lower level political agencies with the 
professional organisations of writers, artists, composers, journalists, sod theater 
and motion picture workers. 

The military discipline of the personnel must be farther strengthened with all 
the means of ideological work. 

The way we're heading now, with the pressure tightening on our 
most experienced and trustworthy Pentagon officers to restrict public 
statements to a constantly intensified central control, particularly 
ns concerns communism, we're edging into a situation where we. will 
find that, in effect, tve will have, adopted the method described by 
General Golikov. Wc will not have ceased indoctrination, but we will 
have regimented it—opposite tho wav wc intended. Jf anticom¬ 
munism is hushed up by default, we'll find that we'll be returning 
by default to the World "War, pro-Rcd tone of our military’s informa¬ 
tion nnd education program. The hush-hush really silences only olio 
side; that is how it has consistently worked out. 

In this modern world of mind warfare, that is being waged against 
us, it is impossible to remain static If we're not allowed to train and 
alert pcoplo against communism, they will be softened up to be 
victims of it. The communications field is just too vast, having 
expanded even faster in the transportation of messages than in the 
transportation of people and freight. Let the Red anti-aoli-Coinniu- 
ni3t drive attain its immediate objective, and wc will make sure its 
long-range objective will be attainable, too. This will be the mental 
and moral disarmament of our people, in and out of military servico. 

Suppression of the onli-Coinmunist training and alertness program 
is to mind warfare what our one-sided disarmament would be in the 
weapons field. We would have no alternative to surrender, to tho 
fulfillment of the creeping defentism best characterised by the horrible 
slogan, "Better Red than dead.”

This is signed W. R. Sracdberg III, Bureau of Navy Personnel. 
The second of these documents merely makes sure that if there is 
any other hard-hitting material against our eDeray laying about, or 
in the files; obtained in collaboration with the public in pursuance of 
the Presidential directive declaring this to be a problem of the military 
and the public both, it will not be used. 

The other document merely backstops this new line. Frankly, 
1 ain quite concerned over what material will substitute for what has 
been withdrawn, in effect. If the withdrawn material is loo strong, 
wbat replaces it obviously will be weaker. While Moscow is firming 
up ils anti-American stand, wc me softening ours, so for os the minds 
of tlie men who would have to do the lighting and dying are concerned.

2 Background: The commercial, narrated filmstrip "Communism on the 
Map" tins been determined, by official review- under Department of Defease 
evaluation procedures, oa not required for Armed Forces training, internal infor- 
nation, or public information programs. Attention is invited to Ilia manv 
officially approved materials in live nrea of anticommunism, including pamphlets 
and motion pictures produced by the Office of Armed Forces Information and 
Education, which are available through Navy and Marine Corps information 
programs 

3. Action: The filmstrip "Communism on tho Map" shall uot bo purchased bv 
Navy or Marine Corps Activities nor shall it be used by Department ot the Navy 
personnel. 

4. Caneettation: This notice is canceled for record purposes on October 31, 
1901. Its retention beyond thnt date for reference purposas is authorised. 

This is signed ['Paul B. Fay, -fr , Under Secretary of the Navy." 
It brings ibo auli-anti-Cnintuunist drive a very big step forward, if 
"forward” is the proper word lo use. It’s certainly to the Com¬ 
munist advantage in the war for the mind. A fundamental object,ivo 
of the Red drive is to cut off Pentagon participation in lbs grassroots 
movement that is at long Inst awakening our people. The American 
people as a nation must learn these facts, as our Government had 
already officially rcrogninert, if we are lo attain mental survival 
stamina. This order goes far - it is a tremendous step—toward forbid¬ 
ding such participation. We disarm unilaterally to this extent in 
the sphere that is crucial in (his war—mind warfare. It is shocking. 
Mr. Sourwtke. Hcre is one more. 
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Mr. Hunter. Thank you. This also is new to me. This is from 
Allantic Command, Headquarters of the Commander in Chief, Nor¬ 
folk 11, Va. t June 14, 1961, and is signed “Horatio Rivero, Deputy 
Chief of Sriiff.'' 1 will read it: 

1. Purpose: To provide policy guidance of new* aud classification of material 
within tin: Department of Defense. 

2. Discussion: At a new* conference in Washington, D.C., May 20, 1901, the 
Honorable Robert S. McNamara discussed the subject of dissemination of infor¬ 
mation to the public unri classification of material uithsn the Department of 
Defense. The following extracts from the Secretary's remarks are quoted: 

‘‘The public information policies of the Department of Defense require a delib¬ 
erate occommodalion of two competing values. As President Kennedy ha* 
observed, the challenge of our time* impose* two require menu that seem almost 
contradictory iu tone, but which wc must reconcile unit which we umsi fulfill 
There in the need for greater public information and the r.ccd for greater official 
secrecy. 

“In order to provide some further guidance for tbo*.e of u*. all of i«, both 
military and civilian officials alike, who must deal with this problem. 1 suggested 
Tour principles to help the member* of the Deportment to meet both these require¬ 
ment*. The application of these principles, although they might restrict the 
flow of properly classified information to eoinc extent, would encourage more 
open, mora responsible discussion of the pros anrl cons of the national defense 
policies and practice*. The four principles ore: 

"(1) In a democratic society the public must be kept informed of Hie 
major issue* in national defense policy, because the most important issues 
are likely to be the most difficult one*; the argument* on both side* must be 
made clear so that there can he a consensus of coincidence in the ultimnte 
deci*ion. We are under a special obligation to disclose mistakes and ineffec¬ 
tive administrative operations. 

"Thu public has at luiwt on much right to bod new* a* to good new* 

"(2) It is essential to avoid disclosures of information that can be of 
national assistance to our potential enemies, and therefore weaken our defense 
position. It i* equally important to avoid ovurclaanifiention. when in doubt, 
underclaaslfv. In no event should ovc/classification be used to ovoid public 
discussion of controversial matter*. 

"(3) Public statements of what appear* U> he Deportment of Defense 
policy must reflect that policy in effect. 

•*(4). In public discussion nil officers of the Department should confine 
themselves to defense matters. Avoid discussion of foreign policy matter*, 
n field which is reserved for the President and the Department of Slate. 
This long-e*Ublished principle recogniie* the danger that when Defense 
officials express opinion* as to foreign policy, Hiclr words may be taken as the 
policy of lliu Government. 

3. Action: Information contaiued in paragraph 2 above Is forwarded for 
information and guidance. 

Mr. SoufiwiNE. Whitt do you say u> this? 

Mr. Huntisr. It tlie fourth point wore obeyed, in the kind of con¬ 
flict in wliir.li wo arc engaged, wc would return to the condition of mind 
disarmament we wore in when the Hods struck in Korcn. It cannot 
bn obeyed without disobeying tho directive* that wore supposed to 
enforce the code for our men who mny be captured by Communists, 
and it cannot be obeyed without making believe there is no such thing 
as brainwashing, that what look place in tho prisoner of war rainps 
was a bail dream, a hallucination perhaps that never happened. Wc 
arc rewriting history, in effect. We are also betraying ourselves. 
In the arena of the cold war, the Red anti-onli-Communist drive, as 
ordered by the Red manifesto of December 5, 1000, 'von n stunning 
victory for itself on—let me see, what is the date of the document I 
just read—May lfi, 1901. Why do wo do these things? Oh well

The Glenview school wits adjudged a areat siiitvss by its sponsors and partic¬ 
ipants, and also, nj>p*reiiUv, by many residents of this area who had uo part iu it. 

Jack Mobley, who at Iho lime was a columnist for the Chicaao Doily News 
and president ol tlic Clcuvi«u Village Board, wrote approvingly of the venture hi 
hi* column. He also aponaorcd a resolution of commendation by tlir tillnee 
board that passed with only V i>c negative vote. 
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Dut there were & number of dissenting views. These were based chiefly on tlie 
grounds that the school fostered an atmosphere of au«picion and intolerance 
toward peraona of moderate and liberal political convictions, >ind that it held up 
to ridicule and ariticiam certain established foreign policy positions of the Federal 
Government thol the Navy was required to support. 

One of the dimonters was Mrs. Norinn Mornson, a housewife who serves on the 
Glenview Village Roard. Mr*. Morrison refused to vote tn favor of the com¬ 
mendatory resolution. 

"I received a number of rather nasty telephone calls about it," she said recently, 
'•most of them anonymous And at night They accused me of being a ‘Red* or 
’pink’ or ‘Anti-Catholic’—which, of course, 1 om not." 

"Aud iho next meeting of the board," she declared, "a resolution was prepared 
demanding my resignation, but Jack Mobley ailed it out of order and refused to 
let it come up." 

Mt OP K.ISO It'S TKLEChAII 

Another diwenUr was Or. Tyler Thompson, a professor of religion At North¬ 
western University and a Democratic candidate for the House last full. While 
the school was in progress lost September, he sent this telegram to Willium B.

This editorial, one of Llirr keynote attacks marking Iho start of the 
Red nnU-nnti-Communist drive in tho press could be used os a text¬ 
book example of what hits the general title of the "poison pen tactic 

fnthostyieof Red "psy wnr", tho New York Post editorial of May 25 
subtly links smear symbols to tho new target group, which hitherto 
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hod been given the hush-hush treatment, and against which there hiul 
been no breath of criticism. The lone of the editorial is gentle satire, 
along the patronizing, supercilious line that is the hltlbnnik of certain 
fake sophisticated circles that have appropriated the fine, old word 
libera! as a cloak for what is utterly illiberal. So, the New York 
Slate Division of Military and Naval Affairs is "hardly burdened 
with problems of grand strategy" and "lias discovered a popular new 
battle terrain," which is support, of meetings " ostensibly dealing with 
the danger of communism." The word "ostensibly" indicates that 
lliis is not its real purpose, but some other, concealed, aim. Further 
on, by linking it to the Birch Society through a "spiritual connec¬ 
tion"—whatever this means the impression is conveyed, although 
not 6aid, that this is a Fascist (Nazi) plot Even a racist slui is gratui¬ 
tously brought in by a reference to "know-nolhingism." Incidentally, 
this is the line the Red Manifesto lias ordered implemented in its fight 
to crush thu aoti-Communist alertness and training program in the 
United States, especially in such powerful centers us the Pentagon 
The editorial makes its point tmntisltiknbly with the sentence: 
"Needless to snv, the enterprise boars no serious rei'ition to the Com¬ 
munist problem."

General Walker was the commander of the Twenty-Fourth Infantry Division 
in Germany at the time 

fOUCT RET I YEARS AOO 

Ia hi* anti-Communist effort General Walker was operating under a three- 
year-old policy ol the National Security Council. Thia called for a mobilisation 
of ail arms of Government—military, diplomatic, civilian—In the "cold-war" 
*t niggle. 

Where the general went wroug, apparently, was in confusiug his own |K>liliciU 
inclinations with the Administration's strategy for fithung the "cold war " 

Hieh official* at the Pentagon h*\e said that they hopo this example will have 
a restraining effect on other military men whose seal ia the same cause has been 
creating mount ini embarrassment for them. 

"No other disciplinary action* arc being considered now," said Arthur Sylvester. 
Assistant Secretary of I>efeo*a for Public Affairs. 

"It ia no *ecret, however, that this sort of activity by representatives of tho 
Defense Department has been a disturbing problem for us. We are trying to 
reach a more rational handling of thl* aspect of the 'cold war' effort than has been 
the esse in the past." 

The problem for the Pentagon arises out of the fact that * number of its higher 
ranking officer* havo participated in or publicly lent their support to a variety of 
so-called fomms, schools, and seminars, ostensibly focused on the Issues of national 
security However, many of those groups—at least incidentally—arc preoc¬ 
cupied with radically right-wing political philosophies. 

STRESS ON ANTI-COMMUNISM 

The Chief ingredient of »hes* philosophies is often a militant anti-communUm, 
The argument Is that Communist subversion today Is rife among the school*, 
the churches, labor unions, Government offices and elsewhere, and that this Is a 
far greater threat to national survival than the international aspect* of the 
Communist conspiracy. 

In this argument, liberal Urn ia equated with aocialiam and sociabsm with com¬ 
munism. Thus it opposes most welfare legislation, many programs for Inter¬ 
national cooperation such as foreign aid sod disarmament conference*, and aov 
effort by this Government to a*ek accommodations with the Soviet Union. Such 
activities are depicted as a playing into the hands ol tha Communists, and some- 
limes a* stemming from Communist subversion. 

Aa part ol auen indoctrination, citiiena often ore urged to form their own 

E pt to “educate" others about the Communist menace and to be alert in 
-raing Communist influences in their neighborhoods, schools, newspaper* 
and local governing bodies. 

The genesis of this problem goes back to the so-called "cold war policy" wvolvod 
by the National Security Council in the summer of 1058. 

That was a year uf mounting international tension* when Communist power 
scornrd to be on the riae around the world. Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
waa theu the victim of assaults by Communist mobs during a good anil tour of 
South America; President Eisenhower dispatched Marines to Lebanon lo fend 
off Communist political aggression* in the Middle East; Communist China stepped 
up its artillery attacks onQuemoy and Matsu. 

"cou> war" widened 

President Eisenhower and hia top policy leaders decreed that the "cold war" 
could uol be fought aa a ecriea ol separate and often unrelated actions, as with 
foreign aid and propaganda. Rather, it must be fought with a concentration of 
oil the resource* of the Government and with the full undorsUodiog aod support 
of the civilian population. It was decided, in particular, that the military should 
bo used to reinforce the "cold-war" effort 
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This woa the substance of the still-classified "cold-war policy" paper of the 
Notional Security Council. 

It* implementation to the Department of Defense *'■* ordered through a 
aeries of directives and guidance papers, also classified, directed to the top civiliao 
aod uninformed authorities These officials were told to take positive measures 
to alert the troop* uoder their command and the public at largo to the issues of 
national security and the "cold war.” 

How apecific these directives were as to the particular tools and approaches to 
be employed in this effort cannot be learned. But commanding officers were 
supplied wilb literature and speech male rial and were required to report regularly 
on their "cold-war" activities. 

However, it i* known that commanding officers were allowed wide latitude in 
applying the directives within their commands 

Of the hundreds of military bases here and abroad, only a score have become 
involved io these programs to the point that they have caused alarm among the 
new civilian team io the Pentagon. Official* su*pect, however, that the trend la 
somewhat more widespread than their report* currently Indicate. They are 
quietly Iryiog to find out how widespread it is 

A typical example about whloh thoy do know Is a seminar labeled Project 
Action. 

This wi* held at the Naval Air Station, Wold-Charaberlnio Field, Minneapolis, 
on April 28 and 29 of this year. Copt. Robert T. Kieling is the commanding 
officer of the station. Ho was a co-sponsor of the program io collaboration with 
a committee of the Minneapolia-St. Paul Cmrober of Commerce. 

Tbs official announcement described the program a* follows 

•The purpose of Project Action Is to inspire the citizens uf this area to take an 
active part in the war against the danger that threatens our freedom and American 
way of life. 

•The progrom of talks end prcvoUlions by nationally known leaders for the 
cause of democracy will bring to light fact* and Oguroe concerning the rising 
crime rate, juvenile delinquency, drug addiction, tho general degradation of 
morals, the complacent nttitudo toward patriotism and the tremendous gain* 
the Communist conspiracy is making in this country • • • 

The United Slates Naval Air Station is making facilities available for the 
seminar at the request of the Twin Citi® Council for American Ideals. Out-of- 
local-ursa participants arc invited to take advantage of overnight accommodations 
on the air station. A nominal fee of 60 cent* per person wiU be charged. The 
|seminar] fee of $7,80 Includes two noon meals. 

Approximately 500 persona from the upjsr Middle West attended the two-day 
program. Amo’og the lecturers who addressed them were Dr. Cerhard Neimeycr. 
Unlveraily of Notre Dame; Dr Nicholas Nyarsdi, Oradlev University. Dr. B. N. 
Dengalon, Maywood, III., and two defectors from the Soviet Union. Several 
films were shown and literature was distributed purporting to explain the nature 
of Communist subversion, with particular emphoals on iU stuck upon American 
morals 

Among the Rcores of letters concerning Project Action thst reacrcd the Pentagon 
in the following days was one from a newspaper editor. It aaid in part: 

"Perhaps someone can clear up for ua our lock of undersUnding as to just how 
oosponaorahip of such activiti s fits in with the Navy mission, or the over-all 
military missloo, for that matter. It must be admitted that Ihs local Project 
Action is politically partisan io a very real sense, although tho partisanship is not 
of the party label type.” 

Another example of thcae political activities concerns Capt Kenneth J. Singer, 
commanding officer of the Sand Point Naval Air SUbon. Seattle, Wash. Hie 
activities over the last year have aroused a storm of controversy. Hundreds of 
letters, supporting and ooodeenning him, have poured into the Pentagon and 
Congressional offices In recent weeks. 

In pursuing what he describes as a program of 'moral leadership," on aod off 
base, Captain Sanger lion made wide use of two controversial films, "Operation 
Abolition" aod "Communism on The Map." 

The Orel film was produced by the House Committee on Un-American Activ¬ 
ities ss a counler-weapoo against those who sought last year to terminate it* 
career. It deplete us Communist inspired and managed last year's student riots 
In San Francisco, where tho committee held an inquiry. The message of the film 
Is that Communist Influence ha* infiltrated school life across tbe nation. Critics 
contend ths film is distorted sod misleading.

Tills has grrsllv alnimed many mllitArr mrn who briievr that the unuon must 
breed a tougher tvpa of soldier if It i* U* sur^ve in another war. To many schooled 
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(n tho military discipline, there ia a link between this moral and intellectual 
"soltueaa" and certain social and political trend! in American life over the lut 
two dccadea. 

The other consideration is that under the so-called "cold war policy" evolved 
by the National Security Conucil In 1958, commanding officers were encouraged 
to help stimulate a widespread public awareness of the challenges and problems 
of national security- Inevitably, many interpreted the national peril in their 
owe political terms, and, like Genorai walker, shaped their attaeks accordingly. 

The new civiUan team In the Pentagon Una begun a careful screening of the 
vast amount of primed and filmed material used by the services in their programs 
of lioop indoctrinstion and community relations. The only positive step Ihev 
hove taken so far is to bon official use of the film "Communism on the Map, 
and to relegate "Operation Abolition" to a '-'wheo-nsked-for" basis of availability. 

"But this sort of scrceniog doesn’t directly affect General X if he wants to 
mskc a speech about communism in the schools or plsy footsie with tire Birch 
Society pcoplu," on official explained. "Unless he gels 'wsv off base, like General 
Walker did, we can't discipline him. 

"There ia a big gray area here where the difference between right nnd wrong - 
between saying too much and not saying too much—is terribly hard to distin¬ 
guish. Who is to tell a three-star admiral how right wing—or how left wing—his 
political outlook cao he? 

"Our best hope is that. the extremists will begin to get the message them¬ 
selves. ss from Genera) Walker and ss from speeches of the secretaries, and use 
good judgment in what they say and do."

Tlia weekly Worker, published in New York nnd datod Sunday, 
July 16 (though appearing on news Lunds July H, a couple of days 
earlier), included the directive (signed bv Gun ffall, General Secretary 
of the Communist l’nrty of the United Stales) outlining implementa¬ 
tion for the Red Manifesto proclaimed in Moscow on December S, 
1960. 

This occupied the double spread in tbc center of the paper. It 
struck out at the "ultra-right," offered the Pentagon's 1958 directive 
as u special target, and laid down tactics to be employed concerning 
President Kennedy nnd his administration. 

Arrogant and obvious as the directive appears regarding the White 
House and the administration generally, it cannot be brushed off, 
because the Rods have given sufficient evidence of their skill and 
facilitios in entrapping Don-Communists and even anti-Communists 
into falling into step behind them on some major pro-Comuiunist 
issues. Both Republican and Democratic Parlies could be forewarned 
of euch traps by finding out this easy way about the Red plan for them. 
Thrra isn't anything now about the way Communists operate, any 
more than there was about the Non,is Tolalitnriaiis of such type 
contemptuously proclaim their tactics, in couliilenco that the tree 
World, especially the United States, will be too dense to believe what 
it hears and roads, anil unable to see through confusion deliberately 
fomented ns a scruen for tbc intrigue, and too flexible to adopt a firm 
stand, even if, at last, what is being porpclrafed against them dawns 
upon them.

Map.' 

The entire line of policy, coupled with CiA and similar training in subversive 
And niiteohict activities, can not holp but create our own "Pronch Go no rail®." 
who feel at home in fascin circle*, and are ready to lend themselves to thoir obiec- 
tivo. It is an outgrowth of 20 year* of militarization, of the elo*o cooperation 
between tho armed force* and monopoly in handling n *40-billion budget annually, 
and of • desperation horn of x bankrupt foreign policy. 

This complex of monopoly and the military, nurtured on war economy, boa 
diverted science to military use* aicnoal ijiilirely, buying nut the main branches 
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of higher education and bringing within lliie web largo section* of the student 
youth and intellectuals 

When von get Ibis combination of high-ranking military officers, the fascist 
organisations m North and South, tho Right Repubtican-Dixieerat coalition, and 
deep inroad* into governmental bodies and in tho educational system, wc can 
surely *ny that the threat from the ultra-Right a serious indeed. 

The aim of this movement, shored by the varied element* of the ultra-Right 
and reaction, is the complete destruction of democracy, the wiping out of the 
main social gains won by labor ami the |*eople in the past decade?, the suppression 
or subversion of independent people’s organisation.* like the trade unions, pcaco 
groups, and Negro societies, and the incarnation of jimcrowisin and racism on a 
national creed—iu a word, a garrison state that will seek to drive the country to 
war and self-dcxtruciiou. - 

s. THE KEKKEOr AOMIS18TBATION 

The policic* and actions of the Big Business-dominated Kennedy Administra¬ 
tion during the first six niouliis played into the luinds of the ultra-Right. In 
subatoncc, tho miuu direction of iu blow* ha* been against peace and independence, 
against democratic and civil rights, n gam at labor. 

In this brief period, the Administration managed lo proclaim a policy of "para- 
military* intervention against national liberation movements, stepped up the 
arm* race and the cold war, and launched the military adventure again*l Cuba. 

It sought to "coo> off” the Freedom Riders, and ha* evaded legislative uutl 
executive action in the held of civil right*. 

It invoked the Toft-Hartley law against Ihe maritime striker*. 

Tl*c Department of Justice declare* the intention of the Administration to 
follow through on the fateful Supreme Court nuti-Cominunist decision* by 
renewed vigorous prosecution of the Communist Parly. 

By proclaiming Communism the "real and imminent danger," President 
Kennedy has accedvd io the central pretext under which the ultre-Right and 
fascist trend* seek their aim*, and bn* thereby stimulated reaction. 

Not on Faictal Road 

The Kennedy Administration pursues this course because It is dominated by 
the big monopolies and financier* whore Interest* it serve*. This must be kept 
firmly in mind. Yet, while rocoanixiug that it ha* taken measure* which further 
curtail democratic rights, it would be a serious mistake to consider tbe Kennedy 
Administration os embarked at present on the fascist road, 

To make the proper differentiation batwvru Kennedy nnd the ultra-Hlght i* 
the central tactical problem faced by the entire Left and all progressives. It is 
not simple Kennedy I* not a Roosevelt Since hi* election, he ho* been moving 
iu a reactionary direction. But it is oot inevitable that he will continue along 
this path, giving ever wider opening* to the ultra-Right. 

If the tactical problem is solved correctly, i« will be possible to slam shut the 
door on the ultra-Right, defeat It, eud forco a shift in policy upon tbe Administra¬ 
tion Itself io the direction of peace and democracy. 

Kennedy'i Contradictory Courtt 

It seems to me we must always keep in mind the various necessities and com¬ 
mitment* with which the Kcnnody Administration must operote, and which the 
ultra-Right wants to ignore and shove aside 

The Kennedy AdmiutslrnLioa pursue* a contradictory course which flows from 
the instability of the U.S. imperialist position, from the new relationship of world 
forces (the growing strength of the socialist, anti-imperialist, and peace lorcre), 
which it recognises but dor* not fully and properly areeav Its wavering course 
result* also from prewuire of the of paoplc in our country, particularly 

from tho working tins*, the Negro people, tlic peace force* which have been it* 
main aupport mid whirl* elected it. 

This *ig-ang. oscillating course is to be seen in a number of facts: For cxomplc, 
even while malnlaiairiK a cold-wor policy, the Administration ram sins committed 
to a position of ncaotiation with the Sorist Union—a* oo Berlin, Uo», nuclear 
Ictlinu and disarmament It is no *">all matter that Kennedy, despite all ha said 
against it hail to resume tails with Khiiikhchev at Geneva, talks which hod been 
matured by the U-2 incident. 

It i* aUo ot «i:ul6cnncc that Kennedy decided not Iu bark up the cmi-reinvasion 
of Cuba with direct and open U S. military support, as crinnnal and reprehensible 
as was his decision to go through with tb« military adventure, nnd as acriou* as 
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still is the denser of U S. imperialist intervention It is also noteworthy that 
Kennedy must still seek to maintain democratic and anti-colonial pretense* in his 
dealiens with tho national liberation movement. Although hia objective remain* 
to contain and reverse them. This oreotr* certain embarrassments for him in 
world affairs, ip view of anti-democratic measures at home. 

Tht Important Difference 

It Is of course true that theae maneuvers, pretenses, and conceninmi are farced 
upon him by the strength of the world peace forces, by the deterioration of im¬ 
perialism, by the declining world prestige aud poaitiou of U.S imperialism in 
particular, and by the deep-rooted peace and democratic sentiment of the Ameri¬ 
can people- 

But the fact remains that the Kennedy administration hu not dosed the door to 
occomcnodatioo Ut theae world realities, aa the ultra-Right wishes It to do. and 
this involves a certain recognition of the new necessities of the preseut-day world 
at home and abroad. This is an important difference, which the forces for peace 
and democracy inuat recognize and exploit in order to bring about the required 
change iu national policy. 

Turning to the domestic scene, we must also recognize that os a consequence of 
the elections and of labor. Negro, and liberal support, it is difficult for Kennedy to 
ignore his commitments in tha field of social legislation, which the ultra-Rigbl 
would like to cancel out entirely, As inadequate as hia measures are, they have 
to bo fought for io a reactionary Congress 
Shedding oj Jllueiont 

ft is r» good thing that many of tho illusions about Kennedy in tho ranks ol 
labor, the Negro people and other popular circles ore now being shed as a rent! 
of experience. I need only mention the deep cleavage, after the Cuban fiasco, 
among the liberals who supported Kennedy, the sharp criticism from labor 
following his uso of Toft-Hartley, the scorn with winch many Negro leaders and 
militants greeted the "cooling off" proposition with respect io implementing of 
tho rights of Negro Americans, the vigor with which the youth movement fights 
the unti-democratic attack. 

Moreover, there is a grow ing Insistence in the ranks of labor and among other 
people's forces upon more adequate and far-reaching measures to meet the acvere 
problem of mounting unemployment, which hits become a permanent fixture 
•dueling the lives of millions. The paltry measures of the Administration leave 
practically unsolved the many accumulating social problems arising from auto¬ 
mation, the impoverishment of entire regions, the permanent eviction of millions 
of fanners from production, the old and now alum areas, the special auffering of 
the muatea of Nogro, l'ucrto Kic»DS and othor underprivileged Americans, the 
crisis of the educational system, and the chaotic couditioue of tho Metropolitan 
areas. Much more needs to be done to even approach the oolulion of problems 
of the aged, public health and the youth. The rising mans movements in the 
country bear witness to the growing determination of the people to find positive 
solutions. 

It would be wishful thinking to assume that all liberal or forward-looking forces 
in the Kennedy camp, who must in their way participate in tnrniug tho tide, are 
equally aware of the double role played by Kennedy. These elements can become 
an effective positive force once lltey realize It is neaaaary to fight Kennedy's cold 
wor and antidemocratic policies in order to defend democracy nnd to close the 
door to tho extreme Right and defeat the threat from that direction 
A PCIO Cold War Ifeiolution 

We ueod to be aware that when people in large numbers become disillusioned or 
punicky there in always tho danger that they nmy be entrapped by the demagogy 
of the Ultra-Right, especially when their leaders become the instruments or allies 
of monopoly. For cxnniDle, the recent statement of the AFL-CIO executive 
council, drawn up by profeMiouaJ anti-Communists, supports the most aggressive 
warlike incitement In the so-called Berliu crista, and even urges the resumption of 
nuclear testing. 

Such a position enn only have the most harmful effects upon the struggle* of 
Lhr. trade unions themselves lor ccunoiuic and socinl demand), help the employers 
wi e‘ c» «l>c unions, and opon the door wid# to tho ultrn-Kight type of demagogy 
within hlior itself. The council resolution, I urn sure, does not represent the 
view of most trade unionists, nor even of all heads aud officers of the unions in Uis 
executive council. It Is about time that labor leaders with views closer to the 
fadings of the membership should spunk out cluarly against the cold war and 
renrtloitury position which It imposed by a small group st the top. 
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The Maw Enemy 

To sum up on ibis point, it seems to me that the wav to wet the “mque tact4c^ 
problem presented by a threat from the extreme Right and by an Administration 
moving in a reactionary direction is somewhat along these lines 

It would be a serious mistake to underestimate the dangers to P*»®J "‘‘J 
democracy of the Kennadv Administration It would be no lew serious a mistake 
to under-rate the possibilities of pressuring it in another direction It i* esseuUM 
to fight imperialism, war, and reactionary measures whether they come from the 
Kennedy government or the ultra-Rights. . 

However, tho siiuauon require* that the main direction of Ihc attack should 
be at the warmongering end fascist forces, who are pressuring t4ie kcimedv 
Administration further Uj the Right- At the same time, evfrv policy or act ion 01 
Kennedy that plays into the hand# of the Right should be sharply opposed and 
criticized, buildiug up the pressure# upon the Administration for n change of 
policy »n the direction of peaceful co-c.xistcnce mul defense of democracy.

First, of course, it to neeauary to reach a 
mutually agreed-upon outlook fur the immediate period "head, agreement on 
tactic* and ou program* This requires discussion anion* nil forces of the Left, 
in winch pan', differences are subordinated to the uecd iu find common around to 
meet tho onslought of rcncuou. SHU better, common action should de\clop 
around such issues and position* that eaii be immediately agreed upon, even 
while broader and long-range discussions proceed. 

AtUludu to Commumet Party 

One of the obstacles in some part* ol the Left is a sharply critical or negative 
altitude to the Communist Parly. Somo of it is of older social-democratic or 
TrotakyiU origin, but another current is of more recent vintage. This is the 
product iu one way or another or the intensified campaign by Big Business against 
communism, ol the renewed reactionary oitncVe, and or lh* recent emu in the 

C ^ndoubteSy. l lha Party ensi* coutc.buled to a certain disorientation in the 
Left. While 1 realise that this cannot be dismissed with a sweep of the hand, the 
fact remains that the new reactionary attack opened by the Supreme Court 
decisions ha# created b new situation both for the Party and the tnUro Left. 

For example, huw can the position now be defended that the Communist Party 
it no longer needed in tha United Stales? Those an the Left who claimed this 
should think over how it is that the reactionary majority of the Supreme Court, 
for iU own motives aod reasons, came to a amular conclusion. 

Naturally, we hev« refused to accept this judgment, whether it comes from the 
High Court or elsewhere On the contrary, we have .nude dear our firm doUr- 
uiinaUou to defend the Constitutional rights of tl;c Party ugsmst every effort of 
the Deportment of Justice to force na to comply with the monstrous registration 
and other provisions of Ilia nnU-Cominuuist laws 

Is this a errvice or a disservice to the Left and lo the cause of pence mid democ¬ 
racy? Would it not Ik a disastrous setback to the loft nnd all forces of prosreu 
if those who » tailed to smash us or dissolve u» hud their way? Is not the launching 
of a new attack against us a signal that pcaee and democracy are In serious dnnger7

In fact, it wu the clear fighting stand of the Communist I'arty which made 
possible the first victory in the struggle against the implementation of the Court 
decisions—the staying of the inundate pending consideration of the petition for 
rehearing in Um Fall irrra of the Supreme Court. 

A very important lesson is to be learned from this. No matter what one’s 
attitude may be towards the Communist Party, it must be recognised that the 
fight for its rights os a political party is k matter of defending the Dill of Right* 
and ail democratic rights, and is the concern of all, especially of all Left, demo¬ 
cratic, and peace forces, and not of the Communists alone This is an old lesson, 
but sometimes it has to be learned anew. 

Roll of Communiel lun « 

Thorefore, I think it « clear that the Left and progressive forces cannot permit 
themselves to be split on the Communist issue, if there is to be unity and common 
action. Refusal u> work with Communists for defense of peace and democracy 
and for Iho people’s needs is the first step, sometimes the decUivo one. in tilting 
the people's forces It is the wedge driven into the ranks of labor and the people 
by reaction, as its most potent weapon against the popular movements. 

Anil-Communist attitudes in the rnnkl of the Left mid progressive forces enn 
only have the result of contributing to the aims of reaction by spreading the kind 
of ideological confusion that can render the mo% ing forces of the people helpless 
and ineffective. 

Therefore, if unity is to be attained in the ranks of the Left ns a meant of stimu¬ 
lating wider activity—if such unity means anything—it tnial be unity of Com¬ 
munist and non-Coinmunisi forces, with the give and take that is required to 
reach minimum agreement. II there is one thing everyone should have learned 
from the history of the past decades it is the stalwart and indispensable role of 
Communists in the struggle against reactionary and war forces. 

United Front Electoral Policy 

Finally, let me emphasize what I think is a central objective toward which all 
forces on the Left are striving. If the tactic outlined iu the previous section it 
correct, and I think it is, the need for an independent electoral policy for the Left 
and progressive forces around which broader peace and democratic forces can be 
mobilized, assumes extraordinary importance 

The Left and progressives, including ourselves, liave not given this the serious¬ 
ness it requires, for wbteh we have not refrained from criticising ourseWo*, as can 
be seen from our report to the national committee in January of this year. 

The municipal elections in New York and otlirr cities aresent an opportunity 
which should not be missed to take the initial *b*p» tow.-ml an indcpcnuoul united 
front electoral policy, around the central issues of peace, equal right*, the people's 
needs, and democracy. In evolving such a policy and united front electoral 
tickets, we should alio look ahead to the elections of 1901 and 1964, with the anu 
of presenting meaningful alternatives to labor, the Negro and other people’s 
forces in term# of their needs and interests. This is a hig task, and needs the 
unstinting attention and energy of the Left and progressive forces In all fields 
Action Needed Now 

I am confident that the onslaught of reaction can be repulsed, and the country 
again set on the course of peace and democracy. The Communists, for thrir pari, 
are ready to join with all other Left and progressive forces to establish the per¬ 
spective and unity that is required if rcuotion is to be defeated and p*-ace defended 

The Communists have no self-sen ing interest ill urging unity of l-cft and pro¬ 
gressive forces. Everyone recognises that such unity is needed to defeat reaction 
and end the cold war. The situation itself begs for common actions, united 
front*, and broader parallel movemonta—all serving the came of peace and 
democracy. 

It Knots to me imperative that Left and progressive forces should not low a 
moment in beginning now to find the common meeting ground, in fraternal dis¬ 
cussions, for the united front approach and programs leading to common aeuon 
for common objectives. 

There should bo a coming logelhcr of such forces io the ranks of labor, in the 
Negro rights movement, in the youth movement, among tlia advocates of peace 
Thu effort ahould be made wherever possible, in the localities and cities and com¬ 
munities, not wailing for a nationwide development, but contributing to it, 
building up the movement, giving it o living base on which It can nourish.

I bis propaganda bairoge is evidence of the finesse, with which coor¬ 
dination and follow-through are employed io putsuance of Red 
strategy in its nnti-nnti-Commumsl drive. 

The column follows: 
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“The thesis of tho nature of the Communist threat often is developed by 
egnatine social legislation with socialism and the latter with communism. Much 
of the Administration's domestic legislative program, including continuation of 
the graduated income tax, expansion of Social Security (particularly medical care 
under Social Security), Federal aid to education, etc., under this philosophy, 
would be olmracterircd m steps toward communism.” 

The memorandum cites several exampins One waa a "4lh Dimensional War¬ 
fare Seminar" aponsored bv the Chamber of Commerce of Greater Pittsburgh ' in 
ooopc/ation with various military organisations in the Pittsburgh area." Tho 
principal speaker was an Adnt. Chrsu-r Ward (ret.) who was quota! as saving that 
"some or the advisors now surrounding the President" Jiave philosophies regarding 
foreign affairs "that would ehill the typical American." He referred to Ambassa¬ 
dor to the United Nations Adlal Stevenson and Ambassador to Yugoslavia George 
F. Kemtan by name. 

A year ago the United States Naval Air Station at Glenview, III., initiated an 
"Educatioo for American Security" school. The speakers were for the most part 
professional auti-Commnniets who cam their living by specialising on the "danger 
from within" theme. 

The fear of congressional ami other critics of this approach is tbut for from unit¬ 
ing Americans in the face of a grave threat from the Communist challenge every¬ 
where it has tho opposite effect By creating few, suspicion and holred it seta 
Americans again* t ooch other. Hammering on the theme of infiltration and inter¬ 
nal subversion, it suggests that professional agencies such as the FBI have failed 
to protect the Nation. Or, conversely, it implies that security agencies, preferably 
military, should be put in charge of indoctrination of the civil population. 

A proper step has just 'men taken in putting the activities carried out within 
the scopo of the directive of 1958 under the Assistant Secrotary for Public Affairs. 
If the military is to lake part in this kind of activity it should at the very least be 
coordinated with the programs the Government is actively sponsoring- 

There is little sense in one arm of the Government undercutting the policy that 
another arm ol Government is trying to implement. The net effect is to roako this 
country look oo confused and so frightened as to be unable to contemplate the 
realities of the present-day world.

Xlv believes that even the claimed strength of tho Com¬ 
munist Party, U.8.A.—10,000—is exaggerated.

Hut this is not merely tiu in teller tnal mutter, a clash of * ico point*. Right- 
wing groups, refusing to accept the view that the danger is primarily overseas, 
arc in full cry against the Kennedy Adrniuisiration’6 program for foreign aid 
to thwart the spread of communism, especially io Asia, Africa and Latin America. 

They .»ro also demanding that the United State* pull out of the Uniled Nations, 
repeal the ICtU Amendment (which authorised tho Federal income tax), invade 
Cuba, being home Uic five American divisions in West Germany and "be prepared 
to ntaod alone." 

The political right in this country is held down by a curious agglomeration 
represen ting a broad spectrum of ideas und relative degrees of respectability. 
Son. Barry Goldwnter (R-Aris.) and his adherents nre there. But.there, too, 
are people whom GoIdwnUT would detest and people who any that Goldwater 
is "tainted with socialism.” Also there me citizens, many of them wealthy, 
who arc outraged by big government and the heavy tax bile on their bankrolls.

As the ' For Aineric*" spokesman. Gen. Fellers colls for re->*-al of the Federal 
income tan. Hr says also Hint the United States must curl pvaixUunc cou«n|>- 
tioii. maintain "overwhelming air power*' and "get the U.S. out of the U.N. and 
the U.N. out of I lie US." 

"For Amcnm" also ffl' ora congressional investigations "into Coiuinuuist- 
sociolist activities" and an end lo compulsory unionism. 

In testifying on Capitol Hill rccnuliy for the "Gltsena Foreign Aid Committee," 
Feller* urged the return of American iroo)>a from West Germany. Appearing 
before the House Foreign Affairs Committee June 21, lie argued against the 
Kennedy Administration’s foreign nid procraln nml also ogaiiisl liiix country's 
"lavish” support of European nations which help moke up the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation. 

"At nil costa, it is imperative Unit n« he prepared to stand alone." he said. 
To this end, hu criticised President Kennedy for not aixnuliuc more on air power. 

How the United States would be able io flimmu' air power, or any kind of 
striking power, if "Fur America" had it-* way nud tho income tax were abolished, 
if hard to figure out. 
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Gen. Fcllera cbo lold the House committee th*t foreign aid ought to be held 
to less than Si billion. Other members of "For America" ond the "Citizens 
Foreign Aid Committee" are much more vehement than Fellers on this subject. 

Spruille Braden, of New York, who was Ambassador to Argentina for a short 
period in 1045, has said, "Truly, foreign aid ia a treacherous if not treasonous 
adventure." 

Braden is one of 10 men And women who are members of both "For Amenea" 
ond the "Citixena Foreign Aid Committee." Amon* these 16 are two other well- 
known military figures besides Fellers—Geo A. C. Wedemeyer (USA, Ret.) and 
Lieut. Gen. George E. Stralcmcyer (CJSAF, IUI-). 

Others are J. Bracken Leo, former Governor of Utah and national chairman of 
"For America”; Dean Clarence Manion, formerly w»tl« Notre Dame University; 
Samuel B. Pettengill, former Republican Hour* member from Indiana, and Mrs. 
Garvin E. Tankcrsley of nearby Maryland. 

At the headquarters at 1001 Connecticut Avenue, "For America" is described 
as a political activist group and the "Cilisens Foreign Aid Committee" as a 
lobbying orgoiiixation. The committee appears to he a-rll-hcclcd. 

Heading it a« national chairman ia trailer Haruiaclifcgcr, chairman of the 
board of the Harnischfeger Corp. of Milwaukee, produrcr of earth-moving ond 
lifting equipment uacd in ucurly every country in the world. Another prominent 
committee member is Willard F. Rockwell, chairman of the board of the Rockwell 
Manufacturing Co., and Rockwell-Standard Corp. of Pittsburgh, which in 1959 
had more than 1-100 million in sales. 

THE TLCOBIDATION TACTION 

Whatever may be thought of the views of such men. not nil of them arc in the 
same class with those who are still farther to the right. These not only favor 
abolition of the income la*, withdrawal from the U.N. and scrupping of foreign 
aid, but they call for the impeachment of Chief Justice Karl Warren, agree with 
Robort Welch's charge that Gen. Eisenhower In his White House days "a 
conscious sgcot of ths Communist conspiracy" and oha/ge that the fluoridation 
of water Is a Red plot Co poison and weaken Americans. 

Ia there a resurgence of political strength on the far right? No, according lo 
Herman Edeleberg, Washington representative of the Anti-Defamation League 
of B'nai B’rith. 

"There bos, of course, been a measurable increase in activity—and recently an 
oven greater iucressc in publicity—but there’s no evidence of * growth in under¬ 
lying, lasting strength," Edclsberg says. 

"Some new faces have cropped up on the right, but the group picture look* 
much the same. The names of the orgunixationi may be new, but the slogans 
are old and frayed 

"After all, how far cslu the John Dirch Society go on s program of fighting com¬ 
munism by impeaching the Chief Justice of the United States, denouncing the 
loyalty of Mr. Eisenhower and abolishing the income las? 

"It mav not be fashionable now to be optimistic about the itossr of reason in 
human affairs, but I believe that in this basically healthy Atncricn the Birch 
iioiikiim: is self-defeating. True, our history shows a wide tolerance of political 
quackery, but in the shondowo such movements have always broken up on the 
rock ol American eommonsenae and fair play. 

"The Rirch Socictv carries another liability—it has a fatal attraction for the 
lunatic fringe, lu leader Robert Welch, has gone to some pains lo disassociate 
the society from the nuti-Sruiiiei and other bigots, but it i) no ruftretioo on his 
sincerity to note that incviublv he has failed. So long as his group is based on 
exploiting anxiety, suspicion and lo is trust, so long will it pronde the ehmoic and 
soil in which the professional bigot fiowrtahea. 

"There has always been a small minority of Americans »ho wilt not believe 
that nur national difficulties and frustrations may be the result of powerful, im¬ 
personal tides in economics and politics but will iosut on aeciug history, particu¬ 
larly unpleasant history, as n conspiracy of secret plotters whom they can aclf- 
righteously hale. I don't believe this group has grown significantly larger in 
the last year. The trouble is that this is a most dangerous Umr to have our na¬ 
tional ills diognowd, ond prescribed for, by witch doctors." 

The extreme right-wingers are angry with Father Cronin for earing that the 
Communist Tarty, U 3.A , is no longer much ol s threat, but lh«v find it difficult 
to challenge hia credentials. He is a Red huotor from way back and, unlike so 
many others, an effective oue.

A former Soviet «py in CxechotlovskU believes that aoti*Comraun«t groups 
spreading confimion in the United State* arc more valuable to the U.S.8.R Uiao 
bona Ode Reds seeking secrete. 

Anatoli Granovsky, 39, who tvm a captain of political intelligence in the 
Ministry of State Security of the Soviet Union in 1945 and 1946 and earlier had 
been a member of the Soviet Secret Police (NKVD) said in an interview here: 

"The Soviet ComiaunisU would sacrifice a thousand America a Communists to 
save the John Birch Society, for instance. I don't mean the Dirch Society is 
Coraraunist-mnitratod. It doesn't have bo. By discrediting prominent 
Americans, it confuses the population about whom to trust. 

"Id socialising Csochoslovakia (which fell to the Communists In 1048) »e did 
everything to divide the armed forces units trained by the British and the 
Americans. 

"In 1948 thero was very little armed forces resistance because the American- 
trained tank units and tho British-trained air force had been replaced by Commu¬ 
nist-trained men." 

This objective was accomplished by sprendine rumors about ofTicers until they 
were so thoroughly discredited their men would not obey them and they had to 
bo removed, Granovsky explained. 

The Soviets also used tactics to divide Protestants and Catholics, Cscchs, 
Sudctcn-Oermans and Slovaks, and to discredit businewmen, ha *aid. 

Cicchoslovakia was a highly dovelopcd country, the only one in Eastern 
Europe to maintain a democratic form of government between the two World 
Wars, and had a high standard of living. 

"Not lust backward countries, but any community or country can thus be 
destroyed," declared th« former NKVD mao. 

Therefore fanning of religious and racial conflict, attempts to discredit the 
Central Intelligence Agency and to promote rivalries among the branches of the 
armed forc« aid the Communist cause, Granovsky said. He added: 

"If th« time and energy of decisionmaker* is absorbed by armed services 
squabbling, their mobility and strength is drained and there is no need for Soviet 
agents to In Husoes Amorican generals." 

Granovsky also believes that tho House Un-American Activities Committee 
should ba abolished. "Counterintelligence work cannot be dono by semi- 
amateurs," ho dooiared. 

Son of a Soviet Ccotral Executive Committee member who was purged, tho 
former spy flod to Sweden in 1940 and later inado his way to Brasil whore he 
wrote a W»k, "All Pity Choked," about his experiences. It was published In 
London in 1956.

The Reporter magazine. in its July 20 issue, ran a 4>f-pngo article 
hy its executive editor. Philip Horton, entitled "Revivalism on the 
For Right.” This was an all-out operation, that outsmrared any¬ 
thing it had n! tacked in tho past by using the word "McCnrthyiem," 
now employed by it os a l’nvloviao trigger word in propaganda, 
without relation to anyone dead or olive, except through sheer co¬ 
incidence. 

"Guilt by association" is said to bo held in horror in Reporter 
circles. Certainly the tog bus been frealy used by them «s a propa¬ 
ganda weapon when it has to do with the uprooting of Reds. But 


now, employed to uproot ant-i-CoinmuuisM, it has beeu mule inlo n 
tactic used more than any olhcr in this new R-d drive. Indeed, it is 
the most characteristic part of the nnli-anli-Coiuinunist campaign 
This Reporter article is a vivid example of it. 

One organization it attacks this way has always-leaned over bnck- 
wards to avoid implication in anything thnl might be considered 
unfair to any iudividtuil, forbidding the naming of names, keeping out 
extremist literature of any kind. Philip Hurtou was able to find 
something devilish even in this. He analyzed it us a sort of round- 
robin smear, that sought to convey the impression that "there are 
communists everywhere you took. . When an anti-Conununisl 
deed or person is to bo attacked, prciumedlv all is grist to the mill; 
one car be damned for doing something, or for not .loing it. 

Tito Christian Anti-Communist Crusade, referred to here, has been 
immune to uttack hitherto The article associates it with extremism, 
nonetheless. No matter flow, any criticism of communism apparently 
must be roundly condemned in accordance with the Red anti-anli- 
Commumst drive. The similarity between the propaganda pilch 
used, and the mini crons outlets it has obl&iued in the press, would 
be impossible without there being some central source for it. A com¬ 
parison of the Reporter outburst with others published about Ule 
same time shows a fantastic similarity, that cannot bo brushed off 
os accidental. 

'flic article, loo, is uu example of tut intriguing tactic in tho manipu¬ 
lation of words. Words and phrases that have favorable connotation 
m ordinary language are likely to lie put in quotation marks, giviug 
them a sinister slant. This tactic is being met with more and more. 
It is being done in Communist literature to distinguish word6 ill their 
so-called bourgeois sense as found in our dictionaries, from wolds 
that Hie lleds regard as correctly employed in their dialectical inule- 
riolist meaning. Failure of non-Cotammtists, and even auti-Com- 
munists, to put »ords, when used m a Red sense, inside quotation 
marks is responsible for a large amount of Uir enemy's success in put¬ 
ting across its misinformation and propaganda. 

The Reporter article in its first column uses quotation marks, for 
instance, when referring to "schools' 1 and "seminars", if these are 
anti-Conummisl. Otbvr words enclosed in quotation marks are 
"doctore", "scientists", and “nuLhoriucs". In each rase, a slur is 
achieved on some nnti-Comummst. Tho article ends up willi »u 
Attack on the projected Freedom Academy Dill, that would provide 
a 'Vest Point for psychological warfare.

Stroke, 
who is second in command to Dr. Fred C Schwa.», lender of Uie Crusade, taker 
obvious pride in Pic fact that lie ilames no name, and so r.umiot be accused of 
title! oe dcf.unal.nii. It is not ctvnr, however, whether tala paetirutar virtue is 
due to scrupulosity on Su.ilar * pail or h. a feeling that It is usolesi to bother 
besmirching mere indivldiisls by usme, su.ee tlwrv arc Comuiumsta everywhere 
you look these days anyway. 
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And it'* not only the Communist* you have to sock and rock but also those 
who follow the Communist line, which Stmbe has defined as 'anything, be it 
word, action, or deed, or lack of same, whether wnU.cn. spoken or performed by 
Communist, non-Communist. or an nnli-Communist that aids the Communist 
in his program of world conquest." With so many people to fight and so many 
actions or lack of them to halt, it is no wonder that Strube and his fellow evange¬ 
lists ore busy recruiting icolons believers up and down the land. 

The Christian Anti-Communism Crusade is not alone in this battle; aside from 
the John birch Society, there are also the Nationni Education Program, the 
Christian Crusade, and many leaser outfits. Although the various traveling 
'schools," and "seminan" of the new anti-Communist movement on the far 
Hight arc not formallv connected with the John Oirch Society, their preachers, 
prophets, and ''doctors" of uncertain academic background often function as 
advance men for the establishment of a Birch group in a mven community. 
"You know". Fred Schware said recently of Robert Welch, "I sometimes get the 
notion he follows me around the country signing up people after 1 have worked 
them up” Welch is not unappreciative. "The trad Schwarz schools," he 
declared last spring, "have already done * s>i|>erh job of providing this preliminary 
education." 

What sort of education is being provided by these ever multiplying and highly 
successful itinerant school!? The Chilian Chntdf, the Christian Anti-Com¬ 
munism Crusade, and the National Education Program, which is run by Dr. 
Ceorgc Benson, president of Harding College in Searcy, Arkansas, ore all in 
agreement with the general beliefs o"f Welch that liberalism equals socialism, 
that socialism equals Communism, and that our greatest danger is from infiltra¬ 
tion ond treason ut home. The essence of their message is that the Communists, 
having promised in dominate the world, already are for along the road to con¬ 
quering the United .States because of their success in taking over our schools, 
universities, community institutions, youth organisation*, and government itself. 
T he complete Communist • ietory In the United States is imminent' l)r Schwarz 
snya 19"3 and Strobe rays 11)00. Indeed, Com>nvnt*m on the Map., a recorded 
lecture illustrated by film, made nod distributed by tho National Education 
Urogram and already attended by ten million Americans. presents u picture of 
the United States surrounded by a hostile world and ready to fall. It explains 
that countries like France, Sweden, and Norway nrc for all practical purpose* 
io the Communist camp right now. For those who may not understand the 
rcUUon'hip between socialism and ConintuniMii. the narrator points out that 
U S.S.R. aland* for Uninu of Soviet Soeialiu Republic*. The ConinmnUt wrte 
«weeps arrows the map, and the only countries that do not turn vkibly red In the 
course of the talk are Spain, Switzerland and the United State#, which Is left 
with an omniaotia question mark at the end. 

Despite the dlrcness of the international situation as these groups see it, and 
despite the stress they put on their own roles ns "scientists” and "outhontics" in 
the field of international Communism, the crusaders suggest few measures to deaf 
with Communism oa an international problem, except such diplomatic moves as 
getting the Soviet Uoion out of the U.N. nnd the U.N. out of lh# U.S.A. Some 
of them even assert that our military program it a fraud. For since the main 
threat comes from within, our own military dcfcomr* tre, in Welch's words, "waste¬ 
ful measures of a phony defense against an external enemy ." These single-minded 
aoti-Communists have, to be sure, contributed roma astonishing insight# concern¬ 
ing the Soviet conspiracy. Dr. Schwarz, for esarnpfo has pointed out that his 
special understanding of the Communist mind and of Comiriuobt history makes 
it door to him that any number of executed official* Oeria and tl»e Czechoslo¬ 
vakian Jewish leaders—ordered tbeir own deatlw to help promote world Commit- 
ninrri. 

But of course Dr. Schwiirt'* principal interest i* not iu wlial happen* abroad 
but in fighting world Coininuoinm at home. The TAnWian Ccniu/y, winch sent a 
representative to one of tha Crusade's seminar* in Glenview, Illinois, reported 
that the "enemies" slain by Dr. Schwarz and his fellow torturers included "liberals, 
modernists, John Dewey, Kirtlcy Mather, Harvard students, high school students, 
the San Francisco Chamber of Commerce, textbooks, the American Friends 
Service Committee, pacifists, the book sections of the New York Timet and the 
Herald Tribune, Elmer Davi#, public libraries . . beatniks, the National Com¬ 

mittee for a Sane Nuclear Policy, and naive ministers."

Naturally, the fight against Commumsm requires more of it# soldier# thaa good 
health. Mobilization and organization of a community or part of a community— 
Houston boosts a Teens Agaiusl Communism'' program—with a view to in¬ 
ti macing local institutions appears to be rbc chief am not only of the John Birch 
Society but of the other outi-Communist concerns Their literature abounds in 
manuals on l»ow to go about organizing a local croup Perhaps past experience 
lias led the SchwarzT>us*de to advise in one such manual that members with an 
"obsession about a particular phase" not be allowed to gain control of the group. 
The particular "obsession" to be avoided was that of individuals who ' believe 
Communism the be a long-time secret conspiracy of some group cf men, religious 
sect or race, that Imre been over thousands of year# Irving to conquer the world. 

While the succees the Birch Society has enjoyed in settioR up clandestine 
student groups to act a* political vigilante* in the universities to fairly well known 
and the results cf its prodigious letter-wricing campaign* have received national 
alienUon, the less publicized efforts of the Schwarz group havo been equally 
impressive. Lait vear the Texas office of the Christian Anli-Coinmunizm Cruzado 
offered 314 lecture* to sixteen lhou»Mid students sad forty-six thousand adults. 
Together with other ''faculty" members, Vice-President Sirube also lectured in 
many other sbites. "On the average," he save. "1 am speaking three huudred 
days o year " According to Dr. Schwarz, the Crusade program Us* been taught 
hi a thousand Amcilcau high schools One instruction manual call* for "ton 
thousand groups ol 17 each" and claims that already "over 1,000 groups orgaolred 
In accordance tridi this manual io the post two years." Available figures tend 
to bear out Dr. Schwox*'* claim*. In 1957, the gross receipts of the Crusude, 
s tax-free organization, were $63,000. In 1958 they were $115,000 By last 
year they were $380,000. and Dr. Schwarz predicted recently that he would taka 
In more than $1,000,000 ui 1901. 

The Schwarz Crusade hss ita headquarters in Lons Bench, Californio, and 
maintains permanent offices in Houston, San Francisco. Philadelphia, and Sydney. 
Australia. These are the command post* Ihnl control the Hood of literature and 
the management of the traveling "schools" that are provided tor any community 
or business group or governmental agency willing to underwrite the cozt. They 
also offer complete instructions for organizing permanent community groups to 
search out and counter Communism in their neighborhood*. 

Dr Schwora’s "faculty" varies with the site and Importance of the community. 
A major stand will feature the top mao himself, supported by other "authorities" 
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od Communism, including on orthopedic surgeon, several former FBI ■gents, 
former Communist®, a former police chief, end ao insurance man. In one major 
"school" Dr. Schwarx delivered eight lecture*. ("Why Millionaires, Minister® 
of Religion, and College Frofeworn Become Communists" and "Ho* to Debate 
with Communists and Fellow Travelers" are typical titles.) In addition to his 
activities with the touring schools, Dr. Schwarx has lectured to the stuff of the 
House Un-Amcricao Activities Committee, in tho Texas legislature, and at the 
National War College, as well a* on manv naval and army bAse®. Dr. Schwarx, 
who received his doctorate from Queennlond Medical School, is generolly billed 
in bla native Australia os one of the foremost experts on Communism in the 
United States. When he is in tho United States, he is froquontly referred to as 
one of the foremost experts on Communism in Australia. 

YOU CAN'T L.AUOH IT ON 

Adv tendency to dismiss the bhore of Dra. Schwarx, Benson, and Hargis aod 
Mr. Welch as idle ranting* on the lunatic fringe will not survive a realistic ap¬ 
praisal of two factors: their growing influence in tho schools and thoir prestige 
among certain elements of the armed forces Dr. Denson's workshop, for ex¬ 
ample, issues a Bet of moving pictures for use in junior and senior high schools. 
In a number of them the narrator is Dr. Clifton L. Ganns, vioc-presidcut of 
Harding College, which is in luaoy ways the intellectual center of all the new 
right-wing movements. In "A Look ot Communism." for grade Ifc. Dr. Ganus 
is shown speaking from tho National Education Program'* headquarters ot 
Qsrding College as ho tells the students that "many thousands of Communists" 
are in high place* m the United State* and ore influencing the actions of "patriotic 
Americans. In another film recommended for Grades 8 through 11, Profeasor 
Ganus reports that a fifth column is working arooog Americans to undermine 
confidence in private ownership. 

These material* often got into the schools when a "crusade" HtrikeH a com¬ 
munity. In Snn Diego, for example, a major Schwnrr. "seminar" (five days) was 
followed in short order by a "Freedom Forum" under Dr. Benson's leadership 
and a presentation by Dr. Hargis. The San Diego, La Mcsa-Siiring Valley, and 
Chub Vista Elementary School Districts, it was learned, used public funds to 
have school administrators attend the "seminars," »nd the NatlfllMl Education 
Program materials purchased by the San Diego Unified School District for 
S4.245.GI have now become a regular part of the public-school educational 
materials there. 

Similar inroad* have l»ecn made in other school districts across the country, 
especially in the South and West. In Dallas the superintendent of schools, 
W. T. While, caid that n recent Freedom Forum led by Dr. Benson lud helped 
to "jell" a project that ho announced in early December: the Dallas Independent 
School District would teach * course on "Ways to Fight Communism," using 
books by J. Edgar Hoover and assorted materials from the Christian Anti- 
Communism Crusade. Elsewhere in Texas ■ group of loco! busitiCAsmen banded 
together Co provide a free lecture •cries for teacher* on their brand of "American¬ 
ism" and later offered S10.000 to school systems that would teach "Americanism" 
with materials they supplied. Many Texas schools now use such funds and 

K ivnldy subsidised materials. In Illinois thu superintendent of nienhrooJc 
Igb School has said that he ordered "hair a dozen scholarships" to make it 
possible for students to attend a Schwarx "seminar" held at the Glenview Naval 
Air Station. 

Although maoy of the crusader* regularly attack the usefulness of the national 
defense program, some of their roost ardent support appears to come from high- 
ranking officers. A number of them regularly attend session* at Harding College 
and Drs. Schwarx and Benson frequently lecture &l military base*. From these 
training centers, both military and civilian personnel hove then been sent into 
nearby communities to organise local campaigns 
The evidence suggests that the Involvement of the military i* not a casual one. 
Item: In Corpus Christi, Texas, a community "alert" was led by Hear Admiral 
Louis J. Kirn, chief of Naval Air Advanced Training at Corpus ChrisU. The 
main speaker at "Citizens Alert Day in Corpus Clirbli"— a* proclaimed by the 
mayor of the city—was William Strobe, vice-president of the Christian Antf- 
Commupism Crusade. 

Item: Dr. Schwarx, whose book You Can Tnut lAe Communist* bears an cn- 
thuaiaslic endorsement by Marshall S. Rot)*, Major General U.S.A.K., held a 
Crusade "seminar" at the Eighth Naval District headquarters io New Orleans, 
where the commandant of the district at that time. Rear Admiral IV. C. Schindler, 
•aid, "I am delighted to lend my support to this noteworthy seminar " 


Item: When Dr. Schwarx held a oimilar "forum" in Houston. Admiral Schind¬ 
ler’s eucceseor. Rear Admiral F. B. Warder*, gave the keynote address. 

Item: On April U and 15 at a "Strategy for Survival Conference held at 
Fort Smith. Arkansas, Dr. Ganus of Harding College told an audience of about 
one thousand, "Your |ConRre»ioosll representative m this area has voted C'gh^. 
nine percent of the time to aid and abet the Communist Partv 
who helped lo set up the conference was Major General Bllllem 
head of the XIX Army Reserve Corps area, covering Oklahoma, Arkansas. 

Item 'do April 16 the Chamber of Commerce of Greater Pittsburgh, with the 
oid of some of the largest industrial firms io Pennsylvania, sponsored a seminar 
on "Fourth Dimensional Warfare" which sharply attacked important government 
policies and urged community action to "identify public officials displaying »oft- 
ness' toward Communism." The conference staff acknowledged the assistance

civic nremiisAtton® that soon created deep drei6iou6 in tho community. During 
the ensuing controversy Captain Semper received a public letter Of rommeiidaLoi. 
mid support (com Vice Admiral Robert ColdtUwHUe. Chief of Naval Air Training 
at I'eiiMcola, Florida, who wo* himself engaged tu helping to orpuix* similar 
indoclrinatiou courses for civilians in Florida aud id saw hero in tho Southeast. 

The Pvoaacola effort, called 'Project Alert." b a good rx^rapte ol how Uic com¬ 
bined activities of anii-Communbt toaloto and the military often succeed in 
creating a quasi-permanent community agency. According to it® owo publicity 
releases, Project Alert, was initiated late io i960 "with the help of the staff of 
the Chief of Naval Aviation Training ... and with the aid of Glenn A. Green 
nod the stuff at Hardina College’s National Education Program. (Mr. Greco 
is vice-president of the N.E.P, and an enthusiastic member of the John Birch 
Sociotv.) A serif* of indoctrination programs wore created as the firrt step of a 
powerful campaign to bring tin* message mlo every corner of the city. la Hit 
month* that followed, thousand* of Pcnsacolana attended project rallies, listened 
te Project Alert radio aod TV broadcasts, read Project Alert literature. A 
Project Alert library wa* created of films, tape recordings, books, and pamphlet®. 
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Once the program wo* firmly established, the school officials and th* P.T A. 
county president were named lo tho Project Alert ciccutive committee, which 
in due course w.-u able to announce: "As evaluated by tl«> school principals’ 
committee, Project Alert materials were judged suitable for students ju tar do*n 
a a the fifth grade." 

Hy May of this year, Project Alrrt had achieved one of its major go*!* Tlie 
Florida legislature, with only one dissenting vote, passed a bill requiring all high 
schools in the state to teach a course on the evils of Communism The originator 
of the bill. Representative George Stalling*, Jr., said he would recommend as the 
basic textbook for the course Tht k’akcH Cem"iuni*t, by W Cteo Skousen. former 
chief of |*olice in Salt bake City and a proinirwnt member of Dr. Fred Schworx'a 
traveling "faculty." 

The eagerness of certain military figure* to participate in the proliferating 
crusades o( the anti-Com mu nisi revivalist* may in some measure be explained as 
dutiful obedience to order*. In the aummar of 195* lha National Security 
Council produced a jwlicy paper calling for the mobilisation of all government 
resource* and of public opinion at large to oppose Communism. The original 
paper and most of ths follow-up ordrre from the Defense Department to the 
armed services calliog for implementation of the policy are still cla*jificd and will 
probably remain so, but It is annareot that the new civilian leadership of ths 
Pentagon is taking steps lo avoid any possible misunderstanding* in the future. 
An order has gone out forbidding the presentation of Communism on ike May aud 
permitting the display of Operation Abolition only on request. 

The Defense Department will sooo release it* own film on Communism after a 
review by historians and State Department officials.

Staff Investigators with the second congressional committee oaid the recent 
rash of political propaganda activities apparently stems from a fop secret directive 
issued by the National Security Council in 1U5S. 

Immediately after tlio directive was sent (o the Pentagon, Uioy Mid, tho Joint 
Chiefs of Staff issued ;ui order directing the services to establish individual cold 
war programs. 
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Tlie Senate study called on President Kennedy to reconsider the 1958 NiUonnl 
Security Council directive. 

It also called for an examination of the relationships between the Foreign Policy 
Research Institute, the Institute lor American Strategy, the Richardson Founda¬ 
tion. the National Vt «r College aad the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

It said tltis examination should try to determine whether "ihasa rcUU'onahios 
do nut amount to official support for a viewpoint in vansnoa with that of the 
Administration 

While ndmittiog that the parallel might wem "for fetched," the report men¬ 
tioned Uio revolt of the French generals as "an example of the ultimate danger."

wlmt he described as "Right-Wing propaganda by (he military." 

He also mid that n field investigator would atari ou-the-aceoe studies next 
wrek covering n number of Army and Navy i natal I alio ns in this country. 

Senator Fulbright refused comment today beyond aa>ing that such a memoran¬

Scoator Fulbrighl said lie took the jiosilton licit extremist speakers and societies 
have a right to say what they like but that "the whole point of this memorandum 
Is that tho military should not be the sponsor or lend ila prretige to such meetings."

Tho Nation magazine, in its July 26 issue, ran a three-page arlicie 
from the west coast, entitlerl ''Now Right in Action " It wits written 
in the now familiar roundup manner, categorizing the entire anti- 
Commuiust movement in the United Stales as extreme rightist and 
purporting to expose it 

The articlo, as n number hud doue, pointed out the big imnnet ol 
the imli-Cormuumst movement. Much of tho material, obviously as 
scare material, would only appear so lo persons already conditioned 
into believing there is something essentially wrong in I niching people 
how to avoid Communist propaganda traps, and the evil and ilangor 
in communism Otherwise, what is written in these articles, lo tho 
dismay of thou- authors, if they realize it probably had the opposite 
effect on many renders, creating a favorable instead of an unfavorable 


response. Average Americans, even readers of self-styled "liberal" 
publications, ore good citizens, as anxious as any others that their 
liberties be maintained and protected. 

This Nation article, ns the one in The Rcoorter of July 20 (see 
Appendix 10). boasted that orders to soflpcdal or suppress the nnti- 
Communist program had come from highest circles in Washington. 
The Nation said- ". . . objections were being raised in high places 
to this sort of political activity on the port of the military. Both 
President Kennedy and the Defense Department had made it plain 
that statements of policy coming from tlte military must henceforth be 
cleared by higher civilian authority." The Reporter article declared r 
", . . it is apparent that the new civilian leadership of the Pentagon 
is taking steps to avoid any possible misunderstandings in the future." 

The administration's position was obviously being interpreted as 
opposing the program that came out of the Korean war. to train and 
alert oar people to recognize Communist traps and to know how to 

S reserve tbeir mental and physical stamina under Rod pressures, 
ust who was spreading this impression and the rumors was un- 
rcvenled.

It was not until January of this year, with the ubiquitous nopexrnoea of that 
profitable bos-offire double feature,' Operation ASefifioa and Ceiamuaiaai on lAc 
Map, that rifihltt-ing activities in the Northwest reached proportions sufficient 
to alert and alarm lihernla in this area. Unpublicised signs and portents, however, 
had appeared much earlier.

Representatives Norman Ackley and 
Daniel Brink, and Senator Wilber G. Hollaur—and tlu; cltilLful netiviUc* of many 
liberal committee stall members, coordinated by tbe Washington ACLU'i execu¬ 
tive secretary. 

Tbe rising tide of aoli-Comraunbt fervor hoe giveu birth in the Northo-csl (o 
numerous new programs and organizations on the Right- Introduced in rcbrua/V 
waa a frankly extremist organization calling itself "A Group of People, luc. 
Apparently at no loss for funds, GOPI celebrated something it calls "Loynlty 
Day" by opening n library to supply anti-Commuuisl literature to the public. 
Another group is Greater ’America, In;. Calling itself a national organization, 
end carrying on its list of board members some nationally prominent figures, 
among them Erwin D- Canham and James A. Linen, it is none the less largely a 
Boeing creation. Although it hoa made some effort to keep ita anti-communism 
respectable, ita pilot study group attracted, almost exclusively, adherents of the 
John Dirch stripe. A lio-up between the miiilarv, politicians, industrial nnd busi¬ 
ness leadership, conservatives and extreme right-wingers is also evident in the 
recently foundod Seattle American Leadership Council Captain Snuger is 
credited with a central rolo in inspiring and organising the Council, it feature* aa 
co-chairmcn Seattle Muvor Gordon Clinton, the scoior vice president of Hoeing, 
■ nd the secretary of the King County Labor Council. Its speakers’ bureau la 
entrusted to Father O’Brien. 

Captain Sanger lias continued to be in great demand in the area-even with 
liberals irho hnv* repeatedly tried in vain to get him to accept o public debate 
But it oegan to be evident that objections were being raised ill nigh places lo 
this sort of political activity on the part of tlie military. Both President Kennedy 
ami the Deleose Department hod made it plain thnl statements of policy coming 
from the military must henceforth be cleared by higher civilian authority. More¬ 
over, early in March the Navy canceled scheduled showings of Map. When 
Representative Pelly protested the cancellations, the Navy replied apologet¬ 
ically that it* supply of the film could not meet tbe growing demand and that 
furthermore it was unable to work out "Lranaportatiou problems" from Scuid 
Point. To add to the confusion, a Sand Point commander ou the same day deniod 
that the Navy had ever shown the 61m to any but "our own people." Sanger 
hiraaelf was later to make the same denial, more than once. 

There now began nliat may be colled "The Cuoonuation of Captain Sanger." 
Representative Pelly made a laudatory speech about him in the House. His 
praises were repeatedly sung in tbe metropolitan dailies, sometime* in the form of 
testimonials from organizations oud individuals, sometimes in feature stories. 
Misrepresenting criticism of the Captain as due to his “vigorous opposition to 
communism," the newspapers pictured him as a hero behaving with immense 
courage under formidable fire. 

In the nudst of this fevered defense of the local military boro, the John Birch 
■lory broke nationally. The metropolitan ncwtpapcri at Grit attempted to ignore 
It. But as ilia story grew throughout the country, the Poal-lnltUiffcnetr and the 
Ti-ntt were constrained to p«ck it up. Doth rau eaposfa of the John Birch Society, 
in a senes of lengthy article*. The PI and the Times began at thisjioiot to show 
•igne of afliil® schizophrenia. On the very day that lUc PI ran its nnt nrticlo on 
the John birch Society, thsre appeared ou tbe same page an editorial headed 
“A Naval Officer’s Duty," lauding Captain Sangor for his Americanism campaign 
lo another editorial, the PI thanked Senator Dodd for his demand tluvt the Birch 
Society be investigated, but could not refrain from the GoWwatirr-liko regret that 
"some of our 6ncat eilieens, with the highest motives." Iiod beeu attracted to the 
society. Tbe fine citizens and organisations which bo% c plugged Map here still 
enjoy llio best relationship* with tne press, nor has the press ever chided them or 
Captain Sanger about the identification between tbe film and tbe Birch Society. 

Nevertheless, the newspaper*’ articles oa the society, as tbey identified local 
Bitch leaders, did offer some key to earlier right* mg plicnomena in Washington 
Stale. The individuals named « ere also prominent in other right* iog groups in 
the area which had been ol work io ways eud with goals similar lo those outlined 
in Weloh's Blue Book Amcricuu I.cpouuaire Lawroucc Timbers, author of a 
widely circulated smear sheet on Professor Costigan, is a John Kirclier, os nr« 
Mrs. Shakeiford and one 1*. C. Beealey. la addition to being Washington State 
“organizer" and "coordmotor" f«r the Birch Society. Beezlcy U on the nnliooal 
board of “Wo tlie People," along with Mrs. Stmkclford. All three of the afore¬ 
mentioned ore members of the board of the Committee for Ecouomic Freedom, 
Mrs. Shakeiford n also an organiser for the Constitution Party. Shakeiford, 
Beer If y and Timbers have beeu the obief instruments in a number of "study 
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dubs" which devote themselves chiefly to attack* on the public school* m thie 
area. Also a member of the "study clubs" and the local Bircli Society is Tom 
Hutton, an associate of Gerald L. K. Smith la the Christian Nationalist Crusade. 
No theory of conapirncy is ofTercd here aa aa explanation of the political climate of 
Washington over the pi»st lew months. The multiple connections of individual* 
of »imilar extreme views do, however, reflect Birch Society doctrine, and can be 
seen in numerous related activities. 

Perhaps the beat illustration of the tendencies of these interconnected groups 
and individunla has been their attacks uuon the public schools, especially those of 
Kent, which Mrs. Shakelford «nd her fellows have harassed for more than a year. 
The guidance program was attacked as brainwashing; Leaching methods and texts 
were assailed; it was charged that children were indoctrinated with un-American 
tenets emanating from Columbia University, the goal of which was to teach the 
youth to live in a Communist world. The Kent school board and the superin¬ 
tendent have ao far aucceaarully resisted these assaults; unfortunately, their 
courage has not been consistently matched by other Washington school boards 
and superintendents. 

Nor has the exposure of Uio Birch Society inhibited the attacks upon free dis¬ 
cussion and inquiry in the public schools: less than two weeks s/ter the local 
stories on the society appeared, another *uch foray was reported in the news¬ 
papers. At Foster High, on the outskirts of Seattle, two teacher*, in fall coopera¬ 
tion with tbeir principal, had worked up a study unit on the issues troubling 
the community. They included for discussion such relevant materials as Map 
and the Roosovelt-McNeely debate on HU AC. The superintendent of schools 
received a single letter and a few telephone calls criticising the teachers and the 
principal lor tlio presentation of this unit. This wo* sufficient to start au im¬ 
broglio in which the teachers' and the principal * activities were debated at a 
school board meeting before 250 person*, and they were subjected to hour* of 
private executive inquiry into their political and aocial attitudes and activities. 

A new program for Scuttle's public schools further rellecla the political climate 
here. Billed as the "American Heritage” program, it is not to consist in courses, 
but is intended to imbue tho entire curriculum with a set of attitudes- Five- aud 
six-year olds are to bo instructed in the meaning of tho pledge of allegiance. 
Instruction in communism'* perils and pitfalls will begin in the fifth grade, with 
awareness of tho Red threat presumably dominating studies from there on. 

Although eomc Washington liberals feel that tbs exposure of the Jol.n Birch 
Society has gone far to reduce extremist pressure from tho Right, a glaoec at the 
record, present and retrospective, does not oiler such firm comfort. One can 

3 in by asseuing the Washington liberals themselves. It is true that as mdi- 
Jala they show n great gam in courage aud outspokenness over the McCarthy 
period; this is particularly striking in the cosu of religious leaders and of the 
academic community, faculty iu well as students. Vet the willingness of individ¬ 
unla to identify with a liberal jmsitioii has never translated itself into any practical, 
organised program of action. The ACLU of Washington, beat equipped in terms 
of will, skill and experience, will uot enter into areas where no civil-liberties 
infringement is Involved. On the other hand, an organisation such ns the American 
Friends Service Committee has only a fraction of energies and funds to devote to 
civil-liberties issues, acute os may be its interest in them The Democratic Party 
organs and the church groups which took verbal stands against the right-wingers 
are analogously restricted and restrained. Moreover, Lite groups winch took such 
fragmentary action os they could, did not iu this period of ucar-hyateria cn>oy 
any spectacular increase in members, iu member willingness to take individual 
responsibility, or in funds- It is not surprising, therefore, that the independent 
organisation which wm Anally created to act in a concerted way—the so-called 
Committee for an Open Society, Inc.—never got ofT tho ground. In short, there 
has not been a massive response to a massive challenge. 

And there is litlla on Dio local balanco sheet to suggest that tho dimensions of 
the challenge have been alfectcd by indiguation over Die Birch Society. Thooe 
who decry the BirchenT smearing of F.iaeuhower make no connection belwecu 
this and the assaults un local intellectual* In the midst of revulsion against 
Mr Wolch, it is the public schools which are being attacked, not the industrialists 
and military men who have carried Welch's idena. via Comwuiniiai oa (As Map. 
to so many inhabitants of Uio slate. The reputations of Boeing and Puget Sound 
Power and bight not only remain undamaged, they have not even been challenged; 
while th« imminent departure of Captain Sanger to auoDicr station has brought 
a new flurry of testimonials and fresh demands for his services os a public speaker.

Never, sinco the most virulent dnyi of Goebbels' "linte” propa¬ 
ganda, lias anything appeared in the United States comparable to a 
47-page booklet, dated June 1961, put out bv the Communist Party 
of flic United Slates in connection with its drive to smother I ha ex¬ 
panding anti-Communist movement in this country. 

The 30-cent booklet is c:»litied "The Fascist Revival," and purports 
to tell "the inside 9lory of the John Birch Society.'' The author is 
Mike Newberry, another Worker specialist in unbridled smenr. 

The bookleL is evidence of the degree to which the Communist. 
Parly considers itself immune from ubel, through a complex* legal 
barrier it has built around itself, and by exploitation of the double 
standard. Communists have created an atmosphere in which those 
rietimited by its lies feel it is futile to seek recompense 

The virulent tone of the booklet, with all stops out in vituperative 
propaganda, indicates that the Communist Part v would like to create 
a new, Pavlovian trigger word for this period in its nsyrhologicnl 
warfare, and believes "Birchite” might be put into the Innjrunpo thif 
way. replacing "McCnrthj'ito." The impact of the latter fuhrictvClri 
word apparently no longer is strong enough to meet Red needs. 
Communist deeds have deprived it of its effectiveness in Red 
"psywor.” 

The Communist* now seek to create a new scare word. This would 
evoke a conditioned response in a background of fear, founded on 
the specter of a Fascist plot inside the United Stales, which would 
attack all minorities, and spread terror to everyone. This Red 
propaganda objective 19 a terror maneuver. It would be wlmf they 
call the "correct" line for this time, to make tho American public 
jiltery through pressure from abroad, by manufactured crises in places 
such as Berlin and Lao6, and bv pressure at- home through visions of 
a "Fascist revival."

On Septembgry§ g jlg61, Mr. John Doherty, Executive Assistant in 
the Internal Security/of the Department called. He referred to an 
article appearing in the VNew York Sun" dated August 27, on page 12, 
which was an account of testimony by the captioned individual before 
the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on July 11, 1961. Specifically, 
Doherty stated that the"New York Sun" article reflected that Hunter 
claimed that the White House was infiltrated. Mr. Doherty asked that 
we furnish the Internal Security Division with any information we 
have on Hunter. 

It will be noted that the testimony of Hunter was reviewed by 
memo dated July 20, 1961, and it was decided that there was no basis 
for investigative action. 

RECOMMENDATION : 

We will check the information available on Hunter and furnish 
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For your additional information, there is enoloeed a

The following are all mixed up: The 
removal of Gen. Edwin Walker as U. S. 
24th Division commander in Germany 
because of his personally-pushed cam¬ 
paign to teach anti-communism and 
sources of it to American servicemen; 
charges Walker was pushing instruction 
on matters involving political interpre¬ 
tation of our national policy; charges 
the. country is subject to a massed 
indoctrination effort from right-wingers 
such as John Birchen; charges people 
alert to Red menace and trying to warn 
about it are, themselves, under attack 
by a vast group called the “anti-anti- 
Communists." 

Yesterday Defense Secretary Mc¬ 
Namara offered sharp evidence as to 
Gen. Walker having had some part in 
trying to Influence an election through 
making advice of a certain sort available 
to troops. 

The defense of Gen. Walker has been 
along lines that he, and others, were 
curbed in trying to gear up our men In 
the fight against communism. 

A lot of attention has been fixed on 
this matter because just-released 
testimony by one Edwarq~Hunter before 
the internal security subcommittee of 
the Senate committee on the judiciary. 

The Hunter testimony w»s to the 
effect that the “anti-anti-CommunUts" 
are well organized and aimed at soften¬ 
ing the nati on up for the Reds. The 
wei^tt "or me argument: That if you 


fight boldly against communism, you 
come under attack from press and many 
public officials. This was the basis of 
the Hunter charge. 

This entire piece of business gets ter¬ 
ribly involved and vague. Generaliza¬ 
tions abound. Hunter in his testimony— 
as full reading of the record will show— 
drew conclusions which were not pinned 
down in anything like s manner which 
would stand up in a court of law. 

He did cite numerous cases in which 
national newspapers, magazines and in¬ 
dividual writers wrote somewhat causti¬ 
cally, either directly or by insinuation, 
about groups allegedly tzying to alert 
the nation to tbe Reds. 

But Hunter also said that “Commu¬ 
nists can be anti-United States, but we 
are not allowed to be anti-Communist” 
Those who stop anyone from being 
anti-Communist are not named, or ways 
they “stop" anyone. 

It would be foolish to try to jump feet 
first into such a dispute with any hope 
of doing other than further to muddy 
the water. This much, though, does seem 
apparent: 

Some groups are properly trying to 
emphasize that the country could be 
weakened by too much rationalization 
about the Reds, by too much talk of 
negotiating, and by failure to realize 
just how deadly ia this contest 

But some in such groups seem to 
have gone so far to the right that they 
make blanket charges which just don’t 
stack up by evidence. Tbe Hunter 
charges—to repeat, if read In their en¬ 
tirety—leave a lot of questions unan¬ 
swered, while jwi emits seem well 
enough taken.

Dear Senator Proxmire,

Mr. Hunter. I mo Edward Hunter. My address is 61 Webster 
Avenue, Port Washington, N.Y. 

Mr. Sourwine. You are the author ol a number of books, are you 
not? 

Mr. Hunter. Yes, a number of books. 

Mr. Sourwine. You wrote ‘'Brainwashing in Red China”? 

Mr. Hunter. Yes, and the more recent ‘‘Brainwashing: From 
PrvIot to Powers." 

Mr. Sourwine You wroto "The Story of Mary Liu”? 

Mr. Huater. Yes. "The Black Book on Red China,” loo. 

Mr. Sourwine. And you bare also written an iDfluentio) contem¬ 
porary hook on Afghanistan? 

Mr Hunter. Yes. I spent s whole year in Afghanistan and wrote 
n book, "The Post Present.” which had the effect of emancipating 
the women of Afghanistan by persuading the royal family to allow 
Afghan women to appear in public with unveiled, "naked” fares 

Mr. Sourwine. You have nad a great deal of experience in psycho¬ 
logical wnrfaro, have you cot? 

Mr. Huntek. Yes, over many years. 

Mr. Sourwine. This has been one of your specialties, 

Mr. Hunter.’ Since 1 nos thrown into’this Geld non young reporter, 
40 or so years ago.

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Mr. Sourwine. To this connection, you bavo worked with agencies 
of the U.S. Government? 

Mr. Hunter. A number of different agencies. 

Senator Cotton. I must answer a quorum call. We will etand in 
recess for a brief period. 

The subcommittee resumed at 4 p.m., in room 2300, New Senate 
Office Building, Senator Norris Cotton, presiding. 

Also present: J. G. Sourwine, chief counsel of the subcommittee; 
Bonjanun Mendel, research director, and Frank Schroeder, chief 
investigator, and Ralph W. Horton, minority counsel. 

Senator Cotton. This hearing is being reopened as a regular execu¬ 
tive aession, to provide opportunity for Mr. Edward Hunter to elabo¬ 
rate on a point he touched upon only briefly during his testimony in 
May; namely, the new counterdrive in the United States against 
anti-Communist alertness and training programs. 

Mr. Hunter, you have already been etvorn. 

Mr. Sourwine. We are informed, and have on the record, your 
very extensive background in psychological warfare generally, ana the 
war against the mind specifically. We know of the research and tbo 
books you pioneered in this field. Have you given any particular 
attention to the subject of this phase of our hearing, as Senator Colton 
bos stated it? 

Mr, Hunter. Yes; indeed. 1 msdo extensive trips throughout the 
United States during the pest couple of years, after my return from 
Afghanistan, for purposes of research, writing, and lecturing. This 
put me in close touch with the local situation in each community aa 
regards communism I watched an actual grassroots movement 
develop. With this background. I have lately been noticing a new, 
highly coordinated drive go into high gear to tear this onii-Communisl 
movement up by the roots and destroy it. Whereas the grassroots 
movement was a spontaneous local development in most areas, there 
is nothing spontaneous nor local about the drive to crush it; it is an 
organised psychological warfare operation that bad all the markings 
of staff planning. 

Mr. Sourwine. We hope you will go into detail on these matters. 
So that we may have a goncral idea ofwhere these details fit in, could 
you begin by Bummariiingthe present stage in this fight? 

Mr. Hunter A quick, Red operation is being attempted, like that 
of a sleight-of-hand artist, to push this administration, the press, and 
public into a trap that would eliminate the anti-Communist program 
in the United States. Wo should know by now that this is the way 
Rod strategy operates, as it did in the concluding period of World 
War II. when communism has an opponent's attention divorted, or 
has him coDfussd or reeling, the Reas push forward as fast as they 
oan in their psychological warfare, grabbing all the advantage and 
booty Lhoy can. They are using this time-tried method of theirs 
against the Kennedy administration in its first year. They bavo 
carefully analysed its conciliatory or goodwill traits as vulnerabilities, 
and are exploiting them as much as they can Those traits, as you 
must know, are held with contempt in Communist teachings—thru 
dialectical materialism—regarded as sentimentalism, a crime in Com¬ 
munist society. Sentimentalism is considered e bourgeois contradic¬ 
tion to Marxist objectivism. 
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Mr. Sourwine. Do they have aDy special plan or ruse by which 
they hope to achieve this purpose? 

Mr. Hunter. Yes; very much so. A new "psywar" Hue that coo- 
stitulos very clover propaganda is being pushed. The argument is 
sin:piv that communism a uo dauger bore in tbo United States, that 
it’s abroad where the danger lies. They want us to stop paying 
attention to Communist activities here in America, to drop tho alert¬ 
ness aud training programs that would enable our public and our 
troops to avoid Red traps, and to recognise the face of communism, 
so that wc won't repoat the disastrous scandals of North Korean 
prisoner-of-war camps, and of Captaiu Powers of the U-2. This 
isu’t really a new lino, any more than coexistence was when it was 
taken out of the Red "bag of tricks” lor use again. But it'a now thqir 
major lino, and the major danger to us. If the Reds can put it 
across—and they've already achieved some great succosscs with it— 
wo will have disarmed ourselves in the realm of mind warfare—the 
war for llio mind—right here at home. Our submersion into com¬ 
munism would inevitably follow, unless we ware able to awaken from 
the trance in. time. 

Mr. Sourwine. Where do wa stand now in this fight? 

Mr. Hunter. When we look at it from the overall point of view, 
wo see a race taking place. It is a race between those trying to give 
tho American people the knowledge they require of the weapons and 
the tactics employed iu tho so-cnUed cold war, and thoso seeking lo 
deprive them o( this vital information. This is the part of the Red 
disarmament drive that is being waged in tho field of mind warfare, 
what might best he called mind attack, a military label for brain¬ 
washing. What wo aro discussing now falls into the scope of the 
softening-up process, one of the two processes in brainwashing, the 
other being indoctrination. Softening up is disarmament in the cold 
war. Exactly as the Red objective in weapons disarmament—aa 
ovidonccd by their oue-sided demands—is to deprive us of the hard¬ 
ware for detense and attack, while leaving themselves lnopboles to 
avoid such deprivation, their objective in cold war disarmament is 
our moral sofleoing up, depriving us of the means of spotting Red 
traps and Communist intrigue, and sapping our will lo do anything 
about it, while leaving communism no such handicap to conspiracy 
and eubvevsion. 

A growing grassroots movement has developed in the United Slates 
against communism—one which constitutes a powerful anti-Com- 
munist movement. This evolved in spite of anli-onti-Communist 
maneuvers—against anti communism—that bavo been going oo for 
some years in our country, utilising mainly Rod fronts and bush-bueb 
methods, as well as economic pleasure against those who ora frankly 
anti-Communist. This subtle, comparatively concealed anli-aoti- 
communism has now been merged into what can heal be called a Red 
anti-auti-Comniunist drive, that was openly initiated, under orders 
issued to the Communist forces of the world, especially to those in 
tho United Stales, through the Red manifesto of December 5, I960. 
The manifesto was made public at the conclusion of the strategy 
conference of 81 Communist parties of the world, including our 
treasonable own, that met io Moscow all last November. The race 
is wbat the Reds call “struggle," aud is for keeps. "Struggle" in the 
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Communist lexicon can include'oil forms of conflict, frooTsmiles and 
leaflets to hand grenades and nuclear fission, according to opportunity 
and need- The protagonists are the ^rowing auti-Communisl move¬ 
ment in the Unitod.States and the Red unti-anti-Communist drive. 
The Reds are seeking to put this over os a quick operation, catching 
us oil balance, to crush tue entire anti-Communist movement in our 
country. 

Mr. SoonwiNE. What do you mean by an anti-Communist move¬ 
ment in the United States, and by your references to a grassroots 
movement? 

Mr. Hunter. This can only be understood against the backdrop 
of the Communist position generally on matters concerning inquiry 
by non-Communists and anli-Commuuista—by anyone—into wbat 
tbc Reds consider their own business, their "psywar” operations to 
weaken, conquer, and lake over other countries, especially the United 
States, so as to complete their conquest of the world. They have 
always demanded that inquiry of any kind into lied manipulation 
should be forbidden. They have called it undemocratic, a reactionary 
or fascist activity, and illegal. All these words have their own, separ¬ 
ate meaning in the Communist dictionary. They also insist, from 
the same Red point of view, that all such inquiry is "unfriendly" and 
"hostile," and are using "rightist" and "extreme rightist" as smear 
words against auli-Coinmunisl teachiugs generally. The new con¬ 
servative bulge in lli« United Stales has been accompanied by anti- 
Communisl efforts, mainly along educational lines, to spread informa¬ 
tion about the real nalure of communism. The Reds equate this 
new conservatism with anticommunism, and equate this with fascism. 
This lumping together opponents of every description—mild or 
lough—branding them with some predominantly objectionable label, 
is an old Red lactic. It produces some of the more obvious of the 
patent falsehoods that come out of Red logic, called dialectical materi¬ 
alism, and reaches such perveisions of Socratic thinking as the leach¬ 
ing that war is peace, black is white, and opposition to communism is 
illegal, whereas pro-Communist activity is perfectly legal. The 
former may be as timid as you like, it is called McCartbyism by the 
Reds; the latter may be as unprincipled as hades, it is still regarded 
by them as incprouchable. Hero wo have the actual meaning of the 
term “McCartliyism" in dialectical materialism, and it lias nothing 
whatsoever to do with the manner by which communism is opposed, 
it is a matter of so-called principle—Red principle. 

Wo can understand much more about Communist procedure, which 
otherwise seems so incomprehensible, if we keep this difference in 
approach in mind, as well as the strategy that communism pursues to 
prevent frontal attack on specific Red tactics and evils, or their dis¬ 
closure, by bunching all the opposition witb whatever can be found 
that might be branded "oil balance" and "haywire," and calling the 
whole thing right extremist—meaning to us auli-Semilic, racist and 
Fascist irrespective of how far-fotclieil these accusations are to the 
particular cases under discussion. By insisting, as they actually did 
in the prisoner of war camps in North Korea, that any inquiry into 
communism shows "a hostile altitude" and an uncoocdialory spirit, 
they have consistently obtained Invaluable concessions without giving 
up anything in return, everywhere from the questioning of a prisooer 
to the grilling of a diplomat. We’re going through this process all 
over again, it seems. 
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Mr. Sourwjne. How do they seem to get away with it all the limo? 

Mr. Hunteb. By calculated, minulely planned staff work, aud by 
the utilization in particular of the doublo standard. 

Mr. Souhwi.vc. Wbat do you mean by "the double standard”? 

Mr. Hunter. This is basic iu Communist strategy. Enforcement 
of the double standard leaves the door open for the Communists to 
make headway. Otherwise, their aggressive ood conspirations] 
methods would be seen through, and once this happened they could 
not survive- The anti-anii-Communist drive is a vivid example of 
the double standard in practice. The Reds for yeurs have bad 
phenomenal success in suppressing criticism of communism that was 
id any way specific, and therefore effective. The poor Republic of 
China suffered tragically from this. Books extolling the Chinese 
Reds as ogTorian reformers and Chinese “New Dealers"—not at all 
real Communists—were the ouly ones reviewed favorably iu the 
United SlBtes, often tbe only ones reviewed at all, nod wore given 
best idler treatment, with a publicity buildup that ultimately made 
them bestsellers. The patticipotion of writrrs anil political analysts 
in pro-Red Chinese propaganda became extremely lucrative, and they 
were given additional easy income from fot lecture contracts. All 
this was laid on for those who held the line iu tho right direction, from 
the Communist standpoint that is, toward tbe extreme left. Anti- 
Communists were excluded. They just weren’t given a look-in. 
It happened with such consistency that it ceunot be considered a 
coincidence. W* now know tlml this w«s manipulated by tho Rods 
thomselvcs. They benefited politically, in psychological warfare, 
from wbat constituted a monopoly, or a squeeze play. This embraced 
tbe film and drama and took over our communications channels 
generally. Yet all this time il was considered perfectly proper for the 
Communists to lambast tbeir foes without tbc least consideration for 
truth. Any attempt to slop them was at once branded os interference 
with free speech and civil rights, and cynically, as a threat to tho free 
enterprise system. 

When (ills monopoly of theire wos filially exposed, the Hods howled 
suppression. Tbe doublo standard to them is not a clever maneuver 
that they have gotten away witb all Ibis time: they consider it tbeir 
right. 

We must understand this if we arc not to be bewildered each time 
wo come up against it. From the other aspect, that of Communist 
ideology, it is something "proper” and "right" in their terminology. 
The double standard is part of dialectical materialism—built into it. 
Tho Reds, as a matter of ideology, do not grant their enemies the 
same privileges they claim for themselves Thev claim the advan¬ 
tages of the double standard in our society, ax in (lieir own, as a right. 
It hasn’t anything to do with what we call a liberal approach. It 
isn’t being liberal to recognize this travesty of thought ss logical, 
unless we are willing to go right ahead, too. and recognize that peace 
is war ood white is black. This, incidentally, wss tiro mental state 
into which our prisoners of war were edged in the Red brainwashing 
camps in North Korea Wbat is hard to realize ir that this is exactly 
the atala of mind Ilia Reds seek to imposo in closa quartets iu any 
negotiation. 

Under the double standard, Communists can be anti-Uniled SUlos, 
but we arc not to bo allowed to bo anli-Conmiuuist, Anlt-auli- 
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communism is simply the enforcement of this piece of Red logic, that 
is really a piece of lack logic. But it has been perpetrated for years. 
The Reds at no timo are willing to accept fair play, or a give-and-take 
situation in the press, aoy more than in a summit negotiation with 
President Roosevelt, Truman, Eisenhower or, now, Kennedy. It 
makes no difference whom. They are now insisting upon a return 
to what they claim as this right of theire, tho monopoly of our press 
and hook facilities for pro-Communist arguments, and their exclusion 
to anti-Comniunists. They’re making headway, too, in the same 
channels that lay low for a while. 

Tho Rod insistence on the double standard has reached its peak 
with the Communist claim to ample and complete—de facto exclu¬ 
sive—facilities with which to destroy us. They are specifically de¬ 
manding complete elimination of anti-Communist programs from our 
schools end in the military, and from public meetings This is the 
culmination of anti-aoti-Communism. If we are buried in accord¬ 
ance with tho decree of that, specialist in genocide, Nikita Khrushchev, 
it should be memorialized on our collectivized tombstone by the words: 
"Here Lies a Nation—Martyr to the Double Standard; Americans 
Could Never Loam.” 

There is a semantic gimmick that usually greases the mechanism 
for the upside-down Red thinking that is sometimes called double¬ 
think. This is anti-Communist bias. Americans arc justifiably op¬ 
posed to bias. Opposition expressed to communism is labeled "anti- 
Communist bias” by the Reds, and at once wc aro supposed to avoid 
it. The simple objective is to eliminate free inquiry into Red ma¬ 
chinations in our midst. But we are not supposed to refer to a pro- 
Communist bias, for to do so is, to them, " McCarthyism." This is 
the double Btandard. We are pressed not to engage in anticom¬ 
munism, but if we don't, we leave tho field open to the pro-Com¬ 
munists by default. That is the trap. 

One of the most glaring examples of tho double standard is in Red 
racism. The Reds use the term "racial liberation ware" in the native 
languages ol Asia and Africa, and make no bones about it being a war 
agatnst, the white mail, specifically tho Western white mau. So-called 
liberals who fall into the trap of equoting defense of freedom with 
raeiom, following the Red line, navor raise a voice against the obvious 
racism ongsged in by Communists. 1 

Somehow, if we’re going to have a double standard, I would prefor 
wo use it to our own advantago once in a while, and without any 
ooncoalmeot ebout it, either. la there anything wrong in favoring 
our own aido, if we do so abovcboBrd, and honorably? One of the 
main reasons wo sro having setbacks around the world, losing respect, 
is that we have become known for not helping our friends, ana for 
letting them down, while wo help our enemies, trying to roako our¬ 
selves popular with thorn, sa if line were tho way any person or nation 
can truly become popular. 

The double standard is now in operation in many sectors of our 
society, if we would ooly look. Tho doublo standard is the main 
lactic in the perennial drive to put Rod China iolo tho United Nations 
and to give it American recognition. In our communications chan¬ 
nels—from television to our doily papers—we constantly como across 
remarks lavorablo to tho Rod Chinese on this issue. This is considered 
being objective. However, when did you last hear anyone on telo- 
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visioD, for instance, casually remark tliatil was inevitable that freedom 
bo restored to the Chinese people? Such statements are called 
controversial and discouraged or even suppressed. Thoy're only 
controversial, however, when they’re anti-Communist. This is tho 
doublo standard in operation. Moo Tse-lung ives whitewashed by 
its use- The same tactic is now being employed on lits behalf once 
more, and by mostly the some people. Wo seoiu to accept past 
arrors as the best recommcndaliou lor trust in this ihrough-tho- 
looking-gless world. Wliat seems unforgivable is to bavo been right 
all along about communism. 

Mr. SooawiRE. You said something about planned staff work by 
tho Communists, presumably iu reference to their activities in our 
country. Will you elnboiato on this, please? 

Mr. Hunter. During the war, we had a clandestine propaganda 
warfare section In the Offico of Strategic Services. I was part of it. 
These were,, for the most port, experimental stations, with little 
implementation done. Theater commanders knew nothing about 
this approach, and next to nothing about psychological warfare, and 
bad no time to find out, with n war going on, and certainly no pativneo 
for it. Psychological warfare of this clandestine nature had been 
part and parcel of Communist attack from the start, filling a major 
role ui their conduct of war. Tho British did not draw a strict line 
between what wo culled white and black—between the overt or open, 
and the covert or clandestine. They out it ell through much the same 
mill. When tho war ended for us, the United States disbanded this 
section. The war didn't end for the U.S.S.R., though. We hod 
ample knowledge of this, but mode believe it wasn’t 90 . Only one 
phase of it bad closed for them: that requiring new weapons to bo 
given iho main emphasis. The Soviet Union kept its psychological 
planning bureaus operating as always, for Moscow had on entirely 
different conception of war than we. The Reds simply changed 
targets, and began aiming tbeir psychological warfare guus at us, now 
that the Nazi target had been punched full of holes. iVc always had 
been an enemy, too, in tbeir book, to be temporarily used end then 
deelroycd—the trodilionql class warfare tactic. Significantly, we now 
are bearing of class conflict between nations—between poor and rich 
countries—now that class warfare bos been exposed as utterly mean¬ 
ingless inside any modern, free nation. Coexistence, to the Reds, is 
merely the shift of class warfare from the domestic to the world slagc, 
from so-called classes of peoplo inside a country to entire nations. 
Indeed, the Red manifesto of December 5, 1960, says: 

The coexlttenco of ■ tales with different social systems Is s form of class struggle 
between socialism and capitalism. 

Throughout the manifesto. Utc Red hierarchy equates socialism with 
communism, as different phases of the same movement. 

The Red hierarchy began iu shift of targets even before the cod of 
the shooting war in Europe. We replaced tbo old target for them to 
such an exient that international communism has been referring to 
us as Fascists end Nazis. The Reds change or retain labels irrespec¬ 
tive of contenU, wholly in accordance with the impression iboy seek 
to convey. 

Unavoidably, we were pushed into seeking a defense against this 
psychological warfare offensive against us, that our Stale Department 
and the White House well knew ebout, but kept secret from tbe 
isrss-ei—a 
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American public which hiui n right to know, being Ihe most critically 
concerned Defense against intensified Bed assault forced Washing¬ 
ton to set up an operationol arm in Central Intelligence Agency, which 
reinstated the clandestine soction of OSS. Old OSS records hod 
been cavalierly dealt with, even destroyed, especially those that 
could have boon used as guidance, which could have helped us loam 
from old mistakes. CIA bad to atari at the beginning once more, 
as if we bod never had this OSS experience. Tbero was a deliberate¬ 
ness about this diversion and loss of documentation that goes beyond 
carelessness and slipshod methods. 

What is relevant in this situation is that it just doesn't make sense 
to say that the Reds would abandon thou- "psvwar" operations against 
Die one country they consider their primary foe—the United Slates— 
whose free existence makes their world conquest impossible. Of course 
they have a psychological warfare planning section, specifically given 
the responsibility of operations within tile United States. \Ve are 
naive, to bo sure, but we wouldn’t be naive—we'd be criminally 
stupid—to insist otherwise Yet on such lifo-nnd-deaih fectois, we 
sometimes scorn to bo tiro latter. 

The pattern is too plain, its details stand out too conspicuously for 
me not to rccognir.e them. What is as sure os anything I have ever 
known in this "psywnr” field is that the Moscow-Peking-tlirougb- 
II avail* Axis maintains o clandestine warfare planning and operational 
soction directly dealing with the United States, and lias had it at work 
certainly since the end of World War II. The pattern is too obvious. 
Whether it is located on American soil, in Washington, or technically 
on foreign sod, in the United Nations, or in Canada, or Mexico, may be 
argued. I feel it utilizes the Communist Party of the United States 
in o subordinate position, to provide informational and impiemenlalion 
facilities rather than for policymaking. 1 doubt whether the Kremlin 
regards the American Communists os sufficiently "reliable"—this 
word has spsciol rneauioc in Communist langunge—to be entrusted 
with such knowledge. Tlio FBI presumedly bos it too effectively 
tapped. Foreign Reds on our soil, directly under Moscow’s orders, do 
the programing. They determine todies dealing with day-to-day 
tasks The operational headquarters might even be in Cuba. Ro- 
memher, the present Soviet Ambassador to Cuba was, at the lime of the 
Gouzenko disclosures, the Rod spy chief ill tlio Soviet Embassy in 
Canada whose espionage ring robbed us of our atomicsecrets, under tbo 
protection of a hush-hush by Else American authorities on Red spy 
activities This hush-hush seems one of the few points on which too 
U.S. Government con be said to hove a policy. 

Leaser loyalties—to political party, profession, or office colleagues— 
were allowed then to take precedence over higher loyalties and re¬ 
sponses. This men tidily »n* epitomized liy hucIi attitudes ns "Why 
ntick your neck nut?" “What's in it for mo?" and "The customer is 
always right." They replaced our old maxims of morality. Tho 
Australian cynicism, "I couldn't care less," became worldwide. All 
tills fertilized our soil (or subversion and treason. Wa have not yet 
rid ourselves of thoso noxious and poisonous weeds, Of this, I am 
convinced by the pattern I have seen forming. 

Mr. Sour wine Perhaps you could go into some dotail regarding 
this that you cull a pattern. 

Mr. Hunter. Yes. llivill require an extended explanation, though. 



One dote should be kept in mind as a starting point for the new phsao 
in "psywnr," the new Red nnti-anti-Ooinmumsl drive, to differentiate 
it from the Red-manipulated, covert anli-nnti-communism we had 
heretofore. Tlio former is outright Rod-managed, part of disclosed 
policy of the Communist hierarchy, end immensely more aggressive. 
Something new has been eddod to the old, and il ia direct action— 
demonstrations and riots, unbridled smears iD the traditional Rad 
manner, end what in practice amounts to an overt manipulation of 
cod Communist and even anti-Commutiist personalities and groups, 
in and out ol government, for a basic Ited objective, the liquidation 
of the growing onti-Comniunist grassroots movement in the United 
States. Tho popular movement to which I refer is a healthy, public 
reaction against the character-sapping official policy of setting stand¬ 
ards by a fluctuating popularity poll. Actually, that's a degraded 
form of dialectical materialism, which also rejects eternal vuluea ax 
principles common to human experience down tba ngea. 

This ovort operation is a reflection of Khrushchov's frequently 
uttered contempt for the United States. He is basing bis war against 
us on tho promise Mint wa have been sufficiently snfleiird-up to be 
uoreaebable by patriotism or loyalty, what I have referred to as 
mental survival stamina, and that we arc sure to be a pushover, 
needing a mere concluding coup dc grace perhaps, without appreciable 
danger of retaliation in any effective manner. This, gentlemen, is 
tba psychological basis on which tlio Reds arc working, and they 
consider themselves objective and practical. 

They surely know, io Moscow, those nn whom they can depend to 
do tliotr dirty work here Io the United Stoics, especially in Govern¬ 
ment and communications circles in Washington nod New York. 
Of this much wn can be sure: They have a strategy for our dofeal— 
our burial, ae Khrushchev euphemistically terms it. Realization of 
thio in Government as well as by the public could bo the stimulation 
to awaken us from our corrupting trance. That way we could exploit 
Red strategy against themselves, and save ourselves. 

We have made believe that ibis Red contempt doeon't exist by 
hushing up on it. I stress il bore because it is one of those factors 
Hint are integral portions of psychological wurfnro—the cold war. 
The extent of truth in it, whether really false, is irrelovniil. "Psywnr” 
proceeds on what minds can be induced to aceopl, noton what actually 
exisle, or on accuracy based on Jiideo-Chiistiun standards. The 
Communist conapirutors donl primarily with infiuencri, ns levers and 
weapons. The best expression of Ids ntlitude was provided by 
Khrushchev himself in his illimitable, boorish maimer, when he 
described Americans to aalcllito and other foreign correspondents in 
Moscow os people whom; "You spit in their luce and thoy rail it 
dow." Could anything be more insulting? Instead of responding, 
we have ignored the insult. This quotation is obtainable in the 
Moscow-published material which wo roceivo as part of our cultural 
oxchango program with the Reds, in return for tho so-called objective 
material wo send them, in which we tell them about our blemishes. 
Of course, cultural exchange on this basis is satisfactory to Moscow. 
This onn-«idoilnesa is what thoy insist on os a "cooporolive attitude," 
oo a take it or lenvo it bnaiB. We are taking it. 

The anchor point, is this dole of December 5, 1080, when the Red 
manifesto woe adopted io Moscow. This set tho oew, expanded Red 
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policy. For the first time, the world Communist network, in a basic 
policy and oporationo] document, specifically referred to the anti- 
Communist movement in the United States, recognizing that it had 
reached proportions large enough to constitute a main—if not the 
mam—danger to Communist progress in our country, outlining tactics 
to combat it, so as to regain the virtually unobstructed field it had 
once occupied in its American operations. 

While the auti-anti-Communists, with fake liberals as their working 
media in the communications field, were telling each other, and being 
widely quoted in the Pavlovian manner of the conditioned reflex, 
aboiit the ineffectiveness and hopelessness of the anti-Communist 
movement in America, the Red psychological warfare staff in our 
land was not allowing itself to be diverted bv such balderdash. It 
well knew who pulled the strings in this befittloment of anti-com¬ 
munism, and it knew who were the ventriloquists in this softening-up 
and defeatist propaganda. The tightly organized, keenly observant 
group that runs Red "psywar" m llio United States was surely 
observing thc ( anti-Communist movement in a professional, objective 
manner. _ This Red operational group, made up of persona with 
diplomatic entree in Washington and at the United Nations, with 
perhaps some few vassals from the Communist Parly of the United 
States, watched the anti-Communist movement grow in grassroots 
manner, and fast, pnd eaw it reach sizable proportions without 
benefit of publicity, in the face of discouragement from official sources 
in Washington and a hush-hush in the press. 

The new, coordinated, aggressive Red anti-anti-Coromunist drive 
was launched by the Red manifeelo. Until then, anti-anli-com- 
munisra had been conducted mainly as a hush-hush operation in the 
manuer of tbo "united front," onJisting Lho help of any person or 
orgooizalion, no matter whether non-Coramunist or even anti- 
Communist, so long as lie aids and abets the Communist objective 
of strangling anii-coimnunisiu at birth, wherever it showed up. 

Anti-onti-commtmism was interpreted to mesn opposition to anti¬ 
communism, on the assumption that the latter is an obstacle to nego¬ 
tiations with Soviet Russia, and is contrary to " peaceful cocxistenco." 
Coexistence was suddenly taken from Red ideology and publicized as 
if a product of American thinking, making it less unpalatable to our 
pcoplo. It was a cliche in Communist language and tactics, a device 
for weakening and confusing, for setting up llio victim—ourselves— 
for the kill. 

Anti-Communists in political, cducatiooal, literary, elcriral, and 
other spheres of American society were boxed in and squeeied out, 
quietly, one by one. This was the husb-hush strategy. However, it 
did not fully work, thanks to the American people themselves, and a 
few isolated segments in Government, who were persistently harassed 
and kept busy battling for their own survival. Even if they couldn't 
be "liquidated," their efforts could be held to a minimum. 

The conference of Communist parties of the world, holding strategy 
meetings in Moscow over a period of 0 weeks or more last year, came 
forth with this manifesto that laid down U 10 new, or rather tile intensi¬ 
fied strategy for war against the froe world, principally die United 
States, inside the framework of what the Reds mean in Communist 
language by the word "struggle." 

We must not lot out of our minds tbs fact that "struggle" in dia¬ 
lectical materialism embraces all forms of conflict which have a 
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common objective, whether hot or cold, including military destruction 
among other means of winniog. considering everything sod anything 
as a weapon if it can help weaken a foe and bring about his surrender 
to the Reds. This is i's rendering in a society based on Pavlovianism, 
which creates conditioned reflexes by signals and symbols, relegating 
men to the status of a dog. 

The manifesto ordered a frontal attack upon the anti-Coinnnmist 
movement, tor llio first time recognized as a fundamental obstacle to 
Red aims. This made bash of the line taken until then, that had 
downgraded anticommunism as futile, not worthy ot mention, which 
ridiculed it by such artifices as saying it really helped the Reds—the 
"Wasn't McCarthy a Red agent himself?" sort of heavy iolte. The 
manifesto mode plain that anticommunism had to be combated by a 
major counteroffensive. 

The role of anti-anticommunism in the Uuitcd States, as it existed 
until then, was to employ diffusion, confusion, and hush-hush to leave 
tbs "psywar" field, by dofauit, open to pro-Beds alono. Whether 
done knowingly, or os a Pavlovian reflex, it was sll tho same to the 
Reds. 

Surely by no wise can this Red manifesto be honestly described 
other than as a stratiury for the defeat of the United Stales and its 
absorption iulo tho Communist empire. Yet organs of anti-anti¬ 
communism, such ns the New York Times, in heavyweight, comatose 
gibberish, brushed it off os a moderate document, as merely a com¬ 
promise between Soviet Russia aud Red China, in what they hud 

E layed up as a virtual split between them, hence not putting any new 
eat on the United States. This was a dangerous distortion of tho 
facts, and yet our leading prestige papers retailed it, brushing off the 
document. This, loo, is part of tbo pattern to which I'm referring. 
These things don't just happen in a "psywar" world. They are 
brought about by calculation, planned this way by "leaks" and string 
pulling. 

Such operations require a new sort of ngent, on which the Kremliu 
places its rnaiu trust nowadays. While we continue looking exclu¬ 
sively for the old-style clonk-nnd-dogger man, who buys or steals 
secrets to pass along to his headquarters, Red emphasis lias been put 
ou a rationalized, new-tyjie agent, without neglecting the old, of 
courso. We are still focusing on the old, ns we were in World War II. 
Then, along with the British, we were putting tlis low men od our 
totem pole, who had slight if any useful data anyway, under rigorous 
and penalizing security checks, Moscow simply acquired ogruts who 
miugied wills Use new, intellectual elite nt llio top on terms of equality, 
were sometimes members of it themselves They infiltralod tho 
While House and other topmost Governmeut offices. Theso were 
gentlemen all. Gentlemen talked frankly between themselves in 
comradely manner. Secrets wore much oosior to steal this nay, and 
-jounensely more reliable. <Ws might cringe nt the idea that Red 
agents, bought and pnid for by the enemy, had entree and became 
members of tbe White House eutouroge, but we can brush it out of 
our iniods only at our own peril As such tilings happened, they can 
happen again Making believe they nover did would inuko sure or it. 
But they would happen in the new form, whilo we would bo looking for 
the old, as usual. 

The now-style, pro-Rod agent hns his rolo to influence policy, 
stalling or frustrating it, making it fail or ond up by hul ling ourselves. 
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Nred Any more be done to wreak the destruction of a nation, no matter 
how many billions it pours out in defense mid foreign aid? This is An 
integral portion of the pattern I'm speaking about, the heart of it, the 
main gears in the pattern for failure that wo have now devised os a 
built-in mechanism in onr Government, with coordinated ramifica¬ 
tions in tho prustigo press, in educational circles, and in whatever other 
professions the enemy considers worth penetrating. 

If we doubt that the Reds infiUrnUi these honored professions, let 
us think for a momont of how it has been fundamental Rod technique 
to do so in every nation which it has already subverted, or is seeking to 
subvert abroad, and then lot us ask ourselves if it is possibla this is 
not being done in the one nation in the world which Moscow regards as 
its main target. Or course, it is being done here. Suppression of 
inquiry into communism is nne way of lulling ourselves into thinking 
we've solved the problem of the Red agent. We can seem to get 
along better with Moscow this way. Wo aren't accused of being 
“antisocial." Where basic principles and survival are at stake, we'd 
belter be verv willing to be ns “nntisocial" as need be, and come to 
realise that this whole "nntisocial" gambit of a popularity race is a 
part of the diffusion mechanism iu the cold war. 

I These new olito agents need not—usually must not—give evidence of 
, pro-Red bins They opcrnlc best when they work ns anti-Comiuunist 
perfectionists, insisting that wa make sura llint every project devised 
to hurt the enemy is 100 percent certain to succeed, and that it won't 
be approved until it is perfect. This approach is enough to slrnnglo 
most good projects at birth. If this doesn’t work, nnd a project can¬ 
not be stopped, there con bo some clause inserted which makes it 
operationally useless to our own sido, or oven helpful to tho enemy. 
I include in this our lato, ill-fated and betrayed Cuban expedition. 
I've already referred to such instances at a previous session. 

Nothing is over perfect, of course, mid any thing and everything 
can bo interpreted to it* own defeat. This is one of the most effective 
tactics in our pattern for failure. The problem of Red manipulation 
and ospionapo lias bocomo more complex, exactly ns our precision 
instruments, but we must go on to solve it, with lliu realisation upper¬ 
most in our minds that tho fundamental low of tho land is its survival 
as a free and viable nation, nnd that this law is higher than any 
other, inviolable—except at the price ot a futile and unforgivable 
death. The kindest thing a rewritten history could do for any 
American who had helped bring olio lit our defeat would be to not 
mention him, to moke him an unperson. 

This is the background against which I'm nnnlviing tins Red 
manifesto, ft infcrentiallv recognises that under the hush-hush of 
nnti-anti-Cominunisl pressures, a grassroots movement against com¬ 
munism lmd nonetheless developed in American sorielv. I watched 
it grow. As yet, it is composed for the most part of local groups nnd. 
even neighborhood folk who come together out ot a natural sense of 
there being soinolluug raw pul over on our country on behalf of 
conunuuism. 

These local groups have oven yet little or no contact with each 
other and get lil.tlo nr no normal publicity. They range over the 
boaro in other respects, from lnft to right, from labor to management. 
Of course, as in any big, growing organisation, aomo crackpots can 
bo found. 


In this atmosphere, some national orgauitatioos have formed, nnd 
various groups have been organised, that arrange seminars on com¬ 
munism, anti give courses on communism in various cities and com¬ 
munities. Some collaboration was achieved for it from the official 
American training program that came out of our degrading experience 
in the prisoner-of-war camps of North Korea After all, the American 
people wore told, by Presidential directive, to onlist home, school, and 
church in a drive to help restore those submerged or displaced ele¬ 
ments in our good character, as part- of the national training program 
of the military, on which our survival would certainly depend Oili- 
North Korean experiences showed our youth to have been the-butt of 
softenuig-up pressures subtly incorporated into our own society, 
weakening and- corrupting his fiber. In tho past, tho teaching of 
physical survival stmuina was sufficient. Tho home, clergy, and 
schools could be depended on to provide the morality. This wasn't 
true any more. Menial survival stamina had now to bo specifically 
taught. We arc given no alternative except surrender. 

The anli-Coinminiist sentiment of the public, generally, was still 
being effectively blocked by tho hush hush imposed by the nnli-anti- 
Corotnunists. This gave tho nuli-Commnuists the feeling of being 
boxed in and isolated, being nil alone. It led to frustration, creating 
a sense of hopelessness nnd bitterness. Creeping defeatism was 
brought into our midst during this time, and soon started changing 
form from nn enemy tactic to n socinl characteristic. This is propa¬ 
ganda climate. 

Mr. Snunwi.NE. Winl do you menu exactly by propaganda climate? 

Mr. Hunter. Propaganda climate is one of the most effective 
techniques of the Red cold war, especially applicable to anticommu¬ 
nism. 1 can tell a roomful of men, for laslnnee, lo put on, or take 
off, their coals, and they'll laugh at me. I can go outside ami quietly 
raise or lower the thermostat, and in a few minutes, they'll begin 
removing or putting on their corns without me seyiug a word Tlus, 
in propaganda, is ivbat I mean by creating a climate. Once achieved, 
wbat otherwise would be recognised as treason, as tho Ammtsia cssu 
during World War II, seems otherwise to ordinarily iotelligent people, 
aud they justify this by calling it sophistication, or applying some 
other high-sounding label that gives them special privileges as, say, 
intellectuals. 

One of the many ramifications of nnti-auti-communism is iu our 
personnel selection and personnel screening. The squealing out of 
personnel motivated in an anti-Commuuist direction, nnd the screen¬ 
ing in of so-celled aiili-niiti-Coinniunists, has been one of the long- 
range activities of the Red mechanism through the years, at which 
it has had marked success. Much of this success comes from the 
creation of a propaganda climate favornblu lo this ultitude. 

Obviously, the more the nnti-CoiuntoniU issue becomes confused 
and smeared as controversial, and the more the impression spreads 
that thoso in positions of power, who must bo depended upon for 
advancement, want anticommunism softpedaled. nnd auli-Commu- 
nists boycotted, the greater will the Red success bo ill implementing 
this personnel policy, iu and out of government. 

Propaganda climate has had the effect of eliminating from con¬ 
sideration for jobs in the cold war practically all—there arc a few, 
notable exceptions—who have records of accuracy end steadfastness 
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in this field. This propaganda climate more and more broadened 
beyond the mere word-of-mouth stave to drastic economic pressures 
and cruel social pressures, which lately have included even overt dis¬ 
cussion of the sanity of persons who are aoti-Communist generally, 
soberly referring to this as if it were something to be taken for granted 
in the mental health field. This has spread out, too, into fields which 
have anti-Communist implications, as in our national defense. Par¬ 
ticipants in organizations for a so-called sane policy allude to the 
insanity of their opponents. 

The double standard, it is plain to sec, is of groat encouragement to 
pro-Reds and discouragement to nnti-Rcds. A Hiss can be sure of a 
good-paying job; the person branded anti-Communist is eliminated 
from consideration. He is treated as if there were something criminal 
about anticommunism, as if it were the same, only the opposite ex¬ 
treme, of pro-Ked espionage. This upside-down situation has de¬ 
veloped in such a one-sided, disadvantageous manner to the anti- 
Communist that he must be particularly strong-willed, if not bull¬ 
headed, in order to survive, unless he has an income of his own, 
possibly inherited—or a pension. The new Red anti-anti-Cominunist 
drive is hitting particularly at those who have a ponsion for their 
support. 

Tho trait of inflexible will that an anti-Communist requires for 
economic survival then is thrown agninsl him as fanaticism, there¬ 
fore dangerous thinking, in the so-called liberal lexicon. Certain words 
have come to apply especially to the nnli-Coinmunist, such os "contro¬ 
versial.* 1 This oxploits a basic vulnerability of American business, to 
please the customer—“the customer is always right." Extended into 
politics or diplomacy, this could become the means for our destruction, 
lor in spite of the aid program, 11 to people we deal with abroad arc not 
"always right." They can be willing conspirators against us, if they 
feci it of advantage to their own country. This is n particular advan¬ 
tage that the Reils aro exploiting in tb’eir so-called aid program, and 
in their propaganda about the assumed "inevitability" of their victory 
The bandwagon reflex is an unconditional one, not like our popularity 
race, on artificiality or conditioned reflex. 

This is the propaganda climate for softening us up. To be effective, 
it must Operate in the manner called "voluntary" in Communist lan¬ 
guage, meaning induced, enforced, operating ns a conditioned reflex, 

untliinkingly—the Pa vloviun way. 

Wo must not know about this strategy, for it to work. So tho pat¬ 
tern for failure, at taxpayers' expense, uns the concealment of brain¬ 
washing nnd Pavlov ns one of its tactics, .lust before coming here, 
I was given one product of this tliiukiog, a hook called "Coercive 
Persuasion." Here a little group of soft-minded psychiatrists and 
sociologists, who all along have been seeking to litisn up this subject, 
admittedly without firsthand knowledge, admittedly basing their find¬ 
ings on a selected, very small segment of pctsoiis who had been put 
under mind attack, earns forth with ibo predictable conclusion that 
brainwashing didn’t exist in the POW camps in North Korea, lhat 
Pavlov had 'nothing to do with it, that our men who were exploited 
against us in a treasonable manner in those Red camps were merely 
prescoted with better arguments. 

This book should be put on tho some shelf ns "Strategic Surrender," 
a U.S. Government-financed book. Jt was tho first Lime in history 


any nation paid to have a book written on how to surrender. The 
preparatory, appeasement word we hear more and more—getting us 
used to it nowadays on such matters as Red China—is "inevitability." 
That's the sleazy word brought forth by those who lack the coursge to 
admit they are urging us to give in to blackmail. "Better Red than 
dead" is their slogan, and it emanates from closed minds in scholarly 
circles, such as Lord Bertrand Russell's. 

This nppeusement ond surrender library, financed by our own 
Government, directly or indirectly, aud by foundations, is growing 
steadily and stealthily. It constitutes the reading matter for the 
pattern of failure. The nuclear fission field is a prime target. Each 
step leads to another sophisticated argument for capitulation in one 
way or another, first we must sit back philosophically to accept the 
brunt of the first blow. Then, because we will have been so disas¬ 
trously shattered, so-called massive retaliation presumably can't 
win for us, anyway. Retaliation—actually resistance—then would 
be merely a form of revenge, according to this thinking—beneath the 
dignity of so high-miDded and socially conscious a peoplo as the 
Americans. So we should forego oveu retaliatiou. These ore not 
vaporings of my imagination: they're to be found (iu more sophisti¬ 
cated language, 1 admit) in tae publications of Government-financed 
or foundation-supported publications and programs. They're part 
of the pattern for failure. It works out ns a pattern for self-destruc¬ 
tion, or suicide. 

The anti-Communist movement, pounded by all these pressures, 
might well have found it simply impossible to reach any meaningful 
proportions if it weren’t for our experience id the Korean prisoner-of- 
war brainwashing camps, aud tho resultant program instituted during 
President Eisenhower's administration, with a code set up for the first 
tiino for captured Americans, and a directive for the restoration of 
character through concerted effort in all strata of our society. 

This helped to compensate for the husb-husb in the anti-anli-Com- 
munist press, and even for the smears accompanying it. This re¬ 
stored enough of the balance and gave persons of anti-Communist 
motivation the hope and proof that they weren't alone, that they had 
friends. Members of our Reserve Forces, who certainly had every 
right to express themselves as civilians, became the connecting link, 
and often provided the know-how. They participated iu seminars 
and discussions and went to lectures, by their mere preseuce consti¬ 
tuting a groat morale incentive. At limes, as is customary in our 
democratic society, persons still in uniform were invited to come and 
give talks, providing further know-how for the public. 

The grassroots movement spread. Old-fashioned character was 
its theme. Anlicommuuisni was its immediate expression. The 
codo for captured military personnel, the report to the Secretary of 
Defense by a special board set up to survey the subject generally, end 
President Eisenhower's proclamation that went along with it, gave 
this a perfectly legal bass. Why a legal base was needed for a per¬ 
fectly natural and uorwnl approach in a frea society is beyond me, hut 
apparently, under our double standard, what is excluded is only 
anticommunism. 

The program os officially enunciated by our Commander in Chief 
was to tram and alert our people in tbo tactics used by Communists. 
The Reds couldn't get around this effectively, and so the grassroots 
movement began to flourish. 
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The program to train and alert our youth, hence our public, could 
be sabotaged, though, und so it was from the start, I told about it 
in a recent book, “‘Brainwashing: From Pavlov to Powers." This 
is an expanded edition of an earlier book. In a chapter that 1 added 
at the end, entitled “Now It's Our Turn," I told of the sense of great 
achievement that the adoption of tbo program for character building 
gave to American officers. 1 met one of them some time later. Here 
is how I describe the experience: 

In contrast to bis previous exuberance. he easjuow ilotraeoxl es we walked 
alouff a Virginia struct. “I can’t put mv fingers on it, but It was as it nothing 
lmd happened," he snid. “As it it were a dream. Once the documents were 
nigeed and proclaimed, they were filed nwfty, and that was tbo end of them. I 
never thought it possible The program that was to restore American stamina 
aud teach our forces to understand the wiles of eominuui'-m had been sabotaged. 

I am terribly fearful of our future.” 

Education about communism was harassed until it became vague 
and meaningless. The withdrawal of the Air Center Training Manual 
curly iu 1900 is nn instance of how this operated. The charges in the 
manual were undoubtedly true, it was admitted. Congressmen were 
told that tho training “must not include the specific." We teach 
that generalities must not be trusted. With generalities and tire 
specific both excluded, the only recourse was to drop the subject, 
leaving the Geld U> the Communists by default. 

Tbs policy of being all things to all men ami making popularity tbe 
objective of policy, took precedence over the teaching of mental 
stamina und charactor. Referring later in the book to tbe case of 
Captain Powers, captured by tbe Reds, I said: 

He might have stepped forth from a uruoaer-uf-vrar camp la North Korea back 
in IU53, for all the knowledge ho showed of Ibe wuye aod wiles of the Communiete. 
The iriterveuiug year* hod been brushed away, so if we bad learned nothing from 
Uiia dreary eqicnunce. Our new code and tie accompanying documents lied ouly 
lulled the American public’s anxieties, not providing tbe interna! reforms prom,Bed. 

Tho reception given this book, too, was busb-bush, ns if to prove its 
point. 

Whul has become quite evident by now is that our people are far 
ahead of Lbe Government iu realization of the Red danger, and desire 
to do something positive about it. The people’s voice, however, was 
muffled, misinterpreted, and lied about. So-called social engineering 
became tbe order of tho day. An engineering job is now being 
attempted on the public mind, conditioning it to lbe sumo sophistries 
that bad proven disastrous to our foreign policy in tbo years since wc 
ended tho war. Then we wore more powerful than any nation in 
history. We wore coercively persuaded to forego or betray tbe 
responsibility that went with Ibis power. 

But the seed sown by many lone workers mid groups in the anti- 
Communist vineyard bad not fallen on barren soil, as they had been 
told, but had grown. As the Communist network now saw, it was 
being harvested os our grassroots, nnli-CoinimimsL movement Hence 
tbe Red manilcsto’s expanded onti-unli-Communist drive. 

Tbe primary Uvrgot. as it is developing, is the Pentagon, specifically 
tho program to tram and alert our troops nnd our people to the Red 
techniques, and tbe inherent evil io communism. Tuo Reds have 
seen that tbi» program, and the directives issued to implement it. 
in spite of sabotage, do make the big difference. Unless Ibis program 
can be destroyed, the unti-Communiet movement cannot be liquidated. 
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So tbe forces are joined between enforcement of tbe Red manifesto 
and the implementation of the training program that come out of 
the Korean war. 

The experience of recently retired Lt. Col. Gunther Hartel, who 
knows Nazi and Communist tactics from rubbiug up against them 
in Germany and Austria as an inC’lligmce chief, and who Inter 
experienced Red cold war at its boiling point in Vietnam, alone could 
hair out much of these findings. Heleurned the hard way. 

He recently retired from tbe military, end as i civilian, went into 
a New York City organization (reared by public-epirited men in 
private life, colled American Strategy, Inc. Here, he felt, was an 
opportunity to share his knowledg: of tbe ibtolitariao menace—be 
equates tbe Nazis with the Oomrauoislz, as interchangeable—and 
help alert our public to the facts of Me in cold »er 

Remember, about this expression “cold war," tbe Reds put their 
emphasis on the word “war," understanding that "cold" is merely 
an adjective, indicating a temporary war lactic, while we put our 
stress on the adjective, “cold," lulling ourselves to the coexistence 
lullaby of the Reds. 

The termites in the woodwork soon began to detect this now effort 
in'which Colonel Hartel was a participant, and started boring away 
in'accordanca Vith'tho anti-anti-Communist pattern. 

The smear began in tbe New York Post on May 25, in an editorial 
whicb for compactness and technique deserves whatever is the equiva¬ 
lent of a Pulitzer Prize for the expertly executed in propagandized 
misinformation. All the derogatory trigger words were brought in. 
Why? What posaibly could be the real motive? 

Colonel Hartel. nonetheless, is kept busy.giving talks on Communist 
tactics throughout greater New York His experience is much the 
same as I came upon elsewhere- Suburban newspapers, end of course 
the public generally, are anxious to obtain all the facts they can, and 
to help ns much as they can. Not so in the major cities, though. In 
New York, there was the same onti-oiiti-Communist press blackout, 
except for smear material. "Anywhere outside the big city, wo gel 
terrific publicity,’’ he told me. In New York City, such ventures get 
practically nothing, or smears. From my personal experience. I can 
say that public feeling is misrepresented, not mirrored, by this anti- 
anti-Coinmunist maneuver. 

Gradually, cvcu in small towns, obviously prepared attacks now are 
beginning. They are still tbe exception, hut nonetheless constitute 
an effort to duplicate, on a smaller canvas, what is the prevalent 
situation on the big city canvas, as 1 come across it in places os far 
apart ns Atlanta and Milwaukee. 

I cannot stress tbe importance of Ibis Red manifesto too much iu 
connection with these various developments, for it outlines lbe tactics 
to bo used against the United Stales during coexistence. After re¬ 
ferring to "concrete historical conditions"—as emphatic a label as we 
can God in dialectical materialism—it brings up the anti-Communist 
movement in tbe United States. This is unprecedented in a Red 
document. By it, Moscow recognizes the imporlance of this popular 
movement, a great tribute to those who have been working against 
aacmingly hopeless odds Moscow ought to koow what is hurting 
tho Communist effort 
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Anticommunism is recognised in the manifesto os not confined to 
the rich or the privileged, which is the propaganda line the Reds take 
but to be spreading through the masses. This was implied, id Red 
lingo, in the injunction to "wage a resolute struggle” with “greatest 
effort" to keep anticommunism from the “working people" And from 
those whom the Communists call "the masses", meaning Uie public in 
general. , . 

The manifesto declared that anticommunism was the principal 
ideological weapon” of the opponents of communism, thus recognizing 
it ns a major peril to Rod advance. Hitherto, world communism had 
brushed off anticommunism m the United States as a purely local 
phenomenon of very limited scope, not requiring any attention from 
the international hierarchy. The anti-anti-Communist movement in 
the United States was supposed to be fully able to blanket it satis¬ 
factorily. . ,, „ , . 

At the time of the sensationalized McCarthy ern we had no grass¬ 
roots movemont, or anything comparable. World communism 
leaped into the “struggle" then, revolving its propaganda assault 
around this one man. The present nnti-Commumst phenomenon is 
of immensely greater depth, for it is now a people's movement, that 
derives its direction from the public. When Senator McCarthy was 
aclivo, the public was not alert to communism as any specinl danger to 
the United States. We were still in the World War II stupor into 
which wo had been pul when Nazi Germany attacked Soviet Russia, 
forcing Moscow onto the Allied side This is no longer tho situation, 
for the public now wants to do something about communism, and 
waits to see something positive come out of official circles. 

During the years of hush-bush, our channels of communication, to 
all practical purposes, closed their pages to anticommunism, ignored 
or downgraded anticommunist books ami writings, neutralized or 
squeezed out anti-Communist editors, authors and speaker*, and made 
the auti-Communist a socially undesirable person—labeled anti¬ 
social." AU the forces of propaganda were focused on his annihila¬ 
tion by discrediting him and his works. Nonetheless, nil anti-anti- 
Communist movement developed. . 

The Red manifesto makes plain that ideological differences are not 
to be ollowod to stand in tho way of crushing this anticommunism in 
America. Non-Communist and even anti-Communist elements oro 
to be employed for Red anti-Communist ends, to bo exploited as far 
ns possible under the hackneyed “unity” program, or without any 
overt program at all, just so long as a popular or even a desirable end 
enn bn diverted into bringing about the Communist objective, which 
is the liquidation of the anti-Communist movement, with the carpet 
to bo pulled out from under the Pentagon program, to assure a Red 
victory in this cold war battle. , , 

Anu-anti-commuaism, since the appcnrancc of the manifesto, h«s 
come out into the open, taking tho offensive, as anyone acquainted 
with Red tactics should have been able to predict Open attack has 
begun to supplement the former hush-hush, without replacing the 
suppressive aspects. All tho well-known tactics employed by the 
Reds in their pressure campaigns are more and more being brought to 
bear. Such Red campaigns start with smears and character assassina¬ 
tion and go on to vicious rumor-mongering and tho employment ol 
the "big drive” teebniquo, in which au forms of public pressures are 


focused on the target, from petitions and demonstrations to blnefc- 
mail and corruption. 

Tho use of united front and youth group tactics places a special 
nnd heavy responsibility on our public-spiriual people, those who 
genuinely seek the betterment of our society, especially our youth, 
imbued with mi idealism which must not be lost. The Moscow 
directive, in mi insulting aloofness, ns if our best motivated citizens 
were just another breed of Puvlovian dog to be conditioned, has 
started the exploitation of our youth nnd civic-minded citizenry in nn 
utterly callous, overt manner, to use them to.strangle .the nnti- 
Communist "mss roots movement, nnd to put pressure on the While 
House and Luc Pentagon to interpret Uie nnti-Cominunist training 
program into confused inaction, while awaiting its formal cancellation. 

People must not nUow themselves to be used this way. As in nuy 
fight, they have to determine each step tlioy take by the degree of 
aid and comfort it gives the enemy, and the dangers involved. This 
is no easy choice in the fluid cold war arena. 

The attrition of tho Pentagon training and alertness program, and 
its abolition in practice, whether its formal abolition can he put over or 
not, is by a propaganda flank attack. Communism connot be mean¬ 
ingfully discussed without reference to Soviet Russio, tho sotellites 
and Rod aggression, and infiltration in places such os southeast 
Asia and Africa Examples must be given, taken from life. These 
concern internationol affairs, of course, and the different poisonnlilies 
in those lands. Those who would hamstring or abolish the program 
in the Pentagon con be expected, therefore, to ignoro cold war (actors, 
and "psywar" in general, nnd to lay all their stress on the traditional 
separation of politics and nonniililory matters from military discus¬ 
sion. By forbidding the participation of the military in seminars 
or forums where politics and policy are discussed, outi-Conunuuist 
preparedness can oc torpedoed, nnd the character-building aspects 
of the program can bo eliminated. As became evident in the PenUi- 

E n while prisoners of war were 9till being exchanged, it is just too 
te to instill convictions—mental survival stamina—into our youth 
when they already are of military age. It has to be done before. 

This attrition process is already underway in the Pentagon. Anti¬ 
communism is being interpreted in such a manner through prompt 


censorship of Ml such tnaterlnl, as to tako the sling out of it, and 
leave it a sterile, philosophical concept. The Rcd9 don’t mind this. 
The impression lias been given that to be anti-Communist is to "stick 
ono's neck out," and selling this impicssion to the public is a suppres¬ 
sion lactic in itself. People speak vaguely of “White House" or 
"Stale Department" wishes, as if this meant President Kennedy's 
expressed will, or Secretary Rusk's. Even if it were so, there would 
bo highly questionable factors in nn American President or a Secretary 
of Slate "passing the word nlong," instead of proceeding through 
formal channels, on matters on which the public has been led to 
believe a certain policy was beiog implemented. Rather. I have 
come to beltcvo that "Uie White House' 1 nnd "State" have gradually 
come to mean any one of the liuudtede of staff members who work in 
the executive offices, and in practice any one of the extremely 
contrasting characters used as advisers, or for any other purpose of 
background or guidance, bv any one of the men formally deslguuled 
as aids or advisers to the President, including bis official spokesmen. 
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»nd tbe multitude of State Department officials. Thus it has coma 
about that an impression bits become quite commoD Hint the White 
Ilouse (or State Deportment) wants tbo Communist issue soft-pedaled, 
is against anticommunism, thinks the Red menace is abroad, not at 
home, and that we ought to focus our attention on Communist in¬ 
trigue in, say Laos, and not go hunting for Reds here in America. 

The proffered justification for lbi3 is a numbers game, propor¬ 
tionately there are few known actual Communists. So, it 13 argued, 
they must be ineffective. Yet one Fuchs can be all the Reds need 
in asilunlion 0 / ilecisi ve strategic importance, and one opportunist he 
doesn't even have to be a knowledgeable Red—would bo sufficient to 
draw thesting from, say nil anli-Commuuist training program on a mili¬ 
tary base, whose personnel has to come directly to grips with communism. 

All sorts of signs, which in themselves would be without implica¬ 
tion, do take 011 significance 011 this issue through their repetition 
in varied form. The cold war has reached its most intense stage, and 
the need for tbo backing and understanding of an informed public 
is unquestioned, or is supposed to be. 

Some or tbo congressional publications contain material on the 
Rod menace that is available nowhere else. Many of theso are offered 
for Bale by the Government Priming Office, which issues a biweekly 
list of now publications and occasionally a special list of publications 
on specific subjects, including one "relating to various aspect* of 
communism." There is a greater need than ever for sucb pubbcnlions 
now. Various States, New York and Florida among them, have pro¬ 
vided courses in tbo schools which explain and expose Communist tactics. 

Unfortunately, not all departments and agencies of tbo Government 
are consistently supporting aiiti-Coimnuuist efforts. .. 

Surely it didn't lust happen lliut the fine Champion of Liberty 
postage Stamp scries is being faded out of existence. Only tbo 
Musoow-l'eking bloc could bnvo found onythiug to object to 111 it. 
The proclamation of a Captive Nations Week, when such actions Lake 
place, has its impact diminished. If wo think we're pleasing all sides 
this way, my experience of many years abroad convmcesme that we 
only succeed in disgusting all sides by sucb devices Technically, 
this may ha a decision of the Post Office, but so far ns public impres¬ 
sion is concerned, it is supporting evidence lor the rumors about the 
word being passed along/' a distinctly morale-breaking device, amoral 
in its nature. It's tho old onti-anli-Commiiuist movement 10 more 
vigorous form. Tbo Reds again ora able to demonstrate that when 
tbo talk is ovor, thov and up by getting wbat they want. 

Whcro youths aliound, os on college campuses, we can witness tboir 
exploitation in accordance with tho instructions 111 the Rod Manifesto. 
I am always somewhat astonished, although I should be accustomed 
to it hy now, by the frank manner in which some enemy of the United 
Suites' tells exactly how be intends to attack us, and how each tune 
he call depend on confusionists and people who refuse to believe Hint 
he really means whnt he says, U) cover up for hun. The mamlcsto 
plainly declares: "There arc new opportunities now to draw the 
younger generation into the straggle lor peace and democracy, ana 
for the great ideals ol communism," and wo make believe these words 
mean what they do ill our dictionary, instead of in the Red language, 
in which peace means submission by all to communism, mid the regi¬ 
mented procedure of tbe Communist bloc is called democracy. In llu. 
manifesto, too, the Red tonct u repealed "Unit tbe ruling classes never 
relinquish power voluntarily." 
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How more clearly do we expect the Peking-Moscow Axis lo say 
that, when we're sufficiently softened up, we'll be put out of our 
capituli9L miseries with n coUectivixed space punch? They won't ray 
so more openly until after the event. . 

No wonder our foreign friends grow desperate over our limitless 
neiveU, if it can any longer be correctly labeled by such a nonviolent 
term. Our naivetfi certainly had violent consequences for the freedom 
fighters in Hnogarv. 

Mr. Souuwike How would you summarize Communist strategy 
in the Itod nnti-anti-Comniunisl drive that you are describing? 

Mr. Hunter. In n new anti-nnli-Communist drive, the Reds are 
exerting more intensified pressure, in a more obvious manucr. employ¬ 
ing such distincUy Red techniques ns followthrough and coordination 

Coordination and followthrough, used as "psywar'’ tactics, cun 
make almost anything possible of achievement. Without these two 
supports to reinforce nod broaden the front, tbe best-thoughtsrhemes, 
and tbnse with tho migliliest potential, become duds, or fade out with 
such small impact that the net result, is frustration, with nil the dis¬ 
astrous effects this leads to. I have watched theso tactics being 
successfully exploited by the enemy again and again. The Com¬ 
munist* owe much of their consistent and stupendous victories in 
propaganda and in psychological warfare to their use of coordination 
and followthrough Wc have had fairly consistent results, too— 
only those were failures—because we lacked coordination and follow- 
through. Indeed, the first evidence I’ve seen of it on our side seems 
to bo tbo strange support for tho now Red anti-nnli-Communist- drive. 

Coordination and followthrough in "psywar" apply with tbe force 
of law, the same way as natural law, to all indiscriminately, irrespective 
of the right and tho wrong of an issue. They’re tools of tbo trudo 
that can be employed as weapons on any side. The present Red 
anti-anti-Communist driva is a glaring example of their employment 
in psychological warfare, and it only recently began. Its signs nro 
stdi few, visible mainly to the specialist who hns tho lime for this 
kind of research. But they will be many, and broadly apparent to 
all, within a abort time. 

Coordination me.nns the enlistment of nil possible—at least all 
needed—persons of influence and groups of various kinds in support 
of or against a project. In this way, attack can he launchod simul¬ 
taneously from all directions, (lie oiiemv position infiltrated, and hit 
from flank and rear. Coordination also extends the scope of an 
attack to other fronts as well. 

Followthrough means tho creation and implementation of separate 
supporting and expanding activities and projects, to gain every pos¬ 
sible advantage from ao initial attack, benefiting from ihu impetus it 
gives in throwing an onemy off balance, holding the initiative ns long 
os possible. Perhaps it derives from n diflorcnt outlook. We’ve 
been raised to lift a man up if lie falls down. Red technique is to 
begin kicking when he’s stumbled and is already down. 

One only bos to describe these tactics for them to bo recognized as 
port of a time-tried, Red strategy. The Communists have developed 
a aystem to both coordinate and followthrough in their "psywar" 
offensives, such as tho present nnl.i-aoli-Communist drive. They do 
it by using fronts, by grantiog a virtual semiau tonomy to local groups 
in tbe fulfillment of policy and projects, although always strictly 
within tbo framework of Communist Party lino. 
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Without those two tactics, the Communist network could not have 
achieved a fraction of its gains, and probably would have been elimi¬ 
nated long ago. Without them, wo get nowhere with our propaganda 


perhaps adding to the frustration. This makes it worse for our siae. 
So it has been. 

This may be uuderetandable, but hardly forgivable. There is no 
valid excuse for our failure in this field. We have a system nowadays 
that in effect eliminates coordination and followthrough by making 
the procedure too -cumbersome, and too vulnerable to negative 
attitudes, wittingly or unwittingly. I have watched this negative 
pattern in operation too long to doubt its existence. It has been loo 
effective in tho destruction of projects to escape everybody's notice, 
Efforts to get at it, though, are about os rewarding ns an attempt to 
grab hold of a handful of water. Oue must be terribly naive to think 
all this just happened, that there’s nothing deliberate about it. I 
attribute it to those I call termites in the woodwork, who make sure 
wo do not achieve coordination and followthrough. 

Our critical need for coordination has been recognised, and remediol 
steps even devised, but they have always been diverted or paralyzed 
and when no other means of prevention were of avail, flatly disallowed 
without explanation, or for whatever irrelevant excuse served the 
purpose. The same holds true for lack of followthrough. I have 
watched nil this too long to consider it otherwise than as part of a 
pattern for failure. 

Tho nnti-Commuuisl movement Unit tins grown up in the traditional 
grassroots manner in our country is a heaven-sent opportunity to bring 
coordination and followthrough into our "psvwnr" strategy. The 
really thrilling and inspiring part of it is that this coordination and 
followthrough was achieved in the anti-Conummist movement within 
the framework of our free democratic and republican society of private 
initiative. It's just a start, of course, but already effective. 

Red strategy is essentially weak because it is artificial; their fronts 
arc falso fronts, their unity is a deceit—nothing like what we call our 
bipartisan policy. Except for our default, communism would have 
collapsed long ago Only in n free society can there be genuine coordi¬ 
nation between all strata and classes of society, in and out of govern¬ 
ment, united in common purposes. This is what we have begun to 
achieve in our anti-Communist movement, in spile of timidity and 
even antagonism in high places, and a hush-bush in communications 
channels. 

This is the genuine collaboration lh.it the Red aiili-anli-Communist 
drive is out to destroy. Fundamentally, the whole process of anti¬ 
communism in tho United Stales is diametrically opposed to the Red 
maimer of operation and would ho fatal In it once it could becoiuo 
stable, and sure of its ground. This is why tho Rod manifesto has 
summoned its followers, dupes, and opportunists to destroy it by all 
means, before it ran attain solidity. Anti-Communists in the United 
States now have to fight a two-front war, against attack from their 
rear, as well as in front. 

This is a historic crossroads in our struggle. Some day we shall 
have to seek unity against Communist attack, if we ore to survive. 
The Reds have made it plain; they will accept only our surrender. 
If we stand by now and see this genuine, people’s anti-Communist 
movement, with its collaborators in all spheres of our life, certainly 


in tho Pentagon, succumb boforo the Red call for its destruction, wo 
sluill have to rebuild it from tho ashes of apathy and frustration. 
Then it would prrforco get so much Government control that we may 
find it impossible to avoid a regimentation that would bo dangerously 
similar to that which we are fighting. Tliis is the destination of those 
elements in our society, who might be fooling themselves into think¬ 
ing they're not helping the Communists, but who nonetlielcss want 
power centralized utid controlled from the center alone, because they 
lack faith in the American pcoulo and in private initiative. 

Once more wo come to the double standard. An anti-Communist 
movement is supposed to be basically' uudcrsiroble, but an niiti-suti- 
Communist movement is not, whether overtly or covertly, part of 
Red "paywar" planning. Here, too, if we sock nut any logic in this, 
it is that tho common denominator in this attitude is always what is 
helpful to the Communists. Those who aro ignorant of tho tactics of 
"paywar" call guide themselves by n simple, down-to-earth principle. 
If a policy or project helps the eneniv, it is probably against our in¬ 
terests and certainly should be avoided until the balance'is brought 
over to our favor 

Wo should tnkc great encouragement from the fact that the anti¬ 
communist movement in America was a spontaneous development, 
in tho American maimer, out of needs and worries felt locally. Wc 
should keep in mind, loo, that only when the anti-Communist move¬ 
ment began to go places, and to liatro success—alerting people to the 
evils of communism, teaching them how to spot it ! —did the roof fall 
m with this Red, nnti-ami-Conummist drive. 

Again we sec bow tbo Communists emplov coordination and follow- 
through. with high places involved. The Red manifesto specifically 


a sense of real participation and a false sense of initiative. All that 
is demanded by the Red network is action in accordance with the 
needs of the anti-nnti-Communist drive, so ns to pull the carpet out 
from under the Pentagon, for instance, in our anti-Communist training 
and idertness prognxm. 


The signs show llmt once again the Reds are being able to exploit 
high places in support of n Communist objective. The tactic is 
gradually to surround each centra! figure with fait accompli and vested 
interests in pronouncements made without full grasp of their signifi¬ 
cance, until he is a prisoner of the luiti-anti-Communist drive, ir¬ 
respective of the individual's actual dislike for communism. 

This isn't difficult to put across iu the narrow framework of op¬ 
portunistic thinking, with the restricted loyalties that gloss it over. 
Anything that can be considered to have political overtones or under¬ 
tones—and what doesn't—becomes fair gome, irrespective of tho 
harm done our country in tlie process. The prn-Reds have no serious 
problem exploiting this. It's made to order for thorn—their orders. 
Indeed, out* brought into this realm, even shipments of strategic 

E rodue.ts nf our factories to the. Communists, winch ordinarily would 
o recognized at once, as treasonable, receive mysterious approval 
and, through backstage pressure, get into Red (lands without the 
information slipping out to the American pcoplo.

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Opposition to such shipments then foils into the category of "anti¬ 
communism," and receives the smear treatment, if tho hush-hush 
isn’t sufficient. Somehow, mi official who blocks such shipments 
may confidently expect to be penalized from some wcll-conccnied 
direction. Perhaps a columnist or n self-seeking politician will come 
forth with a smear against him on some extraneous matter. Soon 
everyone will be barking in tho Puvloviau manner, chasing him 
down the garden pathway, olf on a trail that makes no sense The 
poor victim doesn't know what hit him. The griut joke about it is 
that few in tho woUpack know why they are barking. 

Whore matters end up by helping a Communist objective, such as 
the Red anli-anti-Coinmunist drive all too often of late, wc can 
delect obvious collaboration and follow Lhrough between some Gov¬ 
ernment offices and certain sections of tho press. 

This is part of our now built-in system, with its concealing com¬ 
mittee complex. Under such circumstances, steps taken to control 
the dilfusiou of information to the public results in giving the edge, 
or the monopoly, to clandestine exploitation of it. The Reds have 
certainly shown themselves to he masters in that kind of play. 
They've had years of experience in perfecting it nrouml tho world. 
The obsessiou of the American reporter to get an "exclusive" makes 
him the world’s most vulnerable for a planted news item An 
"exclusive" is all too often, in this environment, a reward for closing 
one’s eyes to the background of an item. This is a part of the 
pattern. 

Don’t confuse “exclusives” with "scoops," gentlemen. "Ex¬ 
clusives” have come generally to moan rewards for favors done; 
scoops are won by personal initiative. They’re as different as 
"seelting" news from ’gathering" news. 

If you don’t think there’s a vast gulf of dilfcreuco, read tho reams 
of debate on the subject during discussion in tho U.N General 
Assembly’s Social Committee over the wording of the so-called 
froo-press provision. The Red bloc insisted on the right to "gather" 
news, which obviously would be handouts, or "exclusives" dis¬ 
creetly distributed. Wo wanted the right to "seek"—seel; out— 
news. The last I heard, 03 was to be expected, we hod compromised 
bv accepting—certainly not vetoing—tlio Red bloc's version of a 
"free press ’’ This is in accordance with our popularity obsession, of 
course, as contrasted with our abandoned adherence to principles. 
Each time wo think we've added to our popularity this way, we’ve 
ooly chiseled away a bit more of freedom, which then makes us even 
less popular than ueforo. 

It's also part of the double standard When an item is printed 
that is pro-Conununist in effect, it’s called cnleiprising journalism— 
"being objective”—and we let go at that. When it's anli-Cninnuinisl, 
it's ”being subjective” and branded a breach of security, or el least n 
breach of coundonco, and indicuant voices arc raised demanding the 
practice be rooted out and made impossible or recurrence 

Wo'vc been conditioned to Ibis double standard, so Mini unless 
we stop and think about it, making a deliberate effort, we niv inclined 
to let tho most glaring examples go undetected So-called liberals 
are demanding that the military drop its anU-G'ammiinist training 
and alertness program. Thoso who lake this line say it's because tho 
military should bo held to strictly aiilitary matters, and should lot 
other, civilian, departments deal wholly with the rest. Tho impres¬ 


sion is given that this is a matter of principle, and has nothing to do 
with the anticommunism of it. They’re such people of principle! 

But aren't they the same persons who were silent when pro-Com- 
munisl indoctrination courses, glossing over the most extreme Red 
excesses, giviog the Red slant on such metiers as Chinese politics, 
dealing frankly with the political aspects of world problems, were 
lieing given by the U.S. Alley? Our wnrtime information and educa¬ 
tion instruction sheets were sometimes as Red &9 Mao Tse-tung. 
They were frequently slanted to the Red ride. So-called liberal 
circles were in fnvor of this program. Then, too, it was called a matter 
of principle Then they said thet soldiers bad to learn tor what and 
whom they were fighting. When principles snitch abruptly, they’re 
not principles, thoy’re expressions of dialectical materialism, sugar 
coated to American taste, sheer opportunism or plain hypocrisy. 

Everyone knows nbout the political commissar system of the Red 
Army. That’s been improved upon since Sulin's day—integrated, 
as it were. Let lnc quote from an article by Red Army Geu. F. 
Golikov, head of the Chief Political Administration—wbftt a title— 
of the Soviet Army and Navy. He wrote in Krosnayazvcdzda of 
May 27, 1959, as follows (Current Digest of the Soviet Press, p. 12, 
vol. XI, No. 22): 

Per the successful accomplishment of the tasks of iitcoloeical and educational 
work in the armed forces we place greet hop-i in the rapidly growing tie* of the 
Chief Political Adininlntrntion and the lower level political agencies with the 
profeotional urgauirationa of writcra. artiste, composers, journalists, and theater 
and motion picture workers. 

The military discipline of the pereonoel must he further etrongtbeoed wftb all 
the uieane of Ideological work 

The way we’re heading now, with the pressure tightening on our 
most experienced and I rustivorthy Pentagon officers to restrict public 
statements to a constantly intensified central control, particularly 
as concerns communism, we're edging into a situation where wo will 
find Mint, in effect, we will have adopted the method described by 
General Golikov We will not have censed indoctrination, but wc will 
have regimented it—opposite the way we intended If anticom¬ 
munism is hushed up bv default, we’U find that ive'll be reluming 
by default to the World War, pro-Red tone of our military’s informa¬ 
tion ami education program. The hush-hush really silences only one 
side; that is how it tins consistently worked out. 

In this modem woild of mind warfare, that is being waged agsinsl 
us, it is impossible to remain static. If we're not allowed to train anil 
alert people against communism, thev will be softened up to bo 
viclims of it. Tho communications field is just too vast, having 
expanded ovcu faster in the transportation of massages tli&o in the 
transportation of people and freight. Let the Red anli-ooli-Commu- 
nist drive attain its immediate objective, and wc will moke suro its 
long-range objective will bo attainable, loo. This will bo tbo montal 
and moral disarmament of our people, in and out of military service. 

Suppression of lire anti-Communist training and alertness' program 
is to mind warfare what our one-sided disarmament would be in the 
weapons field We would have no alterr.nliee to surrender, to the 
fulfillment of the creeping defeatism best characterized by the Lorriblo 
slogan, "Belter Red than dend." 

Mr. Soonwtxe. You say u definitive sta"o in this new Red program 
against anticommunism baa now bean reached? 
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Mr. Hunter. The now Rod, on Li-anti-Communist drive bos been 
ordored by the Soviet Communist hierarchy, speaking through end 
by the voice of the Communist parties of the world, gathered in a 
rare conclavo. This becomes fundamental law and basic strategy, 
obligatory on all Commuuists. There can he no question of its 
implementation. Tbe only possible question left to Communist 
Party people are the most effective methods, guaranteeing the maxi¬ 
mum impact, by which these orders can be put into offect. Lot me 
stress again thnt they constitute orders to combat the aoli-Com- 
munist movement headon in the United States, no'longer through 
the comparative restraint of what might bo called tbo pseudolibero) 
anti-anticommunism of the past. 

Ideological differences are to be submerged. This meons that we 
can expf.ct Lite Red objective to bo cloaked in every kind ol disguise, 
made palatable to every important grouping in our society, the pro- 
Rod aspect concealed where possible. We can expect, too, to find 
our idealistic youth, especially in our institutions of higher learning, 
callously employed as a front in this Red drive This will present us 
with a very difficult problem, to prevent or expose such intriguo for 
tlieso young people who of course lock (he background themselves to 
distinguish between a Red maneuver end an expression of sincere 
opinion, uninstigaled by ulterior, anti-American purposes. Even 
more difficult it will bo to persuade them to separate this chaff from 
the grain, when the choff has been so tastefully sugar coated. 

Mr. Souhwixe. You say this has just started, in effect, that this 
new aiiLi-auli-Comiuunist drive will intensify in tho near future? 

Mr. Hunter. Although this may appear as a prediction, it isn't 
one at all, ot least it shouldn't be to anyone who lias watched and 
understands tlio ironclad pattern of Communist Party procedure, that 
they cull discipline. Certain steps must follow, as surely as night 
follows day, and then night comes again. We shall witness a seem¬ 
ingly spontaneous outpouring of articles and persuasions of every 
dmracter, that will arise ell along the fringes of the communications 
field where the Reds have influence, and from then on, in the manner 
by which tho "McCartlivism" drive was built up, penetrating all 
channels of the press end all attitude-changing segments of our society, 
such as schools and churches. Tho pro- or aoli-Comraunist leanings 
of tlio participants will have nothing to do with tile case, os seen from 
tire surface. 

The Communist Party organs will sat the key. Orchestration will 
gradually spread from one section of the orchrstra to the other, until 
all will be playing the same music, in a rising crescendo. This is Llie 
Red technique, to make the pressure of what will appear as public 
opinion so relentless and go loud that everybody will begin to dance 
to the aamo tune, and those who don’t want to dance will be grabbed 
by their friends and neighbors and brought onto the floor, os in on 
American bam donee. By then, nobody will bo thinking obout who 
called the tunc in tbo first place, and those few who do will appear 
as quecis. This would bo a hopeless situation except for one thing. 
If it is exposed in time, tho whole Red psychological warfare gambit 
can be defeated with comparatively little effort. 

ExnclJy as knowledge of brainwashing wns found to be vaccination 
against it, knowledge of the Red intent of a propaganda drive destroys 
its effectiveness. Wo will only have to witness the orchestration, as it 
will begin developing very ebortly now, for us to recogniao Lb>9 Red 
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niiti-.mU-Commuiiist trap wherever it appears. This "psywnr” 
booby trap will lie visible on the lop of the rood from then on. If 
we don’t expose it this way, though, it will easily cripple or kill us— 
Khrushchev's expression for it is "burial." 

Mr. Soukwine. Could you gather this evidence—the written 
material dint you say will appear ns sure n6 night follows day? 

Mr. IIunteb. Yes, I could. 

Mr- Soubwins. Mr. CUinirmnn, mny wc nsk that the witness do 
this, and bring us the material lie has gathered, with nnolysos, by 
perhaps the end of the month, to bo included ns appendixes to this 
hearing? 

Senator Cotton. Hint will bo the order. Mr. Hunter, we expect 
you then to provide us with nnitcrinl found by you, opponring in the 
public press this year up to the cud uf July 1901, directly bearing upon 
tbe implementation of vbnl you hove described as a new Red tuitt-ami- 
Coinmunist drive, widr your owu notes or analyses of die various 
items. 

Mr. Hunter. Thunk you, I will do to. 

(The material referred to, submitted by Mr. Hunter on August I, 
appears hereafter us appendixes.) 

Mr. Soukwine. Ultra is one thing more, perhaps. 1 have several 
papers here. 1 wonder if you will glance at them, tell me if you have 
seen diem before, and in any case, give us your read ion. Here is 
the first one.

Considering tho date, and recoiling the publicity 
about these films, which I have seen, it is obvious to me thnt, remorou 
from the legalisms, the document con be paraphrased as saving: "Use 
any ot tlieso anti-Communist films at your own risk Heaven help 
you if you do." I would regard this as one of tbe early ouccesscs of

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Mr. SounwiNE. Hera is tlic second document on which we want 
your comment. . 

Mr. Hunter. This, too, is new to me. This is a similar type of 
document, signed Carlisle P. Hunge, on stationary of Assistant 
Secretary of Defense, dated April 21, 1961, and reading 
Subject: Narrated Filmstrip "Cotnluoailm on the Map " 

Tho commercial, narrated filmstrip, “Communrim on IN* Map” has been 
determined, by official review under DOD evaluation procedure*, rj not requir'd 
lor tbe Armed Forces training of troop information or public infonnaunn pro¬ 
grams and that it eliould not be purchased by the Department or used by Deport¬ 
ment of Defense personnel.

This is the propaganda climate 
being created by such memorandums in the Pentagon. It couldn t 
bo otherwise. Incidentally, to call this a commercial Elm is not quite 
trua; it was produced by a college.

Mr. SonnwtNft. Here is otic more. 
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Mr. Hdnteh. Thank you. This al9o is new to me. This is from 
Atlantic Commnnd, Headquarters of the Commander in Chief, Nor¬ 
folk II, Va., June 14, 1061, and is signed "Horatio Rivero, Deputy 
Chief of Staff." I will rend it: 

I Purpoeo: To provide policy guidance of new* and Classification of material 
within tlic Department of Defense. 

2. Discussion: At a news conference in Washington, DC., May 30. 1901, the 
Honorable Robert 5. McNamara discussed the subject of dissemination of infor¬ 
mation to the public anil classification of material within the Department of 
Defense. The following cstrncts from the Secretary's remark* are quoted: 

"The public information policies of the Dopnrtmeul of Defense require a delib¬ 
erate accommodation of two competing values. A* President Kennedy • has 
observed, the challenge of our times impose* two requirements that seem almost 
contradictory in tone, but which we must reconcile and wliich we must fulfill. 
There is the neod for greater public information and t»v need for greater official 
eccrory. 

“In order to provide some further guidance for those of us. all of us, both 
military and civilian officials alike, who must dan! with Hus problem, 1 suggested 
four principles to help the members of the Department to meet both lhe*e require¬ 
ment*. The application of these principles. alLhougb they might restrict the 
flow of properly classified information to some extent, would encourage more 
open, more responsible discussion of the pros and cons of the national defense 
policies uiul practices. The four principles arc: 

"(1) In a democratic society the public mutt be kept informed of the 
major iv.ic* in national dcfciuu? |*obry, because the mou important issues 
nre likely to be the most difficult ones; the arguments on both sides mutt be 
made clear so th.it there enn be * comcrwus of coincidence in the ultimate 
decision. We arc under u .apodal obligation to disclose mistakes sad ineffec¬ 
tive administrative opcrMlionv 

"The public has at leant as much right to bad news as to good news. 

"(2) It n eessotial to avoid disclosures of information that e>n be of 
national aamtanca to our potential enemiea, and therefore weaken our defense 
position It Is equally important to svoid overcJaasifimtiun: when in doubt, 
uaderclonify. In no ovent should overdaisificaliun lie used to avoid public 
discussion of conlrovcniial matter*. 

"(3) Public statement* of what appear* to lie Dcpartuicut or Defense 
jiolicy must reflect that policy Its effect. 

"(4). In public discussion all officers of the Department should confine 
themselves to defense matter* Avoid dl*cua*ion of foreign policy matter*, 
a fluid whioh »« reserved for the President and the Department of Slate 
This loue-c*mbli»hcd principle recognises the danger that wh*m Defense 
oine.nl* express opinion* ax lo foreign policy, their words may be >akcn as the 
policy of the Government. 

3. Aciioo: Information contained in paragraph 2 above is forwarded for 
information and guidance. 

Mr SgunwiNE. What do you say to this? 

If tlui fourth point w**rc obeyed, in lire kind of con¬ 
flict in which wc arc *njpig*d, wc would return to thaonditionof mind 
disarmament wo were in when the Rods struck in Korea.

The following are relevant excerpts from ihe "Statement of 81 
Marxist-Leninist Parlies" as officially translated by Moscow mid 
published in the Red theoretical organ in the United States, Political 
Affairs, in its January 1961 tail*. (The full text as well ns the com¬ 
plete Toss translation ns printed in the New York Times on December 
7 can be found in the appendix to the testimony of Jay Lovestone 
before th»® Committee Inst Januury 26 and February 2.) 

The Red Manifesto is a basic strategy paper to outline Communist 
Party operations and, as such, makc9 extensive use of the Communist 
l&uguago of dialectical malendisra, always giving this slant to its 
statements In understanding Communist intent, these words and 
paragraphs roust be translated into ordinary languogc, often producing 
the opposite words in non-Conimunist dictionaries. 

When read this way, as the indoctrinated Communist does, Red 
documeulaliou i3 extremely revealing of purposes and tactics other¬ 
wise successfully concealed. 

For iustance, a aunple sentence from the Manifesto, such ns “As 
long as imperiobsiu exists there will be soil for wars of aggression," 
actually means, in Red language: “As long a9 dynamic non-Cummun- 
m countries exist they may take the opportunity to resist Communist 
world expansion '* In their writings, when Communists attack, it is 
"liberation" and not "oggressioQ.” The dialectical materialist 
dictionary is composed of the fundamental writings of Red leaders 
and theoreticians. 

Here are the excerpts from the Manifesto: 

. . . U S imperialism . . . haa become an encrov of the whole world. . . 

In blaring a trail of communism, tlic people* of the aocialiat countries are creat¬ 
ing a prototype of a neir society for all mankind. . . . 

. . . As tong u impcnaJiam amata there will be toil for war* of aggres¬ 
sion. . 

To fight for peace today means to maintain the greatest vigilance, indtiabgn- 
bt> to lay bare the policy of lha Imperialists. to keep a watchful ay* od the 
mutinies and loaoeuvcra of the warmonecri, * route the righteous inrligtmUon 
of the peoples against those who are heading for war, organise the peace forcct 
still better. continuously intensify mass efforta for pence, end promote coopein-

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tfon riih Ait counir»>5 «-hich have no interval in neu* nw? In the countries 
where the imperialiaia have established war bates, it is neccssnrv to step up the

peoples against the militarisation of their countries should lie combined with the 
etruggle cHtainat Uia capitalist monopolies connected with the U.S. impcnal- 

No political, religious or other differences should bo an ohstacle to all the forces 
of the working class uniting against the war danger. . . . 

The policy of peaceful coexistence » * polio of mohilirjng the masses *nd 
launching vigorous action against the enemi« of peace. Peaceful coexistence of 
elates doca not imply renunciation of the doss slcugslc « the rcvi»unisU claim. 
The coesiatcnce of elates with different social systems is • form of class struggle 
between socialism and capitalism . . . 

National-liberation revolutions have triumphed in vast areas of the world. . . 

The complete collapse of colonialism is imminent. . . . 

The colonial powers never bestow freedom on the colonial peoples and never 
leave of their owo free will the countries they ere evnloiliug. . . 

Now that more sections of the population are joining in ao active class struggle, 
it is of the utmost importance that Communists should extend their work in 
trade unions and cooperatives, among the peasantry, the youth, the women, in 
sports organisations, and the unorganised sections of the population. . . 

The Communist Parties reaffirm the propositions put forward bv the Declara¬ 
tion of 1957 with regard to the forms ol transition of different countries from 
capitalism to socialism. 

Ths Declaration point* out that the working class and its vanguard—the 
Marv.st-Leninist Party —seek to achieve the socialist revolution by peaceful 
•nesus. . . . 

In the event of the exploiting classes resorting to violence against people, the 
possibility of ooopcaccful transition to socialism should be bomo io mind 
Leninism teaches, and cipcricocc confirms, that the ruling classes never relinquish 
power voluntarily. . . . 

In our time, when communism U not only the most advanced doctrine but an 
actually existing social system which has proved its superiority over capitalism, 
conditions are particularly favorable for expanding the influence of the Com- 
munldt Parties, vigorously exposing anti-communism, a slogan under which the 
capitalist class wages its struggle against the proletariat, and winning the broadest 
sections of the working iubswes for Communist ideas. 

A nil-communism arose at the dawn of the working-class movement as the princi¬ 
pal ideological weapon of the cnpitaliai class tu it* struggle Against the proletariat 
and Marxist ideology. As the close struggle grew in Intensity, particularly with 
liie formation of the world socialist lyulem. auU-communum became more vicious 
nml rtTmed. Auti-cvuiinmiwnt. wlucji ia indicative of a deep Ideological crisis 
in and extreme decliue of txiurgeots ideology, resorts to monstrous distortions of 
Marxist doctrine and crude slander ngnmH the socialist social system, present* 
Communist policies and objectives in a false light, and carries on a witchhunt 
ugaiuat the democratic jwaccful force* and organisation*. 

To effectively defend tho interests of the working people, maintain peace and 
roalitc the socialist Ideals of die working tin**. it is tn«Ux|icnaal>l« to wage a rrsul.it* 
struggle against an it-communism—that poisoned wenpou which the bourgeoisie 
uses to fono* off tho mosacs from socialism. . . . 

All the Marxist-Leninist Parlies art independent and have equal i.ghts. 

The Communal and Worker*' Parlies unammousli declare that llus Communist 
Parly of the Soviet Union haa I won, and remains, the universally recognised 
vanguard of the world Communist movement. . 


Appendix 2 

In a imiAsivo draft progrnm unnotincod .it Moscow by thn Soviet 
Communist Party on July 29, the rod hierarchy recoRniAed for the 
second time the importance of the nnti-Communist movement in the 
United Stales. The first time wns in the Red Manifesto ol December 
5, 1060. 
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The new document reiterates tactics to be employed ngainst the 
United States in the Red "struggle" to conquer the world, with tbe 
United Slates ns the primary target. 

Moscow's reiterated propaganda thwne ia tbnt this ran be achieved 
"peacefully'', presumedly by bringing about American surrender 
through psychological warfare strategy, thereby preserving the Soviet 
Union against destruction. Hence, the coexistence line serves a dual 
purpose. (1) lulling the Soviet uopulntion, which actually wants 

C c«, certainly abhors the thought of a repetition of World War 11 
rore. and (2) stirring creeping defeatism in the West. 

Meanwhile, of course, new and continued sacrifices ait evidently 
to be required of the Comuiunisl^loiiiinaled peoples, already suffering 
from shortages of food and other necessities. The document seeks to 
lake tho alteuliou of its enslaved people from such deficiencies, and 
to prepare them (or even more ncute stringencies to follow, by making 
a host of pic-in-tlie-sky promises of n paradise of plenty hi Lite future. 

Here is an excerpt from the text as sent abroad by Toss, the official 
Soviet Russian new® agency, dealing with anti-communism in our 
land: 

The chief ideological and political wcopon of imperialism Is anli-communuai. 
Rallied to th.x black banner today ore all the eocmiea of social progreu. Antl- 
commumom is a reflection of the extreme decadence of bourgeois ideology 

Monopoly capita) engender* fascial ideology, the ideology of extreme chauvinism 
and racism. AnU-comimmism ii becoming the main instrument ol reaction io it* 
struggle »gainat the democratic force* of Asia, Airies, and Lutiu America. 

The right wiug of social-democracy lia* completely broken with Marxism and 
ho* put forward eo-callcd democratic socialism against scientific socialism. 

II is lot i ca) experience has ehowo the bankruptcy of both Uie ideology aud tbe 
policy of social-democracy. 

A oil-communism htu brought social reformism to ao ideological nod political 
impasse. This Is one of the main reasons for the crisis of social-democracy.

For iostauce, 
this nearly four-column article, ol May 2], ends with an anonymous 
refugee from Cermany quoted ns saying,

If this reportage is to be believed, the "nght-extremisl type is the 
only kind of anti -comm union! there is.

T*o organisations that have been most active in fostering this drive at the 
community level are the John Birch Society, headed by Robert H. B T . Welch, Jr. 
of Belmont, Mass., and the Christian Anti-Communism Crusade, of which Dr. 
Fred C Schwars of Long Beach, Calif., is president. 

Their tactics differ somewhat, but their aims are almost identical Tho Birch 
Society advocates not only "education," hut also the adoption, on occasion, of 
Communist methods to combat Communist subversion. Its belligerency goes so 
far. for esumplv, is lo demand Uic impeachment of Chief Justice Karl Warren for 
furtharing Communist aims. 

SCHWARZ DOCTRINE 

Tlic Schwarz doctrine advocates much the isme sort of "education" about the 
Communist menace but stops short of urging particular acU of reprisal. 

Both groups have been active iu the Cliicago area for many years. 

Stillwell J. Connor, a Chicago industrialist, was quoted recently as having said 
that lie had inducted more lhao 400 members mto the Birch Society, mostly in 
th« northern suburbs, since 1959. Another Birch member estimated the total 
membership In the Chicago area at 1,000. 

Dr. Schwars has appeared on local lecture platforms frequently, hut ho did 
not turn ou the full power of bis Chnsiiau Anti-Communism Crusade uotU late 
last summer. The current controversy along the North Shoro dates from that 
time. 

On Aug. 29, 1900, Dr Schwarz opened a five-day school on anti-communism 
at lhc Glenview Naval Air Station Sessions were Itclrl three times a day in an 
auditorium on the base, with an attendance of several hundred at each session. 
Tha audiences consisted of base pcrsouncl. Naval reservists and civilians from 
sorroundini communities.

Tlic faculty included several Navy officers, Dr. Seim arc and such professional# 
in the field of anti-communism as Herbert Philbrick, a former agent of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. Dr. E. Merrill Root, author of “Brninweshiug in the 
High Schools": Itichnrd Arens, then staff director for the House Un-American 
Activities Committee; Prof. Anthony Bouscareu of LcMnvo« College. Syracuse. 
N.Y., and others 

Dr. Schwore' program al Glanvie* «sa similar to others ha bos conducted In 
many parts of the country, one recently iu St. Louis. 

It is built around n scries of lectures supplemented by films, tape recordings 
and the sale of books and pamphlets, many written by Dr. Schwarz. 

Two films are among those shown most often. One is “Operation Abolition," 
which depicts as Communist-managed the student riots in Ssu Francisco last 
year that grew out of a session there of the llouno Un-Amcricao Activities 
Committee. The other is "Communism on the Map," w hich pictures tho United 
States as falling victim to Communist encirclement and subversion. 

The course purports to gi«r a scholarly rfeumd and analysis of world commu¬ 
nism, with particular emphasis on IU impact on the United SUUa einco World 
War II. 

Tho principal theme is that tho American wav of life it Oeine subtly but system¬ 
atically undermined by Communist fifth columnists and their "iloogea, “who 
often operate under the guise of socialism. 

Evidence of their influence, the course pomls out. is found chiefly oo the campuses 
of American colleges, among the Protestant clergy and in the policy-making 
levels of lhc Federal Covarnmsnt. 

SCHOOL MAILED 

Tho Glenview school was adjudged a great success by its sponsors and partic¬ 
ipants, and also, apparently, by many residents of this area who had no part in 11 . 

Jack Mabley, who at the time was a columoift for the Chicago Daily News 
and president ol the Gleoviow Village Boa/d, wrote approvingly of the venture in 
his column. Ha also sponsored s resolution of commendation by the village 
board that passed with only one negative vole

ground! thcl the school fostered sir atmosphere of iuspic.au and mtolerenco

One of the most articulate partisans of the aoti-Communist program is the 
Rev. John J. Dussmon, pastor of the Roman Catholic church of Our Lady of 
Perpetual Help in Glenview. 

Nearly every issue of his weekly parish paper, The Clarion, contain; an endorse¬ 
ment of the Birch Society or another of the more active "Americamat” groups, 
t’arbhsoners are frequently urged to join "one of our ooti-Rcd cells." 

RE POKES TBOTaaTAHTB 

In oo issue a few weeks ago, Father Dussman criticised a local "Protestant 
church gathering" for having distributed copies of The Christian Century that 
contained or, ariicle critical of the movie "Operation -Abolition." The Christian 
Century is a nondenomiaational publication that generally reflects the liberal 
Protestant viewpoint. 

Thu brought a sharp rebuke a week later from the Rev. Calvin W. Robinion, 
pastor of a large neighboring Methodist congregation. Mr. Robiosoo aaid io 
the course of his eermou: 

* I am disturbed over the activities of American pharisees today— rlose-nunded, 
selfnghteous conservatives who also (os did the Biblical pharisees) resent having 
their truths challenged. The John Birch Society » just such a group. It does 
ool have the ansa era to our problems io international relations, and it only 
leads us backward futo old ways that have betrayed mankind ag.aiu and again. 

A possible explanation for the intensity of the controversy here lies in the 
missionary seal that both the Birch Society and the Christian Anti-Communism 
Crusade impart to their "convert*." 

Dozens of them in this area, individually nod io teams, fan out nightly ond 
over week-ends, equipped with tape recordings, motion-picture projectors and 
suitcases of books sad pamphlets to carry on their mission. 

Their »udienr«a may l»e a dozen or more ooigbbore in o living roam, n Rotary 
Club or American Legion meeting, a school assembly or many hundreds gathered 
io a public hall. 

A fairly typical meeting was held on a Sunday afternoon late in April at the 
lake-front ratala of Mr. and Mrs Jay Shewley, in Glencoe. 

For four hours 300 spec iallyio vi ted guests heard lectures and w etched a showing 
of "Opcr«tion Abolition." The program wits presented by three young enlisted 
men from Lhs Creol Likes Navel Training Center.

A generally cooperntire, indeed onlliusiastic reception moots efforts 
to counter Red subversive warfare, with only isolated exceptions, once 
one leaves certain metropolitan arens, as New York City, where anti- 
anli-romniunisni has made deep penetration in the communications 
field.

It is well to view with alarm now and then. We become too complacent and 
miss the significance of ovents going on around us.

Tho assault oo the Pentagon in thesteppod-up aoti-anti-Comniunist 
drive began on Sunday, June 18. The previous coverage by the New 
York Times apparently had been preparatory skinnisnec. The big 
guns were now wheeled into place, and began firing. 

On that day,, an article began on the first page, entitled "Right-Wing 
Olficors Worrying Poulngon," and continued throe more columns long 
on page 56. spreading across Lbe entire lop of the page. It was signed 
aeom by C'aoell Phillips, who apparently wob now the New York 
Tiroes anti-Comiuuniat movement exposfi man. 

The target was now shifted from secondary positions, along the 
periphery, to the heart of the anti-Communiet campaign. Aoti- 
CommuniBt activities bv military officers wore equated with “radically 
right-wing political philosophies," a moro genteel way of saying pro- 
Fascist or pro-Naxi. This set the campaign plan, heaping togetner in 
one propaganda grab bag all who showed energy or enterprise in ex¬ 
posing Communist tactics and explaining the ©vila of communism. 
The article was written in unmistakable expose style, to give the im¬ 
pression there was something highly suspect and dangerous that should 
bo uprooted and done away with, in disclosure of the devious wava by 
which the Reds aro plotline our destruction. 

It ruforrad to “tho so-called 'cold war policy' evolved by the Na¬ 
tional Security Council in the summer of 1958," thus setting up thi9 
training and alertness program as a primary target of the Dew anti- 
anti-Communist campaign. 

The article began: "Tho Pentagon is having its troubles with 
right-wingers in uniform.” Just who in particular was meant by 
"tho Pentagon" was significantly not disclosed. But tho article went 
into extensive detail on “the 'cold-war' aclivitios" of commanding 
officer* in implementing the directivo. This lias "caused alarm among 
the new civilian team in the Pentagon,” the article declared, making it 
apparent that “the Pentagon” referred to was not the fighting force.

They arc also holding up to criti¬ 
cism sod ridicule some official policies of the United States Government. The

Walker, who was officially "BClmoInHhud , ' for lus activities by the Secretary ol the 
Army earlier this week. 

General Walker's offense was In sayiag lhat a oumber of prominent Americana, 
se well os elements of the newspaper aud television industries, were taiotod with 
Communist ideolo y. 

He did this in the course of a coutiuuiug effort lhat the general said was "de¬ 
signed to develop an understanding of the American military and civil heritage, 
responsibility toward that heritage and tbo facts ond objectives of those enemies 
who would destroy it." 

General Walker was the commander of tho Twenty-Fourth lofantry Division 
in Germany »t the time. 

• roucr set a yca*s acio 

In his onti-Cominunist effort General Walker was operating under a Ihree- 
ycar-old policy of tho National Sccunty Council. This called for a mobllixalion 
of all arms of Government— military, diplomatic, civilian—in tho "cold-war" 
struggle. 

Where the general went wrong, apparently, was in confusing his own political 
inclinations with the Administration's stralc-.y for fighting the "cold war." 

High officials at the Pentagon have aoid that they hope this example will have 
a restraining effect on other military men whoao real io the same cause bos been 
creating mounting embarrassment for them. 

"No other disciplinary actions are being considered now," said Arthur Sylvester, 
Assistant Secretary of Defense for Public Affairs. 

"It Is no secret, Imwovcr, that this sort of activity by representatives of the 
Dcfeosc Department has been a disturbing problem for us. We are trying to 
reaoh a more rational handling of this aspect of tho 'cold war* effort than has boon 
the caae Id the put." 

The problem for the Pentagon arises out of the fact that a number of Its higher 
ranking officers have participated In or publicly lent their support to a variety of 
eo-callcd forums, schools, aod seminars, ostensibly focused on the Issues of national 
aecurity. However, many of those groupa-^-at least incidentally—are preoc¬ 
cupied with radically right-wing political philosophies. 

nT*r.es o« amh-communism 

Tho chief Ingredient of these philosophies is often a militant anti-communism. 
Tho argument is that Communist subversion today is rile among tho schools, 
the churches, labor unions. Government offices and elsewhere, and that this la a 
far greater threat to national survival than tho international aspects of tho 
Communist conspiracy. 

Id this argument, liberalism is equated with socialism and socialism with com¬ 
munism. Thus it opposes most welfare leiiilatioa, maoy programs for Inter¬ 
national cooperation such os foreign aid ana disarmament conferences, and aov 
effort by this Government to seek accommodations with the Soviet Union. Such 
activities are depicted as a playing into tbo hands of the Communists, and some¬ 
times as stemming from Comrauoiflt subversion 

As part of such indoctrination, citixens often are urged to form their own 

C m to "educate" others about the Communist menace and to be alert In 
rolog Communist Influences in thoir neighborhoods, sohools, oewspapor* 
and local governing bodice. 

The genua is of this problem goes back to the so-called "cold war policy" evolved 
by ll*o National Seourity Council in the summer of 1958. 

That nos a year of mounting intoroatiooal tensions when Communist power 
Boemed to be on the rise around the world. Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
was thon the victim of assaults by Communist mobs during a aood will tour of 
South America; President Elsenhower dispatched Marines to Lebanon to fend 
off Communist political aggressions in the Middle East; Communist China stepped 
up Its artillery attacks on Queraoy and Matsu.

President Eisenhower and hie top policy leaders decreed that the "cold war" 
could not be fought aa a series of separate and often unrelated actions, as with 
foreign aid and propaganda. Rather, it uidst be fought with a concentration of 
all the resources of the Government aod with tbo full understanding and support 
of tho civilian population. It was decided, in particular, that the military should 
bo used to reinforce the "cold-war" effort. 
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This was (be substance of the stlU-classiGed "cold-war policy" paper of (he 
National Security Couocil 

Ito implementation in the Department of Defense •'aa ordered through a 
aeries of directivsa and guidance papers, also classified, directed to the lop civilian 
and uninformed authorities. These officials were told to take positive measures 
to alert the troops under their command and the public at large to the issues of 
national security and the "cold war." 

How (specific these directives were as to the particular tools and approaches to 
be employed In this effort cannot be learned. Hut commanding officers were 
supplied with literature and speech material and were required to report regularly 
On their "cold-war" activities. 

However, it is leno* o that commanding officers war* allowed wide latitude in 
Apolving the directive! within tboir commands 

Of the hundreds of military bases here and abroad, only a score havo become 
Involved in these programs to the point that they have caused alarm amoog the 
new civilian team io the Pentagon Officials suspect, however, that the trend is 
somewhat more widespread than their reports currently indicate. They are 
quietly trying to 6nd out how widespread it Is. 

A typical example about which they do know Is a seminar labeled Project 
Action. 

This was held at the Naval Air StatJoo. Wold-ChamberUio Field. Minneaoolie. 
on April 28 and 29 of this year. Capt. Robert T. Kieling is the commanding 
officer of the slstioo. He waa a eo-eoouaor or tbs program in collaboration with 
a committee of the Minneapolis-St. Paul Chamber of Commerce. 

The official announcement described tbs program as follows: 

'The purpose of Project Action is to inspire the citizens of this area to take an 
active part in tbs war against the danger that threatens our freedom and American 
way of life. 

"The program of talks and presentations by nationally knowo lenders for the 
cause of democracy will bnng to light facte and figures concerning the rising 
crime rate, juvenile delinquency, drug addiction, the general degradation of 
morals, the complacent attitude toward patriotism nnd tho tremendous gains 
the Communist conspiracy is making In this country * • • 

The United States Naval Air Station Is making facilities available for the 
seminar at the reoueat of the Twin Cities Council for American lde*l». Out-of- 
tooftl-area participant* are Invited to take advantage of overnight accommodations 
on ths sir station A nominal feo of 60 cents per parson will be charged. The 
(seminar! fee of $7 60 includes two noon meals." 

Approximately 600 parsons from the upper Middle West attended the two-day 
program. Among the lecturers who addressed them were Dr. Gerhard Nelmeyer. 
University of Notre Dame; Dr Nicholas Nyaradi, Bradley University. Dr B. N. 
Bengstoo, Maywood. HI., and two defectors from the Soviet Union. Several 
films were shown and literature was distributed purporting to explain the nature 
or Communist subversion, with particular emphasis on fta attack upon American 
morale. 

Among the scores of Icttere concerning Project Action that re acred the Pentagon 
In tha following days was one from a newspaper editor. It said lo pari: 

"Perhaps someone can dear up for ua our lack of understanding as to just how 
uoeponsorship of such aetivttl a fits In »tth tho Navy mission, or the over-all 
military mission, for that matter. It must be admitted that the local Project 
Action is politically partisan io a vary real sense, although the partiaanahlp is not 
of the party label type." 

Another example of these political activities concerns Capt. Kenneth J Sanger, 
commanding officer of the Sand Poiot Naval Air Station Beattie, Wash. Ho 
activities over the last yeor have aroused a storm of controversy. Hundreds of 
Intters, supporting and condemning him, have poured Into tho Pentagon and 
Congressional offices in recent weeks. 

In pursuing what he describes os a program of "moral leadership," on and off 
base, Cnptaln Sanger has made wide use of two controversial 6lms, "Operation 
Abolition” sod "Communism on The Map." 

The first film w»a produced by the House Committee oo Uo-American Activ¬ 
ities as a counter.weapon against those who sought last year to terminate tu 
career. U deplete as Communist inspired and managed last year’s student note 
(o Sao Francisco, where tha committee held an inquiry The mesasge of the film 
ts that Communist Influence has infiltrated school Ilfs across the nation. Cntics 
contend tha film is distorted sod misleading. 


nuw MADE AT COLLET". I 

The second film wag produced at Harding: College. Searcy, Ark. It shows the 
United States virtually engulfed in a world gone either Communist or socialist, 
including sll of ill NATO nlliea except Portugal. Among lltoxo whom Uic film 
narrator cites os roiponslble for this condition are President Franklin D. Roose¬ 
velt, for having recognised the Soviet Union, nod Gen of the Aron* George C. 
Marshall, for having 1 ruado possible” the Communist take-over of duns. 

The** films and accompanying lectures l» Cnptum Singer ood members of 
h'S "learn" havo been exhibited before hiodreds of audiences, many of them 
composed of high school and college students, all over the northwest. Among 
the many letters condemning the program was one published in The Seattle 
Time* of nut March 22 from James f. Rirobrough, who wrote in part : 


"Mr concern Is not with Ca; 


xslain Sanger, my concern is with tbe concept which 
suggests that any branch of tha armed forces is the spproppal® vehicle for tbe 
dissemination to the civilian population, and particularly lo our youth, of proper 
suit ides of patriotism and concern for our democratic ideals. This is the out 
of tbe issue, not communism or onu-ooramuntsm." 

Among numerous other incidents that have been brought to tbe otlention of the 
Defense Department b ths "Fo-irth Dimensional Warfare Seminar" held id 
Pittsburgh on April 15. Among those listed as giving "arsistanco sad support” 
to the program were Lieut. Gen. Ridgsly Gaither, Commanding General. Second 
Army, and MaJ Gen. Ralph C Cooper. Commanding General Twenty-first 
Army Corps, and their respective staffs. 

Several of tbe main speakers were highly critical of Ibv Government's "cold 
war” policies. 

One, for example. Admiral Chester Ward, retired, was reported in the local 
newspapers ns Having said that "some of the advisers now surrounding the Presi¬ 
dent'’ have philoflopTiies recording foreign affairs "that would chill the average 
American." Hs mentioned by name in ibis connection, AdlaJ F. Stoveusoo, 
United States representative to the United Nations, and George F. Kennan. 
United Stales Ambassador to Yugoslavia. 

Members of the reinioar were given a list ql eighteen points on "What You 
Can Do in the Fight Against Communism.” 

"This sort of thing, if carried for enough among susceptible people, can brsed 
a wave of ' iailaotwn sod witch-hunting, ,r onc Pentagon official said. "Even Mr. 
Hoover of tne F.B.I., whom nobody could call " ’soft oo communism,* deplores 
the*# self-appointed counter-spies."

Civilian chief# in the Pentagon 6nd themselves iu a dclieolo position aitb respect 
to this k>K of activity lo the higher uniformed ochclon*. They ore disturbed 
bv ths right-wing view* displayed by many of these officers. Yet. realistically 
they cannot either Igoore the threat of Communist aubvereion or ba tagged, u 
one of them put It. ”na being against anli-cotmnunlafn.” 

"The real probloro," he went oo, "U one of proportion. Nearly every re¬ 
sponsible official I know of thinks that the real war opunst communism hua to ba 
fought in ths internalioosl arena sa it’s political, diplomatic, economic and m a 
limited aonte, military. That, certainly, is the way the official policies of ibis 
Government are geared. 

"When, as these fellows do, you change the target to looking lor spies under tbe 
bed or in the F T.A., you divert that much energy and support away from the 
main objective of the ‘cold war.’ And si the same time, you instill fear and 
distrust of our Government and its lender." 

Reinforcing hia point, hs took from his desk a memorandum from Secretary of 
Defense Robert 8. McNamara, which baa beco circulated as "guidance" through¬ 
out the services. In part, It said: 

"After the President has taken n position, hns established a policy, or after 
appropriate officials in the Defense Department have established a poliev, I expect 
that oo member of the department, either civilian or military, will discuaa that 
policy oilier Ihoo in a a or to support it before the public." 

The dilemma of these officials is deepened by two other consideration* 

Ooe is thst tha experience of the servicemen captured by tho Communists 
during Uie Korean R ar revealed a serious gap io Hie moral alumina and tho 
patriotic dedication of a good part of American joutli. 

This has greatly alarmed many military men who believe that the nation must 
breed a tougher type of soldier it it is to survive m another war. To many schooled 
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In the military discipline, there is a Hole between this moral and intellectual 
"softness" and certain social nod political trends in American We over the last 
two decades. 

The other consideration is that under the so-called "cold war policy" evolved 
by the National Security Council in 1958, commending officers were encouraged 
to help stimulate a widespread public awarencse of the challenges and problems 
of national security. Inevitable, manv interpreted the national peril in their 
own political terms, and, like Ceneral Walker, alinped their attacks accordingly. 

The new civilian team in the Pentagon has begun a careful screening of the 
vast amount of printed and filmed material used by the services in their programs 
of troop indoctrination and community relations. The only positive step Uiev 
have taken so far ie to ban official use of the film ' Communism on the Map, 
and to relegate "Operation Abolition" to a "when-aeked-for" basis nf availability. 

"But this sort of screening doesn't directly affect General X if he wants to 
make a speech about communism in the schools or play footsio with the Birch 
Society people," an official explained "Unless he gets 'way off haao, like General 
Walker did. we con't discipline him. 

“There is a big gray area here where the difference between right and wrong— 
between saving loo much and not saying too much -is terribly hard to H stin- 
guiaJi. Who Is to tell a Ih.-ec-slar admiral how right wing—or how lafl wing—bis 
political outlook can bo? 

"Our beat hone is thol the extremists will begin to gel the message them¬ 
selves, as from General Walker and as from speeches of the secretaries, and use 
good judgment io what they say and do."

The weekly Worker, published in New York and dated Sunday, 
July )G (though appearing on newstands July 14, a couple of days 
earlier), included tlio t|ireclive (signed by Cus Hall. General Secretory 
of the Communist Party of the United Stoles) outliniug implementa¬ 
tion for the Red Menifesto proclaimed in Moscow on December 5, 
1900. 

This occupied the double spread in the center of the paper It 
struck out at, the "ultra-ligbl, ' offered tile Pentagon's 1958 directive 
as o special target, and laid down tactics to be employed concerning 
President Kenoody and his administration. 

Arrogant and obvious ee the directive appears regarding tbe White 
House end tbe administration generally, it cannot be brushed off, 
because the Reds have given sufficient evidence of their skill and 
facilities in entrapping non-Conuuunists and even anti-Communists 
into failing into step behind them on some major nro-Communtel 
issues. Both Republican and Democratic Parties could be forewarned 
of such traps by boding out this east* way about the Red plan for them. 
There isn't nnylhing now about the way Communists operate, any 
more than there was about the Nulls. Totalitarians of such typo 
contemptuously proclaim their tactics, in confidence that the Free

At the name time, the Kennedy sdmmlltriition pursues s cold war, interventional, 
and generally anlidomocrnlec course. We ere, therefore, confronted with o 
unique problem of how, under these cireumiUnces, to carry on the struggle (or 
peace and democracy molt effectively. The problem can belt be posed by a

These are comples and serious problems. Much can he learned from our own 
history, especially the Now Deol period, nnd also (rom parallel situations in other 
countries aa iu Prouec. But I here are also new and special aspects which need 
serious assessment, Her* 1 propose only to begin such in assessment.

Continuing rebuffs and defeats for the cold ».v and 
Interventionist policy (most recently m Cuba and Lnos» confront the dominant 
monopoly power with o choice, essentially between two alternatives- One is to 
end the cold war and to seek some form of accommodation to Uie socialist and 
national revolutionary «or!d. which would mean a turn to a policy of |>cacefut 
coexistence aud ]>eaccfiil competition. Such a shift of policy would meet ihe 
most urgent national needs of the counto iu the present period of world history 

Tho other course is U> seek to contain and reverse world trends by all means, 
including so-called limited war and tho ultimate nuclear war. it is nceoasary to 
recogn.ic that the presoot cold-war policies of Ihe Administration lend in this 
direction However, we must also recognise that the most aggressive and extreme 
expression of this suicidal policy cornea from tho ultra-flight. 

War is their prescription for the crisis facing the country. Senator Gold'voter 
ond Richard Nixon, contending for leadership of the Right-wing Republicans 
advocate a war oourge, as do their Diviecrat-Democratic allies, like Senators 
Eastland and Smalhsre. They are ready to take any pressing world mur, whether 
it be Cuba or Berlin, as an occasion for starling military action. They oclivil) 
and ogcreasively seek the brink. In fact, Nison is now calling for resuming the 
Dulles brinkmanship policy. 

TAc Facial Network 

In back of this political war-minded coalition, there la emerging in tl»c country 
an organised movement of the fascist type, financed by the BUM chauvinist and 
aggressive sector* of lli« Business. Tliia is more serious than previous develop¬ 
ments of this kind, and noUls even a greater threat Ohio the movement led by the 
late Senator Joe McCarthy. 

For one thing, uolike previous fascist currents, the present movement is taking 
the form of u membership organisation, in conspiratorial action groups, including 
tecrvl military formations The spearhead, the Johu llireh Society, is such an 
organisation, around which la gathering a network of older hate groups fascist 
sheets, and the White Citlxcm Councils am! other die-hard racial groups of the 
South. 

The fascist network is openfv in a sort of division of labor. In conjunction with 
legist mil? committees, like HU AC and the Senate Internal Security Co-uuiitUe, 
and similar bodies in ilia Mates. 

It is developing the demagogy characteristic of fivcitt movements. such as 
repeal of the income tax, and is also beginning to put forth anti-monopoly slogans 
to ensnare middle-HoM dissent. 

The fascist network openly contemptuous of democracy and the Bill of Right*, 
and advocates the right of ''revolution"—that is, in fact, counter-revolution. It 
proclaim* llic uim of seisins political power. With roo'lderable influence m 
government today, it is working to dominate it entirely 
Military-Big Bunneu Camples 

Another pronounced characteristic of this growing fnu-t«l movement w lU 
spreading influence among the higher military personnel. Tlie case of General 
Walker was only a symptom of a much deeper affliction. Even the Pentagon 
had to admit recently that it was "worried ‘ over the extent of Uirchitc and 
•Imllar influences among the ranking officers of the military services. 

It Is now known that a secret directive, issued by the National Security Council 
In 1V58, instructed commanding officers hero and abroad to "enlighten" both 
the armed forces and civilians in their areas on the "cold war policy." U was 
followed by additional guide* and materials, still classified as aecret, issued by 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, on the basis of whieh seminar* and maotmgs were organ- 
Ixed by tho military commands, often in cooperation with local business groups 
Complaints have boen pouring into tbe Pentagon against the political activities 
or the military staffs, especially their wide dissemination of Birchite propaganda 
and of the obnoxious him* "Operation Abolition" aod "Communism on the 
Map " 

The entire line of policy, coupled with CIA and similar training in subversive 
and putsch tot activities, can not help but create our own "French General*." 
who feel at home hi fascial cirdw, and aro ready to lend themselves to their objec¬ 
tives. It is on outgrowth of 20 years of militarisation, of the dose cooperation 
between the armedTorecs acd monopoly in handling a HO billion budget annually, 
and of a desperation born of a bankrupt foreign policy. 

This complex of monopoly and the military, nurtured on war economy, has 
diverted science to military n-cs alrucet entirely, buying out the main branches 
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of higher education and bringing within this web large sections of the student: 
youth ond mtelloclualj. ••• 

"lieu you get this combination of li'gh-roukiiig military officers, the fascist- 
organisations m North and South, the Right RepublicaD-Dixiecrat coulition, and. 
deep inroads into governmental bodies and io ihe educatiooal system, we can' 
surely aay that Ihe threat from the ultra-lUght is serious indeed 

The aim of this movement, shared by the varied elements of the ullra-Kigbt 
and reaction, is the complete destruction of democracy, the wiping out of tbe 
main social com' won by labor and the people »n the past decades, the suppression 
or subversion of independent people's organizations like the trade unions, peace, 
group*, and Negro societies, and the incarnation of jmicrcwism and racism is al 
national creed—in a word, a garrison stale that ndl seek to drive the country to' 
war and self-destruction. “ ' '

Tlio policies aud actions of the Big Business-dominated Kennedy Administra¬ 
tion during the first s*x mouths pl«vcd into f lie hands of th»* ulUn-Right. In 
substance, the main dircrUou of its blows has been against peace aud independence, 
against democratic nod civil rights, agniust labor 

In this brief fMritHl, the Ailminiitratiou mnuAgcd to proclaim a policy of "para- 
military” intervention against national liberation movements, stepped up the 
anna race and the cold war. ond launched the mildorv adveuture against Cuba. 

H sought to "cool oil" the Freedom Riders, and bos evaded legislative and 
executive action in Ihe field of civil rights 

tt invoked the Toft-Hartley law against the maritime strikers. 

The Department of Justice declares the intention of the Administration to 
follow through on the fateful Supreme Court anti-Commuaist deciuon* by 
renewed vigorous prosecution of the Commuoist Party. 

By proclaiming Communism the "real and imminent danger," President 
Kennedy bos acceded to the central pretext under which the ultxa-Right md 
fascist txauds acek tlieir aims, and has thereby kbtuuUted reaotioo. ^ 

Not on Paicut Road 

The Kennedy Administration pureuea tins course because it u dominated by 
the big monopolies and financiers whose interests it serves This must be kept 
firmly in iniud Yet. while recognising Utnl it has Uk*n measures which further 
curtail democratic rights, it would be a serious mistake to consider the Kennedy 
Administration n» embarked et present on Hie fascist road 
To make the proper differentiation between Kennedy and tbe ultra-Right Is 
the central tactical problem fact-d by the entire Left ond all progressives. It is 
not simple. Kennedy is not ft Roosevelt Since hlft election, be has beoo movtng 
in s reactionary direction But it is oot iue%> table that he will continue along 
ibis path, giving ever wider openings to the ultra-Rigbt. 

If the tactical problem i« solved correctly. It will be possible to alam abut the 
door on the Ultra-Right, defeat it, and force a shift In policy upon the Administra¬ 
tion itself in the direction of peace and domocracy. 

Kennedy's Cenfradic/ory Coursx 

It sec a u to me we must always keep io mind the various necessities and cozn- 
milraenU with which the Kconedy Administration must operate, and which tho 
ultro-Rivht wants to ignore and shove aside. 

Tha Kennedy Administration pursues a contradictory courts which flows from 
the instability of the U 5. impcrioliet position, from the new relationship of world 
forces lthe growing strength of tbe socialist, anti-imperialist, and peace forces), 
which It recognises but dos- not fully and properly ntscu. Its wavering eourro 
roeulls also from procure of the inns»c* of jtcoplr in our country, particularly 
from the working class. the Negro people, tho peat* forces which bave becu its 
insm support and which elected iU 

This xii-xng, osciilatiog count is to bo scon lo a number of facts: For example, 
even whife malntaiolns a cold-wur ooUcy, the Administration remains committed 
to a position o( negotiation with the Sonet Union—a* on Berlin, I noi, nuclear 
testing and disarmament It is no small matter that Kennedy, despite all he said 
against It hod to resuma talk* with Khrushchev at Geneva, talks which had btea 
ruptured by the CJ-S incidsot 

It is also of sicmficanes that Kennedy docidetl oot to back up the emigre invasion 
of Cuba with direct and open U.S. military support, as criminal nod reprehensible 
as w«s lue decision to go through with the military adventure, and as serious as 
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Still Is tha danaer of U.S. imperialist Intervention. It is also noteworthy that 
Kennedy must still seek to maintain democratic sod inti-colonial pretenses in his 
dealings with the national liberation movement*, aKhou-.b his objective remains 
to contain and reverse them This creates cert Ain embarrassments for him in 
world affairs, in view of aoti-demooralic measures at home. 

The Important Difference 

It is of courso true that those maneuvers, pretenses, ood concessions are forced 
upon him by the strength of the world peace forces, by the deterioration of im¬ 
perialism, by the declining world prestigo and position of U.S- imperialism in 
particular, and by the deep-rooted peace and democratic sentiment of the Ameri¬ 
can people. 

Dut the faot remain* that the Kennedy adra»ni#trat*on ha* not closed Uie door to 
accommodation to these world realities, u the ultra-Right wishes It to do, and 
this involves a ccrtaio recognition of the new oecesaitie* of the present-day world 
at home and abroad. This ia an important difference, which tho forces fo'r peace 
and democracy must recognise and exploit in order to bring about the required 
change in national policy. 

Turning to the domestic acene, we must also recognite that as a consequence of 
the elections and of labor, Negro, and liberal support, it is difficult for Kennedy to 
ignore his commitments in ine field of social legislation, which the ultra-Right 
would tike to cancel out entirely, A* inadequate as hi* measure* are, they have 
to be fought for in a reactionary Congress. 

Shedding of Illusions 

It Is a good thing that many of the illusions about Ken nod y in the ranks of 
labor, the Negro people aod other popular circles are now being shed as a result 
of experience. 1 need only menlioa the deep cleavage, after the Cuban fiasco, 
among the liberals who supported Kennedy, the sharp criticism from labor 
following his use of Taft-Hsrtley, the scorn with which many Negro leaders sud 
militant* greeted the "cooling off" proposition »ith respect to implementing of 
the rights of Negro Americans, the vigor with which the youth movement fights 
the anti-democratic attack. 

AMoreover, there is a growing insistence in the rauki of labor and among other 
people's forces upon more adequate and far-reaching measures to meet the severe 
problem of mounting unemployment, which has become a permanent fixture 
affecting the lives of millions. The paltry measures of tho Administration lcav 0 
practically unsolved the many acoomuloiiog social problems arising from auto¬ 
mation, the impoverishment of entire regions, the permanent eviction of millions 
of farmers from produciiou, the old and new slum s»cas. the special suffering of 
the masses of Negro, Puerto Ricans and other underprivileged Americans, the 
crisis of the educational system, and the chaotic conditions of the Metropolitan 
arena. Much more needs to be done to even approach the solution of probloms 
of the ugod, public health aod the youth. Tho rising mass movements in the 
country bear witness tu tho growing determination of tho peoplo to find positive 
solutions. 

It would be wishful thinking to assume that all liberal or forward-looking forces 
in the Kenuody camp, who must in their way purtieipoto in turning the tide, are 
oquallv aware of the double role played by Kennedy. These element* can become 
an effective positive force nuco they real fie it la necessary to fight Kennedy'* cold 
war and aaUdomocrnUc policies in order to defend democracy aod to close the 
door to tho extreme Right und defeat the threat from that direction 
AFL-CIO Cokl War Resolution 

We need to be aw are that <> hen people m targe numbers become disillusioned or 
panicky there it always the danger that they may be entrapped by the demagogy 
of the ultra-Right, especially when ihcir leaders bocomo the instruments or allies 
of monopoly. For example, ilia recent statement of the AFI/-CIO executive 
counril, drawn up by professional anLi-Cotnmniuats. supports the mod aggressive 
warlike, incitement in the so-called Berlin crisis, nod oven urges the resumption of 
uucWur lestinr. 

finch n position can only have the most harmful effects upon the struggles of 
the trude union* themsebes for economic and social demands, help the employers 
wt-AVen tho unions, and open the door wide to the ultra-Right type of demagogy 
within tabor itself. Tho council resolution I nm sure, does not represent the 
view of most trade unionist*, nor even of all heads and officers of the unions in tho 
ov'eriitMC council. It is about time that tabor leader* with view* closer to the 
fcoilnrx of the membership should sneak out dearly ng.amit tho cold war and 
fui'iioimry position which i* imposed by a sinoll group at the lop. 


The Afsun Enemy 

To sum up on this poiut, it seems to me that the way to meet the ujjquf• 
problem presentod bya threat from the extreme Right and by an Administration 
moving in a reactionary direction is somewhat along these lines. 

It would be c serious mauike to undemUmou> U* dangers tj peace and 
democracy of the Kennedy Administration It «ould be no less «noU*omwtake 
to undcr-mte the possibilities of pressurmg it m nnotlier direction. Ri« sniq N 
to fight imperialism, war, nnd reactionary measures whether the> come from tue 
Kennedy government or the ultra-Right*. ... . .. liW 

However, the *»t:uui<>n requires that the main dirvoUoit of the ad*** slwuld 
be at the warmongering and f.srist forces, who are pressuring l he R 0, ™- v 
Administration further to the Right At the as me lime, every pokey or action of 
Kennedy that plays into Uio hoods of the Right «houId U- sharplj' ^ppoMd and 
Ctilirued, building up the pleasures upon the ArtioioutraUou for a change of 
policy in the direction of peaceful ro-owtenco and defense of democracy. 

•ft IS necessary to work for the widest united front of all tabor. Negro people, 
peace and progressive forces in the country, embracing democratic elements of 
all political views, in a struggle against Big Business rexcltou and war danger 
It iscssenUai Vo organise a eounteroffimMve against Big Business attacks on the 
people—for improving conditions ut the expense of the monopolists. lor jobs, 
fox equal light* for the Negro people, and above all for the preservation tf njaeo 
and democracy. In all this. Use working class, the labor moreraaol. should be

Ia this a service or n disservice to tho Left and to the coujc of peace and democ¬ 
racy? Would it not lx: n disastrous setback to the Left sud «U force* o proems, 
if those who wished to am ash ut or dissolve uilud their wny? Is not the bundling 
i^w sUMk a^iustittTsignal flint peace and democracy arc m ser.ous danger? 
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In fact, it wm Che clear fighting stand of the Communist Party which made 
possible the first victory in the airuggie against the implementation of the Court 
decisions—the staying of the mandate pending consideration of tho petition for 
rehearing in tho Kail term of the Supreme Court. 

A very important lesson u to Ik learned from this. No matter what onc’a 
attitude may be towards the Communist Parly, it must be recognized that the 
fight for its rights as a political parly is a matter or defending the Bill of Rights 
and all democratic rights, and is the concern of alt. especially of all Left. demo¬ 
cratic, und peace forces, and not of the Communists alooe. This is an okJ lesson, 
but sometimes it has to he learned anew. 

Hole of Communul /true 

Therefore. I think it is cloar that the Left and progressive forces cannot permit 
themselves to be split on the Communist issue, if there is to bo unity and common 
action Refusal to work with Communists for defense of peace and democracy 
and for the people's needs Is the first step, sometimes the decisive one. in splitting 
the people’s force*. It is the wedge driven into the ranks of labor and the people 
by reaction, as its roost potent weapon against the popular movement*. 

Anti-Communist attitudes in the ranks of the Left and progressive forces cno 
onlv have the result of contributing to the mm* of reaction by spreading the kind 
of ideological confusion that eon reodcr the moUng forces of tho people helpless 
and ineffective. 

Therefore, if unity b to be attained in the ranks of the Left as a means of elimu¬ 
tating wider activity—if such unity mcaos anything—it must be unity of Com¬ 
munist end non-Communist forces, with the cive and take that it required to 
reach minimum agreement. If there is one thing everyone should hare learned 
from the history of the pa*t decades it b the stalwart and indispensable role of 
Communists in the struggle against reactionary and war forces. 

United from Electoral Policy 

Filially, let me emphasize what I think is a central objective toward whkh all 
force* on the Left are striving. If the tactic outlined in tb* previous section is 
correct, and f think it is, tho need for an Independent electoral policy for the Left 
aud progressive forces around which broader peace and democratic forces can be 
mobilized, aasumea extraordinary importance 

The Left and progressives. Including ourselves, have not given this the aerioua- 
oeae it requires, for which wo have not refrained from criticising ourselves, as can 
be seen from our report to the national committee 10 January of this yoar. 

The municipal elections in New York and other cities present an opportunity 
which should not be mimed to take the initial eteps toward an Independent united 
front electoral policy, around the central Issues of peace, equal rights, the people's 
needs, and democracy. In evolving such a policv and united front electoral 
tickets, we should also look ahead to the elections of 1962 and 1164, with the aim 
of presenting meaningful alternatives to labor the Negro ami other people's 
forces in terms of their nusds and mtereiU. Tina is a big task, and needs tl»c 
unstinting attention and energy of the Left and progressive forces id all fields. 
Action Needed Now 

I am confident that the onslaught of reaction can be repulsed, and thr country 
again set on the conn* of penes and democrac). The Communists, for their part, 
are ready to join with all other Left ami progressive forces to establish the Per¬ 
spective and unity that is required if reaction is to be defeated and peace delruded 

The Communists have no self-awing interest in urging unity of l-eft and pro¬ 
gressive forces Everyone recognises that such unity is oeeded to defeat reaction 
nod end the cold war. The Situation ilaelf begs for common actions, united 
fronts, and brooder parallel movements—all serving the cans* of peace and 

It seems to me Imperative that Left and progressive forces should not lose a 
moment in beginning now to find tho common meeting ground, in fraternal dis¬ 
cussions, for the united front approach and programs leading to common acliun 
for common objectives. 

There should be a coming together of such forces in the ranks of labor. In the 
Negro rights movement, in the youth movement, among the advocates of peace 
The eflort should be made wherever possible, in the localities and cilic* and com¬ 
munities, not waiting for a nationwide development, but contributing U» it. 
building up the movement, giving It n living boss on whieh It can flourish. 


It is my hope that all elements and currents of the Left will set such a movement 
into motion, mat hi their publications and organizations discussions of this kind 
should proceed 1 am convinced that once this is set in motion, it will grow aod 
spread with a speed and depth that will aurpnsc all of us

These points arc major ones in the Gus Hall directive* The 
memorandum was further clarified in the New York Times and 
Washington Post in articles a few da}** later, on July 21. 

This propaganda barrage is evidence of the finesse with which coor¬ 
dination an<f follow-through are employed in purauauce of Red 
strategy in its aoti-anti-Couimunist drive.

A memorandum recently seot from Capital Hill to the While House nnd thence 
to Ilia Department of Defense suggests innt, with iha directive a* * justification, 
some of the military are aiding and abetting the "radical right" which at the 
extrema end of tha political spectrum n represented by the John Birch Society. 
This goes to far us to iueluda opposition—implied if not open—to programs auch 
os foreign aid championed by both Presidents Elsonlioair and Kennedy. 

There i* particular sensitivity about tha foreign-aid issue, rinoo the President 
(a currently and somewhat balatodly trying to rally the widest poroible support 
for lu* proposal to expand the scope of the foreign-aid program For the radical 
right and certain of its military allies, spending for foreign "id is not merely a 
waste but perhaps downright subversive. Mon in uniform have taken n loading 
part in, and in some Instances have initiated, the memorandum points out. 
"Alerts." "Seminars," "Freedom Foruma," "Strategy for Survival Conference*," 
and "4lli Dimensional Warfare Seminar* " 

"Tha content no doubt has varied from program to program." the study notes, 
"but running through all of them is a central theme that tho primary, if oot 
exclusive, danger to this country is interim! Communist Infiltration. Fait and 
current International difficulties are often attributed to this or ascribed to 
'•ofinoa,* 'sctl-oul*,’ 'appeoaemenLs,' etc. Radical right-wing speaker? dominate 
Uio programs. 
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"Tho thesis of the naturo of Urn Communist threat often is developed br 
rquAliuc ftoct.nl legislation with socialism and the Litter with cwnrounnm. Much 
of the Administration's domestic IcgislnUvo program, including eonlinustion of 
the graduated income Ut, expansion of Social Security (particularly medic*! core 
under Social Security), Federal aid U» education, etc., under this philosophy, 
would be ehnroctcrited as atop* toward communism." 

The memorandum cites several example*. One was a "*lh Dimensional War¬ 
fare Seminar" sponsored by the Clumber n( Commerce of (>reMer Pittsburgh "in 
cooperation with various military organisations in the Pittsburgh area." The 
principal ajwaker was itn Adm. Cluster Ward (ret) who waa quoted « sajir.g that 
"some of the ftdvfeen now surrounding the President" have phiioaaphieft regarding 
foreign affairs "that for.Id chill the typical American." lie referred to Ambaasa- 
dor to Uic UuiU-i Nations Adlni Stevenson and AmltaMador to Yugoslavia George 
P. Kennan by name. 

A year ago the United State* Naval Air Station at Glenview, III, initiated an 
"Education for American Security" school Tho speakers were for the most port 
professional anli-CoiomucistJ who earn their living by specialising on the "dtngor 
from within" theme 

The fear of congressional and other critics of kin* approach is that far from unit¬ 
ing Americans in the face of a grave threat from tho Communist challenge every¬ 
where >t has the opposite effect. By creating fear, suspicion and hatred it sets 
Americans against each other- HamiOerioi on the theme of infiltration and inter¬ 
nal ftubvemion. it suggosla that professional agencies such aa the FBI have failed 
to protect tho Nation. Or, conversely, it implies that security agenciM, preferably 
military, should be put in charge of indoctrination of Uis civil population. 

A proper step has just been taken in pulling the aetivit.es carried out within 
theacopo of the directive of 1058 under the Assistant Secretary for Public AlTa-rs. 
If the military is to take part in tins kind uf activity it should at the very least be 
coordinated with the programs the Government is actively sponsoring. 

There is little sense in one arm of the Government undercutting the policy that 
another arm of Government is trying to implement. Tho net effect is to make this 


country look so confused and so frightened as to be unable to contemplate the 
realities of tho present-day world.

"It may not be faahionable now to be optimistic about Uie no«*r of leneon in 
human Affairs, but I believe that in this basically healthy America the Uirch 
nonsense is self‘defeating. True, our history shows a wide tolerance of political 
quackery, but in the showdown such movement* have always broken up on th© 
rock of American commousense and foir play. 

"The Buch Society cornea another liability—it has a fatal stirnciion for the 
lunntio fringe. Its leader, Robert Welch, bos gone to some pains to disassociate 
the ooricty from lb« anti-Semites and oilier bigots, but it is no relWction on his 
sincerity to note that inevitably he has faded So long aa hie group is based on 
rniloiling anxiety, suspicion and mistrust, so long will it provide tlie climate aud 
sod m which the profcwooal bigot flourishes. 

"There has alwava been a small minority of Americans who wlM not believe 
that our notional difficulties and frustration* may be th© result of powerful, im¬ 
personal tides in economics and politics but will insist on seeing hiaio/y, particu¬ 
larly unpleasant history, as a conspiracy of secret plotters whom they ran self- 
rightrously hate. I don't believe this group has grown significantly larger in 
the last year. The trouble is that this is a most dangerous lime to have our ea- 
Uonal ills diagnosed, and prescribed for, by witch doctors.” 

The extreme right-wingers are angry with Father Cronin for saying that the 
Communist Party, U.8.A.. la no longer much of a threat, but thoy find it difficult 
to challenge his credentials He ie a Red hunter from way back and, unlike so 
many other*, on effective one. 


Father Cronin was prolessor of philosophy aud economics at St. Mary's Semi¬ 
nary in Baltimore when, ia 1940. he began looking into Communist infiltration 
in labor ucioo*. In 1944 he made a more geoeral study of Red activity for the 
Catholic bishops of the United Slater. 

Earl Mazo, in his biography of Richard M. Nixon, relates that It \ra* from 
Father Cronin that Nixoo, then a freshman House member, learned about Alger 

Now, Father Croain says that "thcproldcrn of internal security had been §ub- 
ataotiallv taken care ol by 1950." The date is significant, for it was in 1950 
that the late Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy (R-WiO began his career as n R*d hunter. 
By that tims. Father Cronin says, Communist* had been olenned out of Uio 
Government and out of labor unions. 

What disturb© Father Cronin at the moment Is a fear that today's Red hunter* 
wilt weaken the Nation by questioning the loyalty of those who disagree with 
them. He mentioned this in a notable article he wrote for the April 22 issue of 
America, the Jesuit weekly review. 

"Unfortunately," Father Cronin wrote, "several ooti-Comuiuuisl organisation* 
In the United Stales today ool only fail io distinguish bclweou judgment aud 
loyally; they actively assail the loyalty ol those whose views they oppose. They 
envision * vast, secret, conspiratorial Communal onp&mtii* that is widaly sub¬ 
verting Government, school* and universilius, research organixalioui, the cburclic* 
and the various media for affecting public opinion. 

"Nor are they willing to let their targets off with the relatively mild indictment 
of bsing unwitting dupes of the Communist conspiracy. They are eager to 
allege formal, not merely material, guilt- . . 

J. Edgar Hoover, director of the Foderal Bureau of Investigation, is not one 
to downrsle the ihrest of Communists in the United States. But even be is con¬ 
cerned about the thing that bothers Father Croniu—(hat is, the recklcu charges 
Americans ore hurling at one auother In the FBI Bulletin of April, Hoover said; 

"The label of 'Communist' ia too often indiscriminately attached to those whose 
views differ from the majority. Those whose lives are not led according to what 
or.e segment of society might decree to be the norm' are too frequently challenged 

D. W. Drqaao, professor of political science at Cambridge University, who knows 
the United Slate* well, wrote an article for Harper's In 1952 that inikht possibly 
ssplarn the altitude of some Americans who, filled with anger and frustration, put 
tbo blame on home-bred Reds

"Tbie Is the illusion thst any situation which distresses or endangers tbs United 
State* can ouly exist because some Americans hav* been fool* or knnvea • • • 
Many, vary many Americans, it seem* to me, find it inconceivable that an Ameri¬ 
can policy, announced and carried out by the American Government, acting with 
the support of the American people, does not immediately succeed. 

"If it doe* not, this, they feel, must b« beeouse of stupidity or treason." 

Also, there would scorn to bo people who have s oeed to hate, sometimes b©- 
eau*s of their own frustrations and failures. Stendatvl remarked In "Tho Red 
and t bo Black" that it was ool/ a step from aoger st oneself to rage at others.

"In 1043 Hie re was very little armed forces resistance because the Amcrieao- 
tmued Uuk unit* and the British-trained air force had heen replaced hy Commu¬ 
nist-trained men." 

This objective waa accomplished by spreading rumors about officers until they 
were so thoroughly discredited their men would not obey them and they had to 
bn removed, Granovsky explained.

"If the time and energy of deeisioomakers is absorbed by arrond service* 
squabbling, their mobility and strength Is drained aod there U oo need for Soviet 
agent* to influence American generaU." 

. Granovsky also believe* that the House Un-American Activities Committee 
should be abolished. "Counterintelligence work cannot be done by semi- 
amateurs," he declared.

The Reporter magazine, in its July 20 isauo, ran a 4 page article 
by its executive editor, Philip Horton, entitled “Rcvivafisni on the 
Far Right." This was an all-out operation, that outsmeored any¬ 
thing it had a! lucked in the past by using the word "McCorthyizm," 
now employed by it as a ravlovion trigger word io propaganda, 
without relation to anyone dead or alive, except through sheer co¬ 
incidence. 

"Guilt by association" is said to be held in horror in Reporter 
circles. Certainly tho tag has been freely used by them as a propa¬ 
ganda weapon when it has to do with the uprooting of Reds. But 
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now, employed to uproot ami-Comiuimists, it bos been made into n 
tactic used more thou any other in this new Red drive. Indeed, it is 
the most characteristic pari of I ho naU-iuili-Couiniiinist campaign. 
This Reporter article is u vivid example of it. 

One organization it attacks this way him nbrays leaned over back¬ 
wards io avoid implication in anything lhal might be considered 
unfair to Any individual, forbidding the miming of usmes, keeping out 
extremist literature of any kind. Philip Horton was able to find 
something devilish even in t!us He analyted it as a sort of round- 
robin smear, lhat sought to convey the impression that "there are 
communists everywhere yon look. . ." W lion an nnti-Conmiunist 

deed or person is to be attacked, presumedly all is grist to tins mill; 
ooe can be damned for doing something, or for not doing it. 

The Christian Anti-Communist Crusade, referred to here, has been 
immune to attack hitherto. The article associates it with extremism, 
nonetheless. No matter how, any criticism of communism apparently 
must bo roundly condemned in accordance with the Red auU-anit- 
Coinmunisl drive. Tile similarity between tho propaganda pitch 
used, ami the numerous outlets it. has obtained in tho press, would 
bo impossible without chore bomg some ccutval source for it. A com¬ 
parison of the Reporter outburst with others published about ibe 
some tunc shows a fantastic similarity, lhat cannot bo brushed of! 
os accidental. 

The article, too, is an example of an intriguing tactic in the manipu¬ 
lation of words. Words nnd jihruses that hare favovabio connotation 
in ordinary language ore likely to tic put- iu quotation marks, giving 
them a sudsier slant. This Lactic is being mot with more and more. 
It is being done in Communist literature to distinguish words iu their 
so-called bourgeois sense, as found iu our’ dictionaries, fiorn ivoids 
that the Reds i cgsril as correctly employed iu their dialectical mate¬ 
rialist meaning. Failure of non-Comiiiuiiistt, aud even onti-Coin- 
QianisU, to put words, when used in a Red sense, inside quotation 
marks is responsible for a large amount of the enemy's success in put- 
tine across iu misinformation and propagnoda. 

Tbo Reporter article io its. first column uses quotation marks, for 
instance, when referring to "schools” and "seminars", if those are 
anti-Communist. Other words unclosed tu quotation marks ore 
"doctors", "scientists", and "authorities”. In each case, a slur is 
achieved on some anti-Communist. The article cuds up with an 
attack on the projected Freedom Academy Bill, that would provide 
a West Point for psychological warfare

With so many people to fight and so many 
actions or lack of them to halt, it is no wonder that Strobe and Ins fellow evange¬ 
lists are busy recruiting zealous believer* up and down the land. 

The Christian Anti-Communism Crusudn is not alone io this battle; aside from 
tha John Birch Society, there are alsu Uie National Education Program, the 
Chrisliau Crusade, and manv lesser outfits. Although tiio various traveling 
’•choola." and "aemiliars" of the now anti-Coinmuniat movement on the far 
Right arc oot formalW conuected with the Joho Birch Society, their preacher*, 
prophet*, und "doctors” of uncertain academic background often function os 
advance men for the establishment of a Birch group in a *ivcn community. 
"You know”. Fred Schwa rs said recently of Robert Welch, “I sometime* get tlie 
notion he follows n»e around tire country signing up people after I have worked 
them un." Welch is not unapprenniivc. "The Frerf Schwarz schools,” lie 
declared last spring, "have already done a auperb job of providing this preliminary 
education.” 

What sort of education it being provided by these ever multiplying and highly 
successful itinerant school*? The Chrfediau Cruvnde, the Christian Anti-Corn- 
mnniam Crusade, and tho National Education Program, which is ruo by Dr. 
Georga Benson, president of Harding College in Searcy, Arkonau. are nil ia 
agreement with the general beliefs of Welch (bat liberalism equals socialism, 
that socialism equals t*>romuni*in, and that our greatest danger ts from infiltra¬ 
tion and treason at home. The essence of their message is that the Communists, 
having promised to dominate the world, already ure far along the road to con¬ 
quering the United States because of tbrir aucces in taking over our schools, 
universities, community institutions, youth organisation*, and government itself. 
The complete Communist victory in the United States is imminent: Dr. Schwors 
ray* I07:f and Strobe tuiya IU6(i. Indeed, Commaniim on iKr Map., a recorded 
lecture illustrated by film, made and distributed by the National Education 
Program and idrciwly attended by ten million Americans, presents a picture of 
the United Stales surrounded by a hostile w orld mid ready to fall. It explains 
that countries like France, Sweden, and Norway are for all practical purpose* 
in Uie Communist camp right now. For those who may not understand the 
relationship between socialism and Communism, the norrntor point* out that 
U.S.S.R. stands for Union of Soviet Socialiu Republics The Communist tide 
sweep* across tho map, and the only countries that do not turn visibly red in the 
enurne of the talk ure Spoilt, Switzerland, and the United States, which >\ (eft 
with an omninous question mark at the end. 

Despite the iUrtnoi of th* international situation M thesa group* see it, and 
despite the stress they put on their own roles as "scientists” and ''authorities" in 
the field of international Communism, the crusaders suggest few measures to deal 
with Communism u an interoational problem, except such diplomatic moves as 
getting the Soviet Union out of the U N. and the U N. out of the U.S.A. Some 
of them even assert that our military program is a fraud. For since the main 
threat comes from within, uurnwn military defenses are, in Welch's words, " waste¬ 
ful measure* of a phony defense against an external enemy .” These single-minded 
anti-Communists have, to be sure, contributed some astonishing insight* concern- 
log the Soviet conspiracy. Dr. Schwarz, for esainple has pointed out that hit 
special understanding of the Communist mind and of Communist history makes 
it clear to him that any number of executed officials— (leria and the Csccliotlo- 
vokion Jewish lenders—ordered their own death* to help promote world Commu¬ 
nism 

But of course Dr. 8chwiu>'i principal interest u not in what happens abroad 
but in Oxhting world Communism at home. The CKnUian Century, which sent a 
representative to ono of Die Crusade'* seminar* ia Glenview, Illinois. reported 
Hint tho "enemies” slain by Dr. Schwarz and his fellow lecturer* included "liberals, 
modernists. Joho Dewey, Kirlley Mather, Harvard students, high school students, 
the San Francisco Chamber of Commerce, textbooks the American Friends 
Service Committee, pacifist*, the hook sections of the New York Tirue and the 
Herat d 7Vi5un4, Elmer DavU. public libraries . . . , b«»loiks, the National Com¬ 
mittee for a Sane Nuclear Policy, aud ualve mmilters."

To help reverse tbc trend toward Communism in the United State?, Dr . Schwarz 
and his colleague* have adopted techniques rcmioisrenl of evangelist* ond pafent- 
medicioe •ulesmen, rousing their audiences to an avairncs* 6retof the horrors of 
"BAtAnic Communism" and finally shoving tho way to salvation. "Christians! 
to arms " cries Dr. Schwar*. "The enemy ia nt the gate. Buckle on the armor 
of Ure Christian and forth to the battle." There is, of course, a good deni of 
imaginary gunplay Schwarz has described how- * e shall ultimately be shot bv 
tho Communists ("When thoy comp for you, as they have for many other*, and 
on a dark night, In a dank oeuar, Urey take a wide bore revolver with a soft nose 
bullet, and they pl'ee it at the naire of your neck." and so on), aud Welch has 
issued n stern directive to liis member* to fight any legislation requiring the regis¬ 
tration of firearm?, since "no dictator-tyront can long rule 9 people prcvfou-.lv 
accustomed to freedom where private firearm? arc plentiful among it* ciUuary. 
Despite Welch's interest in firearms, most cru/widers seem interested only in 

K copies of their onr, books and films into tbe hands of their audiences. 

nt the same moment that nnv comireteat revivalist stops his hdlfiro and 
invites his flock to n ake tbe decWon for Christ, Strube stops describing the Com¬ 
munist devil to a*k hi* listeners if they have heard enough. Do they want to do 
somrthlnc about it? What can they do? "Study, study, study," Stnilie tell* 
them, and, handily enough, bo can offer Dr. Schwarz's booke at (be modest price 
of *2.50 lor n set of four. 

This combining of the techniques of evangelism with those of plain pitchmen U 
also typical of Dr. Billy James Hargis, whoso writings inspired reference* to the 
politics of the Proles taut clergy in a controversial Air Force manual that was 
withdrawn from uae last year, and who is the leader 0 / th® Christian Cruoade 
("America’* largest anti-communist organization''). Dr. Hargis has lately 
arranged a tie-»n between anii-Coinzministn ond a rustornirie product called 
"Nutri-Dio" which his crusaders may sell nlonr with their messago. A® one 
disciple explains it. "The practice of good health habits is of great importoocs 
In the fight against Communism." 

Naturally, the fight against Communism requires more of its soldiers than good 
health. Mobilisation and organisation of a community or port of a community— 
Houston boaaf* a "Teens Agniust Communism", program—with a vlour to in¬ 
fluencing local Institutions appears to bo the cluef aim uot only of tho John Birch 
Society but of th® other anti-Commuuist concerns. Their literature abound* in 
manuals on how to go about organizing a local group. Perhaps pa«l experience 
ha® led tho Schwarz Crusade to adviso m ono such manual Dial members with no 
"obsession about a particular phase" not bo allowed to gain control of tho group. 
The particular "obsession' to be avoided was that of individuals who "believe 
Communism the be a long-time secret conspimcy of some group of men. religious 
sect. or race, that have been over thousands of years trying to conquer tho world." 

Whil* the success the Birch Society lut* onjo'ed iu octtiug up clandestine 
student group* to act os political vigilantes iu the universities is fairly well known 
and th* results of it* prodigious letter-writing campaigns Iiave received national 
attention, the lea® publicized efforts of the Schwarz group have beet* equally 
Impressive. Last year the Texas office of Die Christian Anil-Communism Crusade 
offered 314 lectures to sixteen thousand student* and forty-six thousand adults 
Together with other "faculty" member* Vlce-Preaident Strube alio lectured in 
many other slates. "0«» the average," ho aay*. "1 am •pcakiux three hundred 
Sr? s year." According to Dr Schwura. the Crusade program ha* been taught 
in a thousand American high schooli. One iuitruclion manual calls for "ten 
thousand groups of 17 each" and claim* Dial already "over 1,000 group* organized 
In accordance with this manual Iu the past two year*." Available figures tend 
to beor out Dr Schwort'a claims. In 1057, Die trow receipt* of the Criimdc. 
a tax-free organization, wtjc 503,000 In 1058 they were 1115,000. Bv lost 
year Urey were 5380,000, and Dr. Bcbwnrz predicted recently that he would take 
id more thou 51,000,000 in 1001 . 

The Schwars Crusade has its headquarters lo Look Beach. California, and 
maintains permanent offices m Houston, San Francisco, Piiilsdriphin. and Sydney. 
Australia Theao nre Die command posts that control the flood of literature and 
the management of tho traveling "school*" that are provided tor any community 
or business group or governmental agency willing to underwrite the cost They 
also offer complete instructions for organizing pci ran nr o l community groups to 
search out and counter Communism in tiicir neighbor hoods. 

Dr. Schwarz's "faculty" vans* with the size and importance of tho community. 
A major stand will feature tbe lop mao hiuzsclf, supported by other "authorities" 
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on Coninnmiam, Including »n orthopedic eurgeou. several former FBI sgents, 
fSSSS»nI. m qI* * f JT"Mupohlef. *nd so Insurance moo.

These materials often get Into the acbooa when a "cniaade” strikes a com- 
munity. In ban Diego, for example, a major Sehwars "seminar" (five days) was 
followed in short order by a 'Freedom Forum” under Dr. Benaon’a leadership 
and a presentation by Dr. Hargis The San Diego, La Mesa-Spnng Valley, and 
Chula Visu Elementary School Districts, it was learned, used public funds to 
have school administrators attend the "seminars,” and the National Education 
JrAW. T aUr,ai> purchased by the San Diego Unified 8chool District for 
* . *t aV> now becomc * fegular part of the pubUe-sehool educational 

materials there. 

Similar inroads have been made In other school districts acrosa the country, 
w « 11 - In Dallas the superintendent of schools. 

. . 4 - ^ . ,ald th * 1 • Freedom Forum led by Dr Denson had hrtpod 

to jell a project that he announced in early December: the Dallas Independent 
Softool ^District would teach a course on ,r Way* to Fight Communism." using 
books by J. Edgar Hoover and assorted materials from the Christian Anri- 
Communism Cruaode Elsewhere in Texas s group of local businessmen banded 
together to provide a free lecture series for teachers on their brand of "American¬ 
ism and later offered 110.000 to school systema that would teach "Americanism” 
with materials they supplied. Many Texas schools now use such fund# and 

B rtvatrty subsidised mstcriaia. In Illinois the superintendent of Dlenbrook 
•8h School has said that ho ordered "half s doxen scholarships" to make it 
possible for students to attend a Schwarx "seminar" held at tho Glenview Naval 
Air Station. 

Although many of the crusaders regularly attack the usefulness of lh« oetionti 
defense program, some of their moat ardent support appears to come from high- 
ranking officers. A number of them regularly attend sessions ot Uurdlng College 
and Drs. Schwarx and Denson frequently leeture at military bases. From these 
training centers, both military and eivijiao personnel have then been sent Into 
nearby communities lo organise local campaigns. 

The evidence suggests that the Involvement of the military is not a casual one. 
fUm: In Corpus Christ!, Texas, a community "alert" was led by Rear Admiral 
Louis J. Kirn, chief of Naval Air Advanced Training at Corpus Chrisli. The 
main speaker at "Citiscna Alert Day in Corpus Chriati”—as proclaimed bv the 
mayor of the city wo* William Strube, vice-president of the Christian Anti- 
Communom Crusade. 

Item: Dr. Sehwnn, whose book You Can Trust Ms Communists bears an en¬ 
thusiastic endorsement by Marshall S. Roth. Major Geoeral U.S.A.F., held a 
Crusade "seminar" at tho Eighth Naval District headquarters in New Orleans, 
where the commandant of the district at that time. Rear Admiral W. G. - * ‘ *’ 
•aid, T am delighted to lond my support to thie noteworthy seminar.’ 


Item: When Dr. Schwors held a similar "forum” in Houston, Admiral Schind¬ 
ler's successor. Rear Admiral F. B. Warders, gave the koyoote address. 

JUm: On April 14 and IS at ft "Strategy tor Survival Coufereoee" held at 
Fort Smith, Arkansas, Dr. Ganus of Harding College told an audience of about 
one thousand, "Vour (Congressional] representative in this area has voted eighty - 
rune percent of the time to aid and abet the Communist Parlv." Among those 
who helped to set up the coofercoce was Major General William C. Bullock, 
head of the XIX Army Reserve Corps area, covering Oklahoma, Arkansas, 
and Louisiana. 

/Urn On April 15 the Chamber of Commerce of Greater Pittsburgh, mth the 
aid of somo of the largest industrial firms io Pennsylvania, sponsored a seminar 
on "Fourth Dimensional Warfare” which sharply attacked important government 
policies and urged community action to "identify public officials displaying ’soft¬ 
ness' toward Communism." The conference staff acknowledged "the assistance 
and support" of Lieutenant General Ridgely Gaither. Commanding General, 
Second United States Army, and hie staff; and of Major General Ralph C Cooper, 
Commaodiog General. XXI United States Army Corps, and his staff. 

BK1NOIKO THE HZ *f TO OtENVIEW 

Tho mauoer in which these connections with the military can apparently grant 
a semi-official status to Dr. Schwarx and hia forcea was illustrated last ycor (u 
Glenview, Illinois. Last August, leading eititens of Glenview received large en¬ 
velopes bearing the official U S. Nsvy return address and mailed under tho frack¬ 
ing privilege. Inside wars Invitation* to participate in one of Dr. Bebwart's five- 
day seminars, to be held in oo auditorium oa the Glenview Naval Air Station. 
Navy personnel and their families also received notice of the seminar. "Attend¬ 
ance i* not compulsory," It read, "but every man, woman, and student who 
volunteers participation will acquire the experience, poiec. and know-how which 
w« hope will germinate Into discuaaion group* being organised in every community 
ol the midwest.” 

Ae a result of complaints lodeed by some ol the eitixona of Clan vie*'. the 
American Civil Liberties Union drew up a bill of particulars and sent it along 
with a letter of protest to the then Secretary of the Navy, W. B. Franks. It was 
not proper, argued A.C.L.U., "for the commanding officer of the bate to conduct 
tuch a achool, for another nmal officer to direct it. or for the Navy to attempt to 
influence public opinion of the general civilian public oo moral, spiritual, educa¬ 
tional and political issues.“ In hia reply the Secretary conceded that officers of 
the naval air station "went somewhat further than may have been appropriate" 
and reported that he had ordered the Glenview Air Station to cease extending 
official aponsorehip of such seti vibes. The Secretary added. "1 am sure that yon 
do not consider thst information regarding the dangers of the international 
Communist conspiracy is 'political propaganda' which should not be given to the 
American people." Two months later, despite tho bon, another appearance by 
Dr Sehwars at the naval-base auditorium was Announced, and the communding 
officer, Captain I. M. Hampton, has continued to be a featured speaker for 
rightist groups. 

Naval air stations oo the West Coast have been involved In similar activities 
In 8catUc, Captain Kenneth J Sanger, commanding officer of the Sand Point 
Naval Air Station, using such lainilmr exhibits as Operation Abolition find Com¬ 
munism on iKe Mnp, launched ft oue-mao crusade lu local schools. churches, and 
civic organisations that soon created deep divisions in vhc community During 
the eusuing controversy Captain Snager received a public letter of commendation 
and support from Vice Admiral Robert Guldthnaito, Chief of Naval Air Training 
at Pensacola. Florida, who was himself engaged in helpiug to organise similar 
Indoctrination courses for civilians in Florida and elsewhere in the Southeast. 

The Pensacola effort, called "Project Alert,” is o good example of how the coni- 
bioed activities of anti-Coaimunist tealoU aod the military often succeed io 
creating a qunsi-pcrmancot community agency According to it* own publicity 
releases, Project Alert, was initialed late in I960 "with tho help ol tho staff of 
tho Chief of Naval Aviation Training . . . and with the aid uf Glenn A. Green 
aod the staff at llardmg College's National Education Program." (Mr. Green 
is vice-president of the N.EP. and an enthusiastic member of the John Birch 
Society.) A aerie* of indoctrination programs sere created as the first step of a 
powerful campaign to bring Die mess age into ovary corner of the city. In the 
months that followed, thousands of Pcnsocolans atteodad project rallies, listened 
te Project Alert radio and TV broadcast*, read Project Alert literature A 
Project Alert library was created of films, tap* recordings, books, and pamphlets.

"The movie (Operation Abolition) was brought to the Pentagon's attention 
lost year by a resene officer attending a seminar at the uearby National War 
College under the direction of the IoeUtute for Amoricsii Strategy, a non-profit 
group in Chicago. 

"The Institute's sponsorship was dropped by the Pentagon for this year's 
seminar which is now being held under direct control of the Joint Chiefs of SUIT.” 

To assure hie reodere that ami-Communism is not being dropped as a key part 
of the Pentagon’s "educational program" Rota concludes by ant ing, "the defense 
deportment is also now making its own anti-CornmunUi films " 

The Institute (or American Strategy haa been evpcwed n» being an alliance 
between some of the biggest names in Ameriono Industry. Including some former 
leaders of the America Tint Committee, ond the military lender*. 

Admiral Arleigh Burke, who up to a few weeks ago, woe one of the Pentagon’s 
Chiefs of Staff, spoke at the last session of the Institute In Chicago, The Worker 
reported. 

The same issue of the Worker, dated July 21, printed this plioto- 
graph of articles in tbs May 14 Worker and the July 12 Drew Pearson 
column, and boasted in a caption underneath’ "You Tend it first in 
The Worker." 
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On July 21, the Washington*Post ran & dispatch quoting from a 
memorandum which it said had been prepared by the benal-e Foreign 
Relations Committee for its chairman, Senator Fulbright. The article 
was credited to David Burubam, a United Press International writer. 

The dispatch said the memorandum hod been made available to 
UPI the previous day, and quoted from it, including a warning that 

S rportca rightwing activities resulting from a National Security 
uucil 1058 directive in the Pentagon might lead to excesses like 
that of the revolt of tho French generals. 4 

The memorandum apparently was referred ^lol.in the Marquis 
Childs column of July 14, also iu tho Washington Post, and the 1958 
directive in the New York Times of June 18, where tho press drive 
to extend the anti-anU-Comniunist drive to the Pentagon seems to 
have been launched.

"These propaganda activitle*," It said, "may well become important obstacles 
to public acceptance of tho President*# program and leadership, if they act: not 
already.'* 

A second congrcaciounl committee lias launched a bahiud-thc-accoca iu\e*tiga- 
lion of tho activities mentioned lo I ho Senots report, it naa learned. 

The memoraoduin said the nature of the various propaganda actiriUr* has 
varied. "But running through all of them is o central theme that thu primary, If 
not exclusive, danger to this couolrv is internal Communist Infiltration," it yud. 

Tho report said the "thesis of tno nature of the Communist threat often ia 
developed by rqustmg social legislation with socialism, ond the latter with com- 
muoL«ni '* 

"Much of the Administration'# domestic legislative program . . under thia 
philosophy would bo characterised os steps toward communism,” the memoran¬ 
dum continued. 

"Thio view of the Com mu oial menace renders foreign aid, cultural exchanges, 
disarmament negouotions and othor international programs as extremely wasteful 
if not actually subversive," it said. 

Tho memorandum said that during Uio long haul of Lhc cold war that "radical¬ 
ism on th* right can be expected to Iiavt great mass oppeal. It offers the simple 
solution, easily understood: Scourging of the devils within the body politic, or, 
in the extreme, loaf nog out at the eoemy." 

Staff investigators with the second congressional committee said the rccrot 
raah of political propaganda activities apparently stems from :i lop secret directive 
homed by the National Security Council in 195$. 

Immediately after the directive was arnl to the Pentagon, they said, tlie Joint 
Chiefs of Staff issued an order directing the services to eatabliab individual cold 
war programs. 
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The Senate study called on President Kennedy to reconsider the 1958 National 
Security Couucit directive. 

H also cnlkd for nn examination of the relationships between the Foreign Policy 
nesesrch Institute, the Institute for American Slrategv, the Richardson Founda¬ 
tion, the National War College and the Joint Chiefs of Stall. 

It said this examination should try to determine whether ’'these rclaliouthina 
do not amount to official support tor a viewpoint in variance with that of the 
Administration." 

While admitting that the parallel might seem “far fotehod," the report men¬ 
tioned tho revolt of tho French generals as "an esiunpie of tho ultimate danger.”

It cited a growing pattern of high military officers engaging in nr sponsoring o 
variety of "educational" programs ostensibly designed to familiarize both their 
trouim and the civilian cowmuuity with the problems and homes of the "cold 
war. ’ Such programs, it wna contended, often veer into "Right-Wing radical¬ 
ism," which expounds positions that ore at variance with estaliabed goals and 
policies of the Government 

Shortly after the receipt of the Fulbright memorandum, and s subsequent 
conference between the Senator and Mr. McNamara, a diroctivo was issued re¬ 
inforcing the authority oI tho assistant secretary for public attain to provide 
"policy guidance (furl # • • the conduct of any information programs directed 
In whole or in part to the general public.” 

HOVaC PANEL INQUIRY 

Another outgrowth of the memorandum, it was learned today, wns the decision 
by the Government Information subcommittee, headed bv Representative John 
E. Moss, Democrat of California, to open iu own Inquiry into the field. A spoke*, 
man for the committee said today lliat the group has completed a staff study of 
what he described as “Right-Wing propaganda by the military." 

He also said that a field investigator would start on-thc-eccne studies next 
week covering a number of Army mid Navy installations in this country. 

Sonator Fulbright refused comment today beyond saying that such a memoran¬ 
dum had been prepared for his use by tho staff of thu Foreign Relations Committee 
and that he hod transmitted it to the Secretary of Defense. 

However, it is known that his concern, as well os that of Representative Moss, 
is directed exclusively ol so-enlled "extremists" among military officers who 
Hliliitc tho public anxiety over tho "cold war” to stir up extravagant fears about 
the dancers of Commuuialsubversion within tho Government and among domestic 
institutions. 

SOMS SKMIKARS KXCLUOeB 

That exclude from tlieir concern those "cold war" scoimars and institute* that 
stay clear of partisan political implications 
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The twenty-two-page Fulbright memorandum cited a dozen instance* in which 
militarv officer* either participated in. or actively epoosorrd, a variety of "forums,” 
"seminars," "schools" and "alerts" designed to increase public awareness "of tho 
nature of the Communist menace." It went on: 

"The content no doubt has varied from program to program but running 
through all of them is a central theme that the primary, if not exclusive, danger 
to this country is internal Communist infiltration, rast and current interna¬ 
tional difficulties are often attributed to this, or ascribed to "softness." "Sell-outs,” 
“spocastment," etc. Radical Right-Wing speakers dominate the programs. 

'’The thesis of the nature of the Commuoisl threat ofleo is developed bv equat¬ 
ing social legislation with socialism, and the latter with communism. Much of 
(he Administration's domestic legislative program, including continuation of the 
graduated income tax. expansion of Social Security (particularly medical care 
under Social Security), Federal aid to education, etc., under this philosophy, 
would be characterised a* steps toward communism."

The memorandum noted that much or tha activity complained of hod been 
Justified on the ground (hot it was In Implementation of a "cold rar" directive 
of the National Security Council prepared In 1956. 

"The view of the menace of the cold war described above already has a root 
appeal to the public. If the military is infected with this virus of Right-Wing 
radicalism, tho danger Is worthy of attention, ff It believes the public is, the 
daoaer is enhanced. If, by the process of the military 'educating' the public, 
the fevers of both groups are raised, the danger is great indeed". 

Among tho recommendations offered by Senator Fulbright were the following: 

That tho "cold war" directive be reconsidered. 

That the White Rouse and Pentagon cease treating such propaganda activities 
as isolated disciplinary problem* byDrlrgiog them under stricter civilian control. 

That the role of the National War College to providing Instruction on "cold 
war" problem# be reviewed, and particularly the relation to the college of such 
private groups ae the Foreign Policy Research tnsUtute. tho Institute for American 
Strategy and the Richardson Foundation. 

The Defense Department directive, which wae Issued on July 10, falls short of 
encompassing all these recommendation*. In effect, it does no more than reiterate 
tho Wood responsibility io the field of education and Information ol the assistant 
secretary for public affaire 

But among the special functions it spells out is his authority lo provide "guid¬ 
ance” for ail informsliooat programs ''directed in whole or In pert io the genetel

The New York Times on July 24 raB so editorial indicating that 
“rightwing" Pentagon officers were casting doubt on the value of 
American rearmament, declaring the Communist menace was in the 
United States, not abroad. 

This was a new tack in the anti-anti-Communiet line. There has 
been no supporting evidence—indeed the contrary. Military officers, 
the same as civilian observer^ stressed the universality of the Red 
menace, pointing out that a Communist is just os much an enemy 
wherever he locates, and must bo'spotted wherever he operates, in or 
out of the United States.

Alter some prodding by Senator J. W. Fulbright, the Defense Department baa 
iwued a oensiolc directive curbing the freedom of military officers to advocate 

a t Wiug political theories in official public appearances. The available 
mcc suggests that oDly a small number of officers have been guilty of such 
Indiscretion, but even a tiny breach of the American tradition that the military 
docs not mix in politics is too much. 

It is nonacosc to argue, as bas Senator Strom Thurmond, that the effect of tho 
order is to prevent military commanders from teaching their troops "the nature 
of the monace of world communism."

The function of our armed forces is to protect this nation from forciga enemies. 
It Is to counter the menace of Soviet rockets, jet planes and hydrogen Bombs that 
we havo 6pcnt such euormoua sums on our armed forces and their equipment these 
past years. But the thesis of the Right Wing radicals is that the real menace ia

Tbo Nation magazine, in its July 26 issue, ran a three-page article 
from the west coast, entitled "New Right in Action.’’ It was written 
in the now familiar roundup manner, categorising the entiro anti. 
Communist movement in the United States as extreme rightist, and 
purporting to expose it. 

The article, as a number had done, pointed out the big impact of 
the onii-Coramunist movement. Much of the material, obviously as 
score material, would only appear so to persons already conditioned 
into believing there is something essentially wrong m teaching people 
how to avoid Communist propaganda traps, and the evil anti danger 
in communism. Otherwise, what is written in these articles, to the 
dismay of their authors, if they realise it, probably bad the opposite 
effect on many readers, creating a favorable instead of an unfavorable 
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response. Average Americans, even readers of self-styled 'Tiberal 
publications, are good citizens, os anxious as any others that their 
liberties be maintained and protected. 

This Nation article, as the one to The Reporter of July 20 (see 
Appendix 10), boasted that ordore to softpedol or suppress the anti- 
Commuaist program had come from highest circles in Washington. 
The Nation said: , . objections were being raised in high places 

to this sort of political activity on the part of the military. Both 
President Kennedy and the Defense Department had made it plain 
that statements ofpolicy coming from the military must henceforth be 
cleared by bigbor civilian authority." Tho Reporter article declared : 
u . . . it 16 apparent that the new civilian leadership of the Pentagon 
is taking steps to avoid any possible misunderstandings in the future." 

Tho administration’s position was obviously betog interpreted os 
opposing tho program that came out of tho Korean war. to train and 
alert our people to recognize Communist traps and to know how to 
preserve their mental and physical stamina under Red pressures. 
Just who was spreading this impression and the rumors was un- 
revcnled. 

The Nation’s article was written by a husband and wife team ; Alex

New Riobt in Action

It woe not until January of this year, frith tbe ubiquitous appearance of that 
profitable box-office double feature, Operation Abolition nod Commu«i"i on t\t 
Map, that riahtwing activities in tbo Northwest reached proportions sufficient 
to alert and alarm liberals in this area. Unpubllcixed jiga9 and portents, however, 
had appeared ranch earlier. 

During I960, Captain Kenneth J. Sanger, commandant of the Sand Point 
Naval Air Station, began to extend his Navy "leadership training program" to 
include programs on '’Americanism" and "antl-communiara” for Seattle Junior 
and senior high school students. Sanger also maintains a volunteer speakers' 
bureau of Navy men. to lecture on "good citlaensbip" to civilian groups; it has 
presented a total of 23.1 talks in less than a year. Last fall, a group whose leader¬ 
ship haa ties with the national organization, "We the People." began a campaign 
to Introduce the Navy's "citiwnshin" program into the suburban schools. They 
prevailed upon the principal of the Bellevue High School to call a meeting of some 
fifty suburban principals and head9 of social studies departments, to hear Captain 
Sanger speak on the Communist menace, and to view Abolition and <'fap. 

One of the teachers who attended this meeting wrote to Senator Henry M. 
Jackson, questioning the appropriateness of the mOitary'a invasion of this area of 
civilian life. Shortly thereafter, Captain Sanger complained to the suburban 
principals about the teacher's letter. The teacher was told by his principal that 
his teaching effectiveness had been diminished bv communication with his Senator 
and, further, by bis "identification" with the American Civil Liberties Union— 
consisting of a two-dollor associate membership. 

The two films, in the meantime, had begun circulating quietly and efficiently 
to a great number of church groups, FTAs. service clubs, schools and military 
installations. They were shown repeatedly to personnel at the Boeing Airplane 
Company. Most progressive Icoderu hero, however, had their first opportunity 
to view Abolition at the Washington State ACLU's annual meeting of December 
15. The film was accompanied by a critique by ona of the student leaders of the 
San Francisco demonstrations, of which it purports to be a documentary account. 

Local distribution of the film was popularly attributed to Boeing, Puget Sound 
-Power and Light, and the Missionary Film Service, a private distributor of 
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fundamentalist films, hitherto not Mandated w»tb political materials. At the 
ACLU meeting, a represents live of Booing admitted the firm's active participation, 
as well u his own role, in the promotion of the film- defended it; and disclaimed 
any knowledge of distortion® or inaccuracies m Abolition. Boeing executive* 
were to persist in this attitude during the coming months, even ia the face of 
earnest protests by a few prominent, highly-respected local citixen*. Republican 
as well as Democrat. By February 26, the Lo* A nydej Times reported, Boeing 
possessed sis copies of Aboltuon , had shown it two hundred timea and was booked 
solid lor showings until May. The Boeing management’® expressed confidence 
In the accuracy of the film was somewhat compromised by ita reluctance to allow 
showings under circumstances where it might be criliciied: when a member of 
a Friends’ young adult group requested use oi tl* film, lie was informed by a Boo¬ 
ing security officer that "we don’t care to cooperate with people like rou." 

It was Professor Giovanni Costigan, of the University of Washington History 
Department, who uncloaked ih« twisted message of the filmstrip, Comnwiim 
on the Map. On January 24, he arranged a showing to a large faculty group. 
A statement about the film, prepared by Dr. Coatigan, expressed shocl at the 
filmstrip’® "irresponsible mingling of fact and falsehood" and iU "gross distortion 
of historical events " Ninety-two faculty members signed the ®intcmont; and 
•talement and signatures were released to the local prcaa, which printed the item 
a good deal later. 

A few day® after the faculty sermting, the Young Democrats of tlie University 
of Washington showed Map, soliciting comment from Profcwor Cost iff an. as well 
aa from R. W. Burgess of the Missionary Film Service More than 2,000 student# 
jammed thcrnaelvca into the auditorium, there to laugh uproariously at iho patent 
Idiocies of the film, and warmly applaud Professor Coatigan** critical comment. 

And now the storm broke, wiDi acrimomoua, state-wide debate, aod a great 
public choosing up of side*. The Boeing management and local Naval officers 
admitted to the Seattle prvss that they hud been distributor* of Map Reprcsf n- 
latlvi Thomas M. Pell.v (K), a supporter of the House Un-Amoricen Activities 
Committee, warmly approved the Navy's indoctrination of civilian*. Tho 
Northeast Progress, organ of Uic Seattle Catholic diocese, championed Uic films; 
and Father Thoioaa L O’linen of Seattle University emerged as n local anokesroon 
for thft rigid wing. Also highly popular aa a spokesman for HUAC and the films 
was Mrs. Virginia Sliakclford ol Tacoma, who some months later revealed herself 
as a member of the John Birch Society. Fundamentalist churehes. reservist#, 
chamber* of commerce and other business groups, service cluhs the King County 
Labor Council, certain unions and PTA’a voiced approval of the films and, vari¬ 
ously, support of the Navy, of the PM of HUAC. Professor Co*Ugan. * Urft-Wiog 
University professor*,’’ and tho ACLU were damued, scourged ond. occmious By, 
libeled.

lent was followed by similar ones from directors of student religious group# io 
the university community, hy on-campu* studeut organisations, by various 
Democratic clubs, nnd others. 

Neither Seattle daJIv u>ok sn editorial position on this debate, but It wa* quit* 
clear from Iht type of coverage where their sympathies lay. When the Stout* 
Fott-I null io* nrrr, for etample, at last released the statement of tbe 92 faculty 
mcmlrsni, it wan printed neil lo a column in support of the film— writ ton by the 
paper’s avialion roirortcr, who has the Boeing heat. Most of tho other newspapers 
throughout the stale, dailies and weeklies, followed this lend. The University 
of Washington Daily save broad coverage lo the liberal position aod published 
editorials In support of it; Stan Slapp of the Oesmoeod Aurora Outlook provided, 
in his weekly column, the onlv other local journalistic recognition of tho libertarian 
viewpoint. 

It was inevitable that repercussions should be felt in the state legislators. The 
greatest spate of MoCsrtbyiUi legislation since the heyday of McCarthy himself 
was now introduced, bv Democrats as well as Republicans. There was a resolu¬ 
tion praising the film* and making s legislative finding that they were excellent 
teaching materials. There a resolution of glowing commendation for the 
work of HUAC. Another proposal called for the creation of aa "American 
lien last Foundation." to be churgcd with indoctrinating the people of the SUu 
of Washington on tho evils of communism and the fundamental* of Americanism. 
Ultimately iheso, and several other bills of the seme tendency, were defeated, 
but not without tho greatest difficulty. They were slopped by tbe combination 
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of a handful of able leghtlalors-roainlv, RepreaenUtiow Norman Ackley »ad

''Hvo ruing tide of anti-Communist fervor has given birth in the Northwest to 
numerous new programs nnd organizations on the Right. lufroducea m February 
was a frankly extremist organ,zation calling itself "A Group of 1 «*op»o, loc. 
Apparent!v at no loss for funds COPl celebrated something it calls Lojaltj 
Day" by opening a libra/v to supple imti-Comrounist literature to the public. 
Another group is Greater America, too. Calling UmU # national organization,

- among them Erwin D- Csnham and James A Lroeu, it is none the less largely a 
Boeing creation. Although it has made some effort to keep its miU-commuuisrn 
respectable, ita pilot study group attracted, almost exclusively, adherents of the 
John Birrh stripe A tie-up between the military, politicians, industrial and busi¬ 
ness leadership, conservative* and extreme rich v winger* is also rsident in the 
recently founded Seattle American Leadership Council. Captain banger is 
credited with a central role iu inspiring and organizing the Council it feature* as 
oo-chairmen Seattle Mayor Cordon Choton. the senior lice president of Boeing, 
uid the secretary of the King Oouoty Labor Council. Ha speakers bureau is 
entrusted to Father O'Brien. .... ... 

Captain Sanger h*a continued to be in great demand in the area—even with 
liberal* who have repentcdlv tried in vaio to get him to accept a public debnuj. 
But it began to be evident thni objections were being raised lit h.gii Places to 
this sort of political activitv on lbe part of the military Both President Kennedy 
and the Defense Department had made it plftiu that statement# of policy coming 
from the military must henceforth be denied b? higher civilian authority. More¬ 
over. early in March the Navy cancnled scheduled showings of Map. when 
Representative Felly protested the cancellations, the Navy replied apologet¬ 
ically that its supply of the film could not meet tho growing demand and that 
furthermore it was unable to work out "transportation problems’’ from Bond 
Point. To odd to the confusion, a Sand Point commander on the Mine day denied 
that the Navy had ever shown the film to any but "our own people. Sanger 
himself w:ia Isu-r to make the same denial, more than once. 

There now began what may be culled "The Canonization of Captain banger. 
Representative rellv mode a laudatory speech about him in the House. Mis 
praises were repeatedly sung iu the metropolitan dailies, sometimes in the form of 
testimonials from or gam rations nnd individual*, sometimes in feature rtonw. 
Misrepresenting criticism of the Ceptnln «s due to lus "vigorous opposition to 
communism," the newspapers pictured him as a hero behaving with immense 
courage under formidable hie. 

In the midst of tins fevered defense of the local military hero, the John Birch 
slot, broke nationally. The metropolitan newspapers nt first attempted to tenor. 
It. But us the elory grot, throughout the country, tho Pftl-InHtliMMr and the 
TV-net «ere constrained lo pick it up Both ran e> posts o( tlir John Mirth Society, 
io n senes of lengths Articles. The PI und the Timet begun at Ibis Point lo show 
signs of ftcuto scniioplirenia. On the very day that tho PI ran iu first article on 
tbe John Birch Society, there Appeared on tho snino page on editorial headed 
"A Naval Officer's Duty." lauding Obtain Sanger for his Aniencnntira campaign. 
In another editorial, the PI thnuked Senator Dodd lor his demand ihat tho Birch 
Society be Invmligaled, but could not refrain from the Goklw.ucr-llkc regret that 
'Kmc of our Aunt cilir.ena, with the highest motives," had been attracted to the 
society. Tlie fine efUtens and organisations which havu pluggod .'/np hero still 
enjoy the best rclMioneWpa witli the press, nor has the press ever chided thorn or 
Captain Sanger about the identification between the film and the Birch Society. 

Nevertheless, the ncivepaiwra 1 articles on the society, ss they Identified local 
Birch lenders, did oiler some kev to earlier rightinng phenomena m Washington 
Stile. Tlie individuals namvd wen also proininenl in other lightering groups In 
the ores which hod been at work in wave aod with goal! similar lo those outlined 
in Welch’s Slue Book. American Lcgionuaire Lawrence Timbers, author of a 
widely circulated emvar elnwl on Ptofeeoot Costigan. is a John Blrelwr, as me 
Mia Shakrllord nnd one P. C. Becsley. til addition lo being " nshinglon Stntt 
"orgumicr" nnd “coo-dluator" for tho Birell Society, Baeehiy Is on the notionnl 
board ol “We the I'tuple.’' along with Mrs. Shakeliord. All three ol the slore- 
mentloood ore members o1 the hoard ol tho Committee lot Economic Fteedora. 
Mrs Shakeliord is also so organism lor the Conslllhlioo 1‘argy. bliakvllord, 
Beesley and Timber) have been the chief lottrumenu to » number ol "atudy 
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dubs'' which devote thcraeelve* chiefly to attacks oo th« oublic schools in this 
Arcs. Abo ft member of tho "study clubs” and lire local Birch Society is Tom 
Huttoo, an associate of Gerald L. K. Smith in the Christian Naiiooaliat Crusade. 
No theory of conspiracy is offered hero as so explanation of the political climate of 
Washiagloa over the past few months. The multiple connections of individuals 
of similar extreme views do, however, reflect Birch Society doctrine, and can be 
seen in numerous related activities. 

Perhaps the best illustrotioo of the tendencies of these interconnected groups 
and Individuals boa been their attacks upon the public schools, especially those of 
Kent, which Mrs. Shnkelford and her fellows have harassed foe more than a year. 
The guidance program was attacked os bralowafthine; teaching methods and tests 
were assailed, it was charged that children were indoctrinated with un-American 
tooete emanating from Columbia' University, the goal of which was to teach the 
youth to live in a Communist world. The Kent school board and the superin¬ 
tendent have so far successfully resisted these assaults; unfortunately, their 
coursgc has not been consistently matched by other Washington school boards 
and superintendents. 

Nor nss tho exposure of the Birch Society inhibited the attacks upon free die- 
oumIoq and Inquiry in the public schools: less than two weeks after the local 
•tones on the society appeared, another such foray was reported in the news¬ 
papers. At Foatcr High oo the outskirts of Seattle, two teachers, in full coopera¬ 
tion with their principal, bad worked up a study unit oo tbs bsuos troubling 
the community. They included for discussion such relevant materials os Map 
and the Roosavdt-McNedy debate on HU AC. The superintendent of school 
received a single letter aod a few telcpbooe calls criticizing the teachers and tbs 
principal (or the presentation of this unit. This was sufficient to atari an im¬ 
broglio iu which tha teachers' and the principal's activities were debated at a 
school board meeting before 250 persons, and they were subjected to hours of 
private executive inquiry into their political and social attitudes and activities 

A new program for Seattle's public schools further reflects the political climate 
here. Billed as the "American Herltago" program, it is oot to consist in courses, 
but is intended to Imbue the entire curriculum with a set of attitudes. Five- and 
sii-year olds are to be instructed in the meaning of the pledge of allegiaoce. 
lns true lion in communism's perils and pitfalls will begin in the fifth grade, with 
awareness of the Red threat presumably dominating studies from there oo. 

Although some Washington liberals feel that ths exposure of the John Biroh 
Society has gone far to reduce extremist pressure from the Right, a glance at the 
record, present and retrospective, dore oot offer auch firm comfort. 0»« can 

3 io by aaseasiug the Washington liberals themselves. It is truo that as indi- 
jdl# they show a great gain in courage and outepokooocss over the McCarthy 
period, this is particularly striking io tho csss of religious leaders aud of Uia 
academic community, faculty os well as students. Yet the willingness of lodivid- 
uuls to identify with a liberal position has never translated itself into any practical, 
organized program of action. Tha ACLU of Washington, best equipped in terms 
of will, skill and experience, will not enter Into areas whore no civil-liberties 
infringement is involved. On tha other hand, an organisation such as tha American 
Friends Service Committee has ooly a fraotloo of energies and funds to devote to 
civil-liberties imuca, acute as may bo Os interest in them. The Democratic Party 
organs and the church groups which look verbal steads against tha right-wingere 
are analogously restricted and restrained. Moreover, tha groups which took such 
fragmentary action os they could, did not io this period of neor-hvstena enjoy 
any spectacular increase in members, in member willingness to take individual 
responsibility, or in funds. It is oot surprising, therefore, that the independent 
organization which was finally created to net in a concerted way—the so-called 
Committee for an Open Society. Inc—never got off tho ground to short, tireie 
has not been a massive response to a massive challenge. 

And there is littlo oo the local balance sheet to suggest Orel tho dimensions of 
Uic challenge have been affected by Indignation over tha Dirch Society. Tbowe 
who decry the Birchen' smearing of Eiacohower make no connection balwaen 
this and Ilia assaults on local intellectuals In tha midst of rovulsiou against 
Mr. Welch, it is tbs public schools winch are being attacked, not the industrialists 
aod military men who hnva carried Welch’s ideas, via Communism on tkt Mop. 
to so many InhabitaoU ol the state. The reputations of Boeing sod Puget Sound 
Power suii Light not ooly remain undamaged, they Irevc not even been challenged; 
while ll*c iminiosnt departure of Captain Sangsr to another station has brought 
a now flurry o( testimonials aod fresh demands for hte services as a public apeaker.
